his Father, had Pompeia Plotina for his Wife; received 
the News of his Adoption at Colen, and was the firſt Em- 

or that was a Foreigner; for before him there had 
[$444 no Emperor but what was a Native of Rome, or 
Italy. He vigorouſly made War with the Germans, and 
was thence ſurnamed Germanicus ; ſubdued the Tranſil- 
vanians, or Daci, and was thence ſurnamed Daeicus: and 
ſome ate of Opinion that FVarheli in Valachia, is ſituated 
upon the Ruines of Uipia Traj ana, or Jarmi-ſophetuſa. 
The Eaſt had begun to revolt, and fo fair an Occafion 


being offered him to ſhew his Merit, he failed not to 


make uſe of it. His Succeſs was ſuch, that he ſubdued 
Armenia, Meſopotamia, Arabia, Parthia, Iberia, the Peo- 
ple of Boſphorns, and of Colchy ; was attended with Vi- 
Ctory to the Shore of the Red-Sea, and paſſed the Perſian 
Gulph, Bur when he would go farther, and the Pro- 
vinces which he had conquered revolted; he ſent Lucius 
and Maximus againſt the Rebels. The latter was de- 
feated and lain in a Battel, and the former retook Niſi. 
vn, and forced Edeſſa. Two other Lieutenants of Tra- 
jan, named Eryſius Clarus, and Fulius Alexander, took and 


burnt Seleucia, and fearing the Parthians might Revolt, 
he choſe them a King named Phartamaſphat, or as o- 


thers name him Fſamatoſſiru, and crowned him. He 
went into Arabia, and gained not much Glory there. 
The Jews, who were about Cyrene flew all the Grecian: 
and Romans Which they mer, or expoſed them ro Wild 
Beaſts, and deſtroyed Two Hundred Thouſand Men. 
They Maſſacred two hundred and forty Thouſand in 
the Iſland of Cyprus; and their Cruelty was not leſs in 
Ezypt. Thus the Conqueſts of Trajan were of no great 
Advanrage to the Empire, and as he fell Sick of a Drop- 
ſy, in the beginning of theſe Diſorders as he was return- 
ing to Rome, he died of an Apoplexy, aged 64 Years, 
after he had reigned Seventeen Years, Six — 
| Py Fifteen 
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Fifteen Days. He is accuſed by the two Victors, of 
Drunkenneſs ; and ir is obſerved in the Cæſars of Julian, 
that his Wir was dull'd with much Drinking. He bath 
been Reproached with a more hainous Vice, and Dio, 
Zonaras, and Netzes have made but an ill Defence for 
him, by ſaying; That he us'd it with Moderation, and 
without Violence. That which was Remarkable in this 
Emperor was, that he diſtributed a great deal of Mony 
amongſt the Orphans of all the Cities in Tah, that he 
would give no ear to falſe Reports, that he never 
touched rhe Eſtates of his Subjects, that he envied not 
another's Glory, that he religiouſly obſerved Juſtice, and 
that he was never ſeen. in a Paſſion. He had a reſpect 
for the Senators, kindneſs for the People, an eſteem for 
Good Men, an indifterence for all the Honours that are 
paid to Sovereigns ; and in a word, was ſo Bereticenr, 
that the Romans were wont afterwards to wiſh their 
Emperors the good Fortune of Auguſtus, and the Goodneſs 
of — | 
(4) Hadri an the Son of Elius Hadri anus, and of Domi- 
tia Paulina, a Native of the Iſle, or of the City of Gades, 
(e) was born Ann. Dom. 77, and married Fulia Sabina, 
the Daughter of Marciana, Traj an's Siſter. Plot ina, Tra- 
jan's Widow loved Hadrian, who was at that time in Hria 
with an Army; and thro' the Paſſion which ſhe had for 
him, ſhe conceal'd her Husband's Death; and in the 
mean time wrote Letters to the Senate, to inform them 
that the Emperor had adopted Publius Ælius Hadrianus, 
At the ſame time ſhe required the Adoption io be con- 
firmed, and the Senate failed not to do it.

In the beginning of his Reign be viſited the beſt Pro- 
vinces of rhe Empire, France, Germany, England, where 
he cauſed a Wall with Forts to be made Fourſcore 
Miles in Length, againſt the Barbarous Northern People, 
the better to ſecure the Garriſon againſt the Natives. 
He returned into France, went into Spain, paſſed from 
Sicily into Afriek, Arabia, Egypt, Greece; and at length 
returned to Rome. Bur having cauſed Feryſalem to be 
Rebuilt, which then took the Name of lia; and dedi- 
cared to Jupiter Olympius, a Temple, which had been 
before Conſecrated to God, and Peopled the City wit 
Strangers; the Fews began to Revolt under the Conduct | 
of Barcochebab, that is to ſay, the Son ( f ) of 4 Star, or Bar- 
coceba, becauſe he was of Chocaba in Galilee. The Fews | 
afterwards called him Bar-coſibba, the Son of a Lye, ' 
becauſe he gave out that he pretended that he was the 
Meſſiah, and that he would Recover all ꝓudæa out of the 
bands of the Romans. He was Slain in this Rebellion 
and there were above Six hundred Thouſand Fews who 
were Slain in this War. Hadrian to Revenge himſelf 
on thofe who Remained, baniſhed them all from New | 
Ferujalem, and prohibited them to come near it, only 
by way of conſolation, he gave them Liberty to appear 
before the Walls of it once a Year, namely on the Day 
that it was deſtroyed by Titus, He cauled a Hog to 
be cut in Marble, and to be ſer on the Gate which le to 
- Bethlehem, becauſe this Creature was an abomination to 
the Jews. 4 | > W127: Wt nf | 3 
Alfter this War Pharaſmanes the King of Iberia, who 
was not well pleaſed with this Emperor, made ſome In- 
toads into Armenia with the Alains orMaſſagetes. But this 
firſt fire laſted not long, and Pharaſmanes held it a great 
honour to go to Rome with his Wife and Children, to be 
Contrmed in his Kingdom by the Senate, and by Ha- 
frian, who on ſeveral ogcaſiqũs gave inftances of Cru- 
= $1 7 ah. 8 pv q + _ elty, 
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elty, of Clemency and Juſtice, He was a great Painter, 
a good Carver, a good Phyſician, a great Geometrician, 
Aſtronomer, Architect, but ſo jealous of the Reputa- 
tion and the Merit of Men who were Skill'd in thoſe 
things on which he valued himſelf, that ir was as much 
as any Man's life was worth to Excel him therein. 

He extreamly diſhonoured himſelf by the paſſion 
which he had for (g ) Antinow of Bithynia, whoſe 
Statue is yet to be ſeen, which our Painters, thro their 
ignorance name Lantinus, and which was found in the 
Pontificate of Leo X. in this Emperor's Baths. He 
violently loved this beautiful boy, who was unfortu- 
natly drowned in the Nile, or who, as ſome ſay, devoted 
himſelf in a Sacrifice wherein this Emperor would uſe 
humane Blood. That which is certain, is, that after 
his death Hadrian, cauſed a City in Thebaz to be called 
after bis Name, that he Dedicated a Magnificent 
Temple ro him, that ro comfort him under this loſs, 
the Egyptians placed this infamons Perſon among their 
(hb ) Gods, which were no better than himſelf ; and 
that in Arcadia, the Inhabitants of Mantinea Cele- 
brated his Feſtival every Year. The Grecians, who 
were never at any coſt for Meramorpholes, added alſo, 
thar his Soul was changed into a Star : and mo 
was omitted that might alleviate Hadrian great Grief, 
Ar laſt he was afflicted with @ continnal dyſentery, 
which made life a burden ro him, and of which he 
dyed the ſecond of Fuly, A M. 4109, AD. 131. He 
lived Sixty two Years, Five Months, and nineteen Days: 
Reign'd Twenty Years, ten Months, and Twenty nine 
Days, and juſt as be was Expiring, Rehearſed Five 
Verſes, which ſhew. that he was not oyer well ſatisfied. 
about the State of the next Life. A 

Some have preferred him to Trajan; and there is 
no doubt but he had much the advantage of him, in 
regard of bis underſtandipg, which was capable of

every Thing ; of his knowledge ; of the Eaſe he gave 
the Provinces in remitting to them 22500000 Crowns; | 
of ſome other bounriful actions of the like nature, 
and of the care which he took to viſit all the Provinces 
of the Empire, which he ſecured againſt the incurſions . 
of the Barbarous Nations, and againſt the avarice of 
their Governours. But he came much behind him, 
if we conſider him in his Eaſineſs to give credit to falſe 
reports, and to condemn thoſe on whom he had hea 
ed riches ; in his inconftancy to his friendſhips; in the 
unevenneſs of his humour; in his diflimulation and his 
jealouſies, in his cruelties, and the Mortal Envy which 
had to all thoſe, who were either more famous or 
more skillful than himfelf, in thoſe Arts to which he pre- 
tended. It is obſervd in Spartian, that he wrote, 
dictated, heard, and converſed with his Friends at the 
ſame time, and that he repeated a Book by heart, after 
he had read ir, altho he never read it before. Bur what 
skill ſoever in ſome Arts and Sciences is attributed to 
him, we have reaſon to doubt of the delicacy of his taſte, 
who preferr'd Cato to Cicero; Ennius to Virgil; and 
Antimachus of Colophon, to Homer. 
Florus Lived in the Reign of Trajan and Hadrian, He 
made an Abridgment of the N man Hiſtory, and nor of 
Livys, as ſome Authors have written, for in many 
things, he is contrary in his opinion to the other. This 
Author bath divided his Abridgment into four Books, 
ath begun with Romulus, and come down to the time 
chat Auguſtus ſhur the Temple of anus, after he had 
ſupptelt the Revolt of the yew which ſpace 
according to Lucius Florus himſelf contains 700 Years, 
He was a Native of S pain; of the Family of the Annes, 
which wes that of the Seneca's. His Stile is Entirely 
Poetick, and he ſometimes falls into trifles thro' affecta- 


jon, as Grevius hath obſerved. | 
(i) Antoninis the Son of Aurelius Fulvius the Con- 
ſul, and of Arria Fadilla, Daughter to Arrius Antoninus, 
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and to Bovina Procilla, was born in the Conſulſhip of 
Domitian and of Cornelius Dolabella, A M. 40 58, or ac- 
cording to others, 57, A. D. 87. He was Sirnamed the 
Pious, for ſaving thoſe whom Hadrian had condemned 
during his ſickneſſes, for preventing that Emperor's kil- 
ling himfelt in deſpair ; for Loving all his Relations with 
renderneſs, or looking upon all bis Subjects as his Chil- 
dren, and his Empire as his Family ; or, as Pauſanias 
ſaith, becauſe there was no Religion which was not 
dear to him. ( k) He had two Sons, and as many 
Daughters by Fauſtina, the Daughter of Annius Verus ; 
and altho ſhe had that criminal complaiſance, to make 
him think of others, yet he kept her uot without mur- 


muring. When Hadrian bad declared Lucius cæſo- 


iu Commodus, named after wards Lucius Ælius Veri, for 
his ſucceſſor, who dyed ſoon after this honour ; he A- 
dopted in his Stead Titus Aurelius Antoninus, on con- 
dition that he ſhonld himſelf Adopr Annius Antoninus, 
who was afterwards Named Marcus Aurelius; and Lu- 
cius Antoninus who Succeeded him. According to Capi- 
tolinus's Character of him, he was Handſome, Courteous, 
Sober, Complaiſant and Liberal; had a majeſtick Air, 
a cleat Wit, noble Sentiments, and an even Temper. 
He Defeated the Britains by his Lieutenants; Re pelled 
the Moors as far as Mount 4t/as 5 Reduced Ægypt and 
Achaia to their Duty; and died the 17th of March, 
A. M. 4132, A. D. 162, at the Age of 75 Years, after he 


had Reigned 23 or 24. | 


Some believe that under Antoninus Pius, Fuſtin made 
his Hiſtorical Abridgment, taken out of the 40 Books 
that Tragus Pompeius had written under Auguſtus and 
Tiberius, He comprehends 2000 Years from Ninus the 
Firſt Founder of che 4ſſjr:an Empire, to the Reign of 
the Emperour Auguſtus ; and as he hath committed con- 
ſiderable Errors in Chronology, it is believed that theſe 
Errors were not in the Original. This Author was a 
long time confounded with Fuſtin the Martyr ; _ *

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fides that the latter wrote in Greek, and this in Latin 
what he faith of Moſes in bis 26th Book, ſhews thar be

Antoninus (to whom the Moderns have given the fir- 
name of the Philoſopher, becauſe he was throughly verſed 
in Philoſophy) the Son of Annius Verus, and of Calvila, 
Daughter to Calviſius Tulus, who had been twice Con- 
ſul, married Fauſtina the Daughter of Antoninus Pius, 
and Grand - daughter of Hadrian; gave his Daughter Lu- 
cilla in Marriage to Lucius Antoninus Verus : and by this 
means, the Copartner in the Government, became his 
Son- in- law. Notwithſtanding Fauſtina was publick e- 
nough in her Adulteries, he would yet till diſſemble jj 
in Modeſty and Policy; and carried bimſelf ſo ha 
ſomely towards Lucius Antoninus Verus, that the latter 
took the Principal Meaſures of his Conduct by a juſt 
Gratitude, and a fear of diſpleaſing him. This was the 
firſt time that there were two Emperors of Rome: and 
it is a Miracle, that the Government being in Common 
ro them, and their Inclinations ſo contrary, Ambition 
and Fealouſy did not break the good Underſtanding that 
was between them. 

Lucius Verus went againſt Vologeſes, the King of the 
Parthians, who had ſeized upon Armenia ; and altho' 
inftead of making War, he committed continual De. 
banchery in this great Journey, his Lieutenants put the 
King to flight, purſued him to Seleucia, Cteſiphon, and Ba- 
bylon, and in the End took all their Provinces. Calpur- 
nur Apricolg was ſent againſt the Brittains, who had 
Revolred ; and as theſe two Emperors were going them- 
ſelves againſt the Marcomanns, who were the Inhabi- 
tants of Sileſia, Moravia, and Bobemia, Lucius Antoninus 
Verns died of an Apoplexy, A. M. 4140. A. D. 170. and 
the 9th of his Reign. | | ad, 

From this rime Marcus Antoninus reign'd alone, and 
continued the War againſt theſe People, who were 
aſſiſted by their Neighbours, and when the Army which 
bad been oppreſſed with Thirſt five whole Days, and 
alſo ſhur up in the Streights of the Mountains was re- 
duc'd to Extremity 4. D. 175. the Præfect of the Præ- 
terium told the Emperor, that the Chriſtians 1 of

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Heaven wharſoever they deſired, and that a Company 
of the 12th Legion were Chriſtians. Upon this Aſſurance, 
Marcus Antoninus gave Order to all the Soldiers of that 
Company to pray to their God; and they had no ſooner 
prayed on their Knees, bur a refreſhing Rain fell on 
theſe Streights where the Troops were, wherewith their 
Thirſt was quenched ; but their Enemies had nothing 
bur Hail and Thunder. Onuphrius Panuvinus faith, that 
the Legion in which this Company was, for this reaſon 
was call'd the (J) Thundering Legion, but this is a 
Miſtake, for it received that Name from the Thun- 
derbolt which was painted on their Bucklers, and was 
known by this Name in Traj an's time, and this Author 
in another place owns, that it owed irs Eſtabliſhment to 
Auguſtus, | 
Marcus Antoninus, who by this means vanquiſhed the 
uadi and Marcomanni, (ſuffered all the Chriſtians to be 
quiet, for fear, leaſt being exaſperated by cruel Uſage, 
they ſhould with their Prayers draw the Thunder- 
bolts of Heaven on the Romans. After the Benefit he 
had received from them, he permitted them the free 
Exerciſe of the Religion they proſeſs d: And indeed, this 
Emperor had Qualities for a Saint, had he himſelf em- 
braced the ſame Religion. He died in Pannonia the 
17th of March, Aged 59 according to ſome, or 61 Years, 
A. M. 4151. A. D. 181, after he had Reign'd 19 Years, 
and 11 Days. Arrian lived under the Emperors, Anto- 
ninus the Pious, and Antoni nus the Philoſopher, He is the 
ſame who wrote Commentaries on the little Abridge- 
ment of Epifetus's Philoſophy, and was raiſed to the 
| Dignity of a Conſul. He was of Nicomedia in Bythinia, 
now call'd Comidia by the Europeans : and of all the 
Hiſtory that he wrote, we have but the Seven Books of 
Alexander's Conqueſts, with the Eighth, which treat in 
ticular of India. His Style is Conciſe and Intelligi- 
e; and he hath ſo happily imitated that of Xenophon, 
chat he was thence ſurnamed Young Xenopbon.

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(n) Aurelius Commodus, Son of Marcus Aurelius Anto- 
ninus, and of Fauſtina, was the handſomeſt and the cruel- 
leſt of Mankind: and when Antoninus begot this Mon- 
ſter, he did all the Evil he could do. His Friends had 
no ſooner preſented him to the Soldiers, but they pro- 
claimed him Emperor: and thro' Imparience to be at 
Rome, he was Coward enough to make Peace with the 
Marcomanni, and other Nations, whom he might have 
ſubdued. He out · did Caligula, Nero, and Domitian, and 
had he been contented with 300 Boys, and 300 Wo- 
men, he had at leaſt let the reſt of the World have been 
quiet. But he put to Death his Wife Criſpina, his Si- 
ſter Lucila, who had been Wife firſt to Lucius Verus, and 
afterwards to Pompeianus, and was ſuſpected to have 
made uſe of Phyſicians ro Poyſon his Father. The moſt 
fairbful Miniſters of the laſt Reign were Maſſacred, 
rhe moſt Venerable of the Senators were his Victims : 
and if he found any one who had a great Belly, he had 
him cur thro' the Middle ar a ſtroke, and rook Pleaſure 
in ſeeing his Entrails. He condemned a Man to Death 
for reading the Life of Caligula, written by Suetonius 3 
and at the Age of 12 Years, finding the Water of his 
Bath luke- warm, he ordered the Barh-keeper to be 
thrown into a Furnace of Fire, As he threw a Dart 

well, and was an Excellent Markſman with the Bow 
and fArrows, He ſometimes kill'd a Hundred Wild 

' Beaſts in one Day, amongſt which were Lyons, Tigers, 
Bears, and Elephants; and ar laſt caſt his Darts, or 
ſhot his Arrows at the People, to Crown ſo fine a ſhew. 
He eat ſometimes in the Habit of a Woman in the Am- 
phitheatre, where he dreſs d himſelf after the manner 
that Mercury is painted, and went afterwars and acted 
the Gladiator, kill d all who ſpared him, fought Seven 
Hundred Thirty Five Times; gain'd by his bats a 
Thou-

relius, Commodus, Auguſtus, Pius, Felix Sarmaticus, Germani- 
cus, Maximus, Britannicus, Pacificator, Invincibilis, Roma= 
nus, Hercules, Pontifex Maximus, The Father of the Coun» 
try, and would give to every Month, whoſe Name he 
thought fir to change, ſome one of theſe Titles. But this 
Invincible one at the age of thirty one Vears, and 4 Months, 
after he had Reigned Twelve Years, Nine Months and 
Fourteen Days, according to Dio, was poyſon'd by () 
Marcia the moſt Confiderable of his Miſtreſſes, whom he 
had deſigned to put to Death; and when he vomited 
up the Poyſon he had taken, he was Strangled by a Wreſt- 
ler, named Nareiſſus, in the beginning of the Year 194. 
He had a Body well proportioned, an extraordinary fine 
Shape, a great Air, a handſome Countenance, thick and 
flaxen Hair, and fire and ſweetneſs in his Eyes. ; 
(o) Publius Helvius Pertinax, was the Son of Helv;- 
us Succeſſus, (who was a Merchant as ſome ſay, or got 
bis living by burning of Bricks, according'to others ) his 
Wife was Flavia Titiana, the Daughter of Flavius Sul- 
picianus ; his Miſtreſs was Cornificia, who was much 
more faithful ro him then his Wife. He taught the firſt 
Elements of Grammar in Lipuria ; where he ſucceeded 
his Maſter Apollinaris Sidonius in this Employment, which 
he ſoon changed for Arms, and was gradually raiſed 
thro? all Offices to that of a General. What he did in the 
Eaſt, in Brittany, and in Germany, gave him Reputation 
with Marcus Antoninus the Philoſopher, and Commedus : 
and his Virtue was ſo great, that Electus, and Lætus Col- 
lonel of the Guards, who had joined with Marcia in the 
Death of their Emperor, eſteemed him the worthieſt 
Perſon to command the World. Theſe two Officers, ha- 
ving drawn ſome Perſons of their Acquaintance 4 their 
arty,

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Party, went by Night to find Pertinax, who thought 
ar firſt that they came thither ro Aſſaſſinate him; they 
owned to him to free him from all jealouſy, that they had 
at laſt got rid of the Tyrant, and preſented Pertinax to 
the whole Army, who received him for their Emperor. 
This Election pleaſed the Senate, and all the People 
upon the News of it. returned thanks to the Gods in 
their Temples for it. But when he would immediately 
reform the State; Eaſe the Provinces of the Impoſts 
vherewith they had been burihen'd, expel the Com- 
mon Accuſers out of Rome ; keep the Troops to their 
Duty; and too precipitately redreſs all the Abuſes which 
had crept into the Militia, which he might have eſſect- 
ed with time, the Souldiers in — Companies ruſh'd 
into his Palace; and Aſſaſſinated him. He died at the 
Age of Sixty Seven Years, and reigned not full Three 
Months. Ele&us, who was at that time near him, did 


his utmoſt ro defend and ſave him; wounded ſome of 


his Murderers, kill'd two of them, and was at laſt kill'd 
by the reſt. But that which was more ſurpriſing, was, 
that the Soldiers who had cut off the Head of ſo great a 
Prince, and who had carried it into tbe Camp, where 
they forrified themſelves, cauſed ſome Inſolent Fellows 
to mount the Rampart, and Proclaim, That the Empire 
was to be fold. Sulpicianus a Conſular Perſon, and who 
was Prefect of Rome, and Father-in-law to Pertinax, 


would have bought ir, but the Soldiers being Jealous of 


bim upon the Account of that Allyance, and he not 
having Mony enough, Julian who offered a great deal 
more, and who boaſted that he was much richer then 

be, carried ir from him. Pertinax bad curled Hair, and 
wore a long Beard, good Features, and the Air of a 
Perſon of Quality. He was Learned, Bloquent, Brave, | 
Covetous, and Severe, and would not ſuffer the Title 
of Cæſar to be given to his Son, becauſe he did not yet 
deſerve it; nor the Title of Empreſs to his Wife, be- 
cauſe he knew that ſhe was lewd. |

and of Amilia Clara, or Vibia Salvia Vara, had for his 
Wife Manlia Scantilla, who was very Unbandſome, bur 
by whom he had a Daughter who was a Beauty, nam- 
ed Didia Clara, who was married to Cornelius Rentinus, 
after wards Governour of Rome. Before Julian came to 
the Empire, he had born the Offices of Treaſurer, Æaile, 
Prætor, Collonel, Governour of Dalmatia, of the Lower 
- Germany, of Conſul with Helvius Pertinax, and ſucceed- 

ed him in that of Proconſul of Africk, Whilſt he flattered 
the People with his Gifts, Septimius Severus, who com- 
manded an Army in Pannonia, Albinus, who had one in 
the Iſle of Brittain, Peſcenniu Niger, who commanded 
another in ria, and whoſe Government extended it 
ſelf alſo. to the Places that bordered on the Euphrates, 
reſolved to Diſpoſſeſs him, and each of them propoſed 
to himſelf to fill his Place. (9) Peſcennius Niger, who 
was declared Emperor by bis Army, and who aſſured 
himſelf that all the People, and the whole Senate would 
approve of this Election, took no farther care but to di- 
vert himſelf in Antioch, whilſt Severus who hdd engaged 
the Army of Ihria to his own Intereſt, acquainted A.- 
binus, that he would receive him for his Co- partner 
in the Empire, and conſequently for his Succeſſor. Al- 
binus flattered with theſe Offers, reſted ſatisfied with 
theſe Hopes, and would not leave Britain. 

In the mean while Severus marched with his Army in- 
to Italy, on the plauſible Pretence of revenging the 
Death of Pertinax ; heard nothing but publick Accla- 
mations in his March; ſolicited the Puniſhment of the 
Murderers of this Prince, and the Death of Julian. As 
there was no room for farther Conſideration, becauſe 
Severus was by far the Strongeſt, the Senate gave Judg- 
ment againſt Julian, who being deſerted by bis Ser- 
vants, his Friends, and his Soldiers, was flain by a Col- 
tonel after he had Reigned Sixty Six Days. 1 
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being informed that the Senate had diſpatebed en 


and choſen him Emperor, gave Orders that they ſhon 

ſend the Soldiers of the Guards to him without their 
Arms, that is to ſay, in the ſame Condition as they were 
wont to march before the Emperor in Sacritices, and on 
Feſtivals. He no ſooner faw them, but he reproached 


them wirh their Ingratitude, their Avarice, and their 


Cruelty; baniſhed them all, and cauſed them to be ſtript 


with Infamy. After this he made his Entry into Rome, 


where he paid Divine Honours to Pertinax, eſteemed 
it an Honour to bear his Name, which was given him 
by the Senate, and all the People, and he might bear it 
without ſhame, ſince the Memory of this Prince was 
dear to him, and he had contributed to make him a God. 
He was Cunning and Diſſembling, Deceitful, and Re- 


vengeful, Indefatigable in Labour, daring to attempt e- 


very Thing, and had an extraordinary ftrengthof Mind.

' Pavit enus Maſter to Clemens Alexandrinus, was in E- 
ſteem. There were many Synods of Biſhops to Regu- 
late the Obſervation of the Paſchal Feaſt, or Eaſter, 
which by rhe Eaſter Chriſtians, was fixed on the 14th 
day of the Moon; and by the Vrſtern, on the Day of 
the Reſurrection of our Saviour. St. Victor who feemed 
with too great Zeal ro defend the Opinion of rhe latter, 
Excommunicated the others; and was reprehended for 
it by St. renæus Biſhop of Lyons; who repreſented to him, 
that they ought not to make a ſeparation upon the ac- 
count of certain Ceremonies, when they held the ſame 
Faith entire.

There is a Feruſslem Talmud, Collected by Fohanan, 
who finiſhed ir according to ſome, A. D. 300, or ac- 
cording to others 230, for the inſtruction and uſe of the 
Fews who were then in Paleſtine, As the Number of 
them was not very conſiderable, and this work did not 
clearly determine moſt matters, it hath not been in ſo 
great Eſteem as the Babyloniſp Talmud, which was 
written for the ſake of the Fews who were at Babylop, 
2 alſo for thoſe who were diſperſed in other places; 
There are Two Parts of this Talmud; the Firſt Miſna, 
which'is the Text, or the Second Law; the Second, the Repe- 
tition or Interpretation of the Written Law, which con · 
rains the Ora Traditions from Moſes to Rabbi Febudah, 
who had the care of Collecting it, and who lived under 
Autoninus Pius, whole fayour he had got in the time of 
Marcus Antoninus, and under Commadus.

But he uſed not 
this great ſeverity to his Wife, whom be kept ſtill, not- 
withſtanding that be knew full well that ſhe had diſ- 
graced herſelf by her debancheries, and bad been in a 
conſpiracy againſt him. It cannot be denyed, but that 
he had great Virtues and great Viees ; they ſaid of 
him what was hecerofore ſaid of That it was 
pity that he was ever born, or that he ever dyed. :

The Memory of Alexander was ſo dear to him, that 
he Declared open War with all that were Ar:ftorle's 
Sect; all whoſe books he would have burnt, becauſe he 
had been ſuſpected to have haſtned that Conqueror's 
death. In imitation of him, he had Elephants always 
Led in his Train; and becauſe a Macedonian Collonel 
was named Antigonus, and his Father was named Phz- 
tip; he gave him the command of all the other Legions, 
made him a Senator, and raiſed him to the rank of Præ- 
torians. Another named Alexander, being accuſed of 
ſeveral Crimes, Baſſianus who heard the Accuſer cry 
our, Alexander M a murderer, and 4 declared 1 of 
the Gods, ſaid in a rage, That if be went on to ſpeak” 
Ef Alexander, he would command him to be pur 
t Death. He compoſed a Phalanx of Sixteen thou- 
ſand Macedoni ans, with Arms much like thoſe which 
were in uſe in Alexander's time, chat is to ſay, a Head- 
piece of Oxhide, a caſt Buckler, a long Lance, a half- 
Pike and a Sword: and acquainted the Senate, that 
Alexander's Soul was Entred into his Body to finiſh 
therein what remained of his Life, becauſe he had nor 
before lived out his time. In another Letter, he higb- 
ly extolled all his farigues, reproached rhe Senators 
with their Lazineſs and Softneſs; and told them, that

monds, Rubies, and Emeralds. He ſent this Picture 

to Rome, with an Expreſs Command to the Senate, to 
place ir in the higheſt place of the Court, even above 
that of Victory; to Sacrifice to him as often as they 
ſhonld meet, and to invoke Elagabal, who was a God 
the Romans had not known. When he was at Rome he 
built a Temple to the Sun, erected: ſeveral Altars in it, 
upon which he Sacrificed every Morning Beaſts in great 
Numbers; and a while after married this God to Pal. 
las. Being afterwards adviſed that the Sun poſſibly 
might not love a Goddeſs who was a Warriour, he cau- 

ſed the Urania which Dido had placed in a Magnificent 
Temple of Carthage to be brought thence, and gave out 
that he had married the Sun to the Moon. After this 
tis no wonder to find in a Medal of Soemias or Sohems 
Heliogabalus's Mother, the Word Cwleſts, ſeeing this 
inceſs was a Syrian, and that this Goddeſs was adored 
Syria. She was the Goddels of all Women, as Abra- 


wanel teſtifies, who in his Commentary upon Feremiah, 


ſtiles her Melecher, or the Queen of Heaven ; and it was 
to the ſame, named alſo Haſchtoreth, or Aſtaroth, 1 Kings

bathed, were perfumed ; fince he cauſed large and deep 
Trenches to be filled with Wine for Ships to fight on; 
fince his Tame Lyons were fed with Pheaſants and Par- 
rots; and his Horſes with the beſt Raiſins of all Ata. 
(J) His cheapeſt Suppers ſtood him in Two Thouſand 
Five Hundred Crowns ; and ſame coft him thrice as 
much. It is obſerved in Lampridius, that he never lay, 
twice with the ſame Woman, except it were his Wife x 
that he never wore the ſame Ring twice; never the 
ſame Shoes twice, nor the ſame Cloaths : that he or- 
dinarily made uſe of Veſſels of Gold, or of Onyx, for 
certain natural Neceſſities, and cauſed Ships with their 
Lading to be ſank to the bottom, adding, that this was 
to be truly Magnanimous to uſe. them after thit manner, 
He was the frit who thought of haſhing Oyſters, Lob- 
ſters and Fiſh : and he bad a prodigious Number of 
Mullets and Barbels kill'd, to draw only gheir Milk 
from them. He had ſerved up now and theft ſixſcore 
Heads of Oſtriches, whoſe Brains he liked; an incredi- 
ble Number cf Birds which had been taught to Whiſtle; 
and others which were Remarkable either for their 
Singing, or their Feathers.

He anſwered, 
That nothing could be more advantapeous to him than to 
be his own and his Wives Heir, In the midſt of his Ex- 
2 which were beyond what can be well imagined, 
e ſaid, That he did not wiſh for Children, for fear one of 
them might prove agood Husband ; or if he ſhould have any, 
that be knew where to chuſe a Tutor, that ſhould force them 
to zmitate him in all things which they ſaw him do. His 
Prodigality was aſtoniſhing ; but his other Vices crea- 
ted Horror, for he was: the Miſtreſs and the Gallant of 
every next Comer, proſtituted himſelf ro Freed-men, ard 
married a Slave. This being his way, Maeſa, who was 
a Woman of Judgment as well as Ambition, foreſeeing 
that the Romans would not long endure an Emperor, 
who preferred the Miniſters of his Infamous Pleaſures 
to the greateſt Offices of State, obliged him to adopt 
his Coulin Alexianus ; which poſſibly was the only 
Commendable thing that he did in his Life, But this 
he ſoon repented of, and as he endeavouted with In- 
vincible Obſtinacy to deſtroy him by Sword or Poyſon, 
or by any other way, he was Aſſaſſinated by his Soldiers 
at the Age of Eighteen Years, together with his Mother 
and ſome of his (m) Favourites; A M 4193. A. O. 223 
He reigned three Years. nine Months and four Days; 
and they threw bis Body into the Tiber, becauſe in 

truth he did nor deſerve a Burial. _-

ria, had the Name of Alexianus or Alexander, becauſe 
Mammea was delivered of him in the Temple which was 
dedicated to Alexander the Great, whither ſhe went 
with her Husband, for the Solemnity which was cele- 
brated there. He was ſirnamed Severus, becaule he put 
a ſtop to the Inſolence of the Soldiers; reduced all to 
their Duty, expelled out of the Senate and his Court, 


all that were of a Scandalous Life; puniſhed with the 


utmoſt Severity, Thieves, Falſe- witneſſes, and the Ma- 
giſtrates who in the Exerciſe of their Offices had more 
regard to their Intereft than ro Conſcience. This Em- 
peror, who was very handſome, had a Noble Air, and 
bad the Name of Holy and Gracious given him for his 
Piety and Clemency, Modeſty and Sweetneſs; had two 
Wives Saluſtia Barbia Orbiana if we believe ſome Anti- 
quaries; and Memmia the Daughter of Sulpitius, and 
3 of Catulus, who is named Memmi a Sul- 
pitia in a Medgl of Goltzius, True or Counterfeit. 
When he had deſigned to live at Repoſe, he was 
"obliged ro make an Expedition into Aſia, againſt Ard- 
ſebir Babekan King of Perſia, ry whom Lampridius, Aga- 
thias, Herggfian; and Zoſimus, have given the Common 
Name of Artaxerxes, who had diſpoſſeſſed Ardwan of 
the Kingdom of Parthia, and who defign'd to recover 
from the Romans all the Provinces which they had con- 
quered. Alexander Severus attacked this King, who bad 
in his Army 500 Elephants, 1400 Chariors armed with 
Hooks, and 120000 Horſe; he defeated him, put him to 


« flight, and retook from him all that Heliogabalus had 


loſt, and triumphed for this Victory. This is what 

Lampridius, Eutropius, and Euſebius ha ve ſaid. But o-

Generals, who aſpired to the Sovereignty, That cruel 
Man; whom this good natured Prince had advanced, 
ſeeing the Rebels Gifpoſed to Enterpriſe whatſoever he 
would have done, animated them in ſuch a manner, 
that they Aſſaſſinated their Emperor, not ſparing bis 
Domeſticks, nor Mammea, who according to Eurychius,

the Command of his whole Army. Having procured 
himſelf to be Elected after this Emperor's Death, he 
thought fir to put to death all Perſons who had any 
knowledge of his birth, becauſgghe had been a Shep- 
herd; all thoſe who had ſerved him in his low condi-” 
rion, or who bad conſidered him in the laſt Reign. 
ilſt he made War on the Germans, and ſent Orders to 
Rome, to deſtroy all whom he ſuſpected ; whilſt he Expoſed 
the moſt Innocent Perſons to Wild Beaſts, puniſhed the 
Old Officers, and condemned the beſt Men to death 
the Army in the Eaſt made an Inſurrection. That in A- 
frica which dreaded his Tyranny, forced (/) Gordianus 
Proconſul of the Province, who was 80 Years old, to 
take upon him the Title of Emperour, with his Son Ger- 
dianus, to whom the Senate had formerly given the 
Name of Antoninus, becauſe Fabia Oreſtila , whom 
Old Gor dianus had Married, was that Emperor's Dauph- 
ter. Bur Cape lliqgus, the Friend of Maximinus and 
Governor AM Mania, gave him Barre! with ſuch 
Succeſs, that Young Gordianus loſt his Life in it, his 
Father in deſpair Strangled himſelf, and both finiſhed 

their Reigns in one month and fix days. 
This ds extremely afflicted the People of Reme, 
and the Senate was ſo ſenſibly touched with it, that they 
reſolv chuſe in their place (:) !

Having ſucceeded him 
in his Employment, he had afferwatds'the fame credit; 
and to Effect the treachery which he deſigned, he gave 
ſecrer orders, that all the Ships which were Employ d 
to bring Proviſions, ſhould be turned another way, and 
marched the Forces where they could not be ſuccoured, 
and by theſe means the Army was reduced to extremity. 
The Souldiers who were not cſtar ſghted enough to fee 
whence this calamity came upon them, attributed all 
their miſery to Gordianus: and Philip in the mean time, 


cCauſed a rumour to be ſpread, that this Young Prince 
was going to ruin all; and that the Army ought ro 
chuſe themſelves an Emperor. When the Famine in- 


creaſed, he was Choſen Guardian to Gordiams, and at 
length he grew fo powerful, that the Title of Emperor 
was granted him. Gordi anus complained, but they would 
not hear his complaints. He deſired the Souldiers at leaſt 
to divide the Empire, and they refuſeg him. He preſſed 


Philip to make him Colonel of the Guards, and he made 
à jeſt of his requeft, Ne conjured him to ſpare his life, 
but was ſlain at two and Fenty Years old. He Reigned 
Six, and dyed A. M. 421 5. A. D. 245. The Senate placed 
him amongſt the Gods: and he was buried in the Fron- 
tiers of Perſia; There was put an{x) Inſcription upon 
his Tomb in the Egyptian, Hebrew, Perſian, Greek, and 
Latine Languages, that all the World might be informed 


both of his Vertues, and his hard Fare. N 
The Senate being acquainted with the death of Gor- 
dians, choſe Marcus Marcius for their Emperor, who 


after he had Reigned one Vear died ſuddenly in bis 


Palace, and ſome believe that he was Maſſacred. Lucius 


Aurelius Severus Hoſtilianus ſucceeded him by the Electi-

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Marcus-Fulins Philippus, of Beſſora, a City of Arabia 
Prtræa, had Married Marcia Otacila Severa ; and he 
had no ſooner deſtroyed rhe Emperour, but he had 
the impudence to write to the Senate, that this Young 
Prince dyed of a diſeaſe. He made his Son C. Fuliug 
Saturninus Philippus Ceſar : and thro" imparience to get 
to Rome, he left Meſopotamia, and a part of Syria to the 
Kingof Perfia. The joy of the Spectacles which he gave 
the People, was diſturbed by the diſorders which the 
Soythians made in all places which had been Conquered 
by the Romans on that fide: and when he ſent Cneins 
Meſſius Decay, againft them, the Army forced him to 
accept the Empire. Philip upon this news, gathered to- 
gether bis Forces, and is ſlain by rhe Souldiers at Verona, 
after he bad Reigned five Years with his Son Julius Su- 
turninus Phili pts, whom he had left at Rome, and who 
had the ſame Fate which his Father had. () Euſebins, 
St. Ferom, and Oraſius, lay that this Julius Philippus was 
the firſt Chriſtian Emperor, he who was no beiter than 
an Arabian Robber, an Idolater, and a Murderer of his 
Emperor. They have done gg injury to the Chriſtian 
Religion herein, according to Scaliger; and Baronius ob- 
ſerves very well, that what (z) Euſebius ſaich, muſt be 
underſtood of Philip, who was Father of Saint Eugeniut, 
and whom the Emperor Marcus Julius Phili pus had 
ſent Prefect into Egypt. J. 
Fopatianus and Marinus were declared Emperors by 
their Armies, the Latter in Pannonia, and the Former 
in Syria. Their death preſently followed their Election, 
and they gave them not time to Reign. 8

He was Handſome, Mo- 
deft and Valiant, and had it not been for Trebonianus 
Gallus, who betray d him, he had urterly deſtroyed the 
Race of the Goths who had paſſed the Don, and daily 
made Inroads on the Frontiers of Thrace. *Tis certain, 
= the Gotbs being reduced to the laſt extremity, knew 
ot what to do; and Decius had ſent Trebonzanus to 
hinder their repaſſing the River; when this General, who 
cared for nothing but his own greatneſs, offered ſecretly 
to aſſiſt them, and adviſed them to divide their Army 
into three parts, and to March one part of it to the 
fide of a great Moraſs, and lay an Ambuſcade for De- 
ciuz- This Emperor who knew nothing of the trea- 
chery, cut in pieces the greateſt part of thoſe who made 
refiftance ; and Treboni anus ſent him word at the ſatne 
time, that he ſhould purſue them, and rake no farther 
care, He pelieved him, and as he made a vigorous 
purſuir, he Vell into the Ambuſcade, which the Morals 
concealed from his fight and knowledge. In this 
Fight which was very bloody, his Son was killed with 
an Arrow, and to revenge his Death, or to put an end 
to his grief for this loſs, he plunged with his Horſe into 
the Moraſs, where he was (Y) drown'd according to moſt 
Hiſtorians, at the Age of fifty Years, after he had 
Reigned two Years, or according to others, one Year 
and almoſt three months; and by their death Trebonia- 
nus became Emperor. | 
About this time Lucius Priſcus Governor of Macedo- 
nia, was Emperor, and M. Aufidius Perpenna Licinianus 
was honour'd with the ſame Title. But their Exaltation 
made little noiſe, and moſt Hiſtorians give them not a

C. Julius Amilianus, General of the 
Army of Pannonia, not being able any 3 to endure 
the Scytbians ſhould triumph over the Negligence of 
"theſe twa Emperors, ſpoke to his Soldiers, who were 
ſtruck into Conſternation by the Succeſs of the Gorhs ; 
he encouraged them, promiſed to enrich them, and anima- 
ted them to that Degree, that he fought them, recovered 
from them what they had before taken away, and de- 
feared them, even in their own Country. The Army 
being enriched with theſe Victories, proclaimed Emi- 
lian Empetor, who Aſſembled all the Forces of the 
Neighbouring Countries, and marched rowards Italy te 
diſpute the Sovereignty there with Trebonianus and his 
Son. They raking the brit Alarm, make their Troops 
march, who findiag themſelves far inferiour in Num- 
ber to thoſe of Amilian, aſſaſſinate the Father and the 
Son, A. D. 250.

After their Death Amilian wrote to the Senate, and 
aſſured them, that he would recover from the Perſant 
all they had taken from the Romans ; and the Senate 
with theſe Hopes, made no Difficulty to confirm his 
Election.

Cornelius Valerianus, and joy n'd 
with him in the Empire Gallienus, who was unworthy 
of ſo great an Honour, As the Scythiam had made 
their Advantage of all the Diſorders of the late Times, 
had pillaged Cappadocia and Bithynia, made themſelves 
Maſters of Trapezus, or Trebizonde, or Terbozan; of Ca- 
cedon, of Nicomedia, and of Nicea : ſo in the Eaſt, 
Schabur, King of Perſia, who had a prodigious Army, 
ravaged all the Provinces of the Empire. In ſo great 
an Extremity, Gallienus thought it beſt for him to go in- 
to Germany, and Valerian into Aa. The latter finding 
his Succeſs did not anſwer his Hope, ſent to offer Mo- 
ny to the King of Perſia, and to deſire him to enter 
into a Treaty. Sohabur, who was grown Inſolent with 
his Succeſs, made no other anſwer to the Ambaſſadors, 
but that if their Maſter deſired Peace, he might come 
himſelf to him, and they ſhould ſee what would be moſt 
Honourable, and moſt for their Common Good. V- 
lerian accepting this Offer, took but a few with him 
when he went to this Conference with Schabur, ahd the 
Perſians, who waited for them, cut them in Pieces.

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chat he was born there. There arb alſo ſome who have 
written that ('s) Pipa is the ſame with Cornelia Salo- 
nina, which is true; and be had with this Princeſs 

whom he married, the Upper Pannonia in Dowry. 
Valerian's Captivity did not at all, or did but very 
ſlightly affect his Son. He was in Germany, and was 
ſoon conſtained to go thence becauſe the Scythians, who 
took advantage of the Emperor's Calamity, gver-flow- 
ed all like a Torrent, and beſieged the City of Rome. 
Bur having Intelligence that Galienys marched againſt 
them with a very conſiderable Army, they retired : and 
left behind them in 1:a/y, horrible Marks of their Fury 
and Revenge. Gallienus, who believed that his Enemies 
left him all when they left him Rome, minded notbing 
but Diverſions ; and by his Negligence and Softnels 
compleated the Ruine of the Empire, which the moſt 
valiant People of the Earth were not able ro Effet 
by their Arms. He forgot even his Father's Captivity; 
and the Governors, who had an abhorrence of his In- 
gratitude, and could not endure his Debaucheries, for- 
tied themſelves in their Provinces. As they all got 
themſelves to be choſen Emperors by the Legions which 
they commanded, there were thirty Tyrants in the 
Empire, of which theſe are the Names, which are ne- 
ceſſary to the Knowledge of the Hiſtory, and are taken 
from Inſcriptions and Medals. I do not reckon Fla- 
wins Cyriades, who was ſlain when Valerian marched 
with his Army againſt the Perſians, nor Decius Læliu 
Tngenuus, Who rebelled in Pannonia againſt the ſame 
Emperor, and who after he was defeated in a Bartel 
drowned himſelf, or 10 killd himſelf with a Ponyard.

Macrianus, whem the Army of the Eaſt which began 
to diſperſe, choſe Emperor with his Sons, ſent Piſo with 


Valens, who was Proconſul in Achaia, and aſſumed rhe 


Title with the reſt, which obliged Valens to retire into 
Achaia, where he was ſlain by the Soldiers of him, 
whom he thought he was able to deſtroy, When Ma- 
crianus had in ſome ſort ſetled Affairs, he left his Son 
Commetes in the Eaſt, and went thence with an Army, 
in Hopes ſpeedily ro drive Gallienus from Rome. But 
as he entred into Dalmatia, Aurelius, or Aureolus, who 
had been choſen Emperor, and whoſe Troops were 
weak enough in compariſon of Macrianus's. had the 
Courage to attack him, and with that Succeſs, that 
Macri anus and his Eldeit Son were ſlain in this Barrel. 
Odenatus, Prince of Syria Palmyrena, who alpired ro 
Tyranny, and had Intelligence N the two Macriaus's, 


re;

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reſolved to diſpoſſeſs Commetes of the Authority which 
his Father had left him. Baliſta, who had been the 
chief Promoter of the Election of the Macriani, per- 
ſaaded the Soldiers to kill Commetes, and at the ſame 
time to comply with Odenatus : and they did what 
he adviſed them to do. Æmilianus, whom the Egypti- 
ans had recognized for their Sovereign, was made 2 
ſoner by Theodotus, Lieutenant of Gallienus, who be. 
ginning to rouze himſelf, made Peace with Aurelius, 
went into the Gault againſt Poſthumus, and loſt an Eye 
by an Arrow which was ſhot at him from a Town, as 
he advanced to view the Walls. Afrerwards returning 
ro Rome, he Relapſed into his former Courſe of Life, 
and Lollianus, who perceived that Poſthumus's Autho. 
rity declined, procured him to be killed by the Gaul:, 
that he might fill his Place; but Victorinus with whom 
Poſthumus had hefore divided the Government, eaſily 
revenged this Murther. Odenatus who made War on 
the Perſians, whom he had vanquiſhed in divers Bat- 
tels, pillaged their Cities, after he had recovered thoſe 
which, they had taken from the Romans ; and omit- 
red non to ſend all the Priſoners of Quality to Galli. 
enus, who triumphed for the Victories of this Prince, and 
loſt amongſt Infamous Women, in Spectacles and Feaſts, 
that time which brave Odenatus employed to beat the fl ex 
Perſians, and to deliver Valerian out of Slavery. It is cer- WM (id 
rain however, that this Prince at laſt admitted him io thi 
govern the Empire with him, by the Advice of his Bro- ra 
ther Valerian. He would have received great Services 
from him, had it not been for the Treachery of Moni. 5 
vs, Conkn to Odenatus, who procured this generous i cul 
Prince to be murthered with his Son Herodian, becauſe ¶ bef 
he envyed his Glory, and was himſelf murthered by 
his own Souldiers. Ingenuus and Trebellius were defeated 
by Gallienus's Army. Regillianus, Celſus, Cenſorinis, Ba- 
liſta, Quietus, Victorinus, Marius, who was but a Lock- 
 (mith's, or a Sword-cutler's Son, were Maſſacred, in- 
ſomuch as it was at that time dangerous enough to be 
Emperor. The firſt Speech of Marius, who was ſlan ___ 
the third Day after bis Election, was in theſe Words; C

who hath always bandled Iron. Trebellius Pollio ſaith, that 

Boy who had wrought in this Emperor's Shop, and 
aw himſelf ſlighted by him, flew him, adding, Here # 
4 Sword that you made your ſelf. Zenobia the Widow of 
Odenatus maintained her ſelf after another manner, and 
25 ſhe had taken the Diadem for her ſelf and her Chil- 
dren, ſo her Actions ſhewed that ſhe was born rather 
to Command than Obey. She continued the War 
which her Husband bad begun againſt the Porfians ; 
beat them in ſeveral Battels, conquered Egypt, ſub- 
dued Aſia, even to the City of Ancyra, broke the Army 
of Gallienus, which was Commanded at that time by 
Heraclian, and made her ſelf equally admired and fear- 
ed, In theſe Diſorders Heraclian, Martian, and Ceroni- 
u, choſe Claudius Emperor, and flew Gallienus, aged fifty 
Years,with his brother Valerian, and his Son Gallienus Sa- 
lonints. A. M. 4239. A. D. 269. He Reigned ſeven Years 
with his Father Valerian, eight alone, and you need on- 
ly conſult Trebellius Pollio for both their Lives, 

(1) Flavius Claudius of Dalmatia, was a Perſon of 
extraordinary Merit, and on what fide ſoever you con- 
ſder the Emperor's Predeceſſors, you'l find none of 
them excel him in Moderation, Sweetneſs, and Cou- 
rage. Trebellius Pollio, Jaſimus, Eutropius, and Zonaras 

iſe him for his Courage, his Modeſty, and his ſu- 

ice. He was no ſooner Emperor, but upon a diſſi- 
cult Debate which aroſe in the Senate, whether it was 
beſt to ſend an Army againſt the Goch, or againſt the 
Tyrants who had Uſurped Sovereign Authority, he an- 
ſwered, That all theſe Tyrants were only Enemies to the 
Prince, and that they ought to attack, the Goths who were 
Enemies to the State. Aureolus ſent him Overtures of 
Accommodation; but Claudius, after he had given him

matians, the Scythians, and all their Neighbours, had 


entred into an Alliance, .thar they had ro the Num- 


ber of Six Thouſand Veſſels, and an Army of three 


hundred and twenty thouſand fighting Men. The beſt 


Archers of the Eaſt had then taken part with Jenobia; 
and Tetricus, who yer held Spain and the Gauls, had 
with him the beſt Forces of the Empire. Any one but 
Claudius would have reaſoned upon theſe Conjunctures, 
and ſaffered himſelf to have been overborn with roo 
much Prudence. Bur he attackt theſe People with 
wonderful Reſolution, defeated them in two Bartels 
covered the Field with their Bodies; the Banks of the 
Rivers with their Spears, their Bucklers, and Swords; 
burnt or ſunk the greateſt part of their Veſſels, of which 
the other part were loſt by Tempeſt, He took (everal 
Kings, with their Wives; and there was ſo great: 
Number of Priſoners, that there was not a Roman Sol. 
dier, who had not two or three of the Women of theſe 
Barbarous People; nor any Province, which had no 
Gothiſh Sla ves ſent to it. But the Plague being at lat 
got into his Army, he died of it at Srimium, which i 
Scrinach in Hungary, A. M. 4241. A. D. 271. after he 
had Reigned one Year and nine Months. Qaintillus bi 
Brother was choſen in Italy, by the Soldiers and the 
Senate. But as the Victorious Army which was in 
Thrace had choſen Aurelian for their Emperor, Quintilu 
who had nor ſufficient Forces to oppoſe him, cauſed his

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if we leave out her Covetouſneſs. She was chaſt to that 
degree, as not to ſuffer the laſt careſſes of ber Husband 
Odenatus when ſhe was with Child; and ſhe made her 
ſelf to be adored by her Subjects, after the ſame manner 
that the Perſians adore their Kings. This Hiſtorian 
ſaith, ſhe underſtood the Latine and Greek Tongues, 
and the Egyptian, admirably/well. That ſhe made Spee- 
ches with her Arms naked, and a Helmet on her Head. 
That ſhe had a charming Wit, was Sober, Magnificent 
in her Feaſts, liberal, indulgent, ſevere, and good hu- 
mour d when occaſion required. That ſhe was brown, 
had black Eyes full of fire, and Teeth ſo very white, 
that they were ordinarily taken for Pearls. Aurelian 
having it in his power to puniſh her, contented himſelf 
to reſerve her for his Triumph, after which this great 
Queen paſſed the reſt of her Life ſometimes at Rom: 
and ſometimes at her Countrey houſe near Tivoli. 

The Emperour entred Europe to make War on ſome 
of the Scythians, who had taken up Arms againſt the 
Empire; he returned into the Eaſt where Syria Palmyrend 
had revolted, he ruined Pa/myra, and put all the inhabi 
tants to the Sword. And after he had chaſtiſed all theſe 
Rebels, and the Enemies of the Roman People, who in 
the Provinces of Europe, raiſed every day new commo. 
tions, he ſaved Egypt, where Firmius of Seleucia had de 
clared himſelf Emperour; he made his Troops march :. b. 
gainſt Tetricus, who by the aſſiſtance of Victorinus had 
poſſeſſed himſelf of the Gaules ; and purſued him with 
ſuch vigour, that this Tyrant was forced to ſurrender 
himſelf to him. All his Victories gained him a mag Þ 
nificenr Triumph at Rome, whence he re-paſſed ino /

Elb; and carried his Arms farther, when nine of their 
Kings came and threw themſelves at his feet, deſiring 
the Peace, which he granted them. He fabdned Sclavo- 
nia, Ruſſia and Poland, paſſed into Thrace, defeated P. 
Sempronius Saturninus the Gaul, who had fignalized 
himſelf againſt the Moors ; whom Aurelian had Eſta- 
blifhed in the Eaſt to guard its. Frontiers, and who had 


the Title of Emperor given him by the Alexandrians. 
T. ÆElius Proculus, and Quinctus Boneſus, or Bonoſius, who 


Had uſurped the ſame Title in the Gaules, and had En- 
gaged in their quarrel, all their Neighbours exce pt the 
Germans, had no better ſucceſs than Saturninus, ſince 
they were beaten in ſeveral battels, and afterwards put 
to death by Probus, who had a magnificent Triumph at 
Rome, for the defeat of his own and all the Empire's 
Enemys. 

After his Triumph, he reſolved to make War on the 
King of Perſia, and as he believed that he was able to 
_ him, be unfortunately hapned to ſay, That in 4 
zttle time Rome might value by Armys. The Souldeirs 
reſented this ſaying, and began to be weary of all the 


works which He undertook for the Safety, the Orna- 


ment, or the Conveniency of the Places where he came. 


They knew alſo he had ſaid, That they ought to Earn 


 dreining a great Marſh,abour Zirmach,when all on a ſud- 


the bread which they E: and they were Employed on 
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den, they left their work, and purſued him into a Tower, 
where he was Aſſaſſinated, A.M1.4252,A.D,282.He reign,d 
6 Years,and months according to Euſebius, and Eutropius; 
and we may judge af his Exploits and his Virtues, by a moſt 
glorious Inſcription which was pur on his Tomb. ( 
Marcus Aurelius Carus of Narenta (r) in Dalmatia, 
who had been Colonel of the Guards under Probus, 
and whom the Army had choſen Emperor for his Virtue 
and great Actions which he had done, had two Sons 
Marcus Aurelius Numerianus, who was every Where in 
great Eſteem, and Marcus Aurelius Carinus, who was ge- 
enerally hated by all the World. He made them both 
bs Collegues in the Empire, when he undertook the 
Perſian War; kept Numerianus with him, and ſent Ca- 
rinus into the Gaules. His expedition into the Eaſt was 
much to his Glory, for he corquered all Meſopotamia, 
and carried his Victorys as far as Cteſiphon. But as he 
was going farther, he was ſeized with a (/) diſtemper 
of which he dyed, and ſome believe he was ſtruck with 
a Thunderbolt, becauſe there were terrible Thunders at 
ſame time. He reigned two Years, and Numerianus 
almoſt loſt his fight With much weeping for him. Being 
not able ro bear the wind nor the Sun, by reaſon of the 
ſoreneſs of his Eyes, he was carried in a Litter; and 
Arrins Aper whole Daughrer he had Married, and who 
was Colonel of his Guards Aſſaſſinated him, in hopes 
to ſucceed him. In the mean time, when they ſaw 
the Emperor no more, — the Army every day enquired 
about him, and Aper ſaid that his illneſs did not permit 
him to be ſeen, the ſtink of his dead Body diſcovered 
the Traitor, whom the Souldiers apprehended and car- 
ried to Diocleſian, whom they Proclaimed Emperor;

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and whoſtabb'd this Parricide thro' the body. Upon 
this news Carinus left the Gaules, attacked Sabinus Ju- 
lianus, who had a deſign to uſurp the Empire, defeated 
his Army near Verona; and rallied his Forces ro March 
againſt Dioclefian, who, on the other fide was advancing 
to fight him. They met in Dalmatia, where they fought 
ſeveral battels. But in the laſt Diocleſian had entirely 
the advantage, and Carinus was {lain in it. 

C. Aurelius Valerius Diccleſianus of Dalmatia, the Son 
of a Freed-man, or of a Senator's Secretary, heretofore 
was called Diocles, from his Mother Diaclea, and from 
a City of the ſame name : and as he found the Empire 
in diſorder,he made Marcus Aurelius ValeriusMaximianus, 
born at Sirmium, his Collegue in the Empire. By com- 
mon conſent they made C. Galerius Maximinus, and 
Flavius Valerius Conſtantius Chlorus, or the Pale, Ceſar: ; 
and to confirm this Adoption by an Alliance , they 
enjoyn'd them ro divorce their Wives. Dzoclefian gave 
his Daughter Galeria Valeria, ro Maximian ; and Maxi- 
mian, ſurnamed Hercules, gave his Daughter, or Daugh- 
ter in Law, Maximiana Theodora, to Conſtantius Chlorus, 
who put away his Wife Helena, by whom he had had 
Conſtantine, afterwards ſurnamed the Great. 

Africk, whole ſtrongeſt Citys had revolted, was ſub- 
dued by Maximian ; Egypt by Diocleſian, who was 
Eight Years in reducing L. Elpidius Achilleus, who had 
got himſelf declared Emperor; whom he took by force 
in Alexandria; where he cauſed him to be thrown a 
Prey to the Lyons, In the mean time Conſtantius de- 
feared above ſixty Thapſand Germans in the Gaules ; and 
Galerius Maximinus, obtain d ſo conſiderable a Victory 
over the Perſians, that he took their King Nors, who is 
the Noyſa of Hiſtorians, with his Children, his Siſters 


and his, Wives: and he demoliſhed his moſt conſiderable 


Fortreſſes: After theſe Victorys and ſome others which 
they obtain d over the Alans, and the Sarmarians, they 
reſolved to go to Rome, and their return was honoured 
with a triumph, A. M. 4272. A. D. 302. Notwithſtand- 
ing all theſe ſucceſſes, Diocleſian, who was grown fo in- 
ſolent as to make thoſe who were to pay him reſpect, 
kiſs his Feet, and ſo impious, as to make himſelf every 

where 
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where adored as a God, grew out of conceit with his 
own glory, altho' Conſtantius and Galerius reſpected him 
as their Father; and Maximian efteemed him as his 
Maſter, | | 
After he had Reigned twenty Years, he reſigned the 
Empire of the World A. M. 4274, A. D. 304 : and for 
fear of undergoing a ſhameful death, becauſe he was ſuſ- 
pected of holding ſecret correſpondence with Maxentinus 
and Maximinus, he poyſoned himſelf A. D. 313, being 
73, Years old, or 68, as ſome Authors ſay. The reaſon 
for which he quitred the Empire is nor preciſely known, 
altho' many ſay, that he parted with ir becauſe he could 
nor extirpate the Chriſtians by menaces, nor puniſh- 
ments, nor by death it ſelf ; that he feared leaſt ſome 
calamiry might befall him in his old age that was far ad- 
vanced ; or hoped to meet with that quiet in his retreat, 
which he was not able yer to find in publick Affairs. He 
ofren ſaid, That there was nothing more difficult than to 
Reign well. That the Miniſters of a Prince agreed in nothi 
but in betraying him. That they conceal from him, or diſ- 
guiſe to him, the truth; which j the ey thing that he 
onght to know. That upon their report, which # ſeldom faith. 
ful, he takes from men of merit and honour, what be gives 
to ignorant and perfidious fellows. That by theſe means they 
deceive and ſell their Sovereign who keeps them, and pays 
them for their counſel. | | 
Valerius Maximianus who had Reigned 18 Years, and 
refign'd the Empire the ſame Year and the ſame Day 
that Diocleſian quitred ir, repented ſome time after thar 
he had followed his Counſel and Example; and came 
to know too late, that a retired Man, and a Philoſopher, 
were always of leſs value than an Emperor, In hopes 
of re-eſtabliſhing himſelf again in the Empire, he re- 
entred Rome, under colour of aſſiſting his Son Max- 
entius with his Counſel, but not finding the Peo- 
ple much diſpoſed to ſuffer him to be there, he went 
into the Gaules, where his Son-in-Law Conſtantius was 
at that time. But having formed a Conſpiracy there a- 
gainſt the Life of the latter, and the matter being diſco- 
vered byhis own Daughter Flavia Maxima, or Maximina 
Fauſta, who choſe rather to fave her Hausband, than to 
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conceal her Father's Treachery, he fled; and having got 
to Marſeilles, he was ſtrangled there A. D. 308. | 
| Beſides Epidius Achilleus ſome Generals made inſur- 
rections, and got themſelves to be nominared Emperors, 
as A.or L. Alianus; C. Cn. Sal. Amandus; Carauſius; A- 
lectus; of whom you may conſuſt the Hiſtorians and An- 
tiquaries. q 


CHAP IV. 


Chronological Remarks on the E ccleſiaſtical and Pro- 
phane Fliſtory. | 


Under Septimius Severus, ſurnamed Pertinax. 
A. D. 194. the Diſpute about the Day of celebrating 


Eaſter was renewed. 

(a) A.D.199. Tertullian went over to the Montaniſts,who 
had Montanus, the diſciple of Tatian, the Author of their 
Sect, who from their Countrey were called Cataphrygians, 
and Pepuzites, becauſe he was of Prepuza a City of Phri- 
Ga. They were alſo called Quintilians, from one Quin- 
ttilla a Woman of an ill life, a companion af Maximila and 
Priſca, whom this Heretick always carried abour with 
him. Their Opinions were, That thoſe who were fallen 
into Sin, were not capable afterwards of receiving Abſo- 
lution from it. That the dead ought to be Baptized. That 
thoſe who were joyned in Marriage might ſet themſelves free 
when they Nad ; and that ſecond Marriages were unlawful. 
St. Epiphanius, and ſome others have written, that this 
Mont anus did not differ from the Orthodox in Doctrine, 
but only in Diſcipline, which he made more ſevere and 
rigid than all other Chriſtians ; that Tertullian was

much, that he call d other Chriſtians Carnal and Liber- 


rines. 

A. D. 200. Symmachus tranſlated the Old Teſtament 
(b) into Greek, and Speratus was beheaded at Carthage 
- for the Chriſtian Religion. 

A. D. 201. Pope Victor Biſhop of Rome, who had Zephz. 
rinus for his Succeſſor. In the Year 203. Leonidas the Fa- 
ther of Origen, Philip Governor of Egypt, Ireneus Biſhop 
of Lyons, were condemned for the fame Faith, He ſuc- 
ceeded Photinus in the Biſhoprick of Lyons; and was 
Diſciple of St. Polycarp, aud of Papras. 18 

A D. 206. Origen, according to Euſebius, made him- 
ſelf an Eunuch, taking the 12th verſe of the ↄth. ch. of St. 
Mat. in a literal ſenſe; There are ſome who are Eunuchs from 
their Mother's Numb; there are ſome who are made Eunuchs 
by.Men ; and there are ſome who have made themſelves Eu- 
nuchs for the Kingdom of Heaven; St. Epiphanius bath nor 
omitted this particular, but he adds, that he doth not 
firmly believe it. 

A. D. 209. Marcus Minutius Felix a Roman Advocate 
was in great reputation; and is the Author of the Dialogue 
which paſſed for the Eighth Book of Arnobius. Baldwin 
the Lawyer, firſt obſerved this miſtake, and Urſin, Vove- 
rus, Elmenhorſt, Heraldus, Rigaltius and Ouzelius, have fol- 
lowed his opinion. | 

Solinus who hath done little more than. tranſcribed 
Pliny, and who thence got the name of the Ape, lived 
under this Emperor. It was by the Empreſs Julias com- 
mand, that Phileſtratus ſer upon writing the Life of 4- 
pollonius of Dana, a City of Cappadocia in the Leſſer 
Aſia. Apollonius was not very remote from theſe Times, 
and his natural and acquired knowledge made many 
believe, that he was equal to Way. or to the moſt 
learned of ancient Greece, He had had much Converſa- 
tion with the Prieſts of Egypt, the Brachmans of —_—

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and the Magi of chaldæa, which made him paſs for a 
Magician in ſeveral places. After this it was not dif- 
ficult for Philoſtratus to find wonders for the compo- 
ſition of his Romance, and to ſatisfy the Empreſſes cu- 
riofity in the Sixth Perſecution which the Church ſuf. 
fered uuder Severus; for the Heathens at that time em- 
ploy'd all their Artifices and Power to ruine Chriſti- 
anity. Ir was with this deſign that Phzloſtratus wrote 
the Life of Apollonius; and that to diſparage the Chriſtian 
Religion, he thought fir to make this Philoſopher do 
ſome of the Miracles which our Saviour wrought. He 
oppoſed the Ghoſt of Proteus, which advertiſed Apollo- 
iu s Mother of her Son's birth, to the Myſtery of the An- 
nunciation; the Singing of Swans in a Meadow, to that 
of the Angels; the Ambaſſadors which he received, to 
the Adoration of the Wiſe Men; the incredulity of the 
Epheſians, to that of the Fews ; his diſputes with the 
Prieſts of Greece, to the diſputes of the Saviour of the 
World with the chief Doctors of the Law. He alſo 
oppoſed the Demon, which he caſt out of the Body of a 
young man of ſeventeeu years old whom he loved, to the 
unclean Spirit which God caſt out of the Body of the 


Gadaren ; the ſentence of condemnation of a Servant 


and of the Miſtreſs of a certain King which he ſu- 
_ to that of the Woman taken in Adultery ; the 

irl which he raiſed at Rome, to that of Fairus chief 
Ruler of the Synagogue. What is the Apparition of 
Apollonius in Pouzzolo to his two rang my Demetrius and 
Dams, but to parallel that of the Son of God to his 
two Diſciples as they were going ro Emmaus, 60 furlongs 
diſtant from Jeruſalem. When he wrote that this Phi- 
loſopher had cured a maimed perſon, a lame and a blind; 
had he not in view, the withered Hand of him who was 
' . healed on the Sabbath day; the paralytick who was 
let down from the roof of the houſe with his bed; the 
blind man who was in the way near Jericho? and what 
laſtly, could be the meaning that Apollonius diſappeared 
at Lindus a City of Rhodes, as he was going into Pallas's 
Temple, bur the _ of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ? 
Many who have read the Apollonius of Philoſtrqtus, who 


hath been the Ape of the Eyangelifts, have not — 
waa ads 
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made theſe reflections; nor obſerved that of all the 


Romances that have been, there was never a leſs pro- 
bable, nor a more impious one than this. ,

The Poet Oppian of Cilicia, from whom we have four 
Books of Hunting, four of Fiſhing, and five of Fiſhes : 
The Lawyers Tarruntius, Paternus, Macer Terentius Cle- 
mens, Hermogenianus, Tryphonius, Fuſtus Calliſtratus, and 
Papyrius Fronto lived in his Reign. Oppian's verſes had 
the Epithet of Golden, becauſe the Emperor Caracala was 
ſo taken with them that he gave him a Crown of Gold 
for every one of them. He was the Son of Ageſilaus and 
Agnodotus, and was but thirty Years old when he dyed, - 


Under Marcus Aurelins Severns Alexander. 


Ulpian, from whom we have many Laws in the Pan- 
dects, was Aſſaſſinated by the Souldiers of the Guard; 
and St. Martina, St. Cecilia, Tiburtius, Valerian, and Ur- 
ban the firft Biſhop of Rome of that name, ſuffered death 
for the Chriſtian Religion, ; 

It was in the Reign of this Emperor (who equally 
adored Avraham, Feſus Chriſt, Apollonius, Orpheus and thole, 
whom he believed to have been of a holy life) that Ori- 
publiſhed the (c) Bible in fix Columns, of which 
the firſt contained the Hebrew Text written in Hebrew 
Characters, the ſecond the Hebrew Text in Greek Cha- 
raters ; the third the Greek Verfion of the 70 the 
fourth, Aquila s Verſion ; the fifth Theodotsor's ; the ſixth 
Smmachus's, &c. 

Dio of Nicæa, the Hiſtorian, was much beloved by 
this Emperor, of whom the famous Chronologer Fulius 
Africanus obtain'd the reparation of the City Nicopols, 
or Emmaus, Which was almoſt entirely ruin'd, 3

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Under Marcus Antoninus Gordianus, 


Berylus Biſhop of Boſtra in Arabia u the confidence 
to affirm, that the Soul dyed with the Body; but that it ſhould 
be raiſed again at the laſt day: and that the Divinity of 
Chriſt ſubſiſted not before by Incarra ion. From him his 
were called Berylians and Thneutopſyehites, becauſe they 
believed the Soul mortal. Berylus returned from his Hereſies 
upon a diſpute he had with Origen, 

The Helceſaites allo affirmed at the ſame time, that 
there were two Chriſts, and chat People mipht renounce the 
Faith with their mouths, provided they did not conſent theres 
fo in their hearts. They worſhipped Water; and ſome Mo- 
men who were a-kin to Helceſæus the Author of their SeR, 

Dion Caſſius, Cocceianus, or Coccius, was twice Conſul 
after he had paſſed thro' ſeveral honourable Employ- 
ments; for Macrinus had made him Governour of Smyrna; 
he commanded after wards in 4frick, and had after that 
the adminiſtration of the Affairs of Auſtria and Hungary, 
in thoſe times call'd the Pannenia s. He was of Nicæa in 
Bithynia, the Son of Apronianus Governour of Dalma. 
tia, afterwards Prqconſul in C:/icia; and ſpent 22 Years 
on his Hiſtofy, which he wrote by the order of Sepri- 
mius Severus, and publiſhed in the Reign of Alexander 
Severus Son of Mammea. It contain'd 80 Books, di- 
vided into 8 Decads, The 35th Book is the firſt of 
thoſe which remain; and of the 34 preceding we have 
bur very little. The following Books unto the Goth are 
entire enough ; bur of che laſt 20 we have nothing but 
an Abridgment by Xiphiline a Monk of Conſtantinople, 
or by his Nephew. He began his Hiſtory not only 
from the foundation of Rome, bur even from Anea's 
arrival in ah; and had continued it to Elagabalus, 
with ſomething of the Reign of Alexander Severus his 
Coufin and Succeſſour. That which we have of bim 
at this day, begins with the time that Lucullus was ad- 
vanced to great employ ments, and ends with the death 
of the Emperour Claudius, and comprehends at leaſt the 
ſpace of 300 Years. We find in this Hiſtorian, things 
| that are not to be met with elſewhere ; and he is ad- 
| | | mirabie 
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mirable in the diſcovery of Secrets of State. He is ac- 
caſed of being partial ro Ceſar againſt Pompey, of fa- 
vouring Anthony againſt Cicero, whom he diſparages 
for his birth and bis natural imperfections, and doth 
not ſpare even Seneca. He is credulous and ſuperſti- 
ious, a friend of Tyranny, and an Enemy of the Com- 
monwealth. His Stile is ſublime, according ro Photius ; 
his thoughts are lofry, and his manner of expreſſion ſuit- 
able to the greatneſs of the Subjects of which be treats, 
be is polite, and hath this advantage above Thucydides, 
that be is much more inteYigible, The Body of Coeffe- 
teaus Hiſtory is Dio's ; the reſt Tacitus's, and Suetonius's, 
x little of Appian ; and almoſt nothing of his own. 


Herodian the Son of Apollonius, a Grammarian of Alex 
endria, firnamed Dyſcolos, or the Difficult, paſſed the beſt 
part of his Life at Rome, in the Emperor's Court, 
whence he had an opportunity to inform himſelf of ma- 
ny Curioficies which be hath left us in bis Hiſtory, It is 
divided into eight Books, and towards the end of the 
ſecond, be ſaith bimſelf, that ir ſhall contain about 70 
Years; and the Goverment of the Emperors ſucceſ- 
fively trom Marcus Aurelius, or Antoninus the Philoſopher, 
unto the younger Gordian. His gth Book, which is the 
laſt, ends with the death of Clodius Balbinus, and Max- 
mu Pupienus, whom the Prætorian Soldiers Aſſaſſinated to 
advance Young Gordian to the Empire. His Stile ac- 
cording to Photius is agreeable and intelligible, and altho 
be is nor Attick, he yer makes uſe of words that raiſe 
him above that which the Rheroricians call the Low 
character. In the judgment of the ſame Author, he hath 
ſcrupulouſly obſerved all the vertues of Hiſtory : and 
there are few Authors to whom this Hiſtorian is in- 


feriour,

In bis Reign, Fabian Biſhop of Rome; St. Laurence 
of Spain according to *.

ſerted their Eſtates and Houſes,” to retire into ſolitudes. 
Suidas and Nicephorus ſay, that Ol igen was dragg'd to 
the foot of an Altar, and conftrained either to ſacriſice, or 
ro proſtitute himſelf ro an infamous Ethiopian: That he 
facrificed to deliver himſelf from this horrible Monſter, 
that he was excommunicated for this action, and for 
his errors; and that being not able to endure fo ſhame. 
ful, and fo ſevere a ſeparation, he retired from 'Alexan- 
dria to Feruſalem, where he received Orders to Preach, 
He obeyed, and had-no ſooner begun with theſe words 
of the Plalmiſt, My God hath ſaid to the Sinner, why deft 
thou Preach my Law, and take my Covenant in thy mouth, 
whereas thou hateſt to be reformed, and haſt caſt my words 
bebind thee : but be ſhut the Book without being able to 
utter any thing but Groans and Tears, which were 
followed with the Cryes and Weeping of the A. 

embiy, cons 

Under Gallus and Voluſiamu. 

A Plague began in Ethiopia, and ſpread ſo uniyerſally, 
that as Euſebius and Oroſis ſay, there was not a Pro- 
vince of the Roman Empire, a City, or Houſe, that was 
free from it.

The Church which had been perſecuted by the Ty- 
ranny of rhe Emperors, alſo ſuffered extremely by the 
Hereſies of Origen, who amongſt other Errors affirmed, 
That the puniſhment of the damned mas limited to a Thu. 
ſand Years ; and by thoſe of Sabellius, the diſciple of 
Noetius, who (aid, that there was but one Perſon in the 
Trinity who had different. names attributed to him: That 
Feſus Chriſt, who dyed for us, is the Father and the Holy 
Spirit, as well as the Son; that for this reaſon, the Holy 
Spirit, the Father and the Son, had ſuffered. _— 

Paul of Samaſata, who was glad the Chriſtians reaped 
advantage from the Victories of enobia, and who look- 
ed upon this Princeſs as an obſtacle to the perſecutions 
of Gallzenus, after he ſaw ſhe had paſſed from the Pagan 
to the Fewi/h Religion, and ſo was half in her way to 
the Chriſtian, endeavour'd to lead her on by a horrible 
impiery. For fear of ſtartling her in the beginning, he 
dared ro tell her, that Feſus $-+ + was not truly the Son 
of God. This Hereſy which was afrerwards maintain'd by 
Lucian, by Arrius, by Marcellus, by Photinus, by Maho- 
met, had long and dreadful conſequences, and there are 
at this day but roo many Socinians in Europe, Thus 
Paul of Samoſata, from whom the Samoſatenians, and the 
Pauliagiſts ad their name, either by a criminal igno- 
rance, or out of a deſire ro obſerve meaſures towards,

Serpent who had ſeduced Adam and Eve; with Sinn

- Authort of Evil, becauſe Evil # natural to the Creatur. 
They attributed 4 human body to him with the Tertu 

lianiſts, held that the Body of Feſus Chriſt „ fixed 1 

the Stars: denyed bu Incarnation with the Marcionites 

bi Divinity with Ebion ; and the Reſurrection of the Body 

with Menander and Carpocrates. They taught wit 

the laſt of theſe, and with Pytbagoras, the tranſmigration id 

Souls; and gave to man two contrary Souls, the Concupiſcibl, 
and the Reaſonable, which were in continual 2 Abu!

Under Dioclettan and Maximian. 


In this Age lived the Hiſtorians Ælius Spartianus, , 
flius Lampridius, Vulcatius Gallicanus, Flavius Vepiſcus, 
Julius C apitolinus, Trebellius Pollio, &c. 
In the Reign of theſe Emperors the Chriſtians ſuf- 
fered all the Cruelties imaginable ; the Saints Anaſt aa, a 
Reman Lady, and Suſanna who refuſed ro marryMaximian 
becauſe he was a Pagan; Mauricius with the Thebæan 
Legion which he commanded ; Caſſian a School - maſter 
in Friuli, Gorgonius and Pantaleon were put to death 
for the Faith. | 

The Perſecution was ſo terrible, that they maſſacred 
ſeventeen Thouſand in one day, that in Egypt there was 
a Hundred forty four Thouſand and ſeven bundred 
Martyrs : and it is from this time that the Epocha 
El Kuphtri of the Copricks, of the Egyptians, or of the 
Martyrs, the Epocha of the Perſecutiens or of Diocletian,

Iwill only add here, that theſe Emperors believed they 
ſhonld reap no leſs glory from the murder of theſe Chri- 
ſtians, than from their Victories ever the Germans 
Africans, Perſians, Scythians, and other Nations whom 
they vanquiſhed, as may be eaſily ſhewn from ſome in. 
ſcriprions which concern Diocletian, and a Medal of 
Maximian, where he is repreſented. as Hercules with a 
Hydra. But the number of the Chriſtians (g) multi- 
lied in proportion as the Emperors put them to death, 
y their conſtancy under the moſt frightful execution, 
they confirmed their Brethren in the Faith, and very 
often converted the Judges who condemned them. Thoſe 
who had nor been able ro endure the Chriſtian Religion, 
cried out to the Executioners, that they were ready to dy 
for it; and every day new Chriſtians ſprang, from the

Table; and when he was to make a Set- Feaſt, he ſent 
to borrow filves ones of his Friends, which was how- 
ever ſome what ſtrange in an Emperor. That he might 
know' his Courtiers, he publiſhed an Edict, requiring 
the Chriſtians, either ro ſacrifice ro Idols, or to quit the 
Court; and as many did ſacrifice, for fear of looſing 
their Employments ; ſo the ſincere Chriſtians choſe ra- 
ther to baniſh themſelves, and renounce all their Ho- 
nours and Preferments, than their Conſciences, Theſe 
he re · called, and publtly declared, that they were bs 
true Friends, and diſmiſſed the Others, reproaching them, 
Tbat he who was not Faithful to God, could not be 55 to by 
Empgror. He died at York, in Britain, the 25th of July, 
ing 56 Years old, after he had reigned 15, A. D. 306. 

Before his Death, he fer the Crown upon the Head of 
Conſtantinez and declared, that he died with the Satis- 
faction of leaving a Son Emperor, who would Eaſe the 
Chriſtians of their Oppreſſions, and take Vengeance of 
their Perſecurors. Zoſims, who doth not always agree 
with the Eccleſiaſtical Writets, aſſures us, that Helena 
was never Conſtantius s Legitimate Wife; and adds, that 
Conſtantine was made Emperor by the Prætori an Soldi- 
ers, who had a better Opinion of him than of all his 
Brothers. Conſtantius, the Father of Conſtantine, as Eu- 
tichius ſaith in his Annals, being at a Village named 
Capbar Phacar, which ſigniſies the Porters Town, near

| had Conſtantine by her, who was Educated at Noba, ahd 
' who going to meet bis Father at Byzantium, receiy'd 
from him the Enfigns of Empire. 
Galerius Maximinus, of Thrace, being ordered to march 
againſt the Perſians with the Troops, of which Diocle- 
fian and imian had given him the Command, 
gained two Bartels of them, and ſome time after loſt 
one by, his Imprudence: His Loſs was ſuch, that the 
moſt canfderable Part of his Army was cut in pieces, 
and he Himſelf with Difficulty eſcaped. After which, he 
went to Diocleſian, who bad Intelligence of this News, 
and would nor hear him, but made him walk before 
. his Litter, altho' he was cloathed in Purple, having been 
before: declared Ceſar. After he had born the Diſpler 
ſure and Menaces of Diocleſian, he obtain d of him: 
numerous Army to revenge ti laſt Affront: He march- 
ed back directly againſt the Perſians, beat them, plun- 
der d their Camp, took their King Nors, with his Fa- 
mily; recovered from him Five great Provinces, and 
extended the Frontiers of the Empire to the Banks of 
Tigris, He choſe bis two Nephews to ſucceed him, 
C. Valeri Maximinus, named Daza, altho he was na 
yer Ceſar, who bad the Eaft ; Flavius Valerius Seve 
ri, Who had Italy, with Africk. But when Marcw Au- 
reliu Valerius Maxentius knew that Conſtantine was de. 
clared Emperor, he made the Soldiers of the Guarl 
give him the ſame Title, reſenting it highly that Maxi 
mian had paſſed him by. Severus, upon this News, ha- 
ving armed, gave him Battel, which be loſt ; and wa 
forced to ſhut himſelf up in Ravenna; bur coming out 
of it, pon the Faith and Advice of Maximian, who 
| berraye him, he was ſlain at the Three (e) Tavern,

Galerius Maxi- 
mianus advanced Liciniu ro his Place, A. D. 310, and 
died the Year following of a ſad Ulcer, which bred a 
frightful Number of Worms. | 
Marcus Aurelius Valerius Maxentius, who had married 
Mapnia Urbica, was the Son of M. Aurelius Valerius 
Maximianus, and of Valeria * of Syria, as Victor, 
Eutropius and Zoſumus teſtifie : But Cardinal Baronius 
oves, by a very ancient Medal, that he was only his 
-in-law, Some have no better an Opinion of Eu- 
tropia, than to believe that he was Suppoſititious; and 
that he ſo much reſembled Maximian in the Temper of 
bis Mind, that he paſſed for Legitimate, When Maxi- 
mian was at Rome, to try whether he could recover the 
Government of the State, under the Pretence of ſer- 
ying bis Son in his Affairs; he was, for this very Rea- 
ſon, driven thence. He gave bis Daughter Fauſta to 
Conſtantine, in hopes to deceive him the better by this 
Marriage, But this Lady, who was acquainted with 
his Perfidiouſneſs, made no Secret of ir to her Husband, 


. the other as far as Marſeilles, and com- 
ma 


zanded him to be ſtrangled after he was taken. 
la the mean time Maxentius filled Reme with his Adul- 
teries and Murders, when the Romans ſent ſecretly Am- 


baſſadors to Conſtantine, to defire him to oppoſe the Ty- 


ranny of this Cruel Man; and as he was conſidering 
that this War, the Succeſs whereof was alſo doubtſul, 
would coſt a great deal of Blood, and was for this Rea- 
ſon afraid to engage in it, it is related, that ar Noon-day

Sign of his Victory. Upon this Aſſurance, he cauſed 
the Figure of the Croſs, juſt as he had ſeen it, to be ſet 
in Gold upon the Standard which was erdinarily cat. 
ried before the Emperor, and which was the principal 
Standard of the whole Army; he paſſed the Alps; rook 
by Force the Towns which y-ray him; and in his Pf. 
ſage gained Three Barrels. He gained a Fourth, within 
two Miles off Rome, near the Bridge Milvio, altho he 
had not above 80000 Foot, and about 8000 Horſe; 
and Maxentius's Infantry was 170000, and his Cavalry 
18000. Bur that which is moſt remarkable, is, that 
'Maxentius, who had ordered a Bridge to be made, 
which might be ſuddenly broken down at his Command, 
not doubting bur he ſhould draw his Enemy thither, fell 
ino the Snare which himſelf had laid, being for- 
-ced to fly, and to return to Rome, with Precipitation, 
_ leaſt the Gate ſhould be ſhut againſt him, if they heard 
of his Defeat before he came. Some ſay, he was ſo 
cloſely purſued, that he muſt have been taken; and 
therefore he choſe rather to throw himſelf into the Tiber, 
than to be delivered to Conſtantine. Howſoever that be, 
he was drowned in this River, December 24. A. D. 312; 
and his Head was carried to Rome, on the point of a

* f. Valerius Licinianus Licinius, of Tranſilvania, was 
a Husbandman's (e) Son, who, after the Defeat of the 
er Maximinus, having poſſeſſed himſelf of his 
part of the Empire, not permitting Conſtantine to have 
any ſhare of ir, altho' he had married his Siſter Flavia 
Vuleria Conſtantia ; and withal, perſecuting the Chriſtians, 
- contrary to his Agreement with Conſtantine. Conſtantine 
thought he had a juſt Cauſe of War againſt him; which 
be undertook ſo ſucceſsfully, that be beat him in P 
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via, (f) made himſelf Maſter of his Camp near Adria- 
nople, where he cut in pieces 30000 Men, and ſuffered 
not above 30000 to eſcape of rhe 130000 that he bronghe 
into the Field againſt him, near Chalcedon. This pur 
Licinius into ſuch a Conſternation, that he was forced 
to throẽ himſelf into Nicomedia, with Martinian, whom 
he had already declared Cæſar; where being cloſely be: 
ſieged by Conſtantine, and not able any longer to defend 
the Place, he at laſt reſolved to ſurrender himſelf. Mar- 
tinian was put to Death there by the Command of 
Conſtantine, who. ſoftned by the Prayers and Tears of 
his Siſter Conſtantia, gave Licinius his Life; and con- 
tented himſelf ro baniſh him to Thefſalonica in Macedo- 
nia, A. D. 324 e Gas 
Marcus Flavius Valerius Conſtantinus, Sirnamed the 
Great, from his great Actions, was the Son of Conſtan- 
tius the Pale, and of Helena. Without entring into the 
Controverſie with thoſe who have been of Opinion, that 
ſhe was no more than Conſtantius's Miſtreſs, (g) and 
alſo of an obſcure Birth; I'll only ſay, that ſhe is ſtiled 
in a Medal, Flavia Fulia Helena Auguſta, which ſuffici- 
ently proves that ſhe was truly his Wife; unleſs Conſtan- 
tine, for his Mother's Honour, as well as his own, ho- 
nour d her with the Title of Auguſta in this Medal. 
ile had two Wives, according to the ſame Authors, 
Minervi a, or Minervina, who was delivered of Criſpus 
in the City of Arles. Others ſay, that ſhe was only his 
Miſtreſs 3 and that Criſpus was never look'd upon as Le- 
gitimate. By Flavia Maxima, or Maximina Fauſta, the 
Daughter of Maximianus, ſurnamed Hereules, he had 
three Sons, Conſtantinus, Conſtans, and Conſtantius; and 
two Daughters, Flavia Fulia Conſtantina, and Helena. He 
had a noble Air, and a great Soul; he was Sincere, Valiant, 
- Modeft, underitood Greek and Latin very well, .

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good Horſeman, Wary in undertaking, and Bold in exe. 
cuting. bis Deſigns. He bad a full Face, a fat Neck, 
and ſparkling Eyes. His Hair was not thick, and he 
ſhaved off all his Beard; which was contrary to the 
Cuſtom of the Emperors who had reign'd before him 
ſince Hadrian. Cardinal Barcnius makes him a Britain, 
and others will have him of Tarſus in Bythinia, But it 
is certain that he was born at Naiſe in Tranſilvania, as 
the moſt Learned are now agreed, 

After he bad ſpent ſome time in Droclefian's Court, 
and in this Emperor's Army, which was then in Egypt, 
he paſſed the remaining Years of his Youth with Gale. 
rius Maximinus, who ſent him againſt the Sarmatians 
with an Army; in which Expedition he was ſo ſucceſs. 
ful, that he vanquiſhed them, and brought their Gene- 
ral away in Irons. Maximinus, jealons of this Victory, 
and endeavouring to rid himſelf of this young Prince, 
adviſed him, in order to give Proofs of his Courage, to 
fight with a ſtout Lyon in a full Theatre; which be 
did, and flew the Lion, contrary to all Expectation, 
Bur when he perceived that Maximinus reſerved him for 
other Dangers, and had a Deſign to deſtroy him, he re- 
tired ſecretly, with ſome of his Friends, and went into 
England, to his Father Conſtantius Chlorus, who atter- 
_ died, and left him Spain and the Gayls by 
A. D. 306. He was Emperor, and in 315 be nomi- 
nated Criſpus and Conſtantine Cæſzʒars, and joined with 
them Licinian (who was nor then 20 Months old) the 
Son of his Siſter Conſtantia, and of Licinius, over whom 
herrinmphed in 326. In 316 he made War on the Sarms 
tins, beat them, paſſed the Danube; and five Years 
after obtain d another Victory over them, when he flew 
with his own Hand their King Reufmond, as he was fly- 
ing after his Defeat. In 332, he had the ſame Succeſs 
- againſt the Gothe, and would nor grant them Peace, but 
on the Condition that they ſhould furniſh him with 
| 40000 Men on Demand, Neceflity forced them to con- 
| t to it; but theſe Gorbs having made their Slaves car- 

ry Arms, they turn d them againſt their Maſters, and 

"expell'd them out of their own Territories: So that 
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they were conſtrain'd to requeſt Conſtantine to give them 
kf which he granted them in ſome 2 of the 
re. 

Ee the Death of Diocleſam of Maximian, of Gale- 
rius, of Maxentius, of Maximine, and of Licinius, he 
was ſole Emperor. In 330 be divided his Empire into. 
two; into that of the Eaſt, which com nded 
Hungary, Tranſilvani a Walachia, Moldavia, Thrace, Ma- 
erdonia, Pontus, Aſia, and Egype; and into that of the 
Weſt, which contain'd Germany, part of Dalmatia and 
Sclavonia, Italy, the Gault, England, Spain, and Africk, 
Some are of Opinion, that it is only ſince this Diviſion 
of the Empire, that the Roman Eagle hath been repre- 
ſented with two Heads. He had the Fate of all great 
Men, whoſe Vertues have been commonly 1

with many Vices: And how Modeſt and Equita 


ever he was, he was blinded by his good Fortune, and 
corrupted by his Wife Fauſta. Zoſimus, who condemns 
almoſt all rhe Actions of this Prince, is too ſuſpected, 
to bave his Teſtimony allowed. Bur all the other Hi- 
ſtorians agree, that he put to Death his beſt Friends, 


Lieinius, who was Ceſar; and his Son Flavius Fulius 


Criſpus,, who gave ſuch great Hopes of himſelf, and 
who bad Lactantius Firmianus, the _— of Arnobius, 
for bis Præceptor. It cannot be denied, but that he 
was accuſed of making profuſe Expences; of want of 
udgment in the Choice of his Friends, and the Diftri- 

ion of Offices; of Softneſs in his Dreſs, and of 
Cruelty in bis Puniſhments. 

Fauſta, out of Reſentment that ſhe could not prevail 
with Criſpus by her Careſſes, and Offers, to anſwer her 
bruriſn Paſſion; or out of fear that the Reputation, and 
excellent Qualities of this young Prince, might prove 
an Obſtacle to the Fortune of her Sons, whom ſhe de- 
fired to ſee on the Throne, accufed Criſpus of a Deſign 
to Raviſh her; and the roo Credulous Conſtantine put 
bim to Death on this falſe Report.

that City, and an Arrian; which hath brought his Faith — 


into Suſpicion with ſome Authors. To vindicate bim

As he made ir the Capital of 
bis Empire, he took ſo great Care to\fortifie 5nd adorn 
ir, that be gave Orders, that whatſoever was moſt rare 
in Aſia, Europe, and Africa, fhould be bronght chither; 
and, according to St. Ferom, he diſpoſſeſs d all the Cities 
of the Riches and Ornaments which had made them 
conſiderable, for that purpoſe; He built there the magni- 
ficent Church of the Apoſtles, that of Peace; demoliſhed 
the Temple of Venus, Which the Heathens had erected 
in Feruſalem, over the Sepulchre of our Saviour, to 
whom he conſecrated a Church in the ſame Place, by 
the Counſel of his Mother Helena, who, according to 
Ruffnus, ( k) found the Croſs and the Nails with which 
they pierced our Savioui's Hands and Feet. For this 
happy Di'covery, the Feaſt of the Holy Cro/s is celebra- 
ted the Third of May.

theſe Croſſes in the 22d Year of Conſtantine's Reign: 
that Macarius Biſhop of Feruſalem was preſent, -and 
that by means of a ſudden Miracle which he relates, 
they diſtinguiſhed the Croſs for which alone. they were 
conoerned, from thoſe of the two Thieves. It is true, 
that Euſebius who hath ſtrictly examined things, doth not 
acquaint us with this diſcovery: and in this, I only ſay 
what ſome Eccleſiaſtical Writers teſtiſie, who add, that 
Conſtantine in hopes of ſucceſs in all his Wars, made uſe 
of theſe Nails for bis Horſe-bir, and a Helmet, which

Oration on Theodoſius, accommodates to this ſubject. 
by way of allegory (J) the words of the Prophet, In 
that day ſhall there be on the Bridles of the Horſes, 
Howſoe ver that be, as Conſtantine marched with an 
Army- againſt Schabur King of Perſia, (who was an 
Enemy-ro all Chriſtians, and who in the Year 326, bad 
put to death eighreen Thouſand of them) he fell

died the 22d of May, A. D. 337, at the age of 65 
Years, after he had Reigned 30 Years, 9 Months, and 
27-Days. (n) His body was carried to the Church of the 
Apeſiles, which he had built at Conſtantinople, where 
they had laid Helena, who died in 329, at the Age of 
80 Years, and who had built a magnificent Church of 
88. at Bethlebem, where the Saviour of the World 
was born. ä 
Flavius Claudius Conſtantinus the II. had for his ſhare 
Spain, the Gauls, a part of the Alps, England, Ireland, 
the Orcades and Island. Flavius Fulius Conſtans had

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Italy, Africk and its Iſles, Dalmatia, Macedonia, Pelopo- 
neſus, or the Morea, and Greece. Flavius Fulius Conſtan- 
tils had Aſia and Thrace, and Flavius Delmatius the Son 
of Delmatius the Cenſor, or of Hannibaliamu, had Armenia, 
and the neighbouring Provinces. De/matius was (o) ſlain 
ſometimes after by his Soldiers, Conſtantive who bad 
then the command of Aſia, having neither encouraged 
them to, nor reſtrained them from this Aſſaſſination; 
altho many are of opinion that the Soldiers had not Re- 
belled without ſome Encouragement from him. Conſt an- 
tine, who diſcovered that he was not ſatisfied with his 
ſhare,or who deſired to make War on his brother Conſt ans, 
ſent Ambaſſadors to him to Engage him to make a new 
divifion with him. As the latter was then in Tranſl 
vania, Engaged in a War againſt the Sarmatians and the 
Getes, and gave no anſwer to his unjuſt demands; Con- 
Rautine ſeized on ſome part of his Territories, and mar- 
ched with his Victorious Army near Aquileia, where rhe 
Troops which his brother Conſtans had ſent, drew him 

into an Ambuſcade. His horſe which was wounded in 

this rencounter, threw him to the ground, where he 

was ſtab'd in ſeveral places, and was not known, ha. 

ving not his () Purple on, which would have Diſtin- 

guiſhed him from all other men. He was ſlain in 340. at 

the Age of 25 Years, of which he had Reign'd almoſt 

three. Conſtans who was yet but 20 Years old, paſſed the 

Alps, entred the Gauls, and in two Years made himſelf 

Maſter of all his Brotber's Provinces. Bur as he neglected 

the affairs of the State, grew ſowr thro! ill health, and 

ſlighred his ſubjects, and his Soldiers; rhe principal 

Officers of the Army which was then in Rhet5a, and 

which Magnentius commanded under Conſtans, choſe him 

for their Emperor. Magnentius whom Conſtans had 

_ generouſly covered with his Breaſtplate to defend him 
Fom ſome Solders who attempted to kill him, ſent cer- 
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tuin \Perſons to () Aſſaſſinate his Sovereign an Be 
nefactor, who murdered him, either in his Tent as be 
repoled himſelf, or in the Church where he thougbt 
himſelf ſecure, A. D. 350. He was 30 Years old and 
Reigned.13; Gf bog ra | | | 
Upon this News Flavius Popilius Nepoti anus the Son 
of Nepotianus and of Eutropia Daughter of Conſtantius 
Chlorus, ulurped the Empire at Rome; and the Senator 
Heraclides, who was in the intereſt of Magnentius, ha- 
ring defired ro ſpeak with Nepor ian Aſſaſſinated bim. 
tauled his head to be carried thro' all the Sreers, and 
by reaſon of this treachery, Nepoci anus enjoy d the Title 
of r but 20 days. Flavius Veteranion aſſum 
the ſame Title in Pannonia, that he might the better 
for Conſtantius, what Magnentius deſigned to 
raviſh' from him : and indeed he made that good ule 
of it, that Conſtantius call'd him his Father and ſent 
lim back into Bithynis, where he was treated with all 
manner of reſpect, to the day of his death, Haviut 
Silnanns whom Conftantius had ſent into the Gali, 
4 D. 355, to oblige the Germans to quit that Country 
lud neither the prudence nor the good fortune of r) Fa. 
mu Veteranion, for after he had driven them thence, be 
bad orders ſent him ro come befote the Empercur, 
whom they had poſſeſſed with a groundleſs belief, that 
be had a deſign to uſurp the Empire. As be knew well 
enongh the bumour of Conſtantius, in deſpair of any 
other way of ſecuring bimſelf from the Emperours 
cruelry ; he got the whole Army to declare him Em- 
perour, Bar Conſtantius by money gained ſome of rhe 
principal Officers thereof, ſo that Si/vanus who had 
couragious, expetienced, and well diſciplined Froops, 
and might ha ve given him great trouble, was flain ac 
Cologne, after he had born the Title of Emperour about

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In the mean while Conſtantius who during the ne. 
cefficy of his affairs, had nominated his Confin Flaviy 
Conſtantius Gallus, Ceſar, who had given him in marriage 
his Siſter Conſtantia, whom Ammianus Marcellinus calls 
a deadly Megara; and left him an Army in the Eaf w 
'oppole the progreſs of the Perſians, turn'd his whole 
thoughts to the revenging of his Brother Conſtans's death, 
as Magnentius did on the other ſide make his utmoſ 
Effort to ruin him. This latter having paſſed ini 
Italy with an Army. bad made Decentius and Deſideriu 
(who ſome ſay, were his Brothers) Cæſars, and had 
given orders to one of them to ge and poſſeſs himſel 
of Spain, and ro the other to ſecure the Gaules : Co 
Pantius who did not deſire a Civil War offered My. 
nentius the Gaules on condition that he would diſarm: 
but he believed it would be more advantageous to hin 
to decide their quarrel by a Battel. They foughr it i 
Pannonia near Maurſa;. and altho Magnemtius had bu 
thirty - Thouſand Men, and Conſtantius ſeventy Thou 
fand, they fought” on both ſides with ſuch fury tha 
fifty four Thouſand were lain in the field. Magnentiu 
, Who had loſt twenry four 'thoufand Men, and had lei 

behind bim the Imperial Enfigns' and his horſe, to is 
duce them to believe be was ſlain: with the reft, mad 
bis Eſcape in a Trooper's habit, with the fix -thouſan 
Men which he had leſt; Eatred Italy, where he + 
feated Conſtantius s Generals near Pavia: and the Gan 
of Rome being ſtat againft him, be paſſed into the 
. Gaules, where with rhe aſſiſtance of his two Brothen 
He raiſed new Forces, At the ſame. time he ſent ſoar 
Biſhops ro Comſt ant iur to aſſure him that he would Sw 
render all the Provinces to him, and that he defired 
nothing for himſelf but the Title of General of the 4 
mies. But theſe Biſhops returning without any anſwe; 
be ſaw it muſt be ended by the Sword. Before he br 
zarded the laſt Battel, he ſent a Traitour into the Ed 


Conſtantius to go .himleit in Perſon to defend his Pro 
vinces againſt rhe Pex/iews, This Traitour baving be 
ſo unwary as to communicate his deHgn to ſome Pf - 


fons in- the preſence of à very aged woman whom k. F 
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thought there was no reaſon to ſuſpect, he was diſ- 
covered by this old woman, who immediately infor · 
med Gallus of his treacherous deſign, whereupon him- 
ſelf and his accomplices received their puniſhment. Mag- 
nentius whom Sr. Ambroſs calls a Sorcerer, a Fuda, a 
Second Cain, a Fury, a Devil, having mifſed this im- 
portant Stroke, diſpoſes bis Army for a Bartel, fights 
and looſes it, flees to Lyons, is hefieged there, puts 
to death moſt of thoſe whom he ſuſpected, wounds his 
Brother Deſiderius, and runs a Sword through his own 
Body in the third Year of his Reign, A. D. 353. Decen- 
tius hanged himſelf when he heard this news, and Deſi- 
deriu Was no ſooner cured of his wounds, but he went 
to Conſt antius who pardoned him: and who upon the 
continual complaints, which he received of the cruelties 
which Gallus and his Wife committed, ſent the Prefect 
of the Pretorium, ro perſwade him by fair means, or 
if not ro compel bim 5 force, to come and give an ac- 
count of his actions and conduct. Inſtead of obeying 
this Order Gallus cauſed the Prefect to be draꝑg'd thro 
all the Streets and afterwards thrown into the River: 
and as he every day continued his crimes, ſome ſay that 
Conftantius recalled him without any threats, and ac- 

inred him that it was a preſſing juncture, and that 
de onghr to conſult rgether, what Meaſures Were moſt 
f co be taken for their future Government. Others

obliged his Wife Conſtantia to go-and appeaſe the Em- 
perour her Brother But this Princeſs) who was got 
a far as Bithynia, dyed there of a Feavor.

fantius heard of her Death, He deprived Gallus by a 


Publick Edict of the Digaity, which He had beſore con- 


ferred on him, and Baniſhed him; and they whom He 
bad ſenr, apprehended him and cut off his Head (/) at 
Pole A. D. 354. 5 

The Year following He made Fulian, the Brother of 
Gallus, Cæſar, and gave him His Siſter Helena in Mar- 
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riage. Julian was commanded to go into the Gaules to f 
oppoſe the Germans who under the Conduct of Seven of il , 
their Kings, had ruined a great many Citys; and wa ;, 
fo Succeſsful, that he re-eſtabliſhed moſt of thoſe which 5 
were deſerted, took near Stracburgh Chonodomarius the I g 
moſt conſiderable of their Kings; defeated Theodomir b. 
the King of Franconia, and by his Victorys conſtrained 70 
his Enemys to ſue for Peace. Conſtantius was about Wl {4 
the ſame time obliged to go and defend his Frontier 
Provinces againſt the Perfians; and ſending into the 
Gaules ro Cull out the Flower of the Officers and Soul 
diers that were in Julians Army, both fearing ſo long 
an Expedition, Mutined and choſe ulian Emperour. He 
acquainted Conſtantias with ir, who commanded him to 
be contented with the quality of Czſar, forbad him to 
remove from the Gaules, ſent Garriſons into Africk, and 
to prevent him going farther, Sollicited underband the 
Gaules to revolt. Julian after be had put his Affain 
in the beſt poſture that be could, deliberated no longer; 
and as the Death of his Brother Gallus, was an Example 
thar he thought, onghr to give him warning, he in- 
tended ro obſerve Meaſures no longer, and Marched 

his Army againſt Conſtantius who was conſtrain d 1 
abandon. the Perſian War. The latter began his Jour- 
ney in order to return to Conſtantinople, received Bap 
tilm at the Hands of Exzoius the Arrian; and continu 
ing his journey (r) dyed of an Apoplexy or a Feaver, 
at the Age of 45 Years, betwixt Cilicia and Cappadocia, 
A. D. 361: He reigned 12 Years with his Father, 24 
and almoſt 6 Months alone. 

Flavius Claudianus Fulianus the Son of Conſtantius, Bro- 
ther to Conſtantine Sirnamed The Great, and of Baſilind 
was born at Conſtantinople, A. D. 301., Married Flavia 
Julia Helena, and was Sirnamed The Apoſtate, becaule 
be turned Pagan after he had been Educated in the WW and 
Chriſtian Reſigion. and had read the Holy Scriptures n 
kimſelf in the Church before the People. He had 
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ſparkling Eyes, a wild and unſteady Look, ſtrait Noſe, 
a pre e Mouth, his under Lip cleft, an interruption 
in his Spe a thick Beard which he wore piked, broad 


Shoulders; he hung down bis Head, which he always 
on'one fide or other, he walked a great pace altho' 
be was bur a Little Man, and Laughed loud. Alrho' Gre- 


gory Nazianzen conceived a very ill opinion of him from 
theſe Marks, and was not indeed miſtaken ; yey be was 
ſat, Chaſt, and Sober, according to Ammianus Mar- 
cellinus, who alſo faith that there was as much diffe- 
rence betwixt his Brother Gallus and him, as berwizr 
Domitian and his Brother Titus, He bath been highly 
praiſed by Ammianus Marcellinus, Jofimus, Mamertinus 
Libenius, and Eunapius, and altho* their Praiſes may be 
ſuſpected, yer ir muſt be allowed that he had a fine 
it, He had the Eunuch Mardonius of Scythia, for his 
Preceptor 3 and he learned Grammar of Nicocles of 
Lacedemon ; Rhetorick of (2) Ecebolius ; Philoſopby of 
Jamblicus ; Judiciary Aſtrology of Maximus of Epheſus. 
The Philoſophers Ariſtomenes, or Ariſtoxenus, Eugenius, 
and Elpidiys were in great Eſteem with him; and he 
had alſo a great value for the Phiſitians Zeno, and Ori 
bazes of Sardi in Lydia. We may Judge of his Learning 
bis Wit, by his Orations and Epiſtles. We may 

alſo gbſerve his Juſtice in bis Anſwer ro Delpbidiys wha 
accaſed before him Numerius or Numeriqnus, that had 
been ſometime before Governour of the G4/1;a Narbo, 
i, of Robbing the Treaſury. This keen and vehement 
Oratour, ſeeing at laſt that he had not ſufficient proofs 
to Convict him, caſting his Eyes on Fulian, cryed out 
in A Rage. If it were Enough to Deny mbar Man would ever 
be Guilty o And if it were b ro Accuſe replied 
ulian, what Innocent Man could ever be ſafe ? ku 
Notwithſtanding this he could not Endure Chriſtians; 
be and if he had been favourable to them, and had not been 
eu Apoſtate, we might poſſibly have aſſented ro ſome Au- 
a G 3 thors, 
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rbors, who have raiſed him above Canſtantine who had 
without doubt many Vices; who made uſe of Religion 
as a pretext to make hicaſelf Maſter of the Empire, if 
we may believe Scaliger, who adds ſomewhere, contra · 
ry to the Opinion of all the World; that He was no more 
a Chriſtian than 1 am 4 Tartar. Howlſoever that be, all 
Fulian's Vertues were extinguiſhed by this implacable 
averſion that he ſhewed towards the Chriſtians 3 which 
was ſuch, that he ſhur up all their Scholes, deprived 
them Univerſally of all their Privileges and Offices; 
forbad them to Aſſemble, impoſed unſupportable Taxes 
on them, and deſtroyed all their Churches. He forced 
them to contribute to the rebuilding of the Temples of 
the Gods which they had deſtroyed; baniſhed moſt f 
che Biſhops and Prieſts, and could not ſo much as en 
dure 4 Souldier in his Army, that was ſuſ to be 
a Chriſtian; and he compoſed, as ſome ſay, Seven Books 
againſt Jeſus Chriſt,  - - ' | 
After he had obtained great Advantages, over the 
Germans, he propoſed as St. Ferom, Theodores, and ſome 
others ſay, ro ſacrifice to his Gods the blood of the 
Chriftians, whom be always in deriſion call'd Galil- 
ani, if be ſhould have Succeſs in the War which te 
was Engaged in againſt Schabur. But after he had 
Marched out of Aztzoch whth an Army of Sixty fir 
Thouſand Men, beaten the Enemy in ſome. Ren 


counters, laid Siege to Cre/iphon, and conſtrained Schaun 


io defire Peace of him, which he would not grant; the 
Perſians haying poſſeſſed themſelves of all the Paſſes t 
duced him to Extremity. In this deſperate conditio 
be was forced to fight ;, and if Eutropius and Ammi 
aus Marcelinus may be Credited, this Batrel was ver 
bloody.

He was preſently carried into the Camp, 
where the night following he diſcourſed a long time of 
the Immortality of the Soul with Maximus and Priſcus 3 
and without ſhewing any fear of Death Expired at the 
age of 32 or 33 Years, after he had r only one 
ear and 8 Months; and in him Ended the Race of 
Conſtantins Chlorus, Some ſay that he filled his hand 
with blood that iſſued from his wound and threw it 
up againſt Heaven with this dreadful Blaſphemy, Thon 
haſt Conguered O Galilean! His Death was foretold by 
two Perſons whoſe Hearts were filled with the Spirit 
of God. When this Apoftate promiſed himſelf to Con- 
quer the Perſians, and after his Victory ro extir- 
pate all the Chriſtians, Athanafivs Biſhop of Alexan- 
i ſeeing the Faithful of his Church in tears, ſaid 
* them by way of Conſolation, Fear nothing, Thi 
s but 4( x) Cloud. When the ſopbiſt Libanius who had 
inſtructed this wicked Prince in the Religion of the Pa- 
gu, had asked a Schosl-Maſter of Antioch, who was a 
very good Man; What s the Carpenter's Son now 4 do- 
ing? He anſwered him: Thi ſame God who made the

»Flavius Jovi anus, of Pannonia, the Son of Count Varro- 
gan, Married Charity the daughter of Lucilian, by whom 
he had a Son N Varroni4s, Whom be made Conſul, 
akbo'. be was then but an Infant ; he was Elected the 
17h of July): and when he would not accept the Em- 
pie, declaring. he was a Chriſtian, the Souldiers told 
2 that they were alſo of the ſame Religion. He 
was at that time no more than a Colonel, and was nor 
[choſen till after Sa u the Prefect of the Pretorium, 
whom the Souldiers importuned to accept the Empire, 
bad excuſed himſelf upon the account of his Infirmities

Gratien was in a Condition to Repel them, the Roman 
Soldiers revolted, and took part with Maximw. This

companied him back to Milan, ſought out Maximus, 
who had poſſeſſed himſelf of all the Paſſages of the 
Alps, and of the Rivers; and who, by an almoſt in- 
credible Overſight, cauſed the Troops, which he had 
ſent thither, to retire, in hopes the ſooner to execute 
his Defign upon their Fleet, Theodofius having no more 
to fear on that ſide, marches his Troops before Agui- 
leis takes Maximus, (who ſurrenders to him the Gar- 
riſon, who were not much inclined to Endure the 
Siege ) and puts him to Death: and Andragachus, at

"This War, which otherwiſe, had coft a great deal of 
Rlood, was ended by the Death of theſe two Men: 
and Theodofius, after having triumphed at Rome with 
Vaextinian, re-eſtabliſh'd him. And ſeeing no more 
Enemies to fear, he took his Journey for Conſtantinople, 
and Valentinian for the Gauls. But as the latter was 
at Vienna, (e) in Dauphine, Eugenius, a Gaul, his In- 
tendant, or Controuler, Arbogaſtus a Goth, who com- 
manded all his Armies, and who both defign'd to uſurp 
the Empire, by Promiſes ſo entirely gained the Eu- 
nuchs of Valentinian, that entring by night the Cham- 
ber where he lay, they Strangled him, or cauſed him to 
be Strangled, rhe 15th Day 'of May, Ann.

Under Conſtantine:

315 ; according 
to Ene Sylvius, in 335 : according ro Ado Biſhop of 
Vienna, in 328 : according to Caſſidiorus, in 324, as Her- 
mannus Contractus ſaith: according to the Centuriatory 
of Magdeburg, iv 320: and ſome ſay, in 311, and 
others, in 310. The moſt current Opinion is for the 
Year 325. It was compoſed of 318 Biſhops, according 
to Rufinus, Soorates, and Theodoret, of 322 according to 
Dorotheus, of above 250, according to Euſebius, of 200 ac, 
cording to Euſtathius Biſhop of Antioch, and Diſciple of 
Marcellus, and of a ſmaller Number; as may be ſeen in 
Selden, upon Eutychius Patriarch of Alexandria. Thi 
Author ſays, that Two Thouſand forty eight Biſhops of 
a different Faith, were then at Conſtantinople ; that the 
Prefident (c ) of this Council was Alexander Patriarch

Under Conftantine's Three Sons. 


There paſſed conſiderable things under theſe Empe- 
tors, of which I'll content my ſelf to relate ſome. 

Athanaſius, who had been baniſhed ro Treves, was re- 
calld ro Alexandria, in 338, by Conſtantine ; and Eu- 
ſebius died the Year following. | 

The ſame Year Conſtantius quitted the Orthodox 
Party, and eſpouſed the Arrian: and St. Athanaſius the 
moſt formidable Enemy which they had, was obliged 
after the Council of Antioch, by their Artifices and Fac- 
tions, ro go to Rome, in 341, to vindicate himſelf from 
the Calumnies which the Arrians had caſt on him, 
and to implore the Aſſiſtance of the Weſtern Biſhops; 
againſt rhe Violences of the Biſhops of the Eaſt. 

After the Council of Sardica in Maſia, St. Athanaſius 
and the Biſhops who were baniſhed, were reſtored to their

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CHAP. VI. 
0 The Succeſſion of the Emperors unt o Anaſtaſius. 


Lavius Honorius, Son of Theodoſius, and of Elia Pla. 
cilla, was born the 4th of September, Ann. 384: 
was declared Auguſtus, Ann. 393; bad the Weſt for 
his Share : and as he was yet very Yaung, his Father by 
his laſt Will conſtitued Stilico ( a ) his Guardian. He 
was at different times betrothed to the two Daughters 
of Seilico, and of Serena, to Mary who died ſuddenly; 
afterwards to Thermantia, who died likewiſe after the 
ſame manner: and by theſe two ſad Accidents, the 
Marriage was conſummated with neither. | 
In the 875 of his Reign, the Franks who inhabited 
the Coaſts of Frizeland, and who had already made 
themſelves known, took Treves, having been called in 
by a Senator, whoſe Wife bad been raken from bim by 
Lucius, tbe Governour of that Ciry. They made them- 
ſelves Maſters of the Provinces which lay neareſt to 
Holland ; Entred Brabant, and carried on their Con- 
queſts farther. It was from the taking of this City, 
Ann. 418, or 419, that the Reign of the Franks, or 
French began, whoſe firſt King was Paramond, or 
Pharamond according to ſome; altho according to 
others he was the () Seventh.

Honorius had greater Wars to maintain; for (c) Ra- 
dageſus King of the Goths, broke into Italy with Two 
hundred Thouſand Men, or Four hundred Thouſand 
according to, ſome. But Seilico was ſo Fortunate, that 
with a ſmall Number he ſhut up this great Army with. 
in the Mountains of Fiezole, which being reduced to Ex- 
tremity by the Plague and Famine, Stilico attack d them 
without hazard, cut in pieces above a Hundred thou- 
ſand of theſe Barbarians, and made Slaves of all the 
reſt. Radageſus as he was attempting to ſave himſelſ, 
was taken and Slain, | 3 
Some time after, the ſame Alaric who had ſerved 
Theodofius againſt Eugenius, paſſed the Alps on Trent ſide; 
Forced and Plundred moſt of the Cities that lay in his 
way; and at laſt marched into the Gau/s ; where 
Honorius aſſigned him Lands for himſelf, and his 
People to inhabit, when Srilico who was a Vandal, and 
a declared Enemy of rhe Goths, ſent ſome who fell upon 
them on Eaſter day. This People being ſurprized made 
at firſt but little Reſiſtance, but all animaring@hemſelve 
in Deſpair, ran to their Arms vigorouſſy, repulſed 
their Enemies, defeated them, and obliged the moſt 
obſtinate of them to fly, To revenge themſelves of 
ſuch an unexpected Treachery, they were of Opinion to 
leave the Gauls to thoſe that would have them; they te 
entred farther into Italy, where they filled all the Ci 
ties and Places where they paſſed with Fire and Sword: 
and at laſt to ſecure their Conqueſts, intended to add 
thar of Rome to them. |

fenfibly rouched at ir, believing they had taken a great 
Hen (e) of his, which he had named Rome. By this 
any one that pleaſes, may judge of the careleſs Humour 
of Honorius, who preferred Hens, to Cities, and who 
ed all Petitions without reading any of them. His 
iſter Placidia not being able ro endure his Negligence, 
canſed a Writing to be preſented to him, wherein he 
ye her in Marriage to one of his Valets; and he fign'd 
3 — looking on ir, This Princeſs who was inge- 
nous, took this Petition; and having made her Com- 
plaint to Honorius of ſo great an Affront, which he 
ogld not believe, ſhe ſhewed it him; and made him 
fible by this Artifice, how many Dangers be _ 
run into by his Careleſſneſs; and obtain d of him, that 
for the future he would more ſtrictly examine things. 
The City of Rome being taken in the Year of the 
World 4380; in the Year of our Lord 410; from the 


cidia who was in it, fell into the Hands of Alaric, whe 


he gave this Princeſs in Marriage. The Goths laden with 
Plunder, followed King Alaric into Campania di Roma, who 
died ſuddenly in the City Carne ; and Adolphus who ſuc- 
ceeded him, had razed Rome to the very Foundation, and by 


the Name of Gothia had Built it in another place, if Pla- 


cidia who had a great Influence upon him, had not by her 
Entreaties, diſſuaded him from this barbarous Reſolution.

" Attalus who had been Governour of Rome, named

Royalty which he had quitred : and the Gorhs who were 


ne longer able to continue idle; conſidered gang 
bur how they might make their Advantage of theſe Di 
orders. Honorius finding himſelf reduced to extremity, 
ſent Conſtantius into the Gault, who deſtroyed all theſe 
Tyrants; paſſed into Spain, where he deprived Maxi. 
mus of the Empire, and of his Life; expelled the Gauli; 
and took Attalus. After he had reduced Spain and 
the Gauls, Adolphus being conſtrain d to make Peace, was 
Aſſaſſinated at Barcelona with his Children, by the 
Goths ; 'and Roderick who ſucceeded him mer with the 
fame Fate, for entertaining the ſame Deſign. Walls, 
or Wallia, the Succeſſor of Roderick, oppoſing Conſtanti- 
u, and the Succeſs being doubtful, ir was concluded, 
that the King of the Goh ſhould reftore Placidia ; that 
they ſhould joyn their Arms to free Spain of the Vandal:, 
from whom Andaluſia took its Name: and when Con- 
ſtant ius had finiſhed theſe Wars, Honorius gave him Pla 
cidia in Marriage, and granted him the Title of Au- 
Tale. His Reign was ſhort, and Honorim lived not 
ng after him, having been carried off by a Fever, ac- 
-company'd with a Dropſy, 4. D. 423, after he bad 
Reign'd Thirty Years, Seven Months, and Six days.

Leontius having obſerved by the Phyfiogmony, or the 
Horoſcope of Athenais, that ſhe would be infallibly For. 
tunate, left ber by his Will, but about Two Hundred 
Crowns, having inſerted in this Will; That her good For- 
tune ought to ſuffice ber; and gave his whole Eſtate to 
his two Sons, who took poſſeſſion of ir, after his Death. 
Atbenais who complained of this Injuſtice, demanded of 
them what was legally her Right: and they reſolving to 
hold to the ir Father's laſt Will, put her out of the Houſe, 
wheteof they were Maſters, Her Mother in law, who 
had a great Eſteem for ber, undertook ber Cauſe, went 
with her to Conſtantinople, preſented a Petition to Pul- 
cheria, Theodoſius*s Sifter, who ar firſt fight, was charm- 
el with the Air, Wit and Beauty of this Maid. And 
being informed that ſhe was a Virgin, and had no 
other Fault, bur that ſhe was not a Chriftian, ſhe 
wok care ro have her Baptized by Atticus, and ſo Ef- 
fectually perſwaded ber Brother to take ber for his 
Wife, that he Married her as ſoon as be was of Age 
ta Marry. Athenais, who had the Name of Eudocia gi - 
den her, had been inſtructed by ber Father with a 
Wonderful Care, and according to ſome Authors com- 
led Divine Poems, all the Verſes whereof ſhe took 
Homer, and by her Theodoſius had a Daughter na- 
met Eudexia, who was afterwards Married to Valenti. 
nian the III. q . 
However ſhe made but ungrateful Returns to Pal- 
cberis for the Favours which ſhe bad received from 
ber g ſince by her Counſcls, and her Intreaties, ſhe per- 
{waded.'the Emperor not to ſuffer ber to meddle with 
any Afﬀairs of State, and alſo to remove her from Court. 
But a while after he recalled her, Entruſted her as be- 
fore with the Adminiſtration of the State, and Baniſhed 
the Eunuch Chryſaphivs, who had given the Empreſs 
Sulpicions of the Conduct and Innocence of Puleberia. 
This Ingratitude was followed with an Imprudence 
Which ruin d her in the Affections of Theodoſius; and that 
which was but a Trifle, became a Crime by its Cir- 
cumſtances. . Some Perſon had brought a Fruit of an 
* } ex- 
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extraordinary Bigneſs to t he Emperor, who ſent it as a 
, rarity to Eudocia; and ſhe made a Preſent of it to Pau. 
linus, whom ſhe eſteemed for his great Learning. He 
thinking to ſhew ſomething that was New and Singu. 
lar, carried it immediately to Theodaſius; who concealed 
it, and asked in private of Eudocia, what was become 
of the Fruit. Eudocia fearing that Theodoſius might take 
it ill, if be ſhould knew that ſhe had giuen it to Pau- 
linus, anſwered that ſhe had eaten the Fruit: and as he 

reſſed her to anſwer, ſhe added an Oath to her Lie. 
Fr bis pur him in ſuch a Rage, that after he had ſhewn 
her the Fruit, he commanded Paulinus to be put to 
Death; and deſpiſed his Wife to that Degree, that ſhe 
was reduced to deſire leave of him to go to Feruſalem 
where ſhe Built ſome Churches; and returned not ti 
ſhe was aſſured of Theodoſiuss Death, 
He had ſome War with*Babram Ghur (g) King of 
Perſia, Son of Fadiberd, Sirnamed Al-Atim, i. e. the 
| Wicked, in the Annals of Eurychius. It appears alſo 
from the Hiſtory of this Patriarch, that he made Wat 
with the Father; but it is ſuſſicient to obſerve after the 
beft known Authors, that this Bahram who perſecuted 
all the Chriſtians of his Kingdom, was not proſperous; 
and that the Emperor ſent to demand his Friendſhip, 
altho' Ardeburius, Gratianus, and Ariobinda, had alres 
dy obtained great Advantages over that King. Amongft 
the Perſians who had fallen in ſome Battel, there were 
lain ten Thouland of thoſe who were commonly call- 
ed Immortals: and Theodoſius preterr'd the Peace which 
coft him bur a Complement, to a Victory which be 
could not purchaſe without the Blood of his Enemies, 
and his Subjects. | 

Having intelligence of the Death of Honorius, be 

diſpatched Ardeburius into 1taly, with an Army to op 
pole one John, who had ſer up for Emperor: but 3s 
Ardeburius paſſed from Aquileia to Ravenna, and with

Carthage, ravaged Africk, drove 
thence moſt of the Biſhops and Prieſts ; entred Sicily the 
Year following; and the two Generals of Theodoſius, Ario- 
binds, and Anaxillus, did him no great Services in this 
War. He was alſo forced to recall them with their Ar. 
my, to make a League with Genſerick, and to deliver 
himſelf by Mony from the King of the Hun, who had 
taken the Strongeſt Places of Hungary, and of Thrace, 
except Adrianople, and Heraclea. Attila made new Ef- 
forts againſt Valentinian, when Theodofius at the Age of 
30 Years, after a Reign of 42 Years, Two Months, 
aud 28 Days, died of a Feaver, or a Fall from his 
Horſe, according to ſome Authors, Ann. 450. 

Altho he was negligent enough in the Adminiſtration 
of State Affairs; his Piety may ſerve as an Example to 
the greateſt Princes, It was ſo publick, that he em- 

ed the firſt Hours of the day in finging Pſalms, and 
in Prayers with his Wife and his Siſters ; had ſer times 
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e ſor the Reading of the Holy Bible; called all his Ser- 
> WW vants to the Exerciſes of Devotion, and People lived 
nu bis Pallace, as in a Cloyſter. |

nia, had honourable Commands in tbe Army, under 
Theodoſius, firnamed the Great; did conſiderable Ser- 
vices to Honorius; forced the Goths to quit Narbon, and 
to retire into Spain. He was at divers times Coilegue 
to Conſtantine, to Honorius, and to Theodaſius, in the 
Conſulſhip : for whom the latter had without doubt 
a very Great Eſteem, ſince he gave bim his Siſtet 
Galla Placidia in Marriage. Before he Married this 
Princeſs, he had very noble Inclinations; and expreſſed 
ſo great a Contempt of Riches, that he could not be. 
lieve that they deſerved the Pains Men take to acquire 
them. But Galla Placidia entirely changed his Mind, 
and his Temper ; and he deprived ſeveral Perſons of 
their Eſtares, ro Enrich himſelf by bis injuſtice. Since he 
loved his Liberty very much, and his Affairs required 
all that time which he was more willing to beſtow on 
things which were more agreeable ro his Genius, and his 
Humour; and ſince Theodoſins the Younger approved not 
of the Choice that Honorius bad made of him, in aſſocia- 
ting him with him in the Empire; Conſtantius conceiy- 
ed ſuch Grief at it that he died. He reigned not full 
Seven Months, and altho' he hath only the Title of 
Moſt noble Ceſar, in a Medal of Strada's, he yet had 
that of Emperor; as may be ſeen in Idacjus's Chronicle, 
in Caſſisdore, in Proſper, and in Baronius, upon the Year 
of Chriſt 420. |

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| have ſaid that Attila made freſh Efforts againſt the 
Emperor Valentini an; and to deceive him, ſeut Ambaſ- 
ſadors to him, to deſire him to joyn with him againſt 
the Goths, who were ſworn Enemies to the Publick Re. 
poſe, Ar the ſame time he Endeavoured to perſwade 
Theodoric by other Ambaſſadors which he ſent to him, 
that be eſpouſed the Intereſt of the Goths againſt the 
Remdns, and that to ruine them, they need only unite 
their Forces in common to b6ppoſe them. He doubted not 
but by this Artifice he ſhould ſurprize both the Gotha and 
the Romans, and that when he had defeared the one, he 
ſhould eaſily Conquer the other. Etius ro whom Valenti- 
nian had given order to oppoſe the Goths, who daily made 
new Progreſs, knew the Arrifice : and when the Emperor 
was informed of ir, he entred into an Alliance with the 
Alan, with the Goths, with the Franks, and the Burgundi- 
ans, who bad poſſeſſed themſel ves of the better part of the 
Gauls, Attila continually fortified his Party, which alrea- 
dy was but too ſtrong, by the prodigious Number of Sol- 
diers which he had drawn out of A4fia, and all the Nor- 
thern Parts, paſſing thro Poland and Germany; and his Ar- 
my conſiſted of Five, or according to others of 500000 Men: 
Tue Plains of Chalons, was their Field of Barrel: and 
we may believe ir 'was very Bloody, ſeeing that there 
were ſlain One hundred and ſeventy two thouſand Men 
on both ſides, without 1 the Franks and the Trans 
hlvanians, who charged with ſuch Fury the Night be- 
pre the Barrel, that near Fourſcore and ten thouſand of 
them were killed. Thus Two hundred and feventy 
two thouſand were Slain, amongſt whom were found 
Theodoric (i) King of the Viſigoths, whom the Frenal 
Hiſtorians name Thierry: and moſt ſay that Attila loft 
there; a Hundred and fourſcore thouſand Men, . Merus.

He took 4quileia after a three Years Siege; and ir was 

at that time, as ſome Authors Write, that the moſt con- 

— ſiderable of their Neighbours to avoid the King's Army, 

Eſcaped as they were able in Barks, and having ſound 

the high in the ſame place, which is now called 

Rio alto, they laid in Confuſion, and without any ſuch 

dieſign, the Foundations of Venice, the moſt famous and 
moſt noble of Republicks. 

After Attila had made himſelf Maſter of Aquileia, he 
took Milan, Pavia, and Vicenza, where he left the 
Marks of a moſt dreadful Rage: and Marched u. 
wards Rome, when Pope Leo being ſent by Valentinia 
to meet him, Ann. 453, ſo ſenſibly touched his Hear, 
by his Eloquence, and Entreaties, or by the Spirit al 
God that accompanied him, that he turned him from 
his Enterprize. Some report that be marched with his 
Army towards the Gauls, where he loſt in a Bart 
againſt Thoriſmond, as many Men, as he bad loſt in the 

Plain of Chan. Honoria the Siſter of Valentinian 
© fent privately the ſame Year, or according to otben, 
An. 454, one of her Eunuchs to the King of the Hun; 
with an offer of her Bed and the Empire: and altho be 
had ſent. Ambaſſadors to Rome to demand her, he was 
fo charmed with the Beauty of Hiſdico, that before their 
return, -be married this Princeſs, who was the King of 
BaFriana's Daughter. Bur having been heated with 
Drinking at that Famous Marriage-Feaft, there iſſued ſo 
great a Quantity of Blond our of his Noſe and Mouth, 
that he was ſuffocated with ir, in the 56th Year of hi 
Age: and thus died this King of the Hunt, who aſſu- W , 
me@this-Title, Attila Son of Bendeguz, Grandſon of — 
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broth, Educated in Engadi, by the Grace of God, King of 
the Huns, Medes, Dacians, the Terror of the World, and 
the Scourge of God. 

In this Year alſo Flavius Maximus a Roman Senator, 
who thought of nothing but of revenging the Injury he 
had received of the Emperor, who had raviſhed his 
Wife, found no ſurer way than by gaining ſome of Va- 
lentinian's Eunuchs to poſſeſs him with Jealouſies of the 
Fidelity of Æt ius, remonſtrating ro him that be aſſumed 
to himſelf the Glory of his Reign, and managed ſeveral 
Intrigues in the Gauls. Valentinian without ever ex- 
amining this Impoſture, recalls Ætius to Rome, kills 
him (K) with his own Hand. And Maximus, who 
afterwards by Preſents and Promiſes, gained ſome of 
itius's Soldiers, ſo Effectually perſwaded them to re- 
venge this General's Dearh, that meeting with Valenti- 
way in the Field of Mars, they killed him, Aun. 455. 
He lived 36 Years, reigns 25 with Theodofius the IId, 
_ Marcian ; and after him · fell the Empire of the 

Flavius Anioius Petronius Maximus, the Author of 
Valentini ans Death, uſurp'd the Empire; and as Valen- 
tinian had violated his Wife, he raviſhed this Emperot's 
Widow, and afterwards Married her. But being impru- 
dent enough to tell Eudoxa his new Spouſe, that he 
had loved her to that Degree, that it was he that de- 
firoyed the Emperor to poſſeſs her; ſhe by Preſents and 
Promiſes called in Genſeric, King of the Fundali, to re- 
verge her of this Parricide, who came our of Africk to Rome

Fi Anaſtaſius, a Native of Dyrrachium, or Durazzs 
in Macedonia, on the Coaſt of the Ionian Sea, was 
Sirnamed Dicorus, becauſe the Pupils of his Eyes were 
of two Colours; that of his Right Eye Black, and that 
of his left blew. Having been Secretary, (4] or Silen- 
tiary, which was no very conſiderable Poſt, He was 
made Emperor by the powerful Suffrage of the Eunuch 
Drbicius, and by the Paſſion and good Graces of Ariane, 
the Reli of Zeno, the Daughter of Leo the Us hom 
he Married upon the Fortieth Day after the Intertment 
of her Husband. He was Crown d by the Patriarch 
- Euphemius, as Leo the Great had been by Anatolius Pa 
triarch of Conſtantinople ; who was the firſt Emperor 
that was crown'd by a Prelate, But the Hereſies of 
Arrius and Eutyches, creeping into the Courts, and Pri- 
vate Families, the Emperors were fain publickly to 
give an Account of their Belief ; and Anaſtaſius who 
was an Eutychian, was not Crown'd *rill after he had 
given ir under his Hand that he won'd make no Altera 
tions in the Church, and that he wou'd ftrictly obſerye 
all the Decrees in the Council of Chalcedon.

in bis Account of Fuſtinian's Coins, applauds the Wil- 
dom of this Theodora who, as he ſays, in the Dorage of 
ber Husband manag'd his Goverument to a' Wonder; 

and tis eaſy to judge from rhence that he inconſiderate · 
ly took her for Sophia the Wife of uſtin. 
Fuſtinian, if we may believe Cedrenus, and the Au- 
thor of the Alexandrian Chronicle, had 'a round Face, 
and Eyes, a handſome Noſe, a Colour, a Ball 
Head, a Smiling Countenance, a full Cheſt: he was in 
as good Plight as was neceffary for one of his Stature, 
Which was neither too big, nor too little, and he wore 

no Hair upon his Cbin. He was adorn'd with excel- 
lent Knowledge; if in this Matter we may refer our 
ſelves to G nu, Sabelicm , Platina, Procopius and 
Tfidore; and he was no more Learned then thoſe that ate 
leaſt ſo, if we may give Credit to Suida, Laurentius Vals, 
* Antony Le Fevre, and Alciar. Since this is not a Queſtion 

that ought to be determin'd here, I ſhall content my 
ſelf in ſhort to ſay, that we may judge of his Under- 
| ſtanding and Genius, by the Care of the Publick on 
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4 by bis Command laid upon Trebonianut, Dorotheus, Thes 
its MW ophilus, and (even other Civil-Lawers, to make one Code 
only of the Gregorian, Hermogenian, Theodeſian ; and of 
the Decrees of the Emperors, from Theodaſius the IId to 
his Reign, adding his on to them. It was his deſire 
that they ſhou'd Examine and Merhodize in one Volume 
all the ancient Law, which had lain undigeſted and 
perplexed near Fourteen hundred Years, and that they 
ſhould extract it out of Two thouſand Books, and 
Three hundred thouſand Verſes, Periods, or Paragraphs. 
Thele - C:vi/ians in the Year 529, finiſhed the Cade 
which was call'd Fuſtinzan's: and the 21/2 of November in 
in the Vear Five hundred thirty three the Inſtitutions were 
publiſhed, or as they are commonly called, the Inſtitutes 
ol this Emperor, which are an Abridgment of the Law, 4

ments of the Pandetts, or Digeſts of the firſt Code. The 
Dige Were publiſh'd the 16th of December the ſame 
Tear; his New Code in the Year 534; hs Novels, or Au- 
thentichs, as far as to the 17th in 535, and it was ſince 
that time that all the other Conſtitutions, or Novels have 
been mad e. He bad ſome Domeſtick Wars, and as he 
haded b People with Taxes, which he often demand - 
ell upon new Pretences to exhauſt them, and whereas 
the Avarice of Theodora, who govern'd him, was inſatia- 
ble, «Men grew weary of their Tyranny. Hypatins, 
Penipey, and. Probus the Grandſon of Anaſtaſius, firname 
Dort, made uſe of the occaſion : and the firſt was 
"dechar'd Emperor in Conſtantinople, where Fuſtinian ſhut 
himſelf in the Palace, without daring to ſhew-himſelf, 
His Enemies alſo ran to murder him there, when Be- 
Hlarius having got together what Souldiers he found, 
attack d all the Rebels in the Market- Place of the City, 
dand there was above Thirty Thouſand of em kill d 
vn Hypatius, and the Authors of this Rebellion.

tinian, who had depured Embaſſadors to require them, 
and tell him that he needed only ſend them from Con. 
ſtantinople, where he wou d take care of their Fortune. 
This unreaſonable denial of Gilimer, who moreover 
infeſted the Grecians of Africa with a cruel Perſecuti- 
on, induc'd Fuſtinian to ſend Beliſarius with an Army 
thither, who defeared him, put him to flight, and took 
Carthage, 80 Years after the Vandals bad been in pol. 
ſeflion of it, and purſu'd him into Mauritania. This 
King eſcaped ro a Mountain of Pappua, where having 
been ſurrounded three Months, and being unable to 
get any Food, he made his Requeſt to his Beſieger 
Pharas to ſend him a Loaf of Bread, not having ſeen a 
Morſel fince he retitd into that Mountain, a Spunge to dry 
up his Years, and a Muſical Inſtrument to entertain him 
in his Miſeries. He was taken in the Year 534, and with 
his Queen and the whole Royal Family, pur in Chains co 
be brought to Fuſtinian, who was ſo mov'd with their Miſ. 
fortune, that be gave them an Eſtate inGalariatolive at 
their Eaſe.

| . Athalarich King of the Oſtrogoths in Italy, the Son of 
Eutharick, and Amalaſenta being dead, after he had 
reign'd eight Years; Amalaſonta placd upon the Throne 
one Theodat, whom Caſſiodorus calls Thibaut; and this 
new King being urgrateful, beyond all Example, ba- 
niſn d her into Sicily, and put her to death. Fuſtinian 
in the Year 535, * Beliſarius againſt him to revenge 


the Death of this Princeſs, who made himſelf Maſter 
of Sicily, Naples, and Rome , where the following Year 
he was beſieged by Vitiges, whom the Oftrogoths had 
made King, after they had murder d Thibaut. The 
Siege was furious, together with a Famine, which was 
ſo raging, that there were Mothers who fed upon the 


Fleſh of their own Children, But though a —_— 
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and fifty Thouſand had ſate down before the City; 
Beliſarius, by his Sallies put them all into deſpair, and in 
a fingle one killed no leſs than Thirty Thouſand of em. 
Vitiges having been conſtrain'd- to raiſe the Siege, 
haſtens to other Towns, Sacks and Burns them : and 
Beliſarius being at Liberty gurus him, takes him and 
is Wife at Ravenna, and ſends them to Conſtantinople, 
e was recall'd'from Italy into the Eaſt, to oppoſe Nuſ- 
chirrawan King of Perſia. He is the ſame Perſon whom 
the Hiſtorians call Coſroes, (derived of Choſraw, a Name 
common to all the Perfian Kings) who ſubdu'd the 
Bactrians, and carried his Conqueſts even to the Iſle of 
Ceilan. Beliſarius, Victory every where being his At 
tendant, rrinmph'd over the Perfians, when the Goths 
who had kill d their Kings Idobald and Araricꝭ, beſtow- 
ed the Crown upon Tots/as, whom Fornandes calls Ba- 
diula, or to ſpeak more correctly, Dadiula; who took 
many Cities in 1te/y, enter d Rome in the Year 546 ; 
bear down the third part of irs Walls, and demoliſhed 
its moſt beautiful Palaces, having fir d even the Capi- 
tol it ſelf. Fuſtinian hearing this News, ſends back 
Beliſarius into Italy, who retook Tarentum, Spoleto and 
ume, rebuilt what had been ruin'd by Totilas; and by 
the ſtrict Injunction of his Maſter, paſs'd into the Eaſt 
againſt Choſraw Nuſchir-rawan, who had rais'd very fine 
Troops, made Inrodes into Syria, and ſcarce met with 
any Oppoſition wheree're he paſs'd. Totz/as who made bis 
Advantage of the Removal of Beliſarius, beſieges Rome, 
ind takes it in the Year 549. Fuſtinian who had to 
no purpoſe employ'd ſome Generals agaiaſt him, at 
laſt ſends Narſes an Armenian by Birth, who bei 
Governor of ſome Provinces of Armenia, had revolt 


ſtom Nuſchir-rawan, to quality himſelf for the Empe- 
tors Service, He defeated Torilas's Army, and as ſome 


lay kill'd bim too; and after he had purſu'd Tejas who 
ſucceeded him in the Year 552, be put an end to 
this War, which had been of eighteen Years ftanding. 
The Kingdom of the Goths, if we begin our Account 
from Odoacer, had continued above 77 Years; and 
upwards of fifty, if we reckon from Theoderick of 


Verona, to Tejas's defeat by Narſes, who drove all the 
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Goths out of Italy, with the Government of which 7u/- 
tinian entruſted him. ; 

Beliſarius who was a Native of that part of Germa- 
ny that is ſituated betwixt IHricum and Thracia, Was 2 
moſt unfortunate Man: for after he had been ſu pected 
to aim at the Throne, Fuſtinian ſtript him of his Eſtate, 
and all his Offices; yet in a Conſpiracy which was 
diſcover'd, Beliſarius forgor this Ingratitude, and kill 
the Senator Florian, to whom the Einpire was given. 
He brought his Imperial Enſigns, and the Head of 
him alſo to Juſtini an, who reſtor'd him to his former 
Employments; however, _ {ome freſh Jealouſies, he 

ordered him to be put into Priſon, where he died at laſt 
with Grief. Txetzes and others have aſſur d us that 7uſti- 
nian put our the Eyes of this great Man, and that he was 
after wards reduced to Alms. But I cannot be of the 
Opinion of thoſe who believe it: and it ſuffices me 
to obſerve that this Emperor died the 13% of Auguft, 
in the Year of the World 4535; and in the Year of 
our Lord 565, at the Age of 83, after he had reign'd 
38 Years, ſeven Months, and 13 Days, and nominated 
his Nephew Juſtin to ſucceed him. 

Fuſtinian meanly comply'd with Theodora, who was an 
Entychian ; He depriv'd the profels'd Arrians of their 
Eſtates and Offices; He reſtor'd many Churches, he 
commanded others to be Built, he Founded many Hol- 
pitals : in the Lent he. did eat nothing but boil'd Herbs 
with Salt and Vinegar, and was content to drink Wa. 
ter. Notwithſtandidg all this, 'twas believed that in 
his Old Age, he was infected with the Hereſy of the 
Aphtardocitæ, who maintain d, that our Lord Teju 
Chriſt had not a Body ſubjet to the natural Neceſſities of 
ether Men. From this Hereſy with which he was 
willing again to Poyſon che Church, Men might con- 
clude that there was bur one Nature in our Saviour 
Chriſt, which was the Perſwaſion of the Eutychians; 
and that there was bur one Will in him, which was 
the Aſſertion of the Monothelites, who deſtroy'd them- 
_ whilſt they attributed ro him ane Will and two 
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(f) Fuſtin the IId of that Name, Sirnamed Curo-pala= 
tus, becauſe he was Prefect of the Pretorium, before he 
was nominated Emperor by Juſtinian, Married Sophia, 
Theodora's Niece ; and he with this Princeſs was ſolemn. 
ly crown'd by Eutychius the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, 
The firſt Actions of his Reign were very —8 
and if he had preſerv'd his Temper and Humour, he 
bad deſerved the Character of a Juſt, Religious, and 
Magnificent Prince. But his better Inclinations were 
fol d by his Coverouſneſs ; which in time grew ſogrear, 

t his Thoughts were wholly taken up in pillaging his 
Subjects, in making Advantage of all tbe Favours they 
ask'd of him, in ſelling Offices, whether Ecclefiaftical or 
Ci 99d in turning his whole Empire into an Harveſt 


He was guilty of a great Miſtake at firſt, becauſe he 
| ſent Longinus as an Exarch into Italy; and the Exarchs 
to the Emperors of the Eaft, were what the Vice-Roys 
of Sieih and Sardinia are to the King of Spain; that is 
to lay, Longinus was the Emperor's Repreſentative in 
Italy, whilſt Narſes, who bad deliver'd him from the 
Garbe, was no more than a Cypher there. The Romans 
who bad ſent to Conſtantinople, great Complaints of the 
Government of Narſes, obliged Fuſtin to recal him with 
Paſſion, without examining the Matter cloſely, and the 
Empreſs alſo, according to the Freak and Indiſcretion 
ofa Woman, wrote to him that he ſhould come to Spin 
with ber Maids of Honour, becauſe Narſes was an Eu- 
nuch; which Expreſſion provok'd him to that Degree, 
5 of ying, he ſaid in his Rage, that he 
prepare ber ſuch a Spindle-ful, that ſhe ſhould 

bare much ado to unravel. . 
To be reveng d of them both, he Sollicirs the Lom- 
bards, who were then in Poſſeſſion of Pannonia, to leave 
their Country, to E into Ira/y with conſiderable 
Troops, and with their Wives and Children to ſeize 
2 Franful and Pleaſant RS which it wou d coſt

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them nothing to Conquer. Auboin the Son of Audoin, 
or Andobin, who was employ'd by Juſtiniam againſt the 
Oftropoths in Italy, and for his great Archievements had 
got of the Emperor Noricum, ſituated berwixt the Danube 
and the Alps, with Carnia, Croatia, Styria, and one 

part of Auſtria: This Aubin, I fay, wha was then 
King of the Lombardi, either ſecretly induc'd by Narſer, 
or by the pleaſantneſs of the Country, which he had 
ſeen when he attended his Father; diſcover'd neither 
Raſhneſs nor Negligence upon this Occaſion. But 
when he had taken all his Meaſures, be match'd in. 
to Italy with Two hundred thonſand Men: and Narſer 
immediately left Rome, and went to Naples. Pope John 
ſarpriz'd at the great Number and lties of theſe 
Barbarians, who fir d the Churches they had robb'd, 
Kkill'd the Priefts, and hung upon Trees all the Reli 
gious they could find; follow d Narſes, and by his In- 
rreaties prevail d with him to return (g) to Rome, 
where he died ſome time after. Theſe Lombardi who 
came into Irah in the Year 568, enlarg'd their Con- 
queſts, and founded there under 24 of their Kings, 

2 mighty Kingdom which laſted 206 Years, and which 
in Didier's Reign in 774, was brought into Subjection 
to Charles the Great. © | 

Whilſt theſe People got Victories, and took Cities; 
Longinus laid Siege to the Houſes of Ladies whom he 
had a Mind to debauch ; and thoſe who did nor yield 
were certainly raviſh d. Fuſtin on the other fide was 
ro ſtand the Shock of the Bulgarians, who plunder 
Tbracia, and were put to Flight by Tiberius of the 
Few: who were defeated by Elesbas, and of the Perſſan 
who were beaten by Marcian in many Skirmiſhes, But 
when the laſt nam'd Perſon beſieg d Nifibis, Fuſtin ha- 
ving beliey'd a falſe acconnt that this Town was alres- 
dy taken, was ſo unwiſe as to give to Acetius the Com- 
mand of the Troops which Marcian had: and the Army 
who cou d not brook this Injuſtice, rais'd the Siege, 
left the Field, and disbanded themſelves, wharſoever 
could be done to keep them from ir, . Hormox * 
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the ame whom the Hiſtorians call Harmiſda, the Son 
of Nuſchir-Rouvan King of Perſia making uſe of his Ad- 
vantages, ſends Adramenes againſt Faſtin, who was un- 
der an Alienation of Mind: And Sophia not knowing 
what to reſolve upon, writes ro the King, intreating 
thar be wou'd grant him a Peace, and artfully inſinu- 
ates that there was no great Glory in making War 
with a Sick Man, and a Woman. By this Letter ſhe 
procurd Peace, and Fuſtin who had recover'd his 
Underſtanding, and nam'd Tiberius Emperor, dy'd in 
the Year of the World 4546, and in the Year of onr 
Lord 576, after he had reign'd ten Years, ten Months, 
and twenty Days. | 
Tiberius Conftantine, who was a Thracian, had a great 
Underſtanding, a noble Soul, a generous and free Tem- 
per, an admirable Shape, a lovely Countenance ; and if 
Hiſtorians, who have left us the Deſcription of him, 
bave not flatter'd him, he was the handſomeſt Man in 
his whole Empire. He had Two Daughters by Anas 
ſlaſia 3 Cbari tona and Conſtantina ; the former was Mar- 
ried to Germany, whom he made C:e/ar, the latter to 
Mauricius, who was his Succeſſor. His Charity to the 
Poor was ſo great, that Sophia, tho' a Generous and 
Magnificent Princeſs, was amazed at ir, and could not 
ſorbear telling him, that by giving to them at that rate, 
he would reduce all other Men to Poverty. To this Re- 
proof or Advice, he returned this Anſwer, My Exchequer 
wil never be empty, as long as the Poor ſhall be allowd to 
take out of it, This is the great Trealure, of which it 
is ſaid in Scripture, Make to your ſelves Treaſures in Hea- 
ven, where the Moths and the Ruſt eat not, and where 
Thieves break, not through and ſteal. His Charity, indeed, 
was well rewarded, ſince Fortune, or to { more 
like a Chriſtian, Providence diſcover d to him a vaſt 
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Treaſure hid under Ground, beſides that of Narſes. 
By the help of Fuſtinian and Mauricius, he drove a- 
way the Perſians, he took again from them what they 
hed unjufily ſein d in his Kingdoms; be appointed his 
vorwin-law Mauricius to be his Succeſſor, and expir d 
the tenth, or by Cedren's Account, the 14th Day of Au- 
un, in the Year of the World 4553, in the Year —_ 
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Lord 583, when he had Reigned Six Years, ten Months, 
and Eighr Days. |

In 584, and the Two following Years, Ph:lippicu: 
had three very conſiderable Victories over the Perſian: 
When in the Year 588, Mauricius had given the com- 
mand of the Army to Pri eus, it drove this General, 
whoſe Pride was inſupportable, even ro Edeſſa. it made 
choice of Germanus, who at firſt refus'd that Office, but 
having taken ir, he gain d over the Perſians all the Advan- 
rages the Emperor could wiſh for. Hormoz affected with 
all rheſe Loſſes fell out with Bakram Chubi his General, 
whom Zonaras calls Bara; who ſeeing himſelf ill us 
by the King, forges Letters full of Threats againft the 
Army, Which March'd at the ſame time againſt Hu- 
moz, took him, and committed him to Priſon, and by 
an univerſal conſent Crown'd Choſvaw Abarvuex. Thi 
Wretch who order'd that his own Father ſhou'd be 
Murder'd, and who perceived that the Crown, which 
he thought he had ſecured, was in no wiſe fixed, eſca 
from Perſia, begs the Aſſiſtance of Mauricius, who 
friends him, and by the Help of Comentiolus, that defeat 
ed Babhram Chuby, enabled him to retrieve his whole 
Kingdom. Elmacinorws relates the Matter another way, 
and ſays, that the Perſians to be freed from the Tyranny 
of Hormoz, Diſparch'd Embaſſadors to Scbab Kahan, who 
is the Chagan, or the Cagan of the Hiſtorians z that thi 
Schah Kahan went againſt him with an Army, that be 
was routed by Bahram Vafir, or as Eutycbius yy 
un, 
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Sunir, and that after bis Victory, be was made King. 
He adds that Coſra fearing left Babram might ſerve him 
no better than he had (erv'd his murther'd Father Hor- 
m. made his eſcape afterwards, and went to Mauricius ; 
that having receiv. d a great Army of this Emperor, he 
cut in pieces that of Babram, who withdrew into the 
Country inhabited by the Turks, where he order d him 
to be kill d; that ro pay bis Acknowledgments for the 
Kindneſs of Mauricius, he deſir d an Afﬀnity with him, 
by the Marriage of his Daughter Mary, and that to qua- 


lily bimſelf for her, he became a Chriſtian. The ſame 


Author ſays, that Coſra was an abſolute Monarch in the 
ſeyenth Year of Mauricius's Empire: and it is from the 
Perfian Word Coſraw, which imports, as I think I have 
already obſerved, a Regnant Prince in a vaſt Dominion, 
that the Arabians have borrowed the word Coſra, Caſra, 
and Ceſra, to adapt ir to their own Language, The 
Greeks alſo for the ſame Reaſon have deriv'd their Word 
Choſroes from It, 7.1 | 

| The Scabz Kahan, i. e. the Auguſt Emperor, and who 
was ſo called for his neſts, was the firſt, as ſome 
ſay, that ſubdued the Scythians, or Tartars; and made 
War with the Turks, whoſe Name was not as yet much 
known. As he defir'd nothing but to become great, he 
could not live in Peace with Mauricius, or if there were 
— ruce ——— hows, it ia not — ——— 
w bei ig d to this Enemy, ſent Priſcus t 
Pretor * — head againſt him, and when 
be had underſtood that the Pretor was Beſieg d, he wrote 
to him that he ſhou d fear nothing; that the Troops 
defign'd againſt the Schab Kaban, were ready to March; 
that they were going to make Inroads into his Country, 
and that Schah Raban wou d be amaz'd to find nothing 
but Aſhes there, inftead of that which he had left. The 
Expreſs wha carried the Letter, and who was com- 
manded to ler bimſelf be taken, was ſoon caught, 
and the Schab Raban after the reading of this Letter 
made Peace, and was deceiv'd by this Artifice. Some 
time after the Schab Kahan, who cou'd not be unactive, 
took the Field, and in the Battles that were fought -be- 
twixt him and Priſeus, Fortune whatever they cou d do, 
r L 3 viſibly 
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viſibly favour'd neither the one nor the other. Mauri. 
eim having had an Account of all theſe things, ſent out 
Commendiolus with a powerful Army; he gave him ſe. 
cret Inftractions to leave Tome Regiments to the Mercy 
of the Enemy, which he hated becauſe they had re. 
volced from him: and Commendiolus in the Fight ſo well 
obſerved the Injunction of his Maſter, that he fail'd 
not both to eſcape himſelf with all thoſe whom be had 
ſelected, and to devote Twelve Thouſand Men ro the 
Craelry of theſe Barbarians. How haughry ſoever the 
Schab Kahan might have been upon a Succeſs fo great, 
he ſent the Emperor word that he might ranſome his 
Priſoners for Twenty four Thonſand Crowns, which he 
abſolutely refuſed ; he asked him but Twelve Thouſand, 
and he regarded him not; afrerwards he offer'd them to 
him for Six Thouſand, and his offer was rejected; and 
to be reveng'd of him for his Inhumanity, he order d 
them to be killd. The other Troops amaz d at this 
News, charge Commendiolus with Treaſon, and make 
their Complaints to the Emperor, who did but laugh at 
em: And Phoca the Commander of but a ſingle Com- 
y. and one deputed by them, ſpoke ſo boldly for the 
Army, that Mauricius impatient of the Freedom he us d, 
exprefly commanded that he ſhou'd be roughly uſed, and 
that his Beard ſhould be torn off. Then his whole Army 
revolted, lifring up Phocas upon their Shields,and marching 
towards Conſtant inople, whoſe Gate were open'd by the 
" Rebels, and Phocas was there Crown d by the Patriarch, 
Cyriacus. But that which was extraordinary, was that 
Phocas being told that the Emperor with the whole 
Royal Family, was fled by Night in diſorder, ſent ſome 
of his Artendanrs to ſeize them, that he order'd his Sons, 
his Daughters, bis Brother Peter, Germanus, Theodeſius, 
who had been ftil'd * to be pur to Death in the 
Tea 391; and bis Wife the Daughter of Germans, 
Cemmendiolus, and the Emperor himlelf in the '600 and 
ſecond Tear of our Lord. Mauricius liv'd 63 Years 
of Which he reign'd Nineteen, Three Months, and Ele- 
ren Days, and 2 Ooverouſneſs, he loſt both his 
Empire and bs Le.

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This latter Pope was us'd ill enough by the Emperor 
Anaſtaſius, who ſhamefully drove away his Deputies, 
Evadius Biſhop of Padua, Fortunatus Biſhop of Catana, 
Venantius a Prieſt of Rome, and Vitals a Deacon, becauſe 
he bad been ſollicited by them to renounce the Euty- 
chian Hereſy. He order'd them a ſhatter d Veſſel for 
their Paſſage into Italy, forbidding them to Land in 
Greece, and in his Letter ro Hormiſda, he roundly told 
bim that he would be obey'd, and would not be obed;- 
ent to any Man. 

Beſides, the Synods held at Rome under Gelafius, Sym- 
machus and Hormiſda in 494, 495, 301, 502» 512, and 
515, there was that of Agde, 506, and of Valencia in 
Spain, in 508, There was another at Sydon, where 
Æueæ Biſhop of Hierapolis, and Sotericus Biſhop of Ceſa- 
rea, both Hereticks, were Preſidents in 510, one at Or. 
leans in 512, one at Hiraclea in 515, one at Terracina in 
516, one at Girone, in 517, and one may judge by ſo 
many Synods, what a Condition the Church was then in.

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Brother Thierry, King of Auſtraa. The good Intelli- 
gence berwixt the Two former, which laſted not long, 
was renewed by Chrilda, and both of them reſolved to 
carfy their Arms into Spain, and did pals over the Pyre- 
wes, When Childerberr had laid Siege to Sarrapoſa, the 
Inhabiranrs of this City made a ſolemn Proceſſion about 
the Walls in the Habirs of Penitents, and carried the 
Coat of St. Vincent their Patron, for their Standard; at 
which fight he was fo touch'd to the Heart, that he re- 
rarn'd thence with a conſiderable Booty, after he had 
trade theſe People abjure Arianiſm.

Bu 
as it abounds with fine Things, and great Faults, ir muſt 
be read with Caution, and he is accuſed of flartering 
his Maſter a little too much. His Stile is diffuſed even 

to ſuperfluity. 25 | 
Agathius was of Marine, a City of Aſia, which muſt 
not be confounded wirh anorher of the ſame Name in 
Thrace. His Father was a Lawyer, named Memmonin, 
and he himſelf followed the Bar at Smyrna, as an Advo. 
cate, which is the Reaſon that be was call'd Scholaſtic, 
for at that time the place where the Roman Laws were 
taught, were call'd Schools. From his Youth he was in- 
clined to Poetry, made ſeveral Poems in Hexameter 
Verſe, which he entitled Daphniacks, and a Collect. 
on of Epigrams of ſeveral Authors, which we have in 
the Anthology, His love for Verſe, is the Cauſe that his 
Hiſtory is florid and pleaſant, and he wrote ir by the 
Counſel of Euthychianus cbief Secretary of State. Yom: 
have blamed his Stile as Rampant, and nor very correct, 
but others are not of their Opinion, Amongſt ſeve- 
ral conſiderable things which are in the firſt Five Books 
of this Autbor, it is not ſufficient ro remark what he

+ <A Biſhop of Ravenna, hath wrir of the Origi- 
nal of the Getes or Goths, Arator Subdeacon of the Ro- 
man Church, put in Elegiack Verſe the Acts of the 
Apoſtles, taken from St. Luke, which he would dedicate 
to Pope Vigilius. Anaſtaſius was taken from Mount Si-

After ſhe had taken 
the Veil at Noyon, ſhe went into Touraine in Devotion to 
St. Martin, from Tours to Poitiers, where ſhe founded 
the Monaſtery of St. Croſſe, and where were placed 
Nuns of the Order of St. Bennett, who altogerher with 
her took the Rule of () Cæſariu Biſhop of Arles. She dyd 
there very aged; in 587, according to P. Sirmond; and 
her Body was buried near St. Croſſe, in the Collegiar 
Church, which from her is call'd St. Radegonde, After 
her retreat, Clotaire Married Gontheuque, or Ingonde, 
the Widow of his Brother Clodomir King of Orleance; 
Arigonde, the Siſter of Gontheque, even in the life-time 
of the latter; Chunſene named Rodine by ſome ; Valdrade 
the Daughter of Vachon, King of the Lombards, and 
Widow of the King of Auſtraſia, the great Nephew of 
Clotaire, By Queen Indegonde he had Gunthier and 
Childerick, who died before him; Chanbert or Aribert, 
King of Paris; Gontran King of Orleance; Sigibert King 
of Auſtraſia ; Gloſwinde Married to Alboni King of the 
Lombard. By Arigonde his Third Wife he had Chilpe- 
ric, who was King of France, commonly call'd King of

Of this 
Marriage was born Pepin Mayor of the Palace of France, 
and of Auſtraſia, firnamed the Fat from the Conſtitution 
of his Body; the Elder, to diſtinguiſh him from bis 
Grandſon of the ſame Name, the Father of Charle- 
mapne 3 and Heriſte from a Caſtle near Liege, where 
he ordinarily dwelt. As for the End of Chramne, it was 
almoſt impoſſible that it ſhould be happy, if we con- 
fider his Inclinations, and the inflexible Humour of his 
Father. He had obtained of him the Government, or 
Dutchy of Aguitane, with no other Deſign but to reign 
there Bur after be had behaved himſelf there as a Ty- 
rant, and obſtinately oppoſed the King's Orders, he re- 
tired to the Court of his Uncle Childebert, ro whom he 
Engaged himſelf by Oath, never to reconcile himſelf to 
his Father; and as he was abandoned by his Uncle, 
be went into Britt any with his Wite Chalde, the Daugh- 
ter of Villicaire; and put bimſelf under the Protection 
of Conobert, Count of Rennes, who had Married the 
Siſter of his Wife Ca/de. Conobert was ſo hardy as to 
Protect him againſt C/otaire, who marched againit them 
with an Army, and defeated them. The Count was 
ſlain in the Bartel, Chramne was taken, and the King 
his Father, commanded that after they had extended 
him upon a Bench, they ſhould beat him for the ſpace 
of an Hour without Mercy, and then burn him with 
bis.

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Son of Gordianus a Senator of Rome fill'd his Vacant 
Throne. There was ſtarted betwixt him and 7ohn the 
Faſter, the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, a very conſidera- 
ble Diſpute concerning the Title of Oecumenical or Uni- 
verſal Biſhop, which that Patriarch had aſſumed in 588, 
and the Popes Letter abour the Controverſy may at this 
day be ſeen. In 589 there were two Synods in France, the 
one at Lyons, the other at Poidtiers: and Gregory born at 
Auvergne, Biſhop of Tours, died very near that time. 

In 596 Cyriacus was Patriarch of Conſtantinople. And 
Gregory (e) the Great, ſent Auſtin the Monk into Eng- 
land, who Baptiſed Ethelbert, and adviſed him to found 
a Monaſtery at Canterbury, | 

The ſame or the following Year, Fredegonde, aged 
about 55 Years, dyed very well ſatisfied that ſhe bad 
pur the Affairs of her Son Clotaire the IId in a good 
Poſture, I ſhall ſay but little of her, becauſe her Hi- 
ſtory is well known. Clotaire the I dying, his four Sons 
divided the Kingdom. Cherebert, as I have already ſaid 
was King of Parn; Gontran. of Orleance, and a part of 
Burgundy ; Sigebert, of Auſtracia ; Chilperic of Soiſſons ; 
and each of them had ſomething in Aquitain, in Pro- 
vence, that all of them might employ their Forces in 
common to ſecure them. Chzlperic after he had divor- 
ced the Queen Audouerre, by whom he had Merouce, Thc» 
debert, and Clovs, gave up his whole Affection to Fre- 
degonde, one of the Queen's Maids of Honour, and pur 
her away ſometime after to Marry Galeſuinte, or Gaſu- 
ine, the Daughter of Athanachild King of the Gorhs, and 
Elder Siſter of Bruncchilde, or Brunchaud, whom King 
Sigebert had married. The Favourite in a little time 
carried away the Heart of Chilperic, who that he 
might poſſeſs with more Liberty, thought of Marrying 
ler, and who preferring Murther to Scandal, cauſed 
Galeſuince to be ſtrangled in her Bed. It coſt Chelperic 
lome Provinces, for Brunechilde demanded Repararion 
lor this Enormous Crime, and was not fatis::ca w th

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obtaining Bourdelois, Limoſin, Querey, Bern, and Bigorie, 
which had been granted to Galeſuinte ; and as the War 
which Chilperic was engaged in againſt Gontran, who 
had accomodated Matters with Sigebert, had not the 
Succeſs which he expected. Fredegonde procured the laſt 
named to be Aſſaſſinated by two Men, in the Forty fourth 
Year of his Age, and about the end of the Fourth of his 
Reign. She alſo obliged her Husband to put into a 
Monaftery Merouee his eldeſt Son, whom he had had by 
Queen Audouerre; got him ftabb'd when ſhe heard that 
he had made his eſcape out of the Cloiſter ; cauſed Clu- 
5 to be impriſoned, who was killed with the ſtab of 2 
Knife, and his Body afterwards thrown into the River 
Marne. Her Cruelty extended farther to Audouerre who 
had raken the Nun's Habir, and who was ftrangled by 
her Order. The Fate of Baſine rhe Daughter of Audouerm 
was no better, for Fredegonde had her confined in a Mo- 
naſtery of Poitiers, which ſhe entred not till ſhe had 
been diſhonour'd. In 584 Chilperio being returned from 
Hunting, was killed with rhe ftab of a Knife in his 
Palace of Cheles ; and ſome ſay that Fredegonde, did this 
to prevent him, who had diſcovered her Adultery with 
Landry Mayor of the Palace. The Hiftory of France bath 
nor omitted the Attempt which ſhe had Plotred againſt the 
Life of Childebert ; the manner after which ſhe procured 
the Aſſaſſination of Pretextatus at the Altar, after he had 
been reſtored by King Gontran to the Biſhoprick of Rouen; 
and we need only read her Life, to be ſatisfied that (iv 
was not Chaſt, but Revenge had far greater Charms for 
her than Voluptuouſneſs. | 

Evagrius Scholaſticus, or the Antiochian Advocate died in 
the Year 600, or thereabout : And "cis the ſame Authot 
whoſe Ecclefiaſtical Hiſtory we have in Greek, which be 
begun where Socrates and Theodoret left off, that is, from 

the Year 450, at the end of Theodofius the Dunger“

of Mauritius. Deodatus was Archbiſhop of Milan, and 
a Synod was aſſembled at Metz.

The ſucceeding Years were glorious to him, becauſe 
he overcame Sarrablaga, which Zarbabar Built, and be. 
ing entred by Night into the Camp of thoſe Generals of 
the King whom Sathn had joyn'd, he ſurpriz'd them, 
and ſtript them of all their Wealth. After that he paſsd 
the River Euphrates ; and gain d many Victories over the 
Perſians in Syria Commagena, and having had Intelligence 
that Kofraw Abarwiz bad call'd in to his Aſſiſtance the 
Huns and Slavoni ans, he made a League with the King 
of the (c) Gazars, or Tarks, who ſupplied him with 
Forry Thouſand Men.

But the Meſſenger ha- 
ying been caught with this Letter, was brought to He- 
raglius Conſtantine, who after he bad read it, caus'd it 
ia be read again to Zarbabar, who had come to him 
opon his Word, and who after having diſcover'd this Se. 
cret Intimation by a very ſtrict Friendſhip, counterſeit- 
ed Letters from Abarwiz, by which he gave Order that 
a very great Number of the Governours and Principal 
Officers of his Army ſhould be put to death. Aarbabar 
call'd together the Colonels and Captains, and made the 
forged Letters be read to them, which gave them ſo 
great an Averſion to their King, that they were reſol- 
ved. to fight no more but for the Emperor. 
At the ſame time Heraclius who was at the Head of 
his Army in Perſie, propos'd a Peace; and Abarwiz would 
not hear a word to that Purpoſe, which made Jim the 
more odious. But that which compleated his utter Ru+ 
ine, was that he wou'd give the Crown to his Son Mar- 
ſter, begotten of the Body of a Syrian Woman, to the 
prejudice of Schirujah bis Eldeſt Son, whom the Greeks 
Latines call Syroes, who was attended by the Granr 

dees of Perſia, who made a Peace with the Emperor, 
"and put ro Death his Father Abarwiz, to revenge the 
Wrong he had done him. Schiryjah kept his Word, and 
the Articles of the Treaty with all poſſible ExaCtneſs. 
Heraclius honeſtly reſtored what they had taken away 
trom him, ſo that the Tigrs was made a Frontier to 
both their Nominions. For all that be had not however 
what he aim d at: for ſince he had in his Party engaged 
the Arabians againſt the Perſians, when his Commiſſa- 
ries who were to pay his Army, refus'd them what was 
due, and us d them like Dogs; they withdrew and 
followed the For tune of Muhammed, who was already 
famous for his Atchievements, and who making uſe of 
his Advantages, conquer'd Arabia. Hiſtory tells us that 
this was a Judgment upon Heraclius, who had call'd in 
theſe Infidels and the Turks, and that to puniſh him yet 
farther, the Plague ſwept away 50000 Men in his Army. 
He was very much troubled ar it, and dy'd of a (4)

Heracleongs, the Son of Heracliu, was Emperor when 
he was bur ten, and under the Reign of that Tong 
Prince, the Saracens took Ceſarea, where they Maſſa 
_ 5000 Chriſtians. Now as he was not old enough ty 
Govern, and fince Martinia let all things go to ruine; 
there was a Decree of the Senate, that both Mothet 
and Son ſhou'd be ſeized on: and they Baniſhed them 
into Cappadocia, after they had cur off the Tongue of 
the former, who was awful ro them by her Eloquence, 
and the Noiſe of the latter ( whoſe whole Reign was 
bur for fix Months, ) to deprive him of his Beauty, by 


| which he might have engaged the Affection of his People, 


Conſtans the Second, the Son of Conſtantine and Greg 
ria, the Daughter of Niceta, had by his Wife, whoſe 
Name is unknown to the Hiftorians, Conſtantine the 
Bearded, Tiberius and Heraolius : He was Emperor in 
the Year 642, and without doing Violence to himſelf, 
he did it ro the moſt Beautiful, and moſt Conſiderable

cent General, under Oſman, diverted his Thoughts an- 
other way, and having a Fleet of 1700 Veſſels, he vigo- 
rouſly aſſaulted the Iſle of Cyprus; took the Tewn Con- 
feentia, which is the Salami of the Antients, and the 
Famagouſia of the Modern Cyprians.

thers who eſcap'd out of Priſon, and preſerved” all the 
Chriſtians, and with rhem nnanimonſly fell upon the 
Saracens, and deſtroyed them; Mauvias ordered other 
Veſſells ro be built, and made up that great Loſs. 
Wich this Army he defeated Conſtans, who that he might 
eſeapk, was forced ro ſhifr both his Cloaths and Veſſel: 
took the Iſle of Rhodes, and laid Waſte all Sicily. 

But foraſmuch as after the Death of Oſman, the Sara- 
tem were divided into Factions, one of which ſided with 
Ali, the Son-in-law of Muhammed, and the other with 
Maia; this latter made Peace with Conſtans, who af- 
ter he had put ro Death his Brother Theodoſius, March'd 
into Italy againſt the Lombarsd. He had ſome Advan- 

Grimaud the Duke of Beneventum; and when 
Remualdus came up to joyn Grimauld, and it was not in 
bis Power to binder him, he bent his Courſe towards

was Exarch in Italy, to ſeize Pope Martin, who had con. 

demn'd him in a Council. 

Conſtantine Sirnamed Pogonatus, or the Bearded, the 

Son of Conſtans, who crown'd him in 663, when he 

went into Ira againſt the Lombards ; had by the Em. 

preſs Anaſtaſia Tiberius, Heraclius, who died before his 

Father was ſlain in Sicily, and Fuſtinian who ſucceeded 

him. Though Pope Leo gave him a great Character, it 

is diſputable whether he deſerved ir, and whether an 

Emperor, who that he might reign alone, put to Death 

Tiberius and Heraclius his Brothers, Vas Crown?d by th 

Hand of God. All that one can ſay to account for the 

Popes Opinion of him, is that he only confidered in him 

the Peace he endeavoured to procure to the whole 

Church, and that he was Orthodox, and took Care to 

convene a General Council, in which the Hereſy of the 
» Monothelites was condemn'd. 

He was ne ſooner Emperor, but a certain Man one 

Mzzius, Mezentius, or Metius, whom all the Troops 

which were in Sicily had proclaimed their Sovereign, 

did what he could to be indeed ſo.

He 
cauſed Fire to be ſet to the Cloyſters of thoſe Religious 
who reſolutely kept all the Images in their Churches 
which occaſioned an Inſurrection of the People, who 
ſeeing theſe Religious and theſe Monaſteries burning, 
hroke down the Emperor's Statues; and it was the 
that Agallian, Stephen and Coſmas reſolved to beſeg 
Conſtantinople and to redreſs theſe Diſorders.

The ſame Year Pepin the Short died on the 24th of 
ſeptember, in the 54th Year of his Age, after he had 
reigned 13 Years, 4 Months, and 20 Daies. He was 
ten Years Mayor of the Palace in the Reign of Clilderic 
the laſt King of the Race of Meroute, and was ſolemnly 
proclaimed King after rhe Depoſition of this ſtupid 
Prince, His firſt Cares were employ'd in reducing the 
Saxons to their Obedience, in ſuccouring Stephen the 
Third, who came into France to demand his Protection: 
apainſt 4ſtulph King of Lombardy, and who alſo crown'd 
hin with the Queen and his two Sons. After he had 
declared War againſt the King of Lombardy, be befieged 
him in Pavia his Capital City, obliged him at the ſame 
nme to ſarrender the Exarchate of Ravenna, all that 
he had taken from the Greeks, and to give him Hoſta- 
ges for the performance of his Promiſe. Aſtulph having 
broke his Word, and alſo befieged the Pope in Rome, to 
make him his Tributary, Pepin forced him to keep to 
bis former Treaties they had made; and by a Libera- 
ty altogether new, be would transfer to St. Perer, to 
the Roman Church, and to the Pope, all his Conqueſts 
which conſiſted of the Exarchate, with the Territory 
of Ravenna, the Provinces of Parma, of Plaiſance, and. 
of Modena, He added to theſe Ferrara, Comachio, and 
ſome other Cities and Lordſhips extending from this 
fide of Faro to Sicily, known ſince under the Name of 
the Kingdom of Naples, As Gaifre, Duke of Aquitaine,

was very ſevere to the Eccleſiaſticks, and had little te. 
gard to the Royal Authority, Pepin marched an Army 
againſt him, took the Cities of —_— Cabors, Alb, 
Saintes, Bourges, and Clermont, and reduced him to fl 
great an Extremity, that he was conſtrained to commit 
the reſt of his Fortune to a Bartel in Perigord, where hy 
Joſt his Life, and his Principality which was re-united 
ro the Crown. By Berthe or Bertrade, the Daughter of 
Garibert Count of Laon, he had Charles the Great King 
of France and Italy, elected Emperor of the Romas 
called vulgarly Charlemagne; Carloman, King of Gr. 
many, of Burgundy and of Provence; Pepin who died at 
the Age of three Years, Rothaide and Adelaide who 
died young, and Giſde who became a Religions. 
In 769. there was a Synod at Rome, one at Mormes in 
771. a third in the ſame City; and the See which be. 
came vacant the laſt day of January, 772. was fill'd by 
Hadrian the Son of Theodore, a Conſular Perſon, 


In the Reign of Conſtantine and Irene. 


In 787. or 88 according to ſome there was a ſeventh 
General Council held at Nice in Bithynia, cempos'd of 
350 Biſhops for the Re-eſtabliſhment of Images in the Pon. 
tificat of Hadrian, whoſe Legats were Preſidents with 
Taraſius Patriarch of Conſtantinople, Onuphrius places 
this Council in 789. in his Eccleſiaſtical Miſtory, and 
there is ſome probability it was not a Univerſal Counci, 
becauſe it was not every where acknowledged. 


In 795. Pope Hadrian died, and Leo the IIId, ſucceed · 


ed him, There was a Synod at Aix la Chapelle; whence 
they lent Deputies to Leo to deſire him to permit that the 
Creed might be publickly ſung in the Church with this 
Addition, Mo proceedeth from the Father and the Sm; 
which Leo,” who was for keeping to the ancient Form, 
would never agree to, adding, That we were not publick 
to ſing every thing that we believed to be of Faith.

CH AP. XV. 
The Succeſſion of the Emperors to Conſtantine, of 


Tcephorus Logothetes, or the Chancellor, after the Em- 


pteſs Irene was baniſhed to Mitylenz, or Medille, 


accommodared Matters as well as he could with Char- 


lemagne, whom he was more willing to have for a 


Friend than for a Neighbour, He gain'd a conſiderable 


Battel againſt the By/garians, who being not able to ob- 
uin Peace, altho' they left the Conditions to his Choice, 
in deſpair, forced his Camp by Night, killd him in 
$11; and their King, Crumus, Crumnus, or Cardamus, 
after he had cauſed his Head ro be cut off, and for 
ſome days expoſed to publick View, order d the Skull 
to be ſet on a Silver Foot, and made uſe of it for his 
drinking Cup. This Nicephorus who protected the 
Manichees, was extraordinarily Covetous, Impious and 
Cruel. He reign'd nine Years. 
Stauracius the Son of Nicephorus and Mary of Conſtan- 
timple, born of a Patrician Family, was deform'd, and 
no Wiſer than his Father, who had made him his Part- 
ner in the Empire. When he was dangerouſly wound- 
el in the Bartel with the Servians, he was carry d to 
Cunſtant inople, where he was acknowledged for their 
Emperor, becauſe he had been already Crown' d. He 
afterwards retir'd to Leontars becauſe of his Wounds, 
Where he reſolved ro give the Empire to his Wife Theo. 
phania an Athenian, and to deftroy Michael Rangabus, 
who bad marry'd his Siſter Procopia. But the principal 
Perſons of the Empire being inform'd of his Deſign, got 
the Army together, declar d Michael for their Emperor, 
depos d Srauracius, who was ſhaved and put into a 
Cloyſter. He reign'd about two Years alone. 

Michael the 1ſt, Curopalatus, or if you will, Mayor, 
or Captain of the Palace, ſent Ambaſſadors to Charle- 
magne, xo cogfirm a laſting Peace berwixt them, _ 
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his Son Theophyla& to the Empire, which he himſelf had 
poſſeſſed with Stauracius; was defeared by Cardamus 
King of Bulgaria, and obliged to retire into a Monafte. 
ry in $13. after he had reigned almoſt two Years. Ly 
of Armenia, General of the Army of Michae/, whom 
he had betrayd in the Bartel with the Servians, to 
make an advantage of his Treachery, impured the loſs 
of this Battel to the Emperor, whom he accuſed of 
Negligence and Cowardize; got himſelf declared Em- 
peror by the Officeers of the Army, whom he had gain. 
ed, He managed with great Repuration the Wars 
which he waged againſt the Perſians and the Bulgarian, 
who beſieged Conſtantinople, and condemned Michael 
firnamed the Liſper to be burut, for plotting ewe his 
Life. The Sentence being . on Chriſtma; 
Eve, the Empreſs Theodora, Daughter of Arſaber, ei. 
treated Leo to defer the Execution of it only one day in 
conſideration of the Feſtival, which he complied with, 
In the mean time Michael found means to write to the 
Accomplices of his Treaſon, and threatned to diſcover 
them, if they did not make haſt and accompliſh their 
Deſign. They conſulted together; and coming to 4 
Refolution, they go to the Church where Leo was ſigg 
ing, with the Muſicians, fall upon him, ſtab him and cut 
off his Hands and his Head in 820. He reigned (even 
Years and five Months. | | 
Michael the Liſper was carried from the Priſon to the 
Throne, altho' his Birth was very mean, and his Wit as 
little as his Religion. He baniſhed the Emperor Les 
Widow with her Sons, Sabbatins, Baſilius, Gregory, and 
Theodoſius, after he had made theſe four Princes Eunucts. 
His firſt Wife was Thecla, Daughter of Ælian, by whom 
he had Theophilus, who ſneceeded him. He afterwards 
marry'd Eupbraſoyne who was a Nun, the Daughter of 
Conſtantine, whoſe Eyes the Empreſs Irene bad cauſed 
to be put out: And by Euphroſyne. he bad a Daughter 
named Helena, whom Theophilus gave in Marriage to 
Theophobus a noble Armenian, who was nominated Em- 
peror in the Eaſt, but refuſed the offer. 
Theophilus put to. death all rhoſe who had conſpired 
with his Father againſt the Life of Leo, ſear back Eu- 
ok a P braſene 
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broſojne to the Cloyſter whence ſhe had been taken, and 
died of a Diſſentry in 842. after he had reigned twelve 
Years, three Months and twenty Days. By the Em- 
Theodora of Paphlaponia, his Wife, the Daughter 
of Marinu and Florina he had five Daughters, Thecla, 
amn, Anaſtaſia, Mary, whom Alexs an Armenian, 
marry'd, and was made Ceſar by his Father-in-law. She 
died young; and when Theophilus had a Son named Mi- 
charl, this Alexis reſign d his Dignity after the Birth of 
Michae/, enter'd a Monaſtery and died there. 
Michael! govern'd in Conjunction with his Mother, 
who was a learned Princeſs, and whom the Greeks 
have reckon'd among the Saints. Bur he baniſhed her 
ſome rime after, by rhe Counſel even of Bardas who 
whs Captain of the Palace, Cæſar, and Brother to this 
rerraous Empreſs. He was the Nero and Sardanapalus 
of his Age: He put Bardas to death, who had betray'd 
him in a Battel which the Saracens gain'd againſt him, 
and was flain himſelf by Baſil of Macedonia, after he 
had reign'd alone eleven Years, one Month, and nine 


17 of Macedonia nominated for the Empire by Mi. 
duel, left the fame Empire to Leo his Son, according 
10 Jura, or the Son of Michael, according to ſome 
others 3 and reign'd ren Years, ten Months, and ſeven 
Days, Alttio' his Birth was was not great, he perform'd 
great Actions and ſhew'd great Vigour againſt the Mani - 
bees and the Saracens. 

Leo the VIth, ſirnamed the Philoſopher, for the great 
Paſſion that he had for Study, was firſt defeated by the 
Servians, but afrerwards gain d a very conſiderable Vi- 
Qory over them, and took from them the rich Spoils 
which they had made in Greece. But he was never able ro 
linder the Saracens from Pillaging Sicily and the Cyclads. 
te reign'd twenty two Years, three Months, and four 
Days; and we have excellent Works of this Emperor, 

Alexander, the Brother of Leo, reign'd a little more 
than a Year with Conſtantine Porphyrogenetes bis Nephew, 
Waoſe Guardian he was: And as he loved Wine and 
om much, and was agitated mightily after 
linking, he treated himfelf to that degree, that he _

Conſtantine Porphyrdgenetes, Son of Leo, was but ( 
ven Years old when his Uncle Alexander died, and the 
Empire was govern'd by his Mother Joe; and Romany 
Lecapenes, who put this Empreſs into a Cloyſter. He 
alſo declared his three Sons Ceſars, Chriſtopher, Stephen, 
and Conſtantine, with Romanus the Son of Chriſtopber 
But this Guardian, who had govern'd all for above 30 
Years, was confin'd to a Monaſtery by his Sen Stephey, 
who as he diſputed the Empire with his Brothers, they 
were at laſt all rreated in the ſame manner as they had 
treated their Father Romanus Lecapenes. Conſtantin 
lived 60 Years, and reign'd above 54, viz. a Year and 
a Month with his Uncle Alexander, 12 Years with hi 
Mother Joe, 26 with Romanus Lecapenes and his Sou, 
15 with his own Son Romanus. 

(a) He very well underſtood Philoſophy, Geometry, 
Aſtronomy, Hiſtory, Mulick, and made a very diligen 
Search after all Books upon every Subject, d 
which he compiled a very magnificent Library in bis P+ 
lace. And to eaſe thoſe who were frighted at the read 
ing of large Volumes, he made an Abridgment of ſome 
and diſtributed them under 53 Titles or Common Place: 
There remains two of theſe Collections, One of Eni 
fies ; the other, Of Vertues and Vices, for which {wear 
obliged to the famous Peireſe, one of the moſt Illuftr: 
ous Perſons of this Age: We muſt not, with ſome At 
thors, confound this Conſtantine Porphyrogenetes the Sn 
of Leo and Joe, with Conſtantine Porphyrogenetez, it 
Son of Leo and Irene of Attica, and Grandſon of Cor 
ſantine Copronymus. 

(V Romanus Porphyrogenetes the IIId, married Bertl 
whom Hugh King of Italy had by a Whore named 8:

ſle; and the Greeks gave this Bertha the Name of Eu- 
ria. By Anaſtaſia or Theephanon his ſecond Wife, he 
had two Sons, Baſil and Conſtantine, whom he Crown'd ; 
and four Daughters, Theodora who married Fobn Jimi . 
; Luitgarda who married Arnold Earl of Holland ; 
Theophania ſent by Jimiſces to Otho the IId, Son of Ortho 
the Great, and of Adelhaide Queen of Burgundy ; and 
am who was married to Wolodomir Duke of Moſcovy. 
This Wolodimir who had had fix Wives, and kept ſe- 
un hundred Concubines, aſſumed the Tiile of Czar, 
which none of his Predeceſſors had before him; and 
having by the means of Anne, renounced. his brutal In- 
digations, he embraced the Chriſtian Religion after the 
manner of the Greeks, and took the Name of Baſil. 
Romanus, who loved Women, Wine, and Feaſting, 
died of Exceſs. He reign'd 2 Years alone, and 15 with 


bis Father. 


Nicephorus Bardas Phocas was very Covetous; but for 
the great Actions which he had done in the Eaſt, he 
was declared Emperor by the Souldiers. He re-rook 
Crete-and Antioch from the Saracens, defeated them in 
Gilicia and Syria; removed Baſil and Conſtantine the 
Sus of Romanus, with their Mother Theophanon, whom 
this Phocas marry'd. The Empreſs, who could no long- 
er endure his Carefles, call'd in John Zimiſces againſt 


lim, who by her aſſiſtance entred the Palace ſecurely 


wich ſome others, and Phocas was ſlain there at the Age 
of 57 Vears, after a Reign of 6 Years and 6 Months. 


Jobn Fimaſces or Tſimiſces was no ſooner declared Em- 


peror, bur he made Baſil and Conſtantine the Sons of 
Roamanus the IIId reign with him. He married Theodora, 
whom ſome will have to be the Siſter of Romanus, and 
Daughter of Conſtantine, and was Crowned by PolyeuRes 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople. Bur he was firſt obliged to 
promiſe that he would ſend from Court Theophanon, who 
was guilty of the death of Nicephorus Phscas, and baniſh 
thole who had lifted their ſacrilegious Hands againſt the 
—_— — Althg 
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Altho' he had the Bulgari ans, the Scythians, the Turk 
and their Allies, againſt him, and the number of jj 
theſe People was of three Hundred thirry Thouſand 
Men; he was Victorious. The Conſtantinopolitans pre. 
pared him a great Triumph for his Victories, in which 
he would only-ride en Horſeback ; and having returned 


Thanks to God for all his Succeſſes, he was the firſt ac. 


cording to Petavius, who had Medals made with the 
Image of Feſus Chriſt on one fide, and on the reverly 
(c) Chriſt, King of Kings, in which he was imitated by 
the Emperors who ſucceeded him. But this learned Jeſu 
is miſtaken, as may be ſeen in Strada, and Adam ky 


rt. 
fy As Zimiſces returned out of the Eaft, obſerving ſame 
magnificent Houſes and large Countries, he askt ty 
whom they belong d, and it being told him, That thy 
belong d to the Eunuch Baſil ; he ſaid, Muſt an Eumd 
enjoy the Fruits and Fatigues of Emperors and ſo many 4 
mies * Baſil, who was inform'd of this Complaint, cor. 
cluded that he muſt not expect but permit the Blow tha 
threatned him; and thereupon corrupted the Emperors 
Cup-bearer, who poylon'd him. He died in 975. aftr 
he had reignd 6 Years and 6 Months. 

Baſil and Conſtantine , the Sons of Romanus, and 
Grandſons of Conſtantine Porphyrogenetes, reign'd to- 
ther with Jimiſces, altho' the former had rae Admini- 
ſtration of Affairs, and the latter devoted himſelf wholly 
to Pleaſure. They re-call'd Theophanen from Exile; and 
Baſil was ſo fortunate as to ſuppreſs, by the means d 
Bardas Phoc as, the Revolt of Bardas Sclerus, General d 
the Armies in the Eaft, who aſpired to Sovereiguij 
Bardas Phocas after his Victory, had the ſame Ambitim 
that Bardas Sclerus had been poſſeſſed with; and ws 
flain after he had in Perſon charged upon Bail in tte 
beginning of the Ba ttel which was to decide their Dit 
ference ; or, according to others, poy ſon d by * Cup 

arer,

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bearer, whom Baſis Mony corrupted. After theſe Wars 
Bafil marched againſt the Bulgarians, who ravaged 
Thrace and. Greece, gained the Battel which be fought 
with them, and took 1 5000 Priſoners, all whoſe Eyes 
were put out by his Order, except an 1 50 of them, who 
had but one Eye put out, that each of theſe might be a 
Guide to every Hundred of the reſt in their Return to 
Samuel King of Bulgaria, who had fled after his De- 
fear, This King died of Grief to ſee them in this mi- 
ſerable Condition; and Gabriel his Son who ſucceeded 
bim, and who had the Courage of bis Father, altho“ 
he bad not his Prudence, was not able to reſiſt the Em- 
peror, to whom at laſt Servia became ſubject. 

He had a War with Otho the IId for Apuglia and Ca- 
laria, which bad been given for Dowry to Thecphania, 
and recover d them by the aſſiſtance of the Saracens who 
ſerved him for Pay. But he had not the like Succeſs 
againſt the other Saracens, from whom he was not able 
to recover Sicily, and he died in 1025, at the Age of 70 
Years, after he had reigned 49 and four Months. Con- 
ſentine reigned 3 Years after him; and when he was 
ſenüble he ſhould die of the Diſeaſe he labour d under, 
he ſent for Romanus Arguropolus a Senator, and gave him 
his Choice, either ro marry his Daughter ⁊oe, whom he 
offer'd with the Empire, or to reſolve to loſe his Eyes. 
The Wife, who had a great Tendernefs for her Huſ- 
band, out of dread of the Emperor's Cruelty, betook 
ler (elf ro a Monaſtery: And by this means Romanus, 
a the Age of 60 Years, married Zoe who was fifty. 

Remanus the IVth, whoſe Age did not permit him to 
latixfy the Inclinations of Joe, who was Voluptuous and 
Brutal, was unfortunate enough in bis Marriage. She 
hoſe one Michael, Brother to an Eunuch, who was 
Krvant to Romanus in his private Fortune; and liking 
be Conſtitution of this handſome young Man, adviſed 

to watch his opportunity, and to ſuffocate her Hul- 
band Romanus in the Bath, after be had firſt poyſori'd 
lim. He reign'd 5 Years and 6 Months. 

Michael of Paphlagonia, who bad acquird the Empire 
and Empreſs by this Parracide, reign'd with her 6 
ears and 6 Months; and with Joe's Conſent 9 
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ed his Nephew Michael, firnam'd Calaphates, the Son 
of Stephen, whoſe Parents heretofore got their Living 
Caulking Ships. Notwithſtanding Zoe bad engaged him 
by Oath, to do nothing that did not anſwer the Obliga- 
tions he bad to her, he ſhut her up in a Monaſtery: 
And the Empreſs being taken thence in a Sedition of the 
People, this ungrateful Wretch had his Eyes put out 
after he had reign'd 4 Months and 5 Days. 

Zoe being reſtored with her Siſter Theodora, Conſtax- 
tine Monomacus, whom Michael Calaphates had baniſhed 
ro Lesbos, was re-call'd thence by Joe, who had here- 
tofore granted him him theſe Favours, which ſhe was 
too liberal of. It was not therefore difficult for him to 
become her Husband, and he was Crown'd by Alexis, 
Patriarch of Conſtantinople. In his Reign, which wa 
12 Years and 8 Months, with Zoe and Theodora, 4 
lia was uſurped by the Normans, and Perſia by 
Turks. After the death of Conſtantine and Leo, Theodwa 
reign'd one Year and 9 Months; and by the Counſel of 
her Domeſticks or the Senators, adopted Michae! the 
Warrior, who being of a very great Age, left the Admi- 
niſtration of Affairs to the Eunuchs. He was obliged to 
reſign the Empire to Iſaac Comnenes, and to retire into 
a Monaſtery, after he had reign'd ingloriouſly about 1 
1 | 

Iſaac the firſt of the Illuſtrious Family of the Commenes, 
having been lightly ſtruck with a Thunder: bolt, took 
this Stroke for an Admonition from Heaven, and ſhut 
himſelf for his whole Life in a Monaſtery after he had 
reignd 2 Years and 3 Months, and perſecuted the 
Churchmen with his Coveronſneſs. Before he pur on the 
Monk's Habit, he choſe for his Succeſſor, Conſtantine 
Ducas, whoſe Merit he very well knew, and had no 
regard to his own Kindred and Family. 

Conſtantine Ducas had excellent Qualities which were 
all eclipſed by his Coverouſneſs. To free himſelf from 
the Charge of the Army which he had, he thought fit to 
disband them, imagining that the Preſents he might 
make his Enemies, would coſt him leſs than the Gene- 
rals and Officers of the Army coſt him. The Turk, 
who knew how to improye their Adyantages, py 
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by the Negligence of this Emperor, and made inroads 
to the very Gates of Conſtantinople for Booty. He 

1d 7 Years and 6 Months; and to ſecure the Em- 
rite to his Family, he obliged his Wife Eudoxia by 
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under her Hand, never to marry again. 

She reign d 7 Months and 9 Days with Jobn the Bro- 
ther of Conſtantine Ducas, and with the three Sons which 
ſe had by the Emperor her Husband, Michaels Andro- 
melts, Conſtantine : And the Turks carried on their Con- 
qibfts in Cilicia and Cappadocia, Romanus Diogenes who 
vas ſetting up for the Empire, having at that time aſ- 
ſembled ſome Souldiers in Thrace, plunder d all Places 
where he paſſed: And as the Inteſtine Wars were more

Cinſfantinople but of chuſing an Emperor that might re- 
medy their Diſorders. Romanus Diogenes was after wards 
ded and carry'd as a Rebel before Eudoxia, who 
ws ſurpriz'd and charm'd with his Beauty. Inſtead of 
having him drag'd to Puniſhment, ſhe thought of nothing 
but Crowning this handſom Criminal, and-ſhe found 4 
wy to doit. | | 
'A certain Enntich by her Order went to Xiph1line, 
who-was then Parriarch of Conſtantinople, and acquaint- 
ed him, that were it not for her Promiſe, which was 
commicred ro his Truſt, ſhe would offer her Bed, the 
Empire, and all that ſhe had to Bardas, who was this 
Fartiarch's Brother. The good Prelate, who did not 
ſe "through the Eunuch's Artifce, and had Ambition 
enough ro ſee his Brother Bardas exalted to the Throne, 
lo far gained all the Senators by bis Preſents and his 
Reaſons, that after he had diſpenſed with her Oath, be 
ſent her the Promiſe which ſhe had written.

Ducas, who applyed his Thoughts wholly of 
to Study, under the Philoſopher Pſellus, to make Veries 41. 
and to declaim againſt the Rhetoricians, left the Admi- . 
niftration of Affairs to the Eunuchs, whilſt Olub Arſlay 

+ was employing his Arms to conquer his Provinces, and Wl yh 
to revenge the Injury done to Diogenes, whom be loved, of. 
Michael ſeeing himſelf under a Neceſſity of thinking of con 
ſomething elſe beſides the Muſes, gave the command of 
an Army to Iſaac Comnenes who loft the Barrel, and was 
alſo made Priſoner. He ſent againſt this Sultan, his 
Brother Iſaac, who had been declared Ceſar, and who 
had the ſame fate. In this deplorable Extremity, Nice- 
Phorus Botomates, of the Family of Phocas, takes Iice, 
and having poſſeſs d himſelf of Conſtantinople, puts Mi. 
chael Ducas into a Monaſtery, and confines the Emprels 
in another, and their Son Conſtantine Porphyrogenetes in 
a third. | 

Nicepborus of Breune, who was very old, and thought

ahn Comnenes, the Son of Alexis ſucceeded him in 
1118, and was much ſuperior to him both by his Wealth 
and his Victories. He defeated more than once the Tar- 
tars, the Huns, the Servians, and the Turks; bought the 
City of Antioch of Raymund who poſſeſs'd it; and after 
he had reign'd 24 Years, 8 Months and ſome Days, died 
of poyſon d Arrow which a wild Boar that he had 
—1 wounded, ftrack out of his Quiver on his 
Emanuel Comnenes the Sen of Fohn, married Bertha, 
whom others name Irene, Daughter of Berengarius Count 
of Saltzbac, Siſter of Gertrude, the Wife of the Emperor 
Comade III. It was this perfidious Manuel who ming- 
led Mortar or Lime with the Meal, which he diſtribut- 
ed to Conrade s Army in their March to the Conqueſt of 
the Holy Land, and who held Correſpondence with the 
Turks againſt the Latins, for this was the Name they 
zue our Adventurers; and who, after he had reign'd 
37 Years and a little more than 5 Months, would die 
na Monk's Habit, hoping thereby to expiate his Crimes, 
not doubting but the Habit made the Monk. 
$ _ famous Euſtathius Biſhop of Theſſalonica lived in 

i Reign. 

Alexis the Son of Emanuel, aged 13 Years, and be- 
trothed ro Agnes or Anne, Daughter of Lewa VII. King 
of France, was ſtrangled abour 3 Years after, by the 
Command of Andronicus his Coufin-German, who mur- 
tbered the Empreſs Dowager of Emanuel in the ſame 
manner, that he might more ſecurely eſtabliſh his Uſur- 
pation, But ir was of no long duration; for Iſaac Com- 
wnes, with the afliftance of his Friends, ſeized him; 
and after they had pull'd off his Beard, his Hair, pur 
our one Eye, cut off his left Hand, put Chains about his

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Neck and on his Feet, and twined a Rope about his 
Head in the faſhion of a Crown; ſer him upon an old 
Camel, to expoſe him ro the View and Fury of the 
People. Some threw Stones at him, ſqueez d Spo 

61''d with Ordure on his Mouth and his Noſe, or threy 
boyling Water in his Face; others ran Spits into his 


Sides, or drove Nails into his Head; and by the Cruel. 


ties which may be ſeen in Nicetas, they revenged on hin 
thoſe he had committed. 

Iſaac, of the Family of Anges Comnenes, becauſe that 
of the other Comnenes was extinct, was raiſed to the Em. 

ire in 1185. and diſpoſſeſſed of it 10 Years after by bi 
aer Alexis, whom he had generouſly ranſom'd from 
the Turks. Iſaac, to whom Alexis III. had left his Lie 
and his Liberty in ſome ſort, ſent his Son Alexis the 
younger to Ph;/ip Emperor of Germany, who had mar. 
ried his Daughter Irene, to deſire his Aſſiſtance agaiuſ 
the Tyrant Alexis Ducas, ſirnamed Murzuphle, who wy 
his Uncle. As there was at that time an Army ready 
for Paleſtine againſt the Turks, it was employ'd to be. 


fiege Conſtantinople, under the Conduct of Baldwin V1Il 


Ccuar of Hainault and Namur. The City was beſieged 
by Baldwin, who had 8000 Horſe, 20000 Foot, and 20 
Ships. He defeated the Greeks, ſo that the Tyrant ws 
forced to fly; and by theſe Means Iſaac was reſtored, 
with his Son Alexis the younger. | 

Some time aſter theſe rwo Emperors exacting ever 
where great Tributes, and taking away alſo what Gol 
and Silver there were in the Churches, to pay thoſe who 


had reftored them, and who were reſolved not to depat 


till they had received what they demanded ; the Peopk 
being exaſperated made an Inſurrection, took Alexs Dr 
cas for their Emperor, firnam'd Myrtilus or Murzupbl: 
becauſe his Eye-braws join'd, who put both Father and 
Son to death ſeven Months after their Reſtoration. The 
City was taken, and Murzuphle who had made his E- 


| cape, was brought back to Conſtantinople, where, aſte 


his Eyes were put out, he was thrown down a Precipic: 
headlong, and afterwards drag'd by the People, wh 
tore him in pieces. 
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It was at this time that Theodore Laſcars, Alexs, and 
Emanuel Comnenes, retiring from Conſtantinople, laid the 
Foundations of the two Empires, one at Andrinople, the 
other at Trebizonde. Theodore Laſcars, who had mar- 
ried Anne Daughter of Alexis III. and of the Dutcheſs 
Euprboſyne Widow of Iſaac Comnenes, reign'd at Andri- 
wple, . Fobn Ducas III. Batazes or Diglobatazes the Huſ- 
band of Irene, Daughter of Theodore Laſcaris and of Eu- 
gbroſyne, reign'd 33 Years. He had by this Marriage, 
Theodore firnam'd the younger, who married Helena the 
Fiſter of 7 King of Bulgaria; and reign'd near 4 
Years, er this Emperor's death, his two Sons, ohn 
the Fourth and Theodore the Third, who were proclaim- 
ed Emperors, reign'd a Year and ſome Mogths. The 
Hiſtorians are not agreed about theſe Alliances. Alexs 
Comnenes had for Succeſſors in the Empire of Trebi- 
zmde, his Son Alexs VII- John Laus the Son of the 
laſt Alex#, and Son- in- law of Michael VII. Alexs VIII. 
Son of John Lazus; Baſil his Son; Eudoxia or Irene the 
Daughter of Ba; Alexs IX. Jobn and David, from 
whom this Empire was taken by Mabomet II. 

In the mean time Baldwin, who was but 32 Years 
old, having made himſelf Mafter of Conſtantinople in 
1204, was choſen Emperor of it, three days after he had 
taken the City, and 22 days after that, was crown'd, 
As it was agreed that the Venetian who had furniſhed a 
confiderable _ in this Expedition, ſhould have part 
of the. Conqueſt , they gave them Candy and almoſt all 
the other Iſlands that lye between Greece and Anatol ia, 
and between Calabria and Greece; or if you will, moſt 
of the Iſles between the Ogdan and the Ionian Sea, 
However, ſome ſay that Boniface, Marquis of Montfer- 
rat held Candy of Alexs, and that Ba/dwin nominated 
bim King of Theſſaly, that he might offer this Kingdom 
to the Venetians, if they were inclined to buy it. 

Thomas Moroſini was made Patriarch of Conſt ant inoplez 
and all others had Juſtice done them there. The Reign 
of Baldwin, who had married Mary the Daughter of 
Henry Count of Champagne was not proſperous, nor of 


long duration. Going as far as Andrianople, to meet ohn 
King of Bulgaria, of whom the Princes who quitted 
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Conſtantinople after the taking of this City, had deſited 
ſome Succours, he fell into the Ambuſhes of the Enemy, 
and King John commanded his Legs and his Arms to be 
cur off, and his Body to be thrown into a Valley, where 
he was eaten up by the Ravens. He reign'd eleyen 
Months. | 

Henry his Brother, Earl of Flanders, who had married 
Martha, the Daughter of Henry Earl of Namur, ſucceed. 
ed him, and reign'd about 10 Years. He died in 1216, 
without any Children by Martha; and after his death 
the French, the Venetians, and the other Franks who 
were in Greece, choſe for Emperor of Conſtantinople, Pr. 
ter of Courtenay Earl of Auxerre, and inform'd him of it 
by a ſolemn Embaſſy. | 

Peter of Ceurtenay, the Son of Peter of Courteng \, 
Son of King Lews firnam'd the Fat, and Alice of Savy, 
left France in order to go to Conſtantinople. He wa 
crown'd in St. Laurence's Church at Rome, in 1217, by 
Pope Honorius III. with Folande of Flanders his ſecond 
Wife, the Daughter of Baldwin IX. Earl of Flander, 
Hainault, and Namur, and of Margaret the Heirels of 
Flanders. But as he paſſed through Theſſaly, under: 
Pais-port of Theodore Laſcers, this perfidious Prince 
_ order'd him to be ſeiz d, and his Head to be cur off, af- 
ter he had kept him two Years in Priſon. This Prince, 
who knew not perhaps that the Greek Faith, was no 
more to be rely'd on than the Punick, had for his fi 
Wife Agnes of Nevers, Daughter of Gay Count of Never, 
Heirels of this County; and of thoſe of Auxerre and 
Tonnerre, and had by her Mahaut, who married Here 
Baron of Dom: Folande, who had eſcaped the Ambu- 
ſhes of Theodore Laſcarn, with her two Sons, died after 
the had governed the Empire 2 Years.

Baldwin of Courtenay, the Brother and Succeflor of 
Robert, married Martha of Luzignan, Daughter of ohn 
of Brienne, who was King of Feruſalem, and was driven 
our of Conſtantinople by Michael Paleolegus II. and Grand- 
ſon of Fobn Ducas Diplobatazes, and of Irene Daughter 
of the Emperor Theodore Laſcaris. 

Michael who deſtroy d theſe two Pupils, reign'd a- 
bout 22 Years, and Andronicus his Son 43 ; nay, 30 if 
we follow ſome Authors, He was crown'd by the Pa- 
tiarch Gregory, with his two Brothers, Michael and Con- 
faentine : And in his Reign the Leſſer 4fia was divided 
by the Turks into 7 Provinces or Governments, which 
at laft almoſt all became ſubject to Othonian or Oſman 
who bad Bithynia for bis ſhare, This Andrenicus had 
great Conteſts with his Nephew of the ſame Name, the 
Son of Michael, and fearing ſome ſad Fate might attend 
him, he took rhe Tonſure, and changing his Name for 
that of Anthony, went into a Monaſtery where he dicd 
in 1325. | 

Andronicus reign'd about 13 Years, and had two Sons, 
John and Emanuel, to whom John Catacuzenus was left 
Tutor or Guardian by Andronicus Paleologus. This Guar- 
dan who ought only to have govern'd in Conjunction 
with Anne, Andronicus's Widow and his two Children, 
made himſelf 'Maſter of ir, and his Wife Irene had allo 
the Title of Empreſs. Notwithſtanding he got the Em- 
pire into his Hands, he was driven from Conſtant:nople, 
by the Calumny of his Enemies ; and nor being able ro 
endure this Affront, be made a vigorous War on Calo- 
John which laſted 5 Years, and at the end got Poſſeſſion 
of the City. Inſtead of revenging, as he might, the 
Injury he had received, he behaved himſelf with great 
Clemency, and gave his Daughter Helena in Marriage 
to Calo-Foby, whom he eſteem'd and lov'd for his Fa- 
ther's ſake, But as it is not eaſie for two Empreſſes and 
wo Emperors to agree in one Empire, Calo-Fohn, with 
the aſſiſtance of the Genoueſe Fleet, commanded by Fran- 
eis Cataluze, forced — his Father-in-law to quit

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| Conſtantinople had great Wars to maintain againſt the 
Turks, whom he often bear, and alſo took from them 
ome Places. But when Amurath had made himſelf Ma- 
ter of Heraclea, he deſpair'd of ſucceſs, ard thought ir 
his beſt way to buy Peace of his Enemy, for ſome Tri- 
bute, Being call'd, ro the Empire, for fear he ſhould 
make himſelf Maſter of it by Force, if they prefer'd De- 
metrius or Thomas before him, he divided the Morea be- 
ween his two Brothers, of whom the firſt had Sparta, 
ind the other Corinth, Our of mutual Jealoufe, which 
grew to an invincible Averſion, each of theſe two Bro- 
wers had recourſe to the Protection ef the Turk, who 
liſpoſſeſsd them both of their Provinces. After the 
Death of Thomas, Emanuel, with the greateſt Impudence 
retired to the Emperor Mahomet, who made him cloſe 
friſoner, and his Brother Andrew who was not very 
wiſe in his Marriage, married a Whore at Rome. by 
whom he had two Daughters, Helena and Joe. The 
irſt married Eleazar, Prince of Servia, the Son of George; 
ind for Demetrius you may conſult Chalcondylas, Cruſius, 
and Sanſovin. | 
- Mabomet ſeeing the Empire of the Greeks in diſorder, 
reſolved to conquer it, and do more than Bajazeth and 
{murath, who had unſucceſsfully beſieged Conſtantinople. 
After he had made bis Preparations, he built the Fort 
of Semocopia, on the Coaſt of the Propont on Europe 
fide to — any Succours coming that way, and to 
have a free Paſſage into Aſia. He employ'd an incredi- 
be number of Workmen to build or refit the Ships and 
Vefſels which he had occaſion of, and to caſt Field-Pieces 
of ſo prodigious a ſize, that two hundred and fifty Oxen 
ind two thouſand Pioneers were neceſſary to draw one 
of them into rhe Field: Mahomet himſelf would be pre- 
ſent at the Siege of this City, which began the 9th of 
April, 1453. which he atrack'd by Land with four hun- 
dred thouſand Men, and with above 30 Gallies, and 
too Ships by Sea. On this laſt fide, the Walls were not 
rery ſtrong ; bur altho' the firſt was not very higb, it 
was double, and defended alſo with two good «iy 
parts, lined with hewn Stone. Whilſt the Greek Empe- 
tor vigorouſly defended the firſt, the Turk — _ 
1 - 
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Field- Pieces which carried two hundred pound Ball, 
and becauſe theſe ſhot ſide- ways to ſhake the Walls 
they ſhot another in front to beat down what the two 
others had looſned. The FJanizaries covered with Ga. 
bions «and Sheds of Wood, immediately ſhot ſo great 2 
quantity of Arrows, that the beſieged durſt no more ap- 
pear; and Mabomet on another had raiſed four great 
Towers on wooden Engines, whence they threw a great 
quantiry of Lances and Fire-pors, to favour the work 
of thoſe who were continually removing the Earth. 

There was but one thing that gave Mabomet diſquiet, 
which was that the Greeks had laid a very ſtrong Chain 
from the Town of Galata to ſecure their Ships in this 
Port. But the Sultan, who found himſelf no other ways 
embaraſſed but by this Obſtacle, had ſixty of his Ships 
haled, which with the ſtrength of Arms were railed up 
to the top of the Hill with their Sails and Equipment, 
and drew them down into the Port, under the favour 
of Fire and Arrows, In this Poſture he attack d the City 
with ſuch vigour, that the Greeks being perſuaded by 
Iſhmael, the Brother of Scender or Alexander Prince of 
Sinope, a City of Paphlagonia, on the Black Sea, ſent: 
Meſſage for an Accommodation, He hearkned to the 
Envoy's Propoſals, and demanded 10 Millions of Gold 
to raiſe the Siege. But when he underſtood that they 
valued their Money more than their Liberty, he made 
the Aſſault; and on the ↄth of May, 1453. he made 
himſelf Maſter of Conſtantinople, the Siege whereof be 
had begun the 9th of April of the ſame Year. Conſtar 
tine was ſlain in the Fight, according to ſome Accounts 
or ſmothered as others ſay in the preſs of People, who 
thought of nothing but ſaving themſelves. The Tun 
who flew 40,000 Men, bad three Days to ſatisfy their 
Cruelty, their Avarice, and their brutal Paſſion. They 
found but too much matter for it in the private Houle, 
in the Palaces, in the Monaſteries, and in the Churches; 
and they got ſo great a Booty, that it was a common 
ſaying afrerwards, to expreſs any Man to be yery rich, 
That he was at the taking of Conſtantinople. 
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() The curious may have read that when Conſtantine 
built this City, a Fire ſeem'd ro deſcend from Heaven ; 
and that when Mabomet had no other Thoughts but of 
raiſing che Siege, after rhe Loſſes he had ſuftain'd, they 
aw in a clear Night, a Fire which went out of Conſtan- 
pie; and that the Sultan cried out, That God refuſed 
this City bis Protection. Another Author, who was pre- 
ſent, ſairb, That this Light was ſeen by the beſieged, 
who turn d this new Prodigy to their advantage; that 
the Sultan frighted at ſuch a fight reſolved at laſt to re- 
tire; but on the Eve of his Departure, the ſame Light 
having appeared over the City, and departed from it, 
be concluded that it had God no longer for his Prote- 
Gor, He gave the Aſſault the next Day; and the Suc- 
cels ſufficiently ſhews that the Conſequence he drew was 
but too juſt, To this Sight, they add ſomething that 
wo me ſeems yet ſtranger; That Mabomet riding on 
Horſeback in Conſtantinople, after the raking of it, and 
ſeeing a braſs Serpent with three Heads upon a Stone 
Pillar, he broke the lower Jaw of it with a ftroke of a 
Club, and that afterwards a great number of Serpents 
vere ſeen in this City. (H Leunclavius, who hath re- 
marked this particular, ſays alſo that the Sultan having 
auſed a Horſe in Braſs in, on which was the Statue of a 
Man, to be demoliſhed, this City hath been fince ſub- 
iet to the Plague, which was not known before; and 
may have aſcribed this vertue ro Taliſmans, which 
were pur in this Jaw of the Serpent, and in the Statue, 

They who have believed that tbere is a certain fa- 
ality in Names, have obſerved that the City of Con- 
fan inopie, which had irs Name from Conſtantine the 
Great, was taken in the Reign of Conſtantine Paleolepus ; 
and have reported ſome Examples of this Nature. The 
Perfian Empire was firſt founded under Darius of Me- 

dia,

This ſame Empire which was eſtz⸗ 
bliſhed under Auguſtus, was ruin d in the Weſt under 
Momillus, or Auguſtulus the Son of Oreſtes a Goth by Ni. 
rion, The Kingdom of Macedon grew famous and for 
midable under Philip the Father of Alexander, and had 
no legal Kings after Philip the Father of Perſeus. 
However that be, if Conſtantinople had fal'n into am 
other Hands but that of the Turks, there had been g 
great reaſon to have pity d or regretted irs Emperors 
who were crown'd, dyed all over with the Blood of 
their Maſters, or their neareſt Relations, who made Pr, 
feſſion of Chriſtianity, and exceeded the moſt barbarq 
People in cruelty,

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the Lombards, who was choſen for him by bis Mother - 
Berthe, and yet he lived not with her a whole Lear: 
Some are of Opinion that he parted with her, becauſe 
ſhe could not reſolve to become a Chriſtian. His ſe- 
cond Wife was Hildegarde the Daughter of Hildebrande 
Dake of Suevia, and of Rutgarde of Bavaria, by whom 
he had Charles, Pepin, — Louis, his Succeſſor. She 
died at Thionville, the laſt day of April in 783. and was 
interr d in the Church of St. Arnou of Metz. He had 
allo four Daughters, Rot hrude or Rothmonde betroth'd ro 
Conſtantine the Greek Emperor, the Son of Leo the 
Fourth : But the Eſpouſals were null'd by the Empreſs 
Irene, Conſt antine s Mother. His other Daughters were 
Berthe Wife of Count Anglebert, afterwards Abbot of 
St, Requier ; Gizele or Gillette baptiz d ar Milan by the 
Archbiſhop of Tours in the Year 781; Hildegarde and 
Adelaide who died young, By Faſtrade bis third Wife, 
the Daughter of Raoul or Rodolfe Duke of Frankenland, 
He had Theodora or Thetgrade Abbeſs of Argenteuil near 
St, Dennis in France; Hiltrude, or Hiltetrade ; and ſome 
add Rothrude. Faſtrade died at Francfort and was bu- 
ried at St. Alban's in Maience. Lutgarde his fourth Wife, 
if yet it be true that he was the fourth time married, 
brought him no Children, but he had ſome Miſtreſſes 
more fruitful than ſhe was. By Geſwinde a Saxon he 
tad Alderude, by Reine, Dreux Biſhop of Metz, Hugh 
Duke of Burgundy, Father or Son-in-law to Robert the 
long, a Marquis of France, Earl of Anjou, and Father 
of Petronilla, who was the Mother of Inglebert Earl of 
Anjou and Gastinors, and Lord of Amboiſe. He had by 
Aaelinde 3 Son call'd Thierry or Theodoric ; by Himmel- 
trude, Pepin being crooked and lame, but of a beautiful 
Face, who being immoderately ambitious of a Crown, 
often conſpir'd againſt his Father; and not being able 
to make the beſt uſe of bis Goodneſs, his Admonirions, 
and his Threats, was at laſt throw into the Abby of 
i, Gal to be a Monk there, and thence remov d into the 
Abby of Prum in the Dioceſe of Treves, Theſe Marria- 
ges and Amours are not prov'd by the cleareſt Evidence, 
decanſe Charles the Greats Wives and Miſtreſſes have 
alten been placed together unidftinguiſh'd by the Ger-

mans and French, and the Age of that Emperor is ex. 
treamly obſeure. France was divided between Char/e,, 
who had the weſtern part of it, and his Brother Carlo. 
man that was King of, Auſtraſia, Burgundy, Provence, and 
of a part of Germany. This Man grown jealous of his 
Brother's Glory, ſecretly ftir'd up againſt him Hunaud 
of Guienne, or Aquitain, and King Didier in Italy. Charles 
having ſnddenly ſeized Poitiers, Xainte, and A- 
ouleme, marches with ſpeed againft Hunaud, who refu- 
700 the Allegiance he ow'd him, in hopes of being made 
Duke of Guienne. The Rebel falls into the Hands of 
his King, who pardon'd him, let him ſtill live, and en- 
joy bis Eſtate, and yet could not hinder his withdraw. 
ing into Lombardy. Carloman being dead in the Year 
771. Charles reign'd alone, and carry'd the War into Ira). 
He routed: Didier King of the Lombards at Verceil ; and 
the Citizens of Spoleto, of Reati, of Ancona, open d their 
Gates to the Conqueror. Didier, who had endured ten 
Months Siege, ſtraitned by Famine and Peftilence, with 
which this City was afflicted, ſurrenders to Charles in 
774. who faild not to give back to the Pope what the 
Lombard had taken from him; and the Pope baniſhed 
bim either to Liege or Liam, with his Wife and Children, 
By this means the Kingdom of Italy, which had been in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Lombardi 206 Years, fell under the 
Power of Charles, who to gratify the Pope conſitm d the 
Donations which his Father Pepin had made to the 
Church... He was afterwards, according to Cuſtom, 
crown'd King of Italy at Monza upon the Lambro in the 
Milanez. The War that he made with the Saxons, which 
laſted 30 Years, being brought to an end; that People 
with the moſt eminent Perſons of their Prfificipality, 
and with H/ittekind their Duke or King, renounced Fa. 
ganiſm, and were willing to be baptized. He defeated 
in two Battels Rebbob King of the Friſons, an avow'd 
Enemy of all Chriſtians, and drove him away: He _

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the Hungarians in 791 ; he went into Spain againſt the 
Saracens, took Pampelune, and Saragoſſa, and ſubdued 
Navarre, and Aragon. In the Year 804, he Captivared 
the Bohemians, and Sclavonians ; a while after he made 
War upon the Danes, and took Hamboroygh, which he 
gave up again to Hemming, Godefroy's Succeſſor in the 
Kingdom of Denmark. | | 

Over and above the extraordinary Actions by which 
be purchaſed the Sirname of Great, he inſtituted, or laid 
the Foundation of twelve Biſhopricks in Germany, he 
Founded many Colleges and Univerſities : And in 770, 
he ſolemnly conven d a Council at Vormes, and in 794, 
another at Frankfore, upon the Mein. In the former there 
was an Injunction laid upon thoſe who had taken Holy 
Orders to forbear all Military Employments. In the 
latter, tiled a Plenary Council, becauſe ir was made up 
of no leſs than about Three Hundred French, Italian, 
and German Biſhops, the Hereſy of Felix Biſhop of Or- 
gele was condemned, and that of Helipand Biſhop of To- 
eds, who both of em aſſerted, That our Lord Feſus Chriſt 
i the Son of God, not by Nature, but only by Adoption. 

Though he had nor deſerv'd the Empire by his Piery, 
and his Juſtice by his Courage and Lnderſtanding, yer Wl | 
bis Right to it was unqueſtionable: ſince Irene the Em- ul 

ſs made a Grant of it to him, which was confirmed 1 

Nice phorus, and by Michael his Succeſſor; Since up- 
on the Overthrow of Didier, Italy became ſubject to 
him: Since the Romans unanimouſly ſtiled him Ceſar or 
Auguſtus, and ſince in this Character he was by Leo the III. 
Crowned at Rome, in the Year Eight Hundred. He di- 
ed being 72 Years old, at Aix la Chapelle, in the Year 
of our Lord 8 14, having been a King Forty ſix Years, 
within four Months ; and Emperor Thirteen Years, one 
Month and four Days. 

Lews ſirnamed the Debonair, or Gracious, born in the 
Caſtle of Chaſſenuil in Agenois, was proclaimed Emperor 
in $13, whilſt his Father was ſtill living, and was the 
Heir of all his Dominions, except the Kingdom of Italy, 
which Charles had beſtowed upon Bernard the Son of 1

By Judith the Daughter of Yelpor the Firſt Earl of Alrof 
or Ransberg, he had Charles who was after named the 
Bald. He made Lotharius his Firſt- born, King of France, 
and admitted him likewiſe ro a Partnerſhip in the Em. 
pire ; be declared Pepin King of Aquitain, but he kept 
Lewis near him, and gave him the Title of King of 
Italy. 
He ſent ſome Forces to Harald, or Haroud King of Den- 
mark, againſt the Son of Godfrey, and after Harald had 
been driven out of his Kingdom, he put bim in poſſeſſi- 
on of Friſeland. Having had notice given him that Len- 
is Dake of Boſnia and Sclavonia, of Stiria and of great 
part of Auſtria, rais'd new Commotions againſt him; 
He ſer upon him vigorouſly, and forced him to retreat 
from Dalmatia. In 819, Borna the Emperor's General 
purſued the Duke: and the Victory a long time was 
dubious, and hung in an equal Balance between them, 
In 820, he ſent Three Great Armies againſt him, and in 
$22, by another Army of his, this Rebel was put to 
Flight and Slain. In the Year $24, the Emperor went 
to Rouen, after having taken Hoſtages of the Breton, 
whoſe Country his Sons Pepin and Lewis had laid Waſte 
with Three Armies. In 826, the Saracens were driven 
our of Itah. 
Bernard his Nephew, King of Italy, rebelling againſt 
him, the Emperor order'd two great Armies to March 
againſt him, Bernard not being in a Condition to op- 
pole him, and ſeeiig himſelf almoſt forſaken by thoſe 
who bad flatter'd him with fair Promiſes, thought wile- 
ly enough, that the beit Courſe he could rake would be 
to ſurrender himſelf and his Accomplices to the Diſcreti- 
on of their Enemy, However, his Caſe was never the 
better for it; and Lewis after the rate he avenged him. 
himlelf, could not then be called Meek and Merciful. He 
put out his Eyes; and foraſmuch as upon that Ulage be 
died three Days after, he was buried in the Church of 
St. Ambroſe at Milan. The moſt eminent of his Cour- 
tiers were doom'd either ro the ſevereſt Puniſh- 
ment, or baniſh'd; and Anſelm Biſhop of Milan, wn 
i bg * 
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* Theoduife Biſhop of Orleans were in the number of the 


latter. Tis true indeed, that by chance paſſing by the 
Priſon he expreſly commanded tbat Theodulfe ſhould be 
diſcharged for a Hymn he / had heard him ſing, with 
which he was infinitely delighted. | 
Lotharius, Pepin, and Lewis, not being able ro endure 
Charles the Son of Judith ſhould be preferred before them, 
in 830, openly rebell'd, ſeiz d the Emperor, and put u- 
dith imo a Monaſtery. The next Year Lewis was re- 
ſettled in all his Rights; and in 833 by Reaſon of the 
iracy of his Three Sons, and by the Determination 
of the States of the Empire, he was conſtrain'd ro throw 
up the Authority with which he had been inveſted, In 
the Year 834, He was re-eſtabliſhed, and after he had 
ſuffer'd much from the Jealonſy, Ingratitude, and Am- 
bition of his Sons, he died in 840, and was bury'd near 
his Mother H3/degarde, in the Church of St. Arneu of 
Metz, by his Natural Brother Dreux, the Biſhop of that 
City. He reign'd 26 Years, four Months, and 24 days, 
and was ſixty tour when he died. | | | 
Lebarius the I, Married Hermengarde the Daughter 
of Earl Hugh; and he had by her Lewis who ſucceeded 
him, Lotharins, and Charles. Having been ſent into Ita+ 
ly to have an Eye to what concerned the State of the 
Lombards, by Lewis the Gracious in 823, he reſided ar 
Rome, where Paſcal the Firſt of that Name, the Succeſ- 
for of Stephen, Crown'd him. He was left Emperor by 
his Father's Will: and as the Inheritance of his Brothers 
gave him Jealonſie, and ſince he was willing to ſeize it; 
they joyn d their Forces, and defeared him at Fontenay 
near Auxerre, the 25th of June in g41 ; and ſome Hiſto- 
rians affirm that they fought with luch Eagernels that 
more than a Hundred Thouſand Men were killed in that 
Battle. Being grown nothing wiſer by his Defeat, he 
went the following Year into Germany, and when he 
had got rogerher New Forces, he was there beaten near

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ters to an Agreement. The Roman Empire, that is to 
ſay, Rome, all Italy, Belgia, which from his Name L.. 
tharius was call'd Lorraine, ſhut up between the Scheld 
and the Rhine, with Provence and Burgundy fell to the 
Emperor's Share: Lewis had aflign'd him all Germany 
quite up to the Rhine, with three Villages beyond it; 
and Charles got for his part all rhe Weſtern Provinces 
of France, from the Meuſe, even to the Ocean of Bre- 
taigne, formerly call'd Armorica. But repining that he 
was not able to be the Sovereign and Lord of his Two 


Brothers, or repenting that he had moſt unrighteouſy 


declared War againſt them, as well as againſt Lewis the 
Gracious, or out of the Diſguſt he had for Worldly things, 
of the uncertainty of which he could nor bur have a (uf. 
ficient Knowledge, he made himſelf a Monk in the Ab- 
by of Prum; and there ended his Days, on the 29th 
of September, 8 55. He reign'd about 15 Years after 
the Death of his Father; and conſidering his different 
and inconſiſtent Inclinations, it would be hard to deter- 
mine whether he were to be reckon'd in the Number of 
the Good, or the Bad Princes, 

Lewis the Son and Succeſſor of Lothariys, Born in $29, 
alcended rhe Imperial Throne in 855, upon the 29th 
Day of September. He roo was declared Emperour 
whilſt bis Father was Living, and under that Character, 
and as King of I1:aly, was in 844, by Sergius the Ild, 
Crown d at Rome. Lewis Marry'd Engelberge, named by 
ſome Hermengarde, the Daughter of Ethicon Velfe, the Son 
of Veife the Firſt Earl, or Duke of Altorf, ro whom the 
Emperor made a Grant of one part of Bavaria. By En- 
gelberge he had Hermergarde betrothed to Baſilius the 

dcedoman Emperor of Conſtantinople, and who in the 
Fear 876, was forcibly conveyed away by Boſen the 

Brother of Richi/da, the Wife of Charles the Bald. Eve- 
rard Berenger, the Son of the Count of Friuli, was the 
Guardian of this Princeſs : and 'twas by the conſent of 
Berenger, that (he was carried off by Beſon Earl of Ar- 
denne, whom Charles created Duke of Pavia, and King 
of Provence. In 866, Lewis went into Italy, from whence 
he drove the Saracens: He took their Sultan, kill'd their 
other General, and recover'd the City Benevent, — 

6 other 
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other Places, which by the Influence of the Greeks had 
revolted from him. He ftopped-the Irruptions ot the 
Normans into France, and at laſt forc'd Apeldiſe the Prince 
of Salerno, whom the Greeks had gain'd to their Side, 
to ſecure himſelf in the Ifle Corſica. This Emperor, that 
was Juſt, Generous, Valiant, Learned and Religious, 
reigned 19 Years, Ten Months, and Eighr Days, being 
mightily ſatisfied with what fell to his ſhare. He died 
in 875, at Milan, and was interred in St. Ambroſe's 
Church. Enge/berge who had endowed a Monaſtery at 
Placentia, enter d her ſelf among the Nuns, after her 
Husband's Death, and was Abbeſs of Pavia, 

Charles ſirnamed the Bald, Married Hermentruda the 
Daughter of Vodon, and Ingeltrude; and Richilda, or Ri- 
ebenda, Boſon's Siſter, of whoſe Body he begot Lewis fir- 
named rhe Stammerer, Lotharius, Charles, and Carloman. 
This laſt had his Eyes put out for conſpiring againſt his 
Father, who had taken him to Court from among the 
Ecclefiaſticks. Charles, deſigned for the Throne of Aqui- 
tain, was killed by Aiboin a famous Wreſtler, who ha- 
ring given him a Fall, as they were Wreſtling, broke 
his Back, not knowing him. Lotharius died Voung, and 
Lewis ſucceeded Charles the Bald. He had alſo a Daugh- 
ter whoſe Name was Judith, who was at firſt Married 
to Edelwolf King of England: and who after the Death 
of the King her Husband, returned to France. Baudou- 
in firnamed 1ron- Arm, Earl of Ardenne, charm'd with 
the Beauty of this Princeſs, was bold enough to run - 
way with her to Sen/is; and Married ber, not having 
gain'd the Conſent of rhe King her Father. Having 
not the leaſt proſpect of Security, after ſo great a piece 
of Raſbneſs, be preſently withdrew into Lorraine, where 
Lotharius reigned ; and being excommunicated by the 
Pope, he reſolved to go to Rome, where his ſincere Hu- 
miliation of himſelf, and the Tears of rhe Young and 
Beautiful Princeſs did ſo melt his Holineſs, that he in- 
treated Charles ro pardon him. 

Lewis the IId being dead, without any Heir left be- 
hind him, Charles put himſelf in a Poſture to March into 
Italy with an Army: which obliged Lewis ſtild Germani- 
eus to ſend thither Charles and Carloman, to bar his En- 
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trance there. The Emperor met them, entertain d them, 
kindly ; he wheedled them a great while with fair Pro. 
miſes, and aſſured them that he wou d refer his Claims 
and Pretences to the Judgment of their Father Lewis. 
By this Artifice he deluded thoſe Promiſes ; and in the 
mean time he made the 1:alians take the Oath of Allegi 
ance to him, -and was proclaim'd Emperor ar 2 
Fobn the VIIIeh, on Chriſtmas Day, in the Year 875, 
He was Cloſe, Proud, Ambitious, Covetous, and 
Cruel; and made leis noiſe with his Courage than with 
his Menaces and Haughtineſs. In 845, he purchas'd 
Peace of the Normans, who made Incurfions up to the 


Gates of Paris: who in 850, came into France; and 
began to ſettle in Neuſtria, becauſe Lotharius s Succour 


came too late, and becauſe he had not of himſelf 
ſtrength enough to oppoſe them. After they had long 
ravaged France, they went back again to Denmark, in 
8543 they rerurn'd in 867; they laid waſte the Fron- 


tier Towns of Bretaigne, Poictou and Touraine ; and in 


876 they made a New Incurſion, which reduc'd Charle; 
to ſo great a Diſtreſs, that he was fain to give them 
Nenſtria, Rouen, and ſome other conſiderable Cities. 
Ar length after having brought fome Trouble upon others, 
and a great deal of it upon himſelf, he was Poiſon d by 
Sedechias a Jewiſh Phyſitian, whom he heartily lov'd and 
valued, dying on the 1676 of Ofober, in 877. He had 
a Regard and Friendſhip for Men of Learning ; he com- 


- manded them to tranſlate Arabiek Books into Latin: 


and in a Synod conven d by him Duels were forbidden, 
which were commonly usd by the French for the diſco- 
very of ſome Matters of Fact. The Hereſy like wiſe 
of * Godeſcalcus was there condemned, who maintain d, 
That God died nat for al Men, and that be was willing on- 
ly to ſave thoſe wha are really ſav d. 
Lewis firnam'd the Stammerer, had Two Wives, 4n/- 
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garde the Daughter of Count Hardouin, whom he divor- 
ced upon the Injunction of his Father, though he had 
Lewis and Carloman by this Venter. His Second Wife 
was Adelaide, the Siſter of Viifrid, Abbor of Flavigni in 
Bugwndy, and he had by her Charles, afterwards call'd 
the Simple, whom he never ſaw, becauſe the Queen who 
was with Child was nor delivered of him rill after the 
death of Lewis his Father, This King who is not reckon'd 
to be an Emperor by the moſt accurate Hiſtorians, died 
at Compiegne the 16th day of April, which was Good: Fry- 
day, in the Year 879: and tis believed too that be was 
Poiſon'd. * | 

Charles ſirnamed the Burly or Fat, was the Son of 
Lewis King of Germany, and Grandſon of Lewis the Gra- 
cious ; his Mother's Name was Hemma, his Wife's Ri- 
charda, the Daughter, according ro {ome Authors, of 
the King of Scot land, whom he divorced from him upon 
ſome. Jealouſy, though he had cohabited with her ten 
Years. When the firſt account of this Divorce was 
brought to ber, and when ſhe was told the King ſwore 
that he never knew her, ſhe anſwered, Al this makes for 
me, ſince by the Oath of my Husband I am ſtill a Maid. At- 
ter the Death of Lewis, the Empire fell by right to Car- 
loan, Lewis the King of Germany's Son; bur ſeeing he 
was afflicted with the Pally, and that that Diſtemper 
bad taken a way the uſe of his Speech, he yielded it up 
to Charles his Brother, who preſently went into Italy, 
from whence be by Force expell'd Boſon, whom Charles 
the Bald had ſettled as his Vice-Roy there. Boſon (oon 
withdrew into Provence, and adyanc'd his Ambition far, 
fince he aſſum d the Title of King of France to the Pre- 
judice of Lewis the Stammerer. Charles under Colour of 
afifting them went into France; he made the People 
there (wear Allegiance to him, and returned into rah, 
in 880, he was Crown'd at Milan King of Lombardy, 
and at Rome by Pope Fobx the VIII -h, who put the Im- 
perial Crown upon his Head. a 

When he had chas'd away the Saracens from Ttaly, be 
was call'd for in France, where all rhings were in Con- 
fuſion: and in the Year 885, in the Minority of Charles 
the Simple, who was as yet but ſeven Years Old, be 
Q 4 had 
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had the Government of the Kingdom. He was choſen, 
+becauſe he was then a potent Prince, and becauſe there 
appeared not any Signs that might forebode that be 
| ſhould at length loſe his Underftanding. All he did 
againſt the Normans was inconſiderable, and he agreed 
alſo by a Treaty in 887, that he would furniſh then 
with ſeven Hundred Pound of Silver, that they might 
quit France in the Month of March. The thing being 
thus adjuſted; though they ſtay'd Six Months in By- 
gundy, where they plunder'd all the Cities and 22

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he enter'd the road for Germany, being tortured with a 
fatal Headach, for which Inciſions were neceſſary, and 
from that Day to his laſt he had a blunder'd Underſtand. 
ing. The Great Men of the Kingdom having found 
him unable ro manage che Government; his Subjects of 
Bavaria and Germany, by the Advice even of Hildegart 
his Sifter did all refuſe ro obey him : and in November 
887, made choice of Arnou to fill up his Place. He 
made ſome attempt to hinder his Election; bur the peo 
ple of Loraine, and his Domeſtick Servants forſook him; 
inſomuch that there remained not with him one of the 
meaneſt of his Attendants to wait upon him. Whilſt be 
{ent Bernard his natural Son to the Emperor, whom bi 
People had choſen, to prevail with him at leaſt for a 
Subſiſtence; Luitbert Biſhop of Maience having a com. 
paſſionate Concern for Charles's Condition, took care of 
him, and gave him the Revenue of Three or Four Vil. 
ages for his Maintenance. His Miſery was nor of long con- 
tinuance, he dying on the 87 of Fanuary $88, fix Weeks 
after he was depos'd ; and ſome are of Opinion that be 
was ſtrangled by his Enemies. | 
Arneu was the Natural Son of Carloman King of Ger- 
mam, the Son of Lewis the Gracious ; and the King bis 
Father, before his Death gave him the Provinces Carin- 
thia and Stiria.

Arnou aſſiſted his Uncle the Emperor Charles in his 
War which he waged againſt rhe Normans, and acquir'd 
ſo great a Reputation, that Charles being beſotted and 
inſenſible, the Princes of the Empire aſſembled at Franc- 
fat, unanimouſly agreed that the Nephew ſhould have 
the Guardianſhip of his Uncle, and ſoon after they de- 
cared him Emperor. 

The Young Prince Charles the Simple, being not at 
Age to Govern the French, they reſolved to put another 
King in his Place; and Arnou from that time aim'd at 
the Monarchy. Indeed Flodoart ſays, that after he had 
refasd the Crown offer'd ro himſelf, he approv'd the 
Choice that was made of Eudes to be be the Young 
Prince's Guardian. Eudes therefore took upon him the 
Government with the Title of King; he was choſen at 
Compiegne, where Twenty Years before Robert the Strong, 
his Father, had been honoured with the Dignity of a 
Duke and Marqueſs of France; and he was Crown'd 
by Gautier Archbiſhop of Sens, refuſing to be ſo by Foulk 
Archbiſhop Rheims, who with Baudouin Earl of Flanders, 
vigorouſly oppos'd his Election. ! 

The Victory which Arnou gain'd over the Normans, 
who had diſpers d themſelves through all Germany, was 
o conſiderable and complete, that of a Hundred Thou- 
land of thoſe Barbarians, there was not one that could 
eſeape, and of the Chriſtians there was not one that fell. 
But more of the ſame People coming again between the 
Rhine, the Rhone, the Saone, the Marne, the Seine, and 
the Ocean, defeated the Army which he had ſent againſt 
them, becauſe he was then taken up with the regret he 
bad for the Ingratitude of ax King of Sclavonia 
and Moravia, whom he hademade King of Bohemia in 
the Year 890. He purſu'd him ſo Zealouſly and Suc- 
ceſsfully, that being aſſiſted by the King of Hungary, he 
reduc'd him to the neceſſity of flying into the Hercynian 
Wood, or the Foreſt of Bohemia. 

At that time Berenger Duke of Friuli, and Guy Duke 
8 fancied that, by the ſtrict Alliance they bad 

e betwixt them, they might be able to make them- 
ſelves 
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ſelves Maſters of France, and by that means to take each 
of them his ſhare of it. Guy having ſome leading, and 
very conſiderable Men of his fide in France, thought that 
to get irs Crown, he had nothing elſe to do bur to 
make haſte rhither. In this prelumptuons Belief be 
gives up Italy to Berenger, and paſſes the Alps with a ye. 
ry numerous Army. Burt being inform'd that the French 
had already beſtowed the Crown upon Eudes, he went 
back the ſame way he came, with a Reſolution to 
turn his Forces upon Berenger, and to drive him ont of 
Iraly: being ſupported by the Pope, and the Romans in 
889, he gets himſelf proclaim'd King by thoſe that were 
in his Intereſts; he Marches againſt Berenger, who had 

rocured a Coronation at Pavia; be beats him in two 
ſeveral Battles near Plaiſance, and Breſſe, and forces 
him to fly on this fide the Alps. After theſe Victories 
he is owned King of rah; he receives the Imperial 
Crown at Rome, and admits his Son Lambert as his Pan. 
ner in the Empire. 

Berenger who retir'd near Arnou, prevails for Stccour 
with the Emperor, who intimating that he had a De 
ſign to reſtore him, marches an Army into Italy, and 
ſubdues Lombardy quite up to Plaiſance. The Wa 
which Raoul Duke of Burgundy wag'd againſt him recall 
ing him into Germany ; Sw two Years after he return 
into Italy ro aſſiſt Berenger againſt Lambert, whoſe Fi 
ther Guy was dead ſometime before. Seeing be met with 
no Oppoſition, and fince the Vigour of his Arms made 
way for him on all fides ; he had no farther regard for 
Berenger, nor thought any more of his Reftauration, 
On the contrary he reſolved to be worſe than his Word, 
and ro keep all that rhe ſucceſs of bis Sword ſhould 
give him. In this Proſpect he advanc'd. his Forces 10. 
wards Rome, which by Lambert's Faction, and by the 
Ambition of Sergius, was reduc d to a deplorable Condi- 
tion; be inveſts the City, and takes it by, an extraordi- 
nary Accident. The Soldiers, as they were working in 
the Trenches, having by chance ſtarted a Hare near 
Reme, follow it: and their Companions run after for 
the Pleaſure of the Chace. Others ſtill joyn them; © 
laſt they come to the Foot of the Walls, and ana lon 
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chouts, the Hare being taken. The Beſieged ſurpriz'd 
n this Noiſe, the cauſe of which they could nor gueſs 
at, imagine themſelves ſtorm'd; they quit the Walls 
which they defended, and the Hunters making their ad- 
vantage of this opportunity took Ladders, and enter'd 
the City; where Pope Formoſus , who in the Schiſm had 
more than once begg'd the Emperor's help, crown'd him 
in St. Peter's Church. Onupbrius reckons this Corona- 
tion to be in 895; and he had need to do ſo, if it be 
rae that Formoſus died the 14th of December in the ſame 
Year; that Boniface the VI. who: ſucceeded him the 
19th of rhe ſame Month poſſeſs d the See bur 15 Days, 
and that Stephen the VIII. his Succeſſor was Pope the 
15th of January in 896. | 
When he had ftaid 15 Days at Rome, he order'd his 
Army to go out againft Lambert, who happily eſcap'd ; 
but in his Flight died of a great Quantity of Blood 
which be vomired, His Mother Engeltrude having ta- 
ken Sanctuary at Fermo, and ſeeing her ſelf unable to 
make head againſt ſo great a Power, found a way to 
engage a Domeſt ick Servant of her Enemy's, and to rid 
ber ſelf of him by a lingring Poiſon, which made him fleep, 
three days together as ſoon as he had taken it. Being 
ater prown Paralytick, he retir'd into Germany, where 
de was eaten up of Worms by reaſon of the virulence of 
the Poiſon, which had purrify'd his Inwards, and all 
the other parts of his Body. He died in this lamentable 
Cale at Ofingben in 899. the 27th of November, if we 
WH compure from the death of Charles his Uncle. 
| Lewis the IV. married Mathilde, whom others call 
Lugerde the Daughter of Ludolphus Duke of Saxon): 
dhe was married young and brought him no Heir. 
WH bough he was bur ſeven Years old when Arnou died, 
e Noblemen aſſembled ar Forcheim a little City of the 
Dioceſs of Bamberg, after they had proclaim d him King 
oder'd his Coronation. They appointed him for bis 
Governours or Tutors, Otho Duke of Saxony, and Hat- 
'm Archbiſhop of Maience, and for the General of his 
Forces Luizpold of Bavaria. Italy being in War, he was 
dot crown d at Rome, nor could he go thither by reaſon 
if his Domeſtick Troubles which hindred him from it 
| an 
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and which miniſtred to the Hungarians an opportunit) 
of paſſing into Italy and Germany. Jundebaud King of 
Lorain bore the Puniſhment of all the Diſorders of which 
he had been the chief Author, becauſe his Subjects who 
could not habitually ſubmir to his Opprefſions revolt, 
and ſaw no readier way to be ſecur d from his Tyrang,, 
They reſigning themſelves to Lews, his Governors con. 
ducted him to Thionville : And the Earls, Stephen, Ger. 
ard, and Matfroy, mortal Enemies of Zundebaud, forced 
him to come to battel, in which he loſt his Life the 44 
of Auguſt, in the Year 900. By his death Lewis hai 
peaceable poſſeſſion of Lorain, whither he had been in. 
vited by the chief Men of the Kingdom, 

During the Minority of Lewis there were great Conſi- 
ſions in Italy and Germany. Adelbert Earl of Bambery i 
Franconia diſputed about precedency with Rodolphus, B& 
ſhop of Vibourg: And the latter, who was countenance 
by Conrad Duke of Franconia, and who defir'd to aſſen 
his Quality, called in his Brothers Eberhard and Gebbai 
to his Aſſiſtance, ſo that it was neceſſary to come to 1 
Bartel for ir. Adelbert who loſt his Brothers in this Fight, 
being reſoly'd to revenge their Death by that of Com, 
rreacherouſly kill'd him upon the 27th of February, 900 
And Adelbert by the device of Hatton Biſhop of Maine, 
fell into the Hands of Lewis, who commanded him u 
be beheaded. | | 

The Hungarians knowing that the Princes of the En- 
pire were divided, plunder'd all the Countries bordering 
upon Bavaria. Lewis attack d, and defeated them, and 
killd allo their King Cuſal. After that, when they had 
rally'd their Forces they offer d battel to Lewis, which 

laſted three days; and he was there over - throw with 
the greateſt, and moſt conſiderable part of the Nobility 
and Gentry. Lewis of the Family of Charlemaign, the 
Father of Arnou and Berthold, to whom ſome refer the 
original of the Dukes of Bavaria, and of the Palatine 
of the Rhine, was kill'd there by theſe Barbarians, who 
having palſs'd farther got another Victory in 908. ovet 
Burchard Landgrave of Thuringen, who by bis death 


made his Defeat the more ſignal. Burchard, not leaving 
Heirs that might ſucceed him, Orbo Duke of Saxony * 
F J 
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by Lewis inveſted in Thuringen. In the mean time the 
Hungarians ſtill continu d their Ravages: And the King, 
who to free himſelf from thoſe Infidels, had purchas'd- 
Peace of em, and who ſaw himſelf deſpis'd by them 
aſter he had vanquiſh'd them ſeveral times, was ſo me- 
lancholy upon it, that he fell ſick, and died with Grief 
in 912. the 21ſt of January. He reign'd twelve Years 
2s ſome ſay, and was not full twenty when he dy'd ; 
and by his death rhe Empire paſs'd from our Country- 
men the French to the Saxons. 
Conrad the firſt Emperor of the Name, the Son of 
(mrad that was aſſaſſinated by Adelbert, married Plas/- 
ace or Placidia, the Daughter of Lewis the IV. or ac- 
cording to others, the Daughter of Ludolphus the Great, 
Duke of Saxouy. After the death of Lewis the Princes 
aft their Eye upon Otho Duke of Saxony, the Brother of 
Mathilda, But ſeeing himſelf ſomewhat in Years, 
not finding in himſelf ſufficient Vigour, ſucceſsful- 
ly to oppole that mighty Army which the Hungarians 
had in Germany, he begg'd the Princes and Prelates to 
make Choice of Conrad Duke of Franconia. This was 
true Greatneſs of Mind, never to be enough commend- 
ed, thar be ſhould prefer the advantage of the Empire 
before his own Intereſt and Glory; and that for that end 
wo he ſhould be the occafion of putting a Crown upon 
a Prince's Head, who, as he was ſenlible, was by no 
Wl fieans bis Friend. | 
Conrad ſoon found himſelf engag'd for Action, becauſe 
Duke of Bavaria made a League with the Hun- 
ans againſt him. Bur the King drove him our of his 
+ WW Pukedom, and by his Prudence kept other Princes for 
be time in their Duty. A while after, Giſelbert Duke 
on Wl 7! Lorain, Burchard Duke of Schawben or Suevia, at- 
ended with rhe Duke of Bavaria, invited, or pretend- 
he ed to invite Charles the Simple to the Imperial Throne; 
ud the King aſſiſted by Renier Earl of Ardenne, made 
bo lach an advantage of this Juncture, that he took part of 
et Lein, of which he appointed the ſame Renier to be the 
Governor. In the mean time Conrad countermin d and 
ng Fadred uſeleſs all the Deſigns of his Enemies; and Ber- 
ed and Eringer, Giſelbert's Brothers having been taken 
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Priſoners, be order'd them to be beheaded. Hem, 0. 
tho's Son added to and firengthen'd rhe Number of the 
Seditious and Rebellious: And there was an open War 
berwixt him and the King. The latter, who had be. 
ſieg d him ar Mesburg in Schwaben, was forcd to raiſe the 
Siege; and his Brother Everbard the General of his Ar. 
my was in a Battel utterly defeated. 

In 914. the Hungarians, who were not content with 
the Tribute yearly to be paid them by their Treay 
with Lewis the IV. made an Incurſion into Bavaria; 

And Conrad, who advanc'd an Army againſt them, van. 
quiſh'd them twice, and forcd them to a Retreat. In 
917. being return d into Germany, they aſſaulted Saxoy, 
Thuringen, France, Lorain, and Alſatia: And after they 
had laid waſte the City of Baa, forced Conrad to buy | 

Peace upon certain Conditions, by which it appears they 
gave Laws to bim. Ar laſt he fell fick, and foreſeeing 
that he could not live long, he remembred the regard 
Ocho had for him, and without reflecting upon the Re. 
volt of his Son Henry from him, he ſends Everhard his 
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Brother, with ſome other Perſons of Quality, to preſen Ml tho 
him with rhe Enhbgns of the Imperial Dignity. He died n. 
in 919, after he had reignd about ſeven Years, and be 
was bury'd in the Abby of Fa/den, the richeſt of all E. 60 
rope, built by Pepin the King of France. bis 
Henry ſirnam d the Fowler, from the delight he had in Wi ter 
Fowling, was engagd in that Sport when Everhad Wl dec! 
brought him the Imperial Habiliments; and one may Wh © 
ſay that he never purſu'd his Game more auſpiciouſ) WM Rig 


than on that day He had two Wives, Hatburgal the Wil the 
Daughter of the Earl of Oldenburgh, whom he took out i be! 
of a Cloyſter whither ſhe had retir d after the Death of I thin 
her firſt Husband; and he afterwards divorc'd her by 
the Advice of Sigiſmond Biſhop of Halberſtadt, who made I be [ 
it appear to him that ſhe being conſecrated? ro God, he I fs: 
could not detain her as his Wife. His ſecond was M. Nor 
thilda the Daughter of Diderick, or Didier Earl of Ring. lar 
elbeim, or as others ſay, the Daughter of Lewis King of 
Germany.

His chief Deſigns were to ſecure Peace to Germany; 
and for this reaſon, Burchard Duke of Schwaben the Fa- 
tber · in: Law of Raou! Duke of Burgundy, having refus'd 
to ſubmit to him, he went againſt him with an Army, 
which forced Burchard to take the Oath of Allegiance to 
him, Arnou after the death of Conrad being return'd to 
Bavaria,, from whence he had been baniſh'd, raiſes For- 
cs with a Reſolution to drive away Henry from all his 
Dominions. The Armies were in light of one another, 
and both ready to come to Blows, when Henry ſent an 
Herauld to Arnou to demand of him a private Confer- 
ence, He goes to it, and Hemy told him that he neither 
thought 'em barbarous to that degree, nor fo little ac- 
quainted with the Religion they both profeſs'd, as not to 
be fully perſuaded that twas Chance nor Fortune, but 
God alone that eſtabliſh'd Kings; that he that diſobeys 
dis Commands, reſiſts thoſe of Heaven and Nature. Af- 
er that be offers him, to live in a perfectly good Un- 
deritanding with bim, that he might keep thoſe Prov in- 
ces which he defir'd, and enjoy them with all their 
Rights ; but yer at the ſame time he prohibited bim 
the Stile and Name of King. The Duke, who thought 
be had been challeng'd to a ſingle Combat, finding no- 
thing bur good-nature and Generoſity in bim from hem 
te expected only Reproaches, accepted his Ov ertures; 
be ſurrenders bimſelt and his Army to him, he enjoy d 
bis ancient Rigbts and Privileges, and particularly, the 
Nomination of Prelates which in thoſe Days was pecu- 
lar to crown'd Heads, Their Reconciliation was 
ſirengthen'd by a double Marriage, Hoy givirg bis 
Daughter Herpige 10 Rodulpli the Son of Arnou, and Ju- 
ath Arnou's Daughter being eſpous'd to Hen the Bie- 
ther of Ortho firnam'd the Great, who was the King's Un- 
cle. ; Charles

Charles the Simple having made his Peace at Bonne 
with Henry, yielded up the Provinces on this fide the 
Rhine, which were intitled the Kingdom of Loraine, at 
which Heriberc or Hebert Earl of Vermandois, and” R. 
bert Governor or Duke of Anjou by the Death of hi; 
Brother Eudes, were ſo incenſed that they afterward; 
made War with Charles when they had got him at x 
Diſtance from Henry. The Armies met near Soiſſons, 
and Robert was preſen:ly kill'd in the Fight, which was 
moſt bloody. Hebert having recollected the Fragments 
of his Forces, and Charles without making ule of the 
Advantage he had over him, having offer d him Peace, 
the Earl intreats him to come to Sr rags to ſettle 
Affairs betwixt them. Charles went thither taking 10 
juſt Precaution, nor demanding any Hoſtage: the Earl 
of Vermandois makes him Priſoner, he tells him bold), 
that the French required a King more Active and Pry 
dent than he was, and convey'd him ſrom the Caſtle d 
Thierri to Soiſſons, where by his Artifices the Great Per 
ſons of the Kingdom being conven'd, thoſe who were al 
Hebert's Faction compell'd him to refign his Crown to 
the behoof of Raoul, the firſt Prince of the Blood, 2 
being the Son of Hermengarde the Daughter of Leni, 
and the Wife of Byſoz the Duke of Burgundy. Charls 
ſometime after died with Diſcontent at this hard uſage. 
Whiltt Henry fortified Ratzsbone, the Hungarians made 
new inroads into Germany ; and though in Strength he 
vas much inferior to them, yet he got Ground of en, 
inlomuch that he took ſome Commanders of thoſe Ba- 
barians, who co get them again, granted him a Truce 
for nine Years. They returning ſome time after with 
22 Forces from Sclavonia, ſtruck a Conſternatia 
where they paſs d; they took away the Women and 
Children, and gave no Quarter to the Men. Hen, 
though indiſpoſed, mounts his Horſe, he Muſters li 
Forces in Four Days, be marches to meet them, and 
beſers them ſo cloſe, that in one Battle near MID 
in Miſnia, fourſcore Thouſand of thoſe Barbarias 
were flatn, "Twas for a Memorial of this ſo great 
an Expedition that he appointed Turnaments by tht 
Advice of Philip his Secrerary, and of Fifteen Lords 
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or Knights who drew the Plans and Deſigns of them 


They were of Opinion by the Publick Laws abſolutely 
to exclude from them all Gentlemen who were march'd 
with ignoble Women, and to deny all Blaſphemers, 
Drunkards, Cowards, Robbers, and Adulterers admit- 
tance to them, Volfius ſays, that we are beholden to 
Henry for ſo rare an Invention. But it is certain that in 
the Year 870, Charles, and Lewis the Son of Lewis the 


Gracious, inſtituted a magnificent Turnament after they 


bad agreed about their Partition, as Nithard has well 
obſerved, where he ſpeaks of the Reconciliation of theſe 
two Princes, and that the French, German, Saxon, Lom- 
bard, and Engliſh Knights made that ſhew Glorious by 
their Habirs, rheir Emulation, and Skill, | 
In 925, Henry led an Army againſt the Vandals to- 
wards the Oder and the Haver in the Marquiſate of Bran- 
denhurg ; and reduc'd them to ſo great Extremity, that 
were fain to retreat to the City of Schorlis, which 

as ſome ſay, is the preſent City of Brandenburg, where 
they ſancy d. that they ſhould be ſtrong enough to deal 
with him. But he forc'd them to ſurrender; and to 
preyent their Incurhons for the future, he ſettled there 
for Governor Sifroy Earl of Ringelbeim, who was after - 
wards the firſt Marqueſs of Brandenburgb. They who 
are. ever fo little Bookiſh, know, that Marqueſi comes 
Originally from the Word March, which in the Getman 


Language ſignifies Frontiere, Bound, or Limit, and that 


e Perſons whoſe Buſineſs it was, to ſecure the Fron- 

8 were calld Governors, Earls and Marqueſſes of 
ties. 

The Vandals being neither able to live in Peace them 
ſelyes, nor to let others do ſo ; Henry in 927, Marchd 
againſt them, and overthrew them. When they return- 
ed ſome time after, he ſent Bernard Dake of Lunenburgh 
againſt tbem; and there were kill'd of them ro the 
number of a Hundred and Twenty Thouſand. Beſides 
theſe Wars, he undertook another againſt the Danes, 
and ſubdued their King Gorman ; he ſettled the Marqui- 
late of S/eſwick; he ſubjected the Sclavonians; be made 

Dalmatians his Tributaries; he ſeizd Prague; he 
lorc'd Boleſlans King of 1 to dilmiſs the Chriſti» 
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ans whom he detained Priſoners, and to take to himſelf 
bim the Oath of Allegiance, which all the Princes of 
Germany take to their Emperors. After he had reſtored 
Peace to his Dominions, he reſolved to travel beyond 
the Alp; but being ſeiz d with an Apoplectical Fir, 
which turned to a Palſy, he nam d his Son Ortho for his 
Succeſſor: He died the 22d of Fuly, in 936, which was 
bis Sixtieth Year. He reign'd 17 Years and Six Months; 
and was interred at Quedlinbourgb, in a Monaſtery 
which he was Founder of, and of which he had made his 
Daughter Mathilda the Lady Abbeſs. 

Otho, whom we fhould call Hatton, according to the 
Old + Inſcriprions, ſirnamed from his Great Actions the 
Great, had two Wives; Editha the Daughter of Edmond 
King of England, who died in 947, and Adelais the 
Daughter of Raoul Duke of Burgundy, the Widow of 
Lotharius King of Italy. By the firſt he had two Sons 
Ludolphus Duke of Schwaben, William Biſhop of Maienm; 

and two Daughters, Lutgarde married to Conrad of Fran 
conia, and Mathilda who was Abbeſs of Quedlinbourgl. 
By Alelais he had Three Sons, Henry, Bruno, and Ocho 
his Succeſſor, and Adelais or Avoye the Wife of Hugh the 
Great, the Earl of Paris, — —_ of the _ b 
Sigefroy or Sifroy Marqueſs 8 ing with. 
out > Heir in _ — whom the — call 
Dankwerd, the Son of Arnou, and Hatburge, was willing 
to ſucceed him in the Marquiſate, and the King prefer- 
red Earl Geron before him. There was no need of more 
to exaſperate Tanquard, who having enter'd a ſtrid 
League with Eberhard, laid Siege to Berdewick, where 
Henry, Otho's Brother was, whom Eberbard impriſon d. 
The King enraged, at this Revolt purſues Tanguard, and 
by Force takes Euresburg, or Brandenbarg, if we refer 
our ſelves ro ſome Authors abour it. T d who had 
ſaut himſelf up there, ſeeing things deſperate, fled into 
a Church, as a place which ſhould have been Inviolable, 
and truly a Sanctuary: but the Soldiers not knowing 
him, made an end of him in the general Slaughter, and 
the Rebels were ſeverely puniſh'd, Eberhard not being 
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able to carry things further, ſent back Henry, and by 
the Interceſſion of the Archbiſhop of Maienne was recon- 


ciled to Ocho, who after he had kept him a while a Pri- 
ſoner, reſtor d ro him his former Dignity. In the Year 


939, having forgot the Favour which he had received, 


he made a League with Henry the Emperor's Brother; 
and they firmly engag'd in their Party Giſelbert King of 
Liraine, Frederick Archbiſhop of Maience, and Rhotard 
Biſhop of Seratburg. While they were gathering their 
Army together, Otho prevented them: and when he had 
obſerved that they charged upon about Two Hundred 
Soldiers who had juſt paſt the Rhine, he landed; and 
having ſer upon them borh in the Front and Rear, forc'd 
em to run away. Henry having eſcap'd was beſieg d 
at Merſpurg, and found a way to ſecure himſelf tho? the 
Ciry was taken. In 941, the Rebels carried the War 
into Lorain ; and they call'd thither Lewis Ultramarine, 
the Son of Charles the Simple, who in hopes of retrieving 
the Kingdom, had already ſeized of Alſatia. Otho be- 
ing told this News, leads his Forces thither, befieges Bri- 
zue; and rhe Biſhops of Maience, and Strasburgh, who 
were in open Rebellion corrupted one part of his Army, 
and went to Metz to meet with others of their Faction, 
who.tarried for them there. Moreover Eberhard and 
Giſelbert who plunder'd ſome Countries of Germany, and 
took booty up almoſt ro Othos Camp, were defeated by 
his General Udon, and Conrad. Eberhard was kill'd in 
the Fight; and Giſelbert being willing to make his eſ- 
ape in a Boat, was drown'd in the Rhine, with many 
others. Lewis Ultramarine ſeeing Loraine ſubjected to 
Ocho, and finding himſelf unable to cope with a King 
who had got of his Side Hugh the Great, Hebert Eail 
of Vermandois, Arnou Earl of Flanders, and the Duke of 
Normandy ; was glad enough to accept a Peace, and for 
the Rarification of his Alliance with O-, to Marry Ger- 
=_— Widow of Gilbert, who was drown'd in theRb:ne. 

hilſt he was taken up with theſe Inteſtine Wars, 
Boleſlaus Duke of Bohemia who had murder'd Venceſlaus 
for embracing Chriſtianity, rook up Arms againſt rhe 
Emperor, and made uſe of Fire and Sword againſt his 


Neighbours, Ortho upon their Requeſt for Aſſiſtance 
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lent Count Eſichon with an Army, who had at firſt ſome 
Advantage over *em, but who was afterwards defeared, 
which made Ortho go in Perſon to fall upon 'em, and 
having deſtroyed one part of em, and forc'd the 
reſt to pay bim Tribute, he returned into Germany 
crown'd with Praiſe and Glory. Boleſlaus being inſo- 
lent and haughty upon the Victory he got over Es- 
chon, continued the War till 942, and ſeeing himſelf at 
laſt reduc d to Extremity, he begg'd the Emperor's Par- 
don, and had experience of his Mercy. The ſame Year 
the Hungarians having divided their Troops, enter d into 
Saxony, from whence they were beaten back ingloriouſſy; 
and in 955, they marched into Germany with an Army 
much more numerous than any of thoſe they brought be- 
fore. Ocho, who had an Army made up of the Inbabirants 
of Bavaria, Schwaben, Saxony, Franconia, and Bohemia, beat 
them near Ausburgh, and the Victory which he obtained 
was ſo great, that there was neither King nor Emperor 
before him who had gain d one ſo abſolute and complete 
for Two Hundred Years. Conrad, Otho's Son- in- law, 
and Burchard Duke of Schwaben, were kill'd in this Bat- 
tle; and three little Kings of Hungary were ſent to Hem), 
who order'd them to be hang d. After he had twice 
forc'd Hugh to fer at Liberty Lewis Ultramarine, al- 
ter he had reſcu'd the Dutch, or Low-country-men, 
and the Burgundians from under the Power of France, 
afrer he had compell'd Harald King of Denmark to be- 
come his Homager, and own him for his Lord, he made 
ſome Journeys into Italy, being invited thither by the 
greateſt part of che Prelates, and the Pope himſelf. 

In 950, Lotharius being dead, and Berenger the Illi 
of that Name having been proclaim'd King of Italy and 
Lombardy at Verona, imagin'd that in order to be abſo- 
lute, there remain d no more to do but to poſſeſs himſelf 
of Pavia, which Adelas the Widow of Lotharius had 
| Jertled upon her. To make himſelf Maſter of it, be 
deſign'd to Marry his Son Adelbert to the Queen, whe 
much ſlighted this Match by reaſon of the Reſentment 
ſhe had for the Outrages done to the King her Husband, 
and to her Father-in-law Berenger ; enraged at this Re- 
pulie beſieges Pavia, and ſoon takes it; he ſeized Ade- 
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las, and ſhut her up in à Caſtle, from whence ſhe found 
a way to make her eſcape, by the Conduct and Fidelity 
of a Prieſt that was her Chaplain. Berenger being in- 
formed that upon the Recommendation of Adelard Bi- 
ſhop of Reggio, ſhe was retir d to, and receiv'd by Count 
Atho, led an Army againſt the Count, who wrote to 
the Emperor, importuning bim to aſſiſt the Queen, and 
to conſider ſeriouſly, that when he ſhall have driven away 
Berenger, and choſen Adelais for his Wife, he may ſoon 
be the Sovereign of 1raly, He had ſent thither Ludol- 
ph his Son, who made no great Progreſs ; bur he en- 
tring Iraly the next Year with Fifty Thouſand Men, took 
Verona, reſcu'd and married the Queen, and in 952, 
return'd to Germany with her. He left in Italy, Conrad his 
Son- in-la w, who forc'd Berenger to go into Saxony to 
beg Peace of Ortho, who reinſtated him in J:aly upon 
Condition of paying him a certain yearly Tribute, and 
of quitting all Pretences to the Marquiſate of Verona and 
Aqualeia, Conrad and Ludolphus being ſtark mad that 
he had given back Ital to Berenger, plotted againſt the 
Emperor, who when he had brought them to Reaſon, 
had the Goodneſs to forgive them. 

Berenger having rais'd freſh Troubles in 1taly, Otho 
thoughr bimſelf oblig'd ro paſs the 4/ps with an Army. 
He made Berenger's Wife a Priſoner, whom he beſieged 
Two Months in an Iſland, and the next Year he took 
Berenger, whom he baniſh'd with his Wife into Germany. 
The Husband died in the Third Year of his Exile, and 
his Widow ended her Days in a Monaſtery. The Em- 
peror was at Rome, when Nicephorus Phocas aw'd by the 
Arms of Ocho, deputed Embaſladors to perſwade him 
to an Alliance; Otho deſigning to confirm it by a Mar- 
riage, orders a Motion to be made that his Fair Daugh- 
ter Theophania might be given to bis Son Ocho; and Ni- 

| pitches upon Calabria to be the place of her 
Reception. The Emperor ro do honour to this Princeſs, 
ſends a part of his Army, and a Body of Gentlemen that 
cuſtomarily had paid Attendance at his Court, to wait 
upon her; and when both Soldiers and Courtiers were 
in expeQation of her, and expreſs d all poſſible Joy at her 
Arrival, the Greeks and Saracens, who had aſſociated, 
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came upon them and kill'd them. Oebo not being able 
to bear this Treachery, gives an Army to two Brothers, 
Earl Gautier, and Earl Ssfroy, who lay waſte all Calabria 
and Apulia, drive out the Greeks, and having cut off the 
Noſes of many of em, ſend them back to Conſtantinople. 
This Diſgrace and Defeat being imputed to the Pertidi. 
ouſneſs of Nicephorus, and he well knowing how odious 
he was to his Subjects, fortifies himſelf in his Palace: 
and Fohn. Fimiſces in the mean time gets upon the Wall 
by the help of the Empreſs, hunts for the Emperor even 
to his Chamber, and cauſes him to be killd. Zimiſces, 
who by this Means acquired the Empire, to demonſtrate 
his Deteſtation of Nicephors's Treachery, reſtores Li- 
berty to all the German Priſoners in Conſtantinople, 
and ſends Theophania to Otho, who after the Solemnity of 
the Wedding went from Italy ro Germany with his Son 
and Daughter. In 962, he was Crown'd at Rome by 
Jahn the XIIth ; he reig'd 36 Years, Ten Months, and 
Six Days; he died in 973, the {ſeventh of May; he was 
buried at Magdeburg, and was call'd the Beloved of the 
World, as Titus formerly was the Delight of Mankind, 
Otho the IId, born in the Year 955, was within ſeven 
Years declared Succeſſor to his Father Ocho in 961, at 
Aix la Chapele, and crown'd Emperor in 968, by Fohn 
the XIII, Succeſſor ro Beniot the Veh. He had by 
Anne or Theophania, Otho, Hugh, and ſome Daughters, 
Biſetiſtaus or Prediflaus, the Son of Udalrick Duke of 
Bohemia, having ſtole away Futhe or Judith from a 
Monaſtery at Ratisbone, where ſhe had her Education; 
Ortho to revenge ſo great an Affront made War upon 
him: and as the Armies were ready to come to a cloſe 
Fight, Judith not fearing the Arrows that fled all round 
her, breaks through the Firſt Ranks, and begs that ſhe 
may be admitted to ſpeak with the Emperor. She is 
conducted to him; and by her Prayers and Tears ſhe 
procures of Ortho her Father Pardon for Biſetiſſaus; 
who falling at his Feet with profound Submiſſion, made 
an Apology for the Crime he had committed, pleading 
the Great and Invincible Paſſion be had for that Prince!s. 
After the Death of Ortho ſirnamed the Great, Henry 


Duke of Bavaria envying the Empire to Osho the =

diſputed it with him, and had of his fide the Biſhops of 
Maience and Mayors, and three other Princes. Hen- 
n being ſummon d to declare his Reaſons in a Diet, ap- 
peals to the Goodneſs of the Emperor: and ſeeing he per- 
fed in his firſt Obſtinacy, this Duke was defeated in a 
Battle, and driven away from his Dukedome, in which 
Ortho the Brother of Ludo/phus was inveſted. The Duke 
withdrew into Bohemia, and having taken with him the 
Biſhop of Frieſingen, made himſelf Maſter of the City of 
Paſſaw, where he had not leiſure to take all juſt Mea- 
ſures, becauſe the Emperor having beſieged him, be was 
ſoon fore d to ſurrender, and to appear before the Diet; 
where he was baniſhed with his Son by the conſent of 
all the States. In 974, Otho march'd his Troops againſt 
Haroud King of Denmark, who had conntenanced Henry's 
Rebellion, and Plunder'd Saxony. The King was ſub- 
du'd, and forc'd at laſt to give his own Son for an Ho- 
tage, as a Securiry for the Tribure impoſed upon him, 
which was to be yearly paid. In 978, Lotharius 
the Son of Lewis Ultramarine, being very angry that 
Otho had put his Brother Charles in Poſſeſſion of Loraine, 
relolved bimſelf to be inveſted in that Dutchy, being a 
Fee that belonged not io the Empire, but to France, 
Indeed, after he had fubdned almoſt the whole Couatry, 
and bad had the Oath of Allegiance ſworn to him at Metz 
by the Prelates and Barons, he made ſuch haſte to ſur- 
prize Otho in his Palace at Aix la Chapelle, that the Em- 
peror ſcarce having notice of his Arrival when he was 
going to fir down at his Table, had but juſt time enough 
to make his eſcape, and croſs the Rhine with Theophania 
his Empreſs. In the ſame Year, Osho made an Inroad 
into France with an Army of Sixty Thouſand Men: and 
he went up even to Paris after he had deſolated all 
Champagne; His Nephew having been raſh enough to 
ſick his Lance in one of the Gates of the City, was 
killed by Geofrey Griſe- Gonnelle Earl of Anjou: and firce the 
Winter came upon him, and that he made no farther Ad- 
Yances, he reſolved ro rerurn thence to Germany. Which 
nevertheleſs he did not do withour lofing a great Part 
of his Army, becauſe Hugh Caper and Lot harius ha ing 
reaflembled theirs, purſued him, _ charged the Germar⸗ 
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A 

at the Paſſage of the River Aine with ſuch fierceneſs and 
ſucceſs, that it was ting d with the Blood of the Slain, 
Afterwards a Peace was concluded by them at Rheiny, 
and by the Treaty. as ſome Authors ſay, Lorain was gi. 
ven in Fee to the Emperor, or to Charles the King's Bro- 
ther; provided it would do Homage to the Empire. Af. 
ter this Peace Otho went from Bavaria into Italy: And 
the occaſion of the Journey is as follows. 

Though the Saracens of Aſia had been defeated in ma. 
ny Battels which they had loſt in the Iſle Candia; tho 
Kamad's Army had been hewn in Pieces, and one of their 
Fleets had been deſtroy'd, they recover'd all their Loſ. 
ſes ; and yer they could have done nothing, if the Em- 
perors of Conſtantinople had had Courage to make ule of 
their advantage, or judgment ro underſtand ir. Bur their 
private Ambition ſtifled in them all the Senſe of pub 
lick Good: And they thought of nothing bur of deſtroy: 
ing one another, when they had ſtill Strengh to manage 
the moſt irreconcilable Enemies of their Religion and 
Empire. They employ'd alſo theſe common Enemies 
againſt the Weſtern Chriſtians, and hir d them to ſup- 
port their Treachery, and aſſiſt their Tyranny. After 
the deceaſe of Zimiſces, Bafil and Conſtantine deſir d Aid 


of theſe Infidels, and made them enter with the Greets 


into Apulia and Calabria, which Zimiſces had ſettled up- 
on Theophania for her Joynture. "Twas this that pre- 
vaild with Ocho to go into Italy in 980, attended with 
Theophania, and with moſt of the Grandees of the Em- 
pire. He re-eftabliſh'd his Power in ſome Cities that had 
revolted, and went to Rome to keep his Chr:ſtmaſs, where 
he was receiv'd with the moſt ſenſible Expreſſions of 
Joy that can be conceiv'd, Bur Ortho remembring that 
his Father could not reduce the Rebels but by his exem- 
plary Puniſhment of em, was willing to imitate him; 
yer imitated him amiſs. To revenge himſelf he invited 
the principal Perſons of Rome, the Magiſtrates, and the 
Lieutenants of Cities to a magnificent Banquet prepar'd 
for them in the Vatican: And when they were at the 
Table, and began to be merry, ſome Companies of Sol- 
diers enter'd, who all with Sword in Hand ſurrounded 
the Gueſts, Upon the firſt Signal given by O-lo, thoſe 


armed 
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armed Men ſeiz d the moſt conſiderable of em, (whoſe 

were written in a Paper and read with a loud 
Voice) then dragg'd them into a Hall and kill'd them. 
This borrid Action render'd him generally odious to all 
Men, and he was thereupon call'd the Bloody. 

Suppoſing that he had ſecurely compos'd his Affairs, 
he goes into the Country with the Forces he had rais'd 
in Rome, Tuſcany, and Lombardy, together with others 
which the Citizens of Capua, Benevent, Salerno, and Na- 
ples had furniſn d him with, and with thoſe he brought 
from Germany. With this prodigious Army he made ſome 

valuable Advances ; he rook Tarentum, and ſome 
Cities of Apnlia and Calabria. The Greeks and Sara- 
dens, ro hinder his farther Progreſs, got together their 
forces; and the two Armies met in the Year 992, near a 
lite Village by the Sea - ſide. The Iralians, eſpecially thoſe 
of Rome and Benevent, who had begg'd leave to fight in 
the firſt Ranks, were the readieſt of any to quit their 
dation; and the Germans who fought with much more 
Hear and Courage, being beſet by their Enemies, were 
almoſt all cut in pieces with the greateſt part of the 
Noblemen that follow'd their Maſler. In this Slaughter 
Obo, who had his Horſe wounded, runs away in diſor- 
der, changes his Cloaths; meets with a great Boat, paſ- 
ſes the Water, and ſpeaking Greek eſcapes by that 
means. In that very place he is carry'd off by Pirates, 
being unknown: And Theophania who bad notice of ir 
at Reſſano, a City not far diſtant from him, ranſom'd 
bim for a ſmall Sum. The next Year he reveng'd him- 
elf of the Bene ventines, took their City by force, gave 
it for a Booty to his Soldiers, and burnt it. Then he 
went into Lombardy, and after he had got a powerful 
Army he marched directly towards Rome, being reſolv'd 
io cut off all the Greeks and Saracens that were in Cala- 
bria, But this Reſolution was ineffectual, becauſe he 
died in 983. by the Wound of a poiſon d Arrow-which 
be had receiv'd in the Fight, and not well cur'd ; To ſay 
nothing of the Vexation of his Defeat, and a violent 
Flux that haften'd his death. He reign'd ten Years and 
ſeven Months, and died being 29 Years old, being bu- 
yd in St. Peter's Church at Rome,

Earl Godefroy, being inform'd that Ocho had been crown

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Otho the III, firnam'd the Vondrous, either for his 
Beauty, or his Wiſdom, - learnt the Greek Tongue of 


and was educated by Villigiſe who had the Biſhoprick of 
Maience confer'd on him by Orho the IId. He mar. 


and Navarre, and order'd ber to be burnt for her Adul. 
reries. His Father Otho the IId. baving nam'd him 
for his Succeſſor, he met with great fition in his 
Settlement, fince the Italians defir'd Creſcentius the Ro- 
man Conſul for their Emperor; fince Lotharius made 
War in Lorain, and ſince in Germany Henry Earl of B. 
varia being return'd. from his Exile, and labouring with 
all his might to be Emperor, detain d Otbo under the 
ſpecious Pretence of being his Guardian. But that Pr. 
pil was taken out of his Hands; and Lotharius who had 
entred Lorain in 983, who had taken Verdun and iu 
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at Alen, gave back Verdun and ſer the Earl at Libery 
in 985, and died in the Year following. The fame 
Year he gain'd a conſiderable Victory over the Duke 
of Bohemia ; and in 987, be admitted to his Preſence 
and Favour Mieſeo the Duke's Brother, who preſented 
him with a Camel in Germany, where there was never 
one ſeen before, In the mean time he bad ſecret Intim 
tion from the Pope, that Creſcentius, who was a Man 0 
Intereſt, was intriguing and had engag'd into his Pary 
ſome of the chief Men of Rome to remove the Empire 
from the Germans, and to transfer it ro the Italians; 
Upon this Intimation, Otho who had been crown'd at 
Milan, went directly o Rome, where be prevailed for 
the Election of Bruwo of Schwaben the Son of Ludolphu 
his near Kinſman, This Bruno, who was Gregory the 
Fifth, crown'd him; and when the Emperor's Back was 


reenth, and drove away Gregory, who was not wanting 10 
beg the affiſtance of his Patron Osho, who when he had 
ſate down before Rome, the Conſul preſently, who was 
intrench'd with the Pope he had made, and who wii 
forced into the Quarter he was willing to defend, was 
drawn from it; and Ocho commanded that be hou 
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de walk d upon an Aſs through all the Streets, that his 
gars and Noſe ſhonld be cut off, and that he with the 
Men of his Faction ſbould be hang'd ; and this his Or- 
ler was put in Execution. The Counterfeir Pope ohn, 
whoſe Eyes were pur out, was baniſh'd into Germany, 
and died there after ten Months exile. Gregory was re- 
ford : And ſome think, but falſly, that in concert with 
this Pope, the Emperor form'd the Model of the Crea- 
tion of rhe Electors of the Empire, to the end that the

Henry the II. ſirnam'd the Lame, and the Saint, the

Grear, was born of Berthe, whom others call Gizele 
te Daughter of the Duke of Lorain.

He having caus'd the Impe- 
nal Ornaments to be deliver'd ro him, i. e. the Crown, 
lie Croſs, the Scepter and the Globe, which Ocho the III.

This Election of his kept not bis Com- 
Fitors and envious Rivals from declaring open War 
inſt him: And Henry, to whom Ocho had given Bava-

Troubles, mer with a Fate as diſagreeable as theirs, 
As the Italians continu d willing to regain the Empir, 
Ardouin Marqueſs of Tory perſuaded the Lombards v 
proclaim him King of Italy, to the end he might after. 
wards get the Imperial Crown. Ocho Duke of Ca 
thia and Verona, who went againſt Ardouin with an fr. 
my of the Emperor's, was overthrown at the Foot of the 
Alps in 1303, by the Marqueſs's Forces: And the Bn 
ror, who the next Year marched againſt him, ya 
quiſh d the Rebels; he generouily pardon'd them accord 
ing to their Requeſt, and was crown'd, at Pavia wit 
an univerſal Applauſe and Approbation. Upon theil 
News he had that the Polonians had made new inroads 
into Germany, he return'd thither ; who were ſo wel 
beaten, that he forc'd them humbly to beg Mercy d 
him; and the Rebels in Bohemia and Moravia were tt 
duced to the ſame Extremity. Having no proſpect d 
an Heir, he with all his Might reſtor d the Biſhoprids 
of Miſnia, of Magdeburgh, of Hidelſheim, of Strasbuyb, 
of Baſil, which had been undone by the Barbarians; 
and after the death of Count Eſſick, he gave the great 
eſt ſhare of his Wealth to che Biſhoprick of Merbury). 
Reinold the Son of Henry Earl of Bamberg having let 
no Son to ſucceed him, devoted his Earldom to be . 
nex'd ro the Biſhoprick of that very place; he left 
Grant of great Privileges ; efpecially this, that the Priv 
ces of the Empire ſhould pay Homage there, and that 
the Electors, who in that Quality ſhould hold Mannon 
of the fame Empire, ſhould for the futute rake them 
from that Biſhop. The 
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The Biſhop of Porto, call'd by the Name of Benet 
the VIIlch, baving been elected Pope in 1012. after 
Peter Biſhop of Alba, who was Sergius the Fourth, the 
ious Part of Rome nominated Pope Gregory, and moſt 
hamefully turn'd our Benet, who withdrew into Ger- 
nan in hopes the Emperor would not fail ro countenance 
hin. Henry, who promis'd to reſtore him, went away 
n order ro do it: And his Army had ſo good ſuccefs, 
that choſe who had nominated Gregory were the firſt to 
drive him away, and to re-call Pope Benet. Having 
near Verona defeated Ardouin, who then had twice re- 
held, he went directly towards Rome: And Benet who 
ame in all Ceremony to meet him with the People, Se- 
ute, and Clergy, preſented him with a Globe of Gold 
telet with rich Jewels, with a Croſs upon it, which 
te ſent to the Monaſtery of Cluni. He after enter'd in- 
Rome and was crown'd with Cunegonda in St. Peter's 
Church. This ſolemn Ceremony being over, he ſoon 
iter march'd into Lombardy, where he reſtor'd Order as 
well as he could; then he return'd to Germany, and leſt 
In Italy, Arnou already conſecrated Arch-biſhop of Ra- 
end.

He made a third Journey into Italy to fight the Greeks 
and Saracens who bad ſeiz d Benevent, and reckon'd the 
Deſtruction of Rome in the number of their Deſigus. 
This Journey was fortunate enough in that he van- 
quiſh'd them, in that he laid waſt Troy in Champagne 
which had been forrify'd by the Greeks, in that be again

Having embraced one another, 
with mutual Confidence and Sincerity, they put an end u 
their Pretences in two Meetings, and made up between 
France and the Empire a firm Peace, and an Alliance 
which laſted afterward above 300 Years. Robert having 
treated the Emperor, and all his Court, in ſo magnificen 
a manner as exceeds Belief, at their riſing from the Table 
order'd Preſents to be brought out to them of all ſorts, and 
which Hiſtorians venture to compare with the moſt + 
mazing Wealth of the Perſians. Tho he had produced 
a 100 ſtately Horſes, with their Harneſſes, which wer 
of an invaluable price: Tho in the other Preſents there 

ns bur Gold and Pearls, ſuch wa 
the Moderation of Henry, that he would accept only df 
2 Book of the Goſpels with a rich Cover; and Cue 
gonda was ſatisfy d with a pair of Pendants for her En 
The next day when Robert had paſs d the River to ſe 
the Emperor, he was received by him magnificenth, 
and would rake nothing of him though he offered him 
rich Gifts, and above an hundred pound weighs of pure 
Gold. The Conſequence of this famous Conference was, 
That they ſhould both reſort to Pavia where Pope Bent 
was, and that they ſhonld leave to his Judgment what 
they believed they ought ro reſolve upon for the Advan- 
rage, Peace, and Glory of all Chriſtians. Bur the death 
of the Pope ſpoil'd that Deſign : And the Emperor ſtop- 
ping at Magdeburgh to keep his Eaſter there, fell fick, 
He was entreated to appoint a Succeſſor; and he pio- 
pos d Conrad Duke of Franconia; he recommended him 
allo to all the Great Men of his Court, though his own 
Rebellion, as well as that of others which he had ſup- 
ported, made him in ſome meaſure unworthy of the Em. 
peror's Election and Friendſhip, Before his death he calſd

Conrad the Second of that name was Sirnamed the S4. 
bs either becauſe he was a Native of Franconia, ſome 

the Inhabitants of which place were called Saliques, 
or Saliens from the River Sale; or becauſe the Law 
which forbids Females ro inherit rhe Crown was contri- 
el by Pharamond, who likewiſe was called Salique. The 
Pedigree of Conrad is as obſcure as his Sirname. But 
the moſt probable Opinion is that his lineal Deſcent is 
from Conrad the Niſe, Duke of Franconia, the Husband 
of Lutgarde, the Daughter of Otho ſtiled the Great: 
that Cuno Count of Franconia, who came by this Marri- 
age had Three Children Sifroy, Eberhard, and Herman; 
and that this laſt had by his Wife Adela Conrad thg Sa- 
| He married Giſele Queen of Burgundy, the 
Daughter of Lotharius King of France, married the firſt 
time to Bumo, Earl of Saxony, and the ſecond ro Erneſt. 
Duke of Schwaben; She brought Bano Ludolphus, and 
mo Twins, Erneſt the Seditious and Herman: Conrad had 
only Henry by her, and ſhe our-liv'd her Three Huſ- 
bands, not being dead till the Year 1044. He was 
Crown'd thrice, firſt at Milan in 1026; next at Mon- 
{« ; the third time at Rome upon Eaſter Day, in 1027, 
dy John the XXth, the Brother and Succeſſor of Benet, 
in the fight of Canute King of Denmark, Norway, and 
England, and ＋ 4 Duke of Burgundy, who attended 
tim in his Progreſs. 

In the Year 1028, at a Meeting of the States called 
together at Alen, he declared his Son Hemy his Partner 
in the Empire, who was not then ten Years old; and 
th Archbiſhop of Colegn performed the Ceremony 
of his Inauguration upon Eafter-Day. Having been 
calld into 1:a/y ro ſuppreſs the Faction of Herbert _

Pavia, who after the Death of Henry the Saint, had de. 
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biſhop of Milan, he beſieged and became Maſter of the 
City, and took the Archbiſhop, and put him in Priſon a 
Placentia, He humbled and reduc'd the Citizens g 
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moliſh'd the ſtately Palace which Theodorick of Verona had 
built, and which was very mach beautify d by Ocho the 
Third. 

In the Year 1032 Mieci ſlaus or Miesko, who had ſuc. 
ceeded his Father Ladiſlaus, and who nor finding him- 
ſelf ſtrong enough to make Good the Authority he ha 
aſſumed againſt the Intereſts of the Empire, went int 
Bohemia to intreat Udalrick's aſſiſtance. This Man re. 
gardleſly rranſgreſs'd the Laws of Hoſpitality, and kt 
Conrad know that if he would pleaſe to enter Alliance 
with him, he was ready to deliver up Mieciſſaus being u 
that time when his Dominions came into his Hands. The 
Emperour who had a horror for this Baſeneſs, advertis 
Mieciſlaus of his Danger, and told him, That the Gr 
mans did no harm to their Enemies whilſt they were unam. 
ed, and that they usd not to avenge themſelves ſave of th 
Perfidious and Faithleſs. Mieciſlaus being ſenſibly i. 
fected with the Generoſity of Conrad, went to Viſit hin 
in Germany, begg'd a Peace of him, and regain d his 
Favour. | | 

As Conrad was always in Action during his Reign, Bi tis 
and as he went one while one way, another while ano- Wi pero 
ther to Oppoſe the Turbulent, and ro give an andifturdd hre 
Peace to the Empire, he fell Sick and died almoſt ſud- WW H 
denly at Vtrecht, in the Year 1039, on Whitſundq. U 
He reign'd Fourteen Years, Ten Months, and 22 Days, NI 
and was buryed at Spire in St. Marie's Church, wich WWwhic 
he built. Se 

Henry the IId, ſirnamed the Black, had two Wives, Am 
Cunilda the Daughter of Canute, King of Norwey, Den. beat 
mark, and England, betrothd to him in 1026, but thelr 
Marriage was not accompliſh'd till ten Years after, and Wade 
in the Year 1038, this Empreſs having no Child died in lim, 
Italy of the Plague, which took off Herman Duke 0 be thi 
Schwaben, and Conon Duke of Franconia.

After the Death of Clement, 
who rul'd nine Months and Fourteen Days, he choſe

ninth, In. 1049 he advancd to the Papacy Count Bru- 
w who was Leo the IX ch, and he govern'd five Years; 
Two Months and Seven Days. After his Death Henry 

being in Germany, receiv'd Embaſſadors, who intreated 

im to Elect a Pope. He appointed Gebhard Biſhop of 
Eichſtade, and gave him the ſtile of Victor the IId: now 

ts eaſy ro judge by that, that the Authority of the Em- 

peror muſt needs then be great, and that his Succeſſours 

he voluntarily parted with a Glorious Privilege. 

He was no ſooner Emperour, but in the Year 1040, 
Uratiſlaus, Uadalrick's Succeſſor in Bohemia, refus'd to 
pay him fixfcore Beeves, and fifty Marks of Silver, 
which he was engaged to ſupply him with, as being his 
Homager and Vaſſal. Upon this refuſal he order'd an 
Army to march againſt this Rebel, and had ar firſt no 
great Advantage of him. But the next Year after he 
tad ſurmounted the main Obſtacles that thwarted his 
Underſtanding, he compell'd Trati/laus ro beg Peace of 
in Fi, and to accept of ir roo, upon ſuch Conditions as 
of Wi thought fir ro offer him. As haughty as be was, he 
nd Fippeared at Ratisbone 3 where in the Preſence of the 
arl Rates with bare Feet, and an uncovered Head, he pro- 
od rated himſelf before the Throne of the Emperor, who 
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upon the Interceſſion of the Princes rais d him up, took 
him into his 3 and op =, 1 
Stephen King of Hungary, after reig 
and = Years, dying, 1 ſirnamed the German, fad 
ceeded him in the Year 1038; and was baniſhed from 
bis Dominions for his Cruelties, in 1041, and went ins 
to Germany to Sollicit there for the Emperor's Aſſiſtance 
The Hungarians in the mean time choſe Aba, or Ony, 
who being grown haughty upon the great Honour he 
had received, deputed ſome Embaſſadors ro Henry, to 
enquire of him whether he deſired Peace or War. He 
was pleas d to anſwer them thus, That he made War on 
when he was forc'd to it. But the Hungarians having v. 
olated the Law of Nations in their Treatment of Hep 
15s Envoys, be diſpatcht away an Army againſt 4h 
and having routed him in two Battles, forc'd him i 
Swear that he would perform whatever the Empercr 
ſhould require of him. Aba was no fincere Man, be. 
cauſe be broke the Treaty a while after; and he wo 
reduc'd humbly ro Sue for his Pardon to Henry, who 
ave ir him. When he was guilty again of the ſame 
Falleneſs,the Emperor, whom ſo frequent Relaples could 
not pleaſe, March'd againſt him at the head of Six Thow 
fand choice Fighting Men, though he had above a Hun. 
dred Thouſand io break through, and tho the Majoriy 
of his few Followers endea vour d to diſſuade him from 
the viſible Danger ro which he expoſed himſelf, The 
| Contidence he had in ſo good a Cauſe, and the Afliſtance 
he promis'd himſelf from the Lord of Hoſts, made hin 
deat to all Advice they could offer; and his Hope did 
nor fail him, For indeed, upon the firſt Approaches di 
the Armies near Favarin, the Skie was overcaſt with 
Thick Clouds, which kept the Hungarians from know 
ing one another, and they kill'd their own Soldiers, 
when they meant only to deſtroy their Enemies. B. 
ſides this great Darkneſs, which ſeem d no leſs than Mr 
raculous, a dreadful Wind blew, which drove Storms 
Duſt into their Eyes, inſomuch that it is no ſtrang: I rich) 
thing. that the Emperor who had but 6000 Men, and 0500/0 
who loſt but 3000 of em, ſhould find Twenty Six Thou 
land dead upon the Spot.

«Sum in Gold yearly, to give up to him apart of Hungary, 
ad be bound ta ſend bim at hit own Expence a ſtated 
Number of Troops, whenſaever be ſhould think fit to employ 
them in his Ser vice. 

ln 1056, the Army which he ſent againſt the Sclavo- 
nian was overthrown, at which he was ſo extreamly af- 
fied, that he died on the 5th of October the ſame Year, 
at Burfe/d in Saxony, being 39 Rears old; after a Reign 
of 17, and Nine Months. Some have affirm'd that he 
lied of a Surfeit he took at an over-hearty Meal he made 
ofthe Liver of a Stag. | 

Henry the IVeh had two Wives, Berthe, Otho the Mar- 
quels of 1:aly's Daughter, whom he Married in 1066, 
ad whom under the pretence of Imporence, be was 
villing ro divorce after he had lived with her Three 
Years. But befides that, Otho might expreſs his Reſent- 
ment for ſo great an Affront, and deprive him of all 
tay, the States of the Empire could not bear with this 
uncighteons Separation: ſo that he ſettled with her a- 
Nin, for fear of roo great Differences with Ortho, and 
the Ruin of all his Concerns in Germany. He had two 
Jon by this Princeſs, Conrad, and Henry his Succeſſor, and 
three Daughters, Agnes, Bertha, and Sophia. Agnes was 
married to Frederick Earl of Hoenſſauffen, who was poſ- 
kisd of Schwaben when Rodolphus died: and after Frede- 
nets Death, Henry the Veh gave her in Marriage to Le- 
old Marqueſs of Auſtria, She had by Fredrick the Em- 
pecor Conrad the IIId, and by Leopold Eighteen Children, 
Wong whom were Loney Henry, Conrad ln of 
| 2 Saltz- 
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Saltzburg, and Otho Biſhop of Friſingen, as famous fo 
the Hiſtory he hath left us, as for his Birth. Bertha ha- 
ving expir d in 1088, Henry the following Year marr; 
ed Praxede, Udo the Marqueſs of Brandenburgs Widow 
and 'tis uncertain whether he had any Children by her 
or no. 
He was fix Years Old at the Death of the Em 

bis Father ; and Agnes had the Guardianſhip of thi 
Young Prince, and the whole Adminiſtration in her; 
when Annon the Archbiſhop of Cologne, and Otho Duke 
of Bavaria, weary no leſs than many others of the Gy. 
vernment of a Woman, carried away this young Prince 
who was in one of the Iſles of the Rhine with her. 4; 
ſoon as he ſaw himſelf in the Hands of theſe Raviſher 
in a Boar, he expected nothing but Death: and in hj 
Fear he raſhly leap'd into the River, where he would 
have been.infallibly drown'd,bad it not been for hisUncl 
Egbert, who threw himſelf into the Water after him, and 
took him out. Agnes bore with great Conſtancy the 
injury done her, and being willing to employ her 
Thoughts wholly upon Heavenly Things, ſhe retird in 
to a Monaſtery at Rome, by the Perſwafion of Cardinal 
Damianus, and was buryed in the Church of Saint Pr. 
tronilla. This Young Prince who had been very wel 
educared under the Conduct of the Archbiſhops of 
Maience and Cologne, loſt all the good Tinctures he had 
received, when under the Tuition of Albert Biſhop of 
Bremen : and after he had been declared to be of Ape, 
he follow'd his natural Inclinations, which certainly were 
not over-good, Ortho Duke of Bavaria at his return 
from Italy, whither he had been attended by Ham, 
and Henry Biſhop of Trent ro confer about the Affairs of 
the Empire with Alexander the IT, was inform'd againſt 
as one guilty of Robbing the Publick Treaſure, and of 
Sacrilege, by Eginon a Man notorious for his Crimes: 
and forafmuch as he was denied ſafe Conduct, he put 
himſelf in a poſture” of Defence, Whilſt the King's Ar- 
my plunder'd Bavaria, Othos made Repriſals in Thuringen; 
and he alſo kept Henry beſieged in Gaſlar all Minter long. 
But this War having been unſucceſsful to Ortho, he was 


mot unjulily turned out of Bavaria, of which the King ey

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rave Guelfe the Poſſeſſion, from whom thoſe of the Name 
„ in Schwaben deſcended, who after the Agilonfinges and rhe

nad married O:ho's Daughter, after his Diſgrace ſent her

ud Unfortunate, but that he had wherewithal vigo- 
zouſly ro oppoſe the Emperor. But as they were ready 
wo begin the Fighr, Count Eberhard brought the King 
v ſome Temper : and upon his Word given, O:ho went 
to Halberſtade, where he was arreſted with ſome other 
Perſons who had taken Arms againſt Henry: and though 
te had his Liberty, yer the following Year he was ſtript 
of bis Poſſeſſions and Honours, and ſpent the remainder 
of his Days like a private Man. | 
Amon who after the Death of the Archbiſhop of Bre. 
nen had been removed from the Government, was re- 
alled to the Court: and though he had put all Affairs 
n a better poſture, as being a Perſon free from Ambi- 
tion and Self. intereſt; yet Henry who took no Delight 
m bis Vertue, and who gratified his Paſſion and Plea- 
fare in all things, could not endure an honeſt Man near 
tim. At the ſame time he turn d out all choſe who ha- 
ſing quick fight enough to diſcover his Wicked Inclina- 
tions; were not Courtiers enoughto condemn them: and 
Sifrg who had been four Years in the Monaſtery of Clu» 
#, went again to take Poſſeſſion of the Archbiſhoprick 
of Mazence, He ſeeing well that to fill the King's Cof- 
ers, they muſt neceſſarily have recourſe to new Taxes, 
moy'd a Queſtion about the Tenths of the Clergy in an 
Aſembly of Biſhops conven'd by bim at Francfort. 
Thongh Henry by his Threats and Promiſes had brought 
tem to what he defir'd ; Buccon Biſhop of Halberſtadt, 
Otho turn d out of Bavaria, Egbert Marqueis of Thurin- 
pn, the Biſhops of Hz/derſheim, and Merſpurg, and ma- 
ly Earls joyned with the Saxons took vp Arms upon 
u News, and thruſt out the Garriſons which the King 
put into ſtrong Places. Then they were got in a 
Condition to chooſe a King and their Eyes were fixed 
vas upon Nodolphus Duke of Schwaben, who refus d the Crown 
ing Fibey offer d him; and as they perſiſted in their offer, 
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Henry goes out of Ratisbonne, appears before the Princes 
of the Empire, who ſatisſied themſelves in taking away 
from him ſome of his Revenues in order to oblige hin 
to leſſen his Luxury and Expence. After this he 1h 
Mormes to march againſt the Saxons, who impoſed upon 
him ſomewhat hard Terms, which he ſubmitted to for 
peace ſake; bur with a Reſolution ro break with then 
upon the Firſt Opportunity offer d. In theſe Diſorder 
he was, when the Pope, who had excommunicated hin 
for his Simonies, of which he made no Scruple, (ent 
four Biſhops ro him: and he agreed to have a Counci 
call'd beyond the A/ps. On rhe other hand Solow 
King of Hungary outed by his Uncles Foas and Ladiſay, 
went to Germany to engage Henry to aſſiſt him, and he 
promis d him, in caſe he ſhould be reftor'd by his mean, 
fix good Cities. In this Proſpect he does what he cu 
ro ſerve. him; bur his Army not having been able to 
Rand againſt the Poles, the Plague, and a Famine, at 
Solgnon not finding any farther remedy, turn'd Monk 
as ſome ſay in a Monaſtery at Pola in Iſtria, where be 
ended his Life. 

After he had been at War with the Saxons, and gain 
ſome Advantages over them, he was fammon'd by Gr: 
gory the VIIth ro a Council begun at Rome, in 1075; 
and the Pope threatned him with Excommunication f 
be ſhould fail to appear there at the time appointed, 
That Menace ſo enraged him, that he orderd a Council 
to be conyen'd at Vormes, where it was Decreed, The 
Letters ſhould be ſent to the Pope ſtuff d with Contuntlic 
and Affronts, and with an expreſs Command to reſin tit 
Papal Dignity, Thoſe Letters being delivered to Greg 
ry in the preſence of a Hundred and Ten Biſhops, were 
jadg'd to be of ſuch a Nature, that the whole Cour 
cil preſsd the Pope to excommunicate the King agait. 

In 1077, be croſs'd the Alps in rhe midft of Winter; 
and after a Faſt of three Days, with a profound Sub 
miſſion, and ftriprt of bis Royal Robes, he appear d be. 
fore the Pope, who pronounc'd his Abſolution, but with 
this Proviſo, chat the Anathemi however ſhonld return 


upon him, if his Promiſe were not inviolably performed. 
Confidering thar hs we rer kept his Word, the Orban 
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call d tagether an Aſſembly, to which Henry, whom they 
had cited thither, did not come : and after they bad 
read the Pope's Letters, all the Prices and Prelates de- 
dared that Hexry was unworthy of the Crown, which 
therefore they pur upon the head of Rodo/phur. To de- 
cide the matter they came to Blows near the River E/ſter, 
is 1080; and Rodo/phys, who was routed, had in the 
Baule a Hand cut off, of which Wound he died. As 
he was carried to his Grave at Mersbaurg with a great 
deal of State, and as ſame of Henry's Attendants won- 
dred that an Ulurper ſhould be ſo honourably dealt with 
aker his death; be ſaid to them, Grudge him not this 
Funeral ; for I could heartily wiſh all mine Enemies 
pere buried at this expenſive rate. | 

To ſer a new Face upon his Affairs, he reſoly'd to 
take yer a Journey into 1taly, finding himſelf qualified 
by bis Wiles to prevail upon the Pope: and he had 
ſarce paſs d the Po, but the Saxons choſe Herman Earl 
of Luxenburg to be their King, to whom there was Oppo- 
non made at firſt by Frederick of Schwaben, whom 
Henry had left in Germany, to take care of his Intereſts 
in his abſence, But Frederic after a Battle reſolutely 
ſongbt, was forc'd to run away, and to leave his Camp

biſhop of Milan, not without the unanimous Conſent 
of rhe Pope, of all the Prelates, and the People. 

Henry provok d by that Uſurpation, which he nexer 
ſo much as dreamr of, diſinherits him, makes his Son 
Henry Sha rer of the Empire in 10925; impoſes till up 
on his Friends and the Judicious by his Arrifices ; he or- 
ders Sighard to be aſſaſſinated, who by his Father's fide 
deſcended from Hartevich Count Palatine, and by his 
Mother's from the Emperor Otho, and from Mitikind. 
In 1104. he having relolvd to go againſt the Saxons, 
his Son Henry, withdrew ſoftly out of his Preſence ; he 
went out of the Camp without making any noiſe, at. 
rended with ſome Perlons of Quality, who made it ap 
pear to him that he could not in conſcience have Com- 
munication with his Father, who as for his own parti- 
cular deſpis'd all the Pope's Excommunications, and who 
always rebell'd againſt the Church. The People of Sar. 
ony and Frankeniand ftrengthen'd- the young Prince's Par. 
ty : And whereas his Father had Forces, and the Armies 
were in fight of one another, he ſaw himſelf deſerted 
by the greateſt part of his Officers and Soldiers, ſo that 
it was no hard matter for Henry to make himſelf Ma- 
ſter of Ratisbone, Wirtzburg, and Spire; where he ſeizd 
all the Treaſures which the Emperor his Father kept 
hidden the rec un | 

Some days after they came to a Parley by the Me- 
diation of the Archbiſhop of Maience: And they came 
to this Reſolution, That they would refer their Differ- 
ences to a Diet of the Empire, which ir was neceſſary 
to call together. But whereas the Son had Intimation 
that contrary. to their mutual Promiſes, his Father had 


contriv'd againſt his Life, he prevented him, and order- 


ed him to be ſhut up in a Caſtle, keeping a truſty Guard 
about him till the meeting of the States. The _ 
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gigir ſtiles him Inhuman, Traytor and Tyrant; And 
were are others that think he did well to act cautiouſly 

inſt a Father, who out of his love to dominion kept 
no Rule with him, and who waited bur for an oppor- 
tunity to be rid of him. However, he appear'd in this 
Afembly, in which, before all the Princes, and all the 
Prelates of Germany and Italy, and Pope Paſchal's Le- 
gutes, he refign'd up the Empire, promiſing that he 
would meddle no more with Buſineſs, and that he would 
regard nothing but his Salvation in ſome ſolitary Receſs. 
Contrary to his Word given he got together all the Fa- 
ions People and Schiſmaticks he could, he made new 
Competitions in Itahy, and rais'd Troops: In expecta- 
tion of which he was flatter'd by the Duke of Loraine, 
and the Biſhop of Liege, who undertook to aſſiſt him with 
all their Forces. Bur he conld not ſee the end of this 
great Deſign, becauſe he died at Liege on the 7th of Au- 
mt, in the Year 1106, being the 56th of his Age, and 
zoth of his Reign. Otbert Biſhop of Liege was bold 
enough to have him bury'd in Holy Ground, and was 
not acquitted of that his Boldneſs, till, after an Injun- 
Qion receiv'd for digging him up, he had caus'd him to 
be laid in unhallow'd Ground. The Emperor took care 
that he ſhould be remov'd to Spire, where his Body, 
which had been out of the Church five Years, was at 
ft pur by the Pope's Permiſſion, and where the Bodies 
of bis Anceſtors did reſt. He was a proper and coura- 
zious Man, he had a charming and engaging Phifiogno- 
my; he was altogether fearleſs, and had been in ſixty 
two Battels, where he always did the Buſineſs of a Sol- 
dier and Captain. For all that, he had bur little Reli- 
gion, he was inconſtant and revengeful, and was never 
true to his word. | 

Henry the Vth married Mathilde or Maud, the Dangh- 
ter of Henry the firſt King of England, and of Mathilde 
the Daughter of Malcolm, and Grand-daughter of Ed- 
ward Tronfide. He bad by her but one Daughter call'd 
Chriſtina, who was the Wife of Uladiſlaus the ſecond, 
King of Poland, the eldeſt Son of Boleſlaus the third, 
who govern'd Poland thirty ſeven Vears; who reduced 
Pomerania into obedience to him, and having — — 
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logrod by Storm in 1107, having ſubdu d Pruſſia in 110 
7 4 forry {even Battels, died in the Year on 
Uladiſlaus, Chriſtina's Husband reign'd fix Years; who 
having endeavour'd to uſurp what their Father Boleſſau 
had left to his four Brothers, was driven out of Poland 
and forc'd to beg the Aſſiſtance of Conrad the III. Boleſlayy 
the IVth, firnam'd the Curſ d was elected in the place of 
Uladiflaus by the conſent of his other Brothers: And al. 
though Conrad in the Year 1149. had lead a numerous 
Army againſt Poland to re-eſtabliſh Uladiſlaus there, he 
could not accompliſh his Deſign. In 1157. the Emp 
ror Frederick, ſo abſolutely over-ral'd Boleſlaus that by 
his conſent the other was put again in Poſſeſſion of 5;. 
leſia; and he died juſt as he was going to enjoy tha 
Eſtate. In 1163. the ſame Emperor got the Inveſtiture 
of Sileſia for Uladiſlaus's Children, on condition that it 
ſhould be under Vaſſalage to their Uncle the King «f 
Poland who died in the Year 1173. Henry having ſeizd 
the Crown, whatever Sentiments Nature might ( 
to him to wait for it at leaſt till after his Father's death, 
admitted to his favour all the Princes who came to te- 
cognize him for their Sovereign. But he forgave not 
Hem y Duke of Loraine ; and having taken from him his 
Dutchy, he beſtowed it upon Godfrey Earl of Louvain, 
Things being very quiet in Germany he went to Aughuy, 
whither at the end of the ſame Year Paſchal the ſecond 
had been intreated to come to determine the Claims and 
Differences of the Prieſthood. The Pope would proba- 
bly have gone thither, and he was already upon the 
Road after he had heard of Henrys death. But in 4 
Council which he ſummon' d to Guaſta/la, a'Ciry upon 
the Po, he renewed the Decree againſt the Inveſtitures 
of Biſhopricks, Abbies, and other Benefices confer'd by 
Lay-men: And fince he was not able without running 
ſome Riſque, to ratify the ſame Decree at Ausburg, be- 
cauſe Henry and the Biſhops would not have failed to 
oppoſe it with Clamour; he went through Burgund) in- 
to France, to deſire King Philips Protection againſt tbe 
Emperor. In the Year 1107. Paſchal! aſſembles a Coun- 
cil at Troy, in whieh he generally excommunicated all 
thoſe who in prejudice to the Right of the Eper 5 
ume 
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ſumed to themſelves the Power of Inveſtirures: And 
Henry having ſent him Embaſſadors, whoſe Reaſons and 
R were offer d to no purpoſe, publickly 
dechar'd that the Biſhops of Ne would fain challenge 
to themſelves rhe Empire of the World, and diſpoſſeſs 
him of his Dignity, who had not made War with his 
Father but by their Advice, In 1110. he enters Tea/y 
with thirty Thouſand Horſe, attended by Gue/fe Duke 
of Bavaria, by Henry of Carinthia, by Berenger of Sultz- 
back, by Thibaud or Theobald of Vohbourg, by Engelbert 
of Crebury, by Sigebothon, by Falkeiyſtein, and by other 
Perſons of Quality, who that they might be leſs incom- 
moded in the narrow Paſſages of the Alps, ſeparared, with 
a'defign afrerwards to rally at Milan. I was there that the 
Archbiſhop crown d Henry King of lea, who, when he 
had paſs'd the Po, let the Pope have notice of his Arri- 
val, He march'd rowards Rome, and encamp'd before 
the City, making firſt a publick Proteſtation that he 
would preſerve the Liberties and Privileges of it. After 
chat he entered Nome, and diſmounted over againſt the 
Church of the Vatican, where he was received very ho- 
nonrably by the Pope, who ftaid for him at the top of 
the Srair-caſe, with a great number of Cardinals and 
Biſhops, He bad hardly ſeared himſelf in the Church at 
the left Hand of Paſcha/, but he demanded of bim the 
of rhe Promiſe he had made to quit the In- 
yeſtirare of the Biſhops, and other Ecclefiaſtical Rights. 
Being ſurprized at a Demand ſo little expected, he ci- 
vily withdraws to adviſe with the Princes and Biſhops 
fining a little lower, what Anſwer it would be proper 
for him to give: And the Pope having ſent to tell him 
that che time of his Coronation was laps d; the Ger- 
man Prelates declare that their Rights were inviolable, 
and that they were reſolved to maintain them. After 
ſome Animoſities on both fides, Paſchal was arreſted out 
of the Church, and together with his Cardinals bad a 
Guard ſer upon him till Night. The Romans exaſpe- 
rated with ſo great an Indignity, preſently took up Arms, 
and fell upon all rhe Germans they could meer with; 
on the morrow they croſs d the Thber, broke into Henrys 
Lamp, who alſo was wounded in the Face, and yr 
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ſo encouraged his Men againft the Romans that they ] 
made a horrible ſlaughter of em. 
Guelfe a Duke of Bavaria, and Conrad Archbiſhop of 


Saltzburg, who had always diſſuaded Henry from Vio- f 
lence, intreated Paſchal to come to an agreement: And t

<« the poſſeſſion of the Holy Patrimony; That the Dig- wh 
c nity of the Empire being preſerved, the Emperor An 
* ſhould pay the Pope the Obedience due to him from bar 
“ Catholick Emperors. The day after the ſigning of wi 
theſe Articles, Paſchal ceremoniouſly placed the Imperial Ur 
Crown upon Henry's Head, who being nor a little proud dre 
that he had given Law to the Pope, went back into Ger- Wa 
many. But he did not long enjoy this Satisfaction; for ſolu 
when Paſchal return d to Rome, the Prelates were ſtrang- Chi 
ly offended with his Indulgence to Henry; who was ex- ply 
communicated in an Aſſembly of twelve Archbiſhops, an Ma 
hundred and fourteen Biſhops, three and rwenry Cardi- bret 
nals, and a great number — Prelates. He was no bu 
er 


better us'd in France by a Council in which were pre 
ſent Guido Archbiſhop of Vienna, Hugh Biſhop of Gren- fron 
ble, Godfrey Biſhop of Amiens; and the Pope was there cba, 
blamed for. his Condeſcention to Henry, who was again 4na 
excommunicated for having forcibly extorted the Pri- Chr 
vilege of Inveſtitures. Cardinal Conon Biſhop of Pale- der! 
ftine, and Legate from the Holy See in the Eaſt, imitat- 
ed theſe Fathers in a Council be held at Feruſalem: And fu t 


as he was in his Return to the Weſt, he . Hem 
na- 
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Anathema's againſt him in the Provinces and Kingdoms 
in which he had a Legate's Power, 

Theſe Excommunications revived, made impreflions 
ſtrong enough upon the temper of the People, the No- 
bility, and the Clergy, who * to deſert the Intereſts 
of the Emperor, nay, and to conſpire againſt him too. 
The Saxons whom he had conquer d before, took Arms 
again, and got a conſiderable Victory by the Conduct 
of their General Lotharius; and Revichard Biſhop of 
Halber ſtadt carried Matters ſo high as to forbid them 
the privilege of a Grave, who had loſt their Lives in 
the behalf of the Prince. The Emperor being retired 
after his defeat, was beſieged in his Palace at Maience by 
the Mob, who with Arms in their Hands demanded of 
bim to ſer at liberty Adelbert Archbiſhop of the City, 
whom he derained Priſoner: And after he had been 
forced to give him up, he was again excommunicat- 


All Germany was in diſorder when Princeſs Mathilde 
who bore great ſway in Italy died, being 76 Years old: 
And fince She had left the Holy See her Heir in Lom- 
bardy and Tuſcany, Henry made haſt to paſs over the 4/ps 
with the Empreſs in order to ſeize on that Inheritance. 
Upon the firſt account of his March, the Pope with- 
drew to Benevent; and the Emperor having declared 
War with the Orthodox, enters Rome again with a Re- 
ſolution to get himſelf Crown'd again in St. Peter's 
Church. There being no Bishop bold enough to com- 
ply with him, he brought into the place of Paſchal, 
Maurice Burdin Archbishop of Prague, who was called 
Gregory the VIIIth, that he might receive the Imperial 
Crown from him. Theſe violent Proceedings having 
alienated the Affections of his moſt faithful Servants. 
from him, he begs the Favour and Abſolution of Paſ- 
cal, who refuſed the Grant of it, becauſe, ſaid he, The 
Anathema could not be taken off but by the Fathers of the 
Church, who unanimouſly pronounced it. Some time af. 
ter Paſchal died; and by his death left the See for John 
of Gaieta Monk of Mount Caſſin, who was called Gela- 
fs the IId, and choſen by 47 Cardinals in all the Forms. 


Hemy ſurprized at this new Election, went from Pavia 
| to 
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ic Rome again, and the Pope who withdrew into France 


died at Cluny, Calliſtu the Earl of Burgund)'s Son being 
choſen Pope, caus d a Council at Reims to be aſſembled; 
in which, there being preſent 426 Prelates, Henry wa 
ſolemnly declar'd to be an Enemy of the Church and un- 
warthy of the Empire. 
The States of Germany who met together at Firtzbourg, 
in the mean time let Henry know that if he did not come 
thither ro give an account of bis Adminiſtration, they 
were all reſolved to beſtow bis Crown upon another. He 
baſten'd his Return for that Reaſon ; and though all 
his Anſwers were ambiguons, though it was plain that 
be minded nothing but Shifts and Evaſions, he was 
forced in the Year 1122. to part With the Right of In- 
veſtitures by Ring and Crofier ; and Peace was by this 
means reſtor d to the Church and Empire. He died c 
the 21ſt of May in 1125. in the 19th Year of his Reign, 
and was buried at Spire, having left no Child behind him, 
Lotharius the IId, firnam'd the Saxon, born at Lutter 
lob in Lunenburg near Ly was the Son of Gebhardy 
Count of Supplenburg Arnsberg, and of Hedwiga the 
Daughter of Frederick of Bavaria, | Sag grave of Nuren- 
berg. He married Rzxe or Elizabeth, the Daughter df 
Henry Count of Northeim; he had by her Lotharin, 
who died young; Gertrude the Wife of Henry Duke of 
Bavaria, ſtyl'd the Proud, and who receiy'd for her For- 
tion the Dukedom of Saxony, becauſe he had no Chil 
dren ; Hedwiga married to Lews the Bearded, and whom 
he created Landgrave of Thuringen. Henry the Vih, be- 
fore bis death had ſent into the Caſtle of Hermanſtein 
the Enſigus of the Imperial Dignity, under the Cuttody 
of Frederick Duke of Schwaben, and of Conrad Duke of 
Franconia the Son of his Siſter Agnes, whom Henry IVth, 
his Father, had married to the old Frederick, whom be 
promoted to the Dutchy of Schwaben after the death of 
Rodolphus who had been choſen Emperor. But as the 
Memory of the laft Henry was generally odious to all 
the People and all the Princes; the Princes choſe Loto«- 
rims, for the excellent Qualities which they diſcern'd in 
him: And the Promotion of this Perſon was an 
of new Wars, | 
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After bis Acceſſion to the Crown, he deſigned to give 
Bohemia to Otho the Prince of Moravia, and to turn out 
bim who was choſen againſt his Order. But his At- 
tempt ſucceeded not; and the Siege which he caus d to 
he laid before Nuremberg, was not much ſubſervient to 
his Glory. Indeed Frederick and Conrad his Brother 
who advanc'd to the Relief of that Ciry, forc'd him to 
mr his Thoughts another way, and to make his Re- 
creat in Wirtaburg. Conrad when he had left Frederick 
went over the A/ps; he caus d himſelf to be Crown'd 
King of Lombardy, and in the year 1128 was excommu- 
nicated by Pope Honorius the IId of Bologne. The Archbi- 
ſhops of Maience, of Treves, and of Magdeburg did no 
leſs than what the Pope had done; and Conrad made 
his Peace with Lotharius by the Mediation of St. Ber- 
nud. Italy was bur little the quieter for it; becauſe in 
1130 after the Election of Innocent the IId, who ſuc- 
ceded Honorius, the Cardinal Peter of Lyons was pro- 
caimed Pope under the name Anaclet, by the Cardinals 
of his own Patty. With his Intrigues, his Intereſt, and 
his Mony, be procur'd Friends to ſupport him; and 
Reer Duke of Calabria and Apulia, on whom he be- 
ſtowed the Title of Ning of Sicily, declar'd himſelf loud- 
ly for him. All that Innocent the IId could do, was to 
come into France to defire Aſſiſtance, where St. Bernard 
did him ſuch Service againſt Anaclet, that he brought 
him as far as Liege, where he had a Conference with 
the Emperor, who when he had bore him company to 
Rome, reeſtabliſh'd him there. He was crown'd there by 
that Biſhop in the Year 1133, in the Church of St. 
Jom of Lateran, becauſe he could not be crown'd ac- 
cording ro Cuſtom, and with the uſual Ceremonies in 
S. Peter's Church, which the Anti-Pope had ſeized. As 
ſoon as he was returned into Germany, Peter of Lyons was 
unmindful of nothing ro make Innocent fall of from his 
Party, who was forc'd to take Sanctuary in Piſa, be- 
cauſe Roger was always in Motion near Rome, with an 
Army that had taken Poſſeſſion of the ſtrongeſt places 
belonging to the Church. 

The Emperour at the requeſt of the Pope, went a- 
gun into Italy, with a conſiderable Force; he rook Bar- 
3 ry 
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ry ; after a Siege of forty days, be brought Apulia, and 
Calabria under ſubjection; he reduc'd Salerno, and re- 
gain'd what Roger had unjuſtly taken from the Holy 
See. After that he conducted the Pope ro Rome in Tri. 
umph: And as he went back towards Germany bighly 
farisfi'd with his Victory and Conqueſts, be fell ſick in 
his Paſſage over the Alps, and died in a Cottage between 
Inn, and Lech on the 6th of December, in 1137, in 67th 
Year of his Age. and the 13th of his Reign. Henry the Proud 
his Son-in-law had his body carried into Germany, which 
was buried in a Monaſtery near the City of Brunſwick, 
Conrad the IIId, the Son of Frederick Duke of Schwaben, 
and Agnes the Daughter of Henry IVeh, and Siſter of Hemy 
Veh, marri'd Gerturde the Daughter of Berenger Count of 
Fultz bac, and had by her two Sons, Henry and Frederich and 
one Daughter eſpouſed to Lews Land. grave of Thuringen, 
When he undertook to go to Paleſtine, he was willing to 
joyn Henry his Son in the Empire with him: and Fredi. 
rick died of the Plague with many other Perſons at the 
Siege of Rome. Henry the Haughty, who had in his Cu 
rody the Imperial Ornaments with which he was entruſt 
ed by his Father-in-law, put himſelf in a poſture to keep 
them, and to ſee that no Man but he ſhould be Empe- 
rour. He was powerful by the Settlement of Saxo 
Tuſcany and Mathilda's Eſtate upon him: and the Repu- 
tation he had acquired in Arms was ſo great, that he 
was eſteemed the moſt Valiant, and moſt Fortunate 
General in Europe. But ſeeing he was very Ambitious, ſee- 
ing that he was Juſtly intituled to the name of Haughty, 
and that he look d upon all other Princes as below him, 
the Electors aſſembled at Coblentz made Choice of Ca- 
rad, who was preſently attended to Alen, and ſeated upon 
the Throne of Charles the Great. Henry who could not beat 
the new King, and who complained of the falſe Promiles 
they had made him, breathed nothing bur revenge, when 
Conrad not being able to win him by Clemency, after ha- 
ving ſolemnly declared him a Rebel, deprived him of Sax: 
om, and Bavaria. He put Albert Marqueſs of Brandenburg 
in poſſeſſion of Saxony, and gave Bavaria to his Brother Ler 
old. Though the greateſt part of Bavaria had deſerted 


im upon the King's Declaration, yer Saxony with ſows 
Bavarian, 
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Bavarians, and the Grelfs his antierit Tenants in Fee 
kept firm to him, who having time to levy Forces, did 
not fail ro follow him into Saxony. With thi 
march'd near Bavaria, took Lunenburg, drove Albert 
out of Saxony, and poſſibly had had the fame good Suc- 
ceſs againſt Leopold, had nor this great Man been aſſault- 
ed at Quedleburg by a Diſtemper, of which be died the 
14th of November, in 1139. Some are of Opinion that 
he was Poiſon'd: K | | 
Conrad had nothing more in his Thoughts than to efta- 
blih Peace in Germany, when Guelf the Brother of 
the Haughty, took the Guardianſhip of Henry Leo, 
and by the Aſſiſtance of the Saxons, he ſupported the 
Cauſe and Intereſts of his Nephew. *'Twas by that he 
incurred rhe Diſpleaſure of Conrad: and Roger King of 
Sivily fearing that the latter, if his Affairs were not em- 
broiled in Germany, might go and take the Crown ot 
Lombardy, kept alive the Animoſiries between them, and 
continually ſupplied Guelf with Mony in order to pro- 
bog the War. Which in the Event was nor fortunate to 
Gueff, who after he had been defeared by Frederick the 
King's Brother, recollected the Fragments of his Army; 
ud attempted to break into Conrad's Camp, who had far 
down before Miniberg: but he was again beaten and 
was forc'd to make his eſcape into the City. Which, 
nee it wanted all things, was neceſſitated at laſt ro ſur- 
render upon Diſcretion : and before his Entrance into it, 
we King commanded that Gue/f and the Gentlemen 


vdo were in bis Interefts and Party, ſhould be preſently 


apprehended. In the mean time the Women made their 
requeſt to Conrad, that he would at leaſt allow them to 
arry out of the City for their whole ſupport and re- 
lage, that which they reckon'd deareſt ro them : and he 
Fanted that their Defire, not doubtjng but their Jewels 
md fine Dreſſes were the things they deſign d to preſerve. 
e Gates were thrown-open, and the Women having 
left all to be plundered which was in their Houſes, took 
weir Husbands upon their Shoulders to ſecure them 
rom the Rage of Conrad; which Straragem of theits ſo 
b him that he made them all a Magnificent Enter - 
unment, and pardon'd them. 2 Officers who were 
in 
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in expectation of the Plunder, and the Soldiers who had 
pleas'd their Thoughts with the great Booty, murmur 
at this urexpected Change; whereupon he told them, 
that Kings were always obliged in Honour to keep their Nina, 
and let them know that he'd rather be charg'd with ſuch 
Gentleneſs than with too great Severity. _. 

This Minsburg Fight, as ſome think, gave Birth to the 
two Factions of the Guelfs and the Gibelines: and the 
Army of the Guelfs, call'd the King's Forces Gibelines, 
becauſe Frederick their General had been educared at Gui. 
beling, a little City within the Dioceſe of Ausburg. *Tis 
at leaſt true, that upon the Frontiers of Germany and Ira. 
ly towards the Spring of the Mine, or near the Firſt or 
Upper Rhine, there are two noble Families, the one of 
Henry of Guibeling, and the other of the Guelfs of 4/. 
torf, who through their Ambition and Jealouſy, wrought 
great Diſorders in the Empire. The Dukes of Bavari 
are well enough known by their Name of Gue/f; and 
the Italians, who had no Notion of this Origine, have 
indifferently expreſſed any two oppoſite Factions by the 
the Name of Guibelines, who were in the Intereſts of the 
Emperour, and of Guelfs, who fided with the Pope. 

Twas about the Year 1142 that Conrad gave in Mar- 
 riage Bertbe, the Siſter of his Wife Gertrude, the Daugb- 

ter of Berenger Count of Sultzbac to Manuel the Empe- 
rour of Conſtantinople, the Son of Fobn Comnenus, In the 
beginning of 1146 he held a Diet at Spire; be had ano 
ther in Bavaria the next year, in the th of Februar 
about his journey into Paleſtine: And fince Lewis the VIth 
the Son ot Lewis the Burly went along with him, I muſt 
make a ſhort digreſſion that I may be the better under- 
ſtood, Alberick Archbiſhop of Bourges being dead, Pope 
Lucius the IId, ſent Peter his Favourite with Bulls to 
get poſſeſſion of the Archbiſhoprick. Lewis denys Peter 


the Inveſtiture of that Benefice, becauſe Lucius's Bull 


was contrary to the Liberties of the Gallican Church, 
and becauſe in France the Kings admit only thoſe to 
Eccleſiaſtical Digniries who may be acceptable to them; 
notwithſtanding the choice made of them by the Peo- 
ple, or the Grants they may have from the Pope. Though 
the Chapter of Bourges had ſet their hands to the Fore J 
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AR, Lewis would not grant this Archbiſhoprick to Peter; 
who had recourſe to Thibaud, Count . and 
ro the Earl of Blois, who were not at all pleas d with 
the King. Raoul Count of Vermandois, bad Divore'd 
bis Wife Gilberte, the Daughter of Roger Lord of Chateau- 
Niant, upon ſome ſuſpicion of Lewdneſs, and had taken 
in her ſtead Perronilla, a Baſtard Daughter of William 
Dake of Gurenne. Gilberte appeals to the Pope's Juſtice 
who enJoyns Raoul to take her again, who excomuni- 
cates him upon his Diſobedience, and ſends Yves in the 
Character of a Legate to renew the Cenſure, and to put 
the Prelares under Deprivation, who had given their 
Conſent to the Divorce of Gilberte. Lews had in vain 
nterceded for Petronila: and Thibaud who was willing 
6 diſoblige him, ſtiffy aſſerted the Pope's Cauſe. The 
King exaſperated with this Affront, marches againſt the 
Count of Campagne ; he rakes Vitry, Sacks the Town, 
gives up the ſecrared Places ro his Plunderers ro 
plagne the Pope, and commands em alſo to Fire a 
urch, where above Fifteen Hundred Country-Peo- 
de Men, Women and Children, had withdrawn as into 
a place of Security, to avoid the Cruelty of the Soldiers. 
Thete poor Creatures were burnt there: and Lewis who 
abborred the Action, for ſome time could have no Com- 
fart by reaſon of ir. Saint Bernard to make him attone 
for ſo great a Sin, engages him to reſume his former 
Reſolurion to go ſuccour the Chriſtians in Paleſtine, 
ud at the ſame time prevaild with the Emperor Conrad 
to take the ſame Journey. | 
Farces are rais'd from all Quarters, and the Emperor 
ets” our in February in 1147, with an Army of Two.

the Month of May, with an Army as Numerous as his, 
But Manuel Comnenus Emperor of Conſtantinople, Conrad's 
Brother · in· la, by horrid Treachery caus d Mortar to 
be mingled with the Meal, which was to be molded 
into Bread by the Soldiers, with which the greater part 
were choak'd; he order'd falſe Money jto tbe coin, 
with which he paid for that which the Germans bad to 
ſell, and ſhamefully inform'd the Turks of all the De- 
ſigns of his Brotber- in. law. He appointed them Guides, 
who by his order led them through the moſt dangerous 
Ways, where he was ſo ſeverely beaten, that he te. 
turned not with above a tenth part of bis Army to C- 
ſtantinople. In the Year 1148, Conrad and Lewy not be. 
ing able by land to go again to Paleſtine, imbark'd with 
their Forces in ſome Veſlels which they bad bought, and 
ſucceeded ſo well that they came to Fernſalem. There 
it was reioly'd upon that they muſt needs beſiege Dan 
cus: And as they were before the City, and could no: 
agree to whom the Government of it ſhould be. given, 
though it was not yet taken, they went away, and let 
at liberty the fineſt City of Hria, which mult needs 
have ſurrendred to them. When Lew alſo was rerum. 
ing for France, the Greeks took him, deſigning to carry 
him to Conſtantinople, but he was happily retaken by 
the Fleet of Roger King of Sicily, who then was engage 
ed in a bloody War with Manuel. Thus all theſe great 
Deſigns were brought to nothing, either by the Infidelity 
of the Greeks, or by the Diviſions of other Chriſtians, 
Conrad, who before his Departure from Germany had 
in the Diet at Francfort made his Son Henry Sha rer in the 
Empire, found him dead art his Return from his Travels 
which laſted about three Years: And the Sons of Otho 
of Vitelſpac' rebell'd. In an Aſſembly at Ratisbonne, it 
was decreed, that they ſhould be proſecuted as Rebels 
and that their Fathers ſhould be baniſt'd. But O:ho who 
was no ways concern'd in the violent Practices of bis 
Sons, made his Peace with Conrad, and promis'd hi 
eldeſt Son for a Hoſtage : On the other band, Henry Les 
enter'd Schwaben or Suabia with an Army, and preſsd 


the King to give him Satisfaction, as to the Promiſe he 


made him before his Journey to the Holy Land, to ox 
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him in Poſſeſſion, as he ſaid, of Bavaria, He anſwei'd, 
thar be had promis'd to gratify him; but that he had 
not promis d him Bavaria, which was true, notwith- 
ſtanding bis earneſt Demand of it; That he advis'd 
him to be content with Saxony, and to limit his Ambi- 
ton within the Boundaries of that Province. In 11 52. he 
prepared to go to Italy, the greateſt part of the Cities of 
11 5 place were divided into new and powerful Fa- 
chons: But this fine Deſign was ſpoild by a lingring 
Poiſon which the Italian Phyſitians, whom he employ d, 
gie bim in his Drink, and whom Roger King of Sicily 
fal bribd for that purpoſe. He died at Bamberg in 11 52. 
the 15th of February, when he had reign'd above 
. ; and his Body was bury'd in Lorch in the Up- 
57 
redericł the Iſt, firnam'd Barbaroſſa, from the colour 
'of his Beard, the Son of Frederick the One- ey d, Duke 
of $uabia, had to his firſt Wife Adelia the Daughter of 
epold Marqueſs of Hocbou or Bobourg in Bavaria: 
td fince ſhe was too near a Kinſwoman to be his Wife, 
te divorced her by a Decree of the Council at Conſtance. 
His ſecond Wife was Beatrix the only Daughter and 
niryerſal Heireſs of Renaud Count Palatine of Burgundy 
aud of Beſancon, and of Judith the Daughter of Simon 
e Firſt Duke of Loraine. 'T was William Count of 
Micon, the Tutor of Beatrix, who made the Match be- 
wirt Her and Frederick. He had by her Henry his Suc- 
r, Frederick Duke of Schwaben who died in the Ho- 
Land, Otbo Earl of Burgundy, Conrad Duke of Schawben, 
Fan the Succeſſor of his Brother Henry the VIth, So- 
ia, whom other Hiſtorians call Futhe and Lutgarda, 
the Wife of Conrad Marqueſs of Miſnia; and Beatrix, 
"who was Abbeſs of Quedlingburg. Some add to theie 
Berthe of Suabia, the Wife of Matthew the Iſt, the ele- 


/yenth Dake of Loraine, who bad by her Simon, Frederich, 


Thodorick Biſho of Metz, Philip Biſhop of Chartres, Mat- 
tien Count of Thou, Renaud, Alice the Wife of Hugb 


Duke of Burgundy, Berthe the Wife of Herman Mar- 
queſs of Baden, and Hara the Abbeſs of Miremont. 

The Interregnum continued but 18 Days; and upon 
the 5th of March the States aſſembled at Frarcfr:, 
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all nnanimonſly created Frederick King of the Romans, 
who was crown'd a few days after at Aken. Foraſmuch 
as by his Father's fide he deſcended from the Gibeling, 
and from the Guelfs by his Mother Adelais ; twas be- 
lie ved that the Choice they had made would be the rea- 
dieſt way to put an end to thoſe two great FaCtions: 
Beſides that Conrad his Uncle was more willing to leave 
his Throne, bis Crown, his Purple and Scepter (as bop- 
ing that he would be able gloriouſly to ſupport the Im- 
perial Dignity) than to his own Son, then a helpleſs 
Child in the Cradle. Foreſeeing well that the Conten- 
tion between Henry of Auſtria, and Henry Leo could not 
but have fatal Conſequences, he found out an expedi. 
ent to reconcile them, and ſatisfy them at once. He 
dealt ſo well with the former, that he perſuaded bim for 
Peace · ſake to recede from his Rights: And to make him 
ealy under his Loſs, he rurn'd the Marquiſate of Au- 
ſttria into a Dukedom, the Limits of which he extended 
up to the Foreſt of Roſental, near Paſſau; and by this 
means Auſtria did no longer depend upon the antiem 
Juriſdiction of the Bavarians, Till that very time the 
Marqueſſes of Auſtria, Stiria, Iſtria, and Vabburg, bad 

been Dependants of Bavaria, and were oblig' d to be pre- 
ſent at their Diets, whenever the Duke ſends for them 
thither. He beſtow'd Tuſcany, the Territory of Spoleto, 
with the Principality of Sardinia, upon Henry Leo; and 
he made his Brother Conrad, born of another Mother, Pa- 
latine of the Rhine. | 75 

He took many Journies into Italy. In the firſt, at the 
Intreary of the Citizens of Lodi, who had languiſhed full 
forty Years in Bondage under the Milaneze ; he in the 
Year 1154. led his Army before Milan, the young Men 
of which place were in one Sally cut to pieces; and he 
intended at another time to puniſh them for their Inſo- 
lence and Pride. When be had taken a View of moſt 
of the Places of Lombardy, he ſate down before Tortone, 
which he raz d to the very Foundation, becauſe ir bad 
been in the Intereſts of the Milaneſe, and he mightily 
rriumph'd for this Victory at Pavia, where he was 
crown in St. Michael's Church. From thence he ſtept 
into Tuſcany ; be went to encamp with his Army in the 
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Country near Viterbo to viſit there Pope Adrian the IVrh 


who had retired ro Citra di Caſtello, through the fear he 
was in of Frederick's. Forces. But he ſoon recovei d of 
his diſtruſt when the Emperor had ſent to him Arnold of 
Breſcia, who had loudly aſſerted in Rome, © Thar the 
*, Eceleſraſticks, the Monks, and the Pope himſelf, muſt re- 
tive their Maintenance only out of the Offerings and 
% Aim of the Faithful, and that, all the remainder did 
« of right belong to the Republicks and Sovereigns who 
* were bound to diſtribute it among the Laity. Arnold 
of Breſcia, who had poiſon'd with his Hereſy the great- 
eſt part of the Iralians and Germans, was conducted to 
Rome, where Peter the Governour of that City con- 
demn'd him to be hang'd without infiſting much upon 
the ardinary Formalities of Juſtice : And his Body was 
burnt to Aſhes and caſt into the Tyber, that thoſe who 
had been prepoſle(s'd by his Maxims might find nothing 
of that obſtinate Impoſtor of which they could poſſibly 
make a Relique, as of a Martyr who had fufter'd for 
the Faith, Thus the Pope and the Emperor being agreed 
they had a Conference near Sutri : And ſeeing Frederick 
had denied to ſerve the Pope as a Maſter of his Horfe, 
and to hold either his Stirrup, or the Bridle of nis Mule, 


the Cardinals who were there withdrew a little in haſte, 


and lefr Pope Adrian almoſt alone. Nevertheleſs, when 
it was evidently made appear to the Emperor that his 
Predecefſors had ſubmitted to this Cuſtom, though odd 
enough, he help'd the Pope without reluctance to mount 
bis Mule, and brought him ſome Steps on his way : The 
Princes and Soldiers who were Witneſſes of that pious 
Aion commended ir, becauſe ir would be no Argument 
for his Temporal Rights. Then he quickly crols'd the 
Mer, and being enter'd the next day into the City of 
Reme, he retir'd into his Camp after he had been crown'd 
in dt. Peter's Church. The — and the Magiſtrates, 
aſſiſted by the People, being extreamly troubled that the 
Pope had not let them partake with him in the Cere- 
mony of the Coronation, vigorouſly aſſaulted him in his 
Palace, and kill'd his Guards: Frederick having notice 
of their Violence, order'd his Forces co march thither, 
and they kill'd a Thouſand Romans, made two Hun-

That the Agreement made with Eugenius the IIId, 
aus no longer obligatory, becauſe the Pope, without 
bis Privity, had made one with Vlliam King of Sici- 
Ney their a vow'd Enemy; That he could willingly part 
* With' the Homage of the Biſhop, if they would part 
«with the Fees of the Empire; but if they pretended 
to keep them, they ſhould be oblig d to render to Ce- 
r the Things that are Cæſars, and to God, the Things 
chat are God's. Adrian at the Inſtance of ſome Pre- 
tes refolv'd to excommunicate him, bur he died the 
firſt day of September, in 1159, in the little City of 
Hagni, where he retir'd for fear of the Inſults of the 
'%hate: After his Death, of thirty Cardinals, who met 
id chuſe a new Pope, there were three and twenty who 
(hy tbe Name of Alexander the IIId, ſtoutly proclaim'd 
Rowland Cardinal of St. Mark, Chancellor of the Church, 
being Frederick's Enemy, and the Friend of William the 
Withed, King of Sicily, the Son of Reger the IId, who 
tee at Palermo in 1153. upon the 27th day of Februa- 
9: Of avian Cardinal of St. Cecilia, who had had bur 
"ſix Suffrages, who ſided with the Emperor againſt Mil- 
Mn, who was confident of the Favour of the Senate, 
ind of a part of the Clergy, falls foul upon Rowland, 
irs off his Pontifical Robe, which the firſt Deacon fir. 
de for bim; he orders his Attendants to put another 
— his own Body, who made him fir down in St. Pe- 
ters Chair with the Stile of Vifor the IVth. Frederick 
Aud the Senators counrenanc'd this Election, which was 
"wifitm'd in a fort of Council conven'd by the Emperor 
Lon who withdrew into France, having held a 
re 
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"Conneil at Tours; the Acts of that Italian Conventicle 
: abrogared, and both Frederick and Victor cut oft 
em the Church. But the Schiſm ended not with this 
litter, who died at Lucca in 1164 becauſe the Cardi- 
"Mas" being got together with all thoſe of their Party, 
ſubſtituted in his room Guy of Creme, call'd Paſchal the 
Id, whom Frederick ſolemnly recogniz'd in the Diet 
at MWirtzburg. Alexander being invited back to Rome, 
where they had declar'd for him; Frederick, upon the 
intreaty of Paſcha/, paſſed again over the 4lps _ 
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formidable Army; he took Ancona from the Greeks, who 
were in an Alliance with Alexander 3 he made haſte to 
join the Archbiſhops of Mœhence and Cologne, after a Vi. 
Rory they had got over above thirty Thonſand Romans 
before Tivoli, and beſieg d Rome. He reduced that City 
to obedience, where his Empreſs was crown'd by that 
Paſcal: And fince the Plague had deftroy'd the major 
part of his Army, moſt of the Cities of Italy confede. 
rated againſt him; the Milaneſe that were diſperſed met 
together again, and repair'd the Ruins of Milan, which 
they had been compell'd to leave deſolate, All theſe peo 
ple being united and animated againſt Frederick, built a 
new City, which they calld Alexandria, in honour of 
the Pope: And they who were of rhe Emperor's and 
Paſcals fide, by way of Rallery, gave it the Name of 
Alexandria di Paglia, which continues yet from that ve. 
ry time. Paſcal being dead, John, a Hungarian, made 
a Cardinal by Vitor, was choſen Pope by the Name of 
Calliſtus the IIId ; and Frederick ſupported him too. But 
whereas he to no purpoſe beſieged Alexandria, whereas 
he loſt a Battel in which he was like himſelf to come to 
his end; he yielded to the Admonitions and Requeſts 

of his moſt rruſty Servants, who made ir appear to him 
that the laſt Misfortunes that he had fallen into were ſent 
from Heaven to warn him that he ſhonld no longer ſup- 
port a Schiſm, which had lafted ſeven Years, and had 
put the whole Church into a Conſternation. 

He made a Peace with the Pope, whom he ſaw at 
Venice; he kiſs'd his Feet, and receiv'd of him all the 
Evidences of a tender and fincere Kindneſs, What is 
ſaid by ſome, that Alexander ſer his Foot upon his Neck, 
uttering theſe Words, Thou ſhalt walk upon the Aſp and 
Bafilith, and thou ſhalt tread the Lyon and Dragon under 
thy Foot, is nor * very certain. All Impartial Judges will 
allow that Alexander's Moderation has been commend- 
ed by the generaliry of Men; and that Frederick who

ad oamedy uae oft Thamas Reęineſius, quem vide Epiſt.

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was haughry, and who very handſomly aſſerted the ho- 
nour of the Empire would never have endured to be 
ad as the Foot · ſtool and Slave of the Pope. 
However it be, after he had brought Poland to Rea- 
fon, after he had given Peace to the Church and to Ger- 
np, in the Year 1189. he undertook the Voyage of 
the Holy Land to keep Saladin, who had ſurpriz d all 
Europe by his Conqueſts, from finiſhing them by the ut- 
er Deſtruction of the Chriſtians of Aſia. Being reſolv'd 
w aſſiſt them, be raisd an Army of an Hundred and 
Thouſand Men. Philip the Ild, King of France, 
mam d Anguſius, Deodate, and the Conqueror, rais d ano- 
ther confiderable Army of Men, and engages the Eccle- 
faſticks and Secular Men, who would nor be perſonally 
in the Expedition, to pay the Tenth part of their Sub- 
tance, which was call'd the Tithe of Saldin. 
Nerhard the Iſt, King of England, firnam'd Lyon's- Heart, 
fdes with them, and leads himſelf only near Thirty 
Four Thouſand Men. Frederick took Philippoli the 2 5th 
Auguſt ; and routed the Troops of Iſaac Comments, 
who diſputed his Paſſage with him; and on the 22d of 
Nuwenber he came to Adrianople. He got a Victory over 
the Turks; hew'd in pieces Ten Thouſand Men in fix 
$ time, and within fix days after defeared them again. 
Thele firſt Succeſſes: of his, aſtoniſn d Saladin ſo much, 
tharhe reſolv d to quit Aſia, and to draw out of the Ci- 
nes, whoſe Fortreſſes he had demoliſh'd, the Garriſons 
de had plac'd there: And Cilicia it ſelf was taken from 
bich. In theſe glorious Beginnings William King of Si- 
ah: who guarded the Sea, and who undertook to ſup- 
diy the Cbriſtian Army with Proviſions, unfortunately 


ted; and by another misforrune equally unſeen, Frede- 


nal, who bad already taken Aſia Minor, and who de- 
ud ro enter into Syria, was drown'd in the River 
Cfnus, where he aimed only at Refreſhment. Others 
lay; that having encamp'd on the Banks of Serre in Ar- 
menia, and bathing in that River, he was ſ(Giz'd in all 
parts of his Body with a Shivering, occaſion'd by the 
coldneſs of the Water, and that he died the 1oth of une 
1190, in the Thirty Eighth Year of his Reign. Theo- 
gown, who was in this Expedition, and who bas allo 
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written a Journal of of it, .onl: fays that this Emperor 


died ſuddenly at Seleucia. E e Juſt. 


Witty, and Moderate even in his Anger: his Motto 
as, That he that knows not how to be cloſe, and refer. 
ved, underſtands not King · craft, which our Lewis the 
XIeb borrowed from him, as be did from Tiberius, and 
which is ſince cut out of the Memoirs of Philip de Com. 
mines. This ſad Event ſurprized our Chriſtians, and 
yet hindered them not from taking Acre in the Veit 
1191. But Philip and Richard being at variance, the 
former left the command of his Army to Odon or Ode: 
Duke of Burgundy, and went back for France. The 
latter, through the fear he was in, leſt Philip ſhould at 
tempt any thing againſt him, or rather by reaſon of the 
account he bad received that his Brother Foby whom he 
had left in England, had under-hand dealing with Phily, 
makes a Truce with Saladin, gives him up all his Con- 
queſt in Aſia, and comes into Europe. e 
Henny the VIeh born in 1165, Crown'd at Alen, in 
1169, on the. 15th of Auguſt, was One and Twenty 
when he was Married to Conſtans the Daughter of Roger; 
and their Wedding was ſolemnized at Milan the 27th 
February, in 1186, He had by her one Son named Fe- 
derick, who ſucceeded Ortho in the Empire, © 
Wiliam the Good, King of Sicily, being dead in the 
Year 1189, in the 25th of his Reign, and having no 
Children by his Wife Jane, the Siſter of Richard King 
of England, it was manifeſt that Sicily was annexed to 
the Patrimony of St. Peter, Byt fince there were many 
Factions; ſince the Saracens and the Chriſtians ſeized 
Places according as their Forces were proportion'd to 
their Undertakings, Tancrede, who had neither Courage, 
nor Wit, the natural Son of Roger, was choſen King 
and Crown'd by Gautier Archbiſhop of Palermo. Clt- 
ment the UIId, who pretended to this Con ſent an 
Army againſt Tancrede, which be was forc'd to call back, 
becauſe Saladin, whom he arent » had beſieged Ptole- 
mais. Celeſtin the IIId ſucceeded Pope Clement, in 1191, 
on the 14th of April, crown'd Henry three days after ' 
Elevation to the Papal Throne, on Condition that he 


: ſhould pay an Annual Tribute that was cuſtomary . 
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the A poſtolick Chamber for the Kingdom of Sieihy, that 
he ſhould make War with Tancrede at his own Expence, 
and that be ſhould drive him out of the Iſland. To 
give a fair Pretence to this Quarrel, he privately took 
Conſtautine, Roger's Daughter, out of Saint Marie's Mo- 
naktery in Palermo, and gave her in Marriage to Henry, 
with the Conſent and Approbation of the Clergy. 
Ine Emperor rais d an Army againſt Tancrede, and con- 
quered a part of his Kingdom. But rhoſe Sici/ians who 
were enraged by the Cruelties of the Germans, being 
gop-into a Body, conſtrained them to quit the Siege of 
Naples, and put them to Flight. About this time Tan- 
rede died, and his Son William was proclaimed King. 
Upon this, Henry Marches with the Empreſs who was 
9 Child, with a Reſolution to ſubdue the. Ile, 
which by right of Succeſſion belonged to Clement. 
Whilft he beGeged Naples, the People of Sicily were not 
idle, and left no Stone unturned ro make him retire : 
and as he knew that he wanted Provitions and Mony to 
continue a Siege of that Importance, he made uſe of a 
Device, to which William could not but ſubmit. Ha- 
ring divided his Dominions in 1aly, be reſerved Sicily to 
himſelf ;” he gave that which was left ro him in Apulia 
and Calabria to William, who was well pleaſed with it; 
and believing him to be a Man of Integrity, he was 
willing to attend him to Palermo, the laſt of November, 


10,1195, Where the Emperor was crowned King. Whilſt 


Wiljam was making himſelf ready to go and take Poſ- 


Keno of that which bad fallen to his ſhare, Henry or- 


der'd him and his Three Siſters to be Arreſted, and had 
by convey'd into Germany, aſſoon as his Eyes were put 
it, "To. keep him allo from Children, who might 
poſſibly pretend to this Kingdom, he was ſo cruel as to 
remoye from him the Means : and this unfortunate and 
credulous Prince was condemned to die in a Priſon. Thus 
the Raceof the French or Normans was extinct in him; 
and the Kingdom fell into a Family of Suabia. ' 
Heny being extremely exalted with this Victory, and 
Wounded to the very Soul by the Affronts which Con- 
rad and the Emperor Frederick his Father had received 
When they travelled to Paleſtine ; depured Embaſſadors

to Conſtantinople to demand of Alexius Angelus a certain 
yearly Tribute; and to tell him, if he refuſed to pay 
it, that their Maſter plainly declared War againft him. 
The Greek, who had no Army to oppoſe him, and who 
was not able to get from his Subjects, nor from the 
Churces the Sum they required of him, ranſack d the 
Sepulchers of his Anceſtors, and preſented him with 3), 
or 40 Thouſand Crowns to pacify him. But inaſmuch 
as Henrys Cruelty was Boundleſs, ſo that to be ſuſpected 
by him, was enough to make a Man to be thrown into 
the Sea, to be Impal'd, Roſted at the Fire, or to wear 
a Crown of burning Iron forc'd into the Head of the 
Miſerable Creature that bears it, with Nails; he was 
no more look d upon but with Horror. 

He was making his Preparations to go into the Hol 
Land, when he fell Sick ar Meſſina: and ſome have thought 
that Conftance, to be revenged of him for his Tyranny, 
Poiſon'd him. He died in 1198, in the Seventh Year 
of his Reign, and in the Two and Thirtieth of his Age. 
In 1191, there paſſed a remarkable Thing enough at 
the Ceremony of his Coronation. As he lay proſtrate 
before Celeſtin, that Pope who put the Crown upon his 
head, lifred up his Foot and kickt it down, to ſtew him 
by this bold Stroak, that he could both give ir, and rake 
it from him. Baronius commends this Action : but things 
have quite another Countenance fince that time; and 
of all the Princes in Chriftendom, there is not one who 


would very heartily ſubſcribe to that Cardinal's Opinion. 


Philip the Brother of Henry the VIth, Married Irene, 
Alexis the Emperor of Conſtantinople's Daughter, and 


their Wedding was ſolemnly kept at Ausburg, in 1197: 


He had Four Daughters by that Princeſs ; Cunegonds, 
who was Married to Primiſlaus the Son of V/adiflaus the 
IVeb, Ethiſſa Married to Henry Duke of Brabant, after- 


ward King of Spain, Mary the Wife of Richard, the Son. 


of Innocent the III's Siſter, and Beatrix the Wife of Otbo 
Prince of Saxony, who was Emperor after Philip. As 
ſoon as the Pope had Information that he was returned 
to Germany, he ſent thither ſome Legates to prevent his 
Election: and his Threats ſtruck ſuch Terror, that Duke 
Bertold who was no leſs Covetous than _ = 
rown 
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Crown'd at Mayence, the 1/7 of March 1198. Philip 
who had in his Intereſts Bernard Duke of Saxony, Albert 
Marqueſs of Miſnia, Lewis of Bavaria, and tbe King of 
Bohemia, was likewiſe elected at Malhayſen, a City of 
Tmringen : and Berthold being too weak to make bead 
againſt. him, voluntarily quitted all Pretences to the Em- 
pire; and took the Oath of Allegiance to the Emperor. 
The: Pope being highly diſpleaſed that they bad flatter'd 
lim with vain Promiſes, oblig'd the Archbiſhop of Cologn, 
ind Henry Count Palatine of the Rhine, to chooſe Orho, 
o:whom the Pope had promiſed the Crown; and to 
make the Promiſe he had given him more ſignificant, 
teExcommunicated the Emperor. That Anathema had 
is effect. The Archbiſhop of Cologne crown'd Ocho at 
An; and foraſmuch as the Archbiſhop of Mayence was 
Hl at Paleſtine, Philip pitches upon the Biſhop of Ta- 

who Crown'd him. Without the leaſt Concern 
ar the Excommunication, which he lookt upon as a 
chimera, he rais d Forces, ſeiz d many conſiderable Ci- 
des; he ſubdued Herman, Landgrave of Thuringen, Hen- 
1 Palatine of the Rhine, and the King of Bohemia who 
bebeged him at Erford; he defeated Ocho; and by this 
Means the Faction of thoſe Men who had deſerted him 
pon his Excommunication was ruined. All he had to 
donow was to reconcile himſelf to the Pope, who was 
dell pleaſed when he ſaw that his Nephew Richard was 
o Marry Mary, Philip's Daughter, by whom he had 
for:-her Portion, the Marche of Ancona, the Earldom, 
of Spoleto, and Tuſcany. After that it was decreed that 
be Emperor ſhonld enjoy his Rights during bis Life, 
ud that after his Death, O rho ſhould be declared his Suc- 
ear. Philip who ſaw all Germany in Peace, prepar'd 
o be revenged of Canute King of Denmark, who during 
u Domeſtick Wars, had taken Bamborcugh and Lubeck; 
uwd/he had ſtrength enough to humble him, had it not 
bern for an Accident that befel him. Ocho Palatine of 
Miel ſpach, having in the heat of his Paſſion kill d a Man 
vo was the Emperor's Favourite, was branded with 
lnfamy for it in a Diet: and Philip, who bad promis d 
him one of his Daughters in Marriage, did for that Acti- 


ca think bim unworthy of ſo near an Alliance, Otho de- 
22 ipairing 
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ſpairing to Marry her, becauſe another had already got 
ber, Courts a Princeſs in Poland, and begs the Empe. 
ror's Kindneſs in the Matter. He promiles it, but does 
kim Miſchief, fo that Orbo who diſcover d ir, and was 
not able to put up two Affronts ſo great, entring into 
Philip's Chamber, who had been blooded in both Arm, 
Aſlaſſinated him in the Year 1208, and made a ſhift ty

Oh the IVeb, the Son of Henry Leo, and of Mathi- 
de the Daughter of Henry King of Enpland, and Siſter 
to Richard who was in Barbareſſa's Expedition in Pu 
leſtine, Married Mary the Duke of Brabant's Daughter, 
whom he was forc'd to put away, becanſe ſhe was his 
| Kinſwoman, in a Decree which allow'd ber not to be his 
Wife. He took for his ſecond Wife Beatrix, Philip's Daugh- 
ter; and in 1202 their Wedding was folemniz'd at Ny. 
eheim, a City of the Dutchy of Brunſwick in the lower 
Faxomy. This Princeſs who was exceeding Beautiful, fel 
four days after into a fit of Sickneſs, of which ſhe died; 
and ſome are of Opinion, that ſhe was Poiſon d by Oth, 
who had taken her out of Policy rather than for Love, 
In 1209, he went into Italy, and was crown'd at Rome by 
Innocent the IId. But when he had retaken the greater 
part of the Places which had been parcell'd out from 
the Empire, and which he abſolutely reſolved not to te. 
ſtore again ; Innocent, who could not prevail with him 
by Intrearies, excommunicated him; which did not at all 
hinder him from taking Romagna, Marche of Ancona, 
Apuſſa and Calabria. Being returned to Germany he found 
a Second Excommunication our againſt him; which 
engaged the King of Bohemia, the Dukes of Bavaria, and 
Saxony, and ſome others to call back his Son Frederick 
from Italy, who in 1212, was proclaim'd King. Orbe 
made an Alliance with Fobn King of England, with Fer 
dinand of Portugal Earl of Flanders, with Renaud Eatl 
of Bolonia, and Frederich took part with our Philip Au. 
guſtus. But to underſtand this League, tis neceflary i 
ſhort to explain upon what Terms it was concluded. 
- Philip having ſeiz d Angers, Mans, & Evreux, Joln 
Richard's Brother went to meet him betwixt Vernon and 
Andely; and yeilded to all reaſonable Propoſals. By the 
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Treaty in the Year 1202, Fohn promis 'd to give up Eu- 
mur ud Qillebeuf, and to do Homage for all the Lands 
tis Tenure in France. Thar good underſtanding was 
ter wurds interrupted, becauſe the Engliſhman married 
Rebel the Daughter of Aumar Count of Angouleſme 
ant Philip's Conſent: and becauſe be came not to 
ne Court of France to anſwer concerning ſome Extra va- 
cies of which ſome Lords had accus d him, nor to pay 
the" Homage he ow'd ro the King. Beſides this neg- 
be had murder'd Artus bis Nephew, Duke of Ba- 
n and Earl of Anjou, the Kinſman and Subject of 
be Ning, of whom Conſtance the Mother of Arti de- 
nunded I uſtice for that enormous Crime. ꝓohn the Eng- 
nan made a ſecond refuſal to appear, and was de- 
che 4 Rebel and Murderer convict ; and all the 
buds he poſſeſs d, and which he held of the Crown, 
eee coniiſcated. Philip, who loſt no time, conquer d 
| WY bv Darchy- of Normandy, which he reunited to his 
- WH Cown-Lands three Years after be parted thence ; he 
on the Dukedom of Guienne, the Earldom of Poztor, 
Maine, Anjou, Maine, and took Auvergne from Earl 
ss being a Rebel. After the Conqueſt of Normandy 
id another Victory over Ferdinand the Son of San- 
eng of Portugal, and Earl of Flanders; becauſe he 
kd Married Fane the eldeſt Daughter of Baudouin Em- 
mor of Conſtantinople, Married after that ro Thomas 
Savoy the great Standardbearer of the Church, who 
wame Earl of Flanders by that Marriage. He had al. 
Sbronghrt into Subjection Renaud Earl of Bologne, and 
Iatiartin: and Otho ſollicited by John his Nephew, 
by thoſe Earls, did not at all queſtion but they 
ald without much trouble divide, and ſhare France 
bog them. 5 
Thoſe Perſons whom J have mention d were power- 
Expert and Couragious : and Ocho to aſſert their 
ae, appeared with a Hundred and Fifty Thouſand 
len, not including the Horſe. The Armies mer be - 
tween Je and Tournay : and the Battle which they fought 
Mthe-25cþ of Fuly, in 1214, was very bloody. Philip 
Wivir'd by all for his Courage and Conduct, would 
We been in danger of loſing . Lite there, 2 
F | ay 
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fall under his Horſe, which was kill'd; had he not been 
- lifred up by Hugh de Mareuil, upon whom the King be. 
ſtowed the Lordſhip of Ville- Bon, for the ſervice he had 
done him in that his Extremity. On the other fide Otho was 
very near being taken, as well as Ferdinand and Renaud, 
who were condemn'd to Priſon for Life. The greater 
part of the Germans and Flemins were ſlain ; and for 
this Memorable Victory, known by the Name of the 
Battle of Bovines, the King following .the Example of 
Lewa the Burly his Grandfather, founded the Abby af 
Notredame de la Victoire, near Senlis, dedicating it ty 
the Blefſed Virgin. Orho having reſign'd the Empire 
four Years after his Defeat, led for ſome time a priyae 
Life, and died of a Dyſentery or Bloody Flux, at Bru: 
wick, in the Year 1218. 

Frederick the IId, the Son of the Emperor Henry the 
VIzh, and of Conftance the Daughter of Roger King d 
Sicily, married fix Wives, Conſtance, Fole, or Volant 
Agnes, Rutine, Rabel; and a ſixth of the fame name. 
By Conſtance the Queen of Aragon, he had Henry whon 
he made King of the Romans when he was but ten 
| Years old; and who for his Revolts died at Cozence, a 
City of Apulia, in no better a place than a Prilon, I. 
lante, the only Daughter of Fohn of Bregne, King of 7. 
ruſalem, had for her Portion, Paleſtize: and tis from 
thence that the Kings of Naples and Sicily have aſſumd 
the ſtile of Kings of Jeruſalem. Conrad was born o 
this venter, in 1228. He divorc'd Agnes the Daughter 
of Otho, Marqueſs of Merania: and Ulrick Duke of C4 
ranthia married her, when ſhe was Repudiated by Fe. 
derick, His fourth Wife Rutine was the Daughter of 
O:ho Count of Boſferſhayſen in Bavaria: and his fifth, 
Izabella the Daughter of L ewis of Bavaria, who was Al- 
ſaſſinated at Kelbeim, He had by her Agnes, whom 
ſome call Margarite, the Wife of Albert, Landgrave of 
Thuringen, who brought him two Sons, Frederick Mar- 
queſs of Miſni a, and Dietman. Albert having a Paſſion 
tor another Woman, was willing to rid himſelf of his 
Wife Agnes, who being informed of the Reſolution be 
had taken to have her Murdered, broke our of the For- 


trels of Eiſenach, and died in a Monaſtery at Fran ind 
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he is the ſame Woman that bit her eldeſt Son Frederick 
in the Cheek ; and who having drawn Blood from ir, 
old a Captain of the Guards who reproach'd her for her 
Cmelry, That by the Scar of that Wound ſhe was willing 
that her Son ſhould remember the love ſhe had for him, and the 
ſul Condition in which he left her Thoſe Children whom he 
wonld fain have put away, when they were grown up, 
love their Father Albert from Thuringen, who died at 
Fford, in moſt deplorable Poverty. The fixth Wife of 
Frederick, was Izabella, the Daughter of Fobn King of 
Enland, and of Rabella, the only Daughter of the Earl 
of Angouleme. Their Nuptial were celebrated at Wormes, 
in 1235: and by this Princeſs he had a Son call'd Henry, 
to whom bis Father left Sicily by his Will, and Conſtance 
who was the Spouſe of Lewis the Landgrave of Heſſe. 
Fhdes theſe Wives he had Miſtreſſes, among others 
Blanche Marchioneſs of Monferrat, of whom he begor 
Mainfroy Prince of Tarentum, Heins King of Sardinia, 
and Frederick Prince of Antiochia. 

In 1220, he went to Italy, and after he had been 
nown'd at Rome by Honorius the IIId, he beſtowed the 
Ealdom of Fuldes upon the Church. This Peace was 
(ct of long Continuance betwixt them: and inaſmuch 
y the Pope had urg'd ſome of his Subjects to revolt, 
the Emperor vanquiſhed thoſe Rebels; put Biſhops in 
be toom of thoſe whom he had deprived ; and was ex- 
ummunicated becauſe he refus'd to reſtore them, Up- 
m this dreadful Curſe pronounced againſt him, the Sa- 
racens of Sicily made an Inſurrection; and when the 
Emperor had humbled them, he rerurn'd to Germany. 
bing importuned to go into the Holy Land, he under- 
wok the Journey; he arrived the 7th of September at 
Prolemais ; and whatever Pope Gregory the IX, ad- 
Yancd ro the Papal Throne, in 1127, and who had 
tenſur'd him, could poſſibly do againſt him; he was 
bfortunate that the Sultan being elſe where detained by 
ail Wars, yielded up to him the Kingdom of Feruſalemy 
with the places which had been conquer'd by Saladin. 
do the Emperor enter'd Feryſalem with his Army, the 
lth day of March 1228, or as ſome will have in 293 
ind Abusfarages bears witneſs in his Section abont Calif 
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Moſtancer the Son of Daber, that the Franks, i. e. the 
Latins had of Al-Camel, Feruſalem, in the Year of the 
Turkiſh Hegyra, 625, which is the Year of our Lord 
1227. But be that as it will, in ſpight of Pope Gregory; 
Sollicirations and Intriegues, he made a Truce for ten 
Years with the Sultan, and left Reinaud Duke of Bara. 
ria, his Governour in Paleſtine with an Army by Ser 
and Land. This Emperor, who beſides his Mother. 
Tongue, ſpoke Greek, Latin, French, Italian, and Arz- 
bick, to perfection; who bad ſubdu'd his Enemies in 
Sicily, Italy, and Germany could not ſecure himſelf from 
Mainfroy his Illegitimate Son, whom he had made 
Prince of Tarentum. This Perfidions Wretch having 
perceived that the Poiſon he had given him, as they lay, 
wroughr nor ſo ſpeedy an effect as he thought it would, 
ſtifled him with a Pillow; and he buried him magnif- 
cently, that he might not be ſuſpected of that Parricide, 
Tis true that all Hiſtorians do not agree in this Account; 
though they conſent Harmoniouſly in this, that he 
died in 1250, in the 39th Year of his Reign, and the 
57th of his Age. 

Conrad the I'V:h married Elizabeth, Otho the Duke of 
Bavaria's Daughter, and had by her bur one Son called 
Conradin. Frederick his Father admitted Conrad as a 
Partner with him in the Empire, in 1235, by the con- 
ſent of the Princes, called together at Pormes. But 
Innocent the IVth, Frederick's (worn Enemy, having ex 
communicated them in a Council held at Lyons, in the 
Year 1245. Henry Landgrave of Thuringen ſtoutly with 
ſtood Conrad's Inauguration. Henry dying in 1248, of a 
Wound he had received at the Siege of Time in Suubia; 
Conrad went into Italy, where he regained the major 
part of the revolted Cities: and Mainfroy in hopes that 
he ſhould eafily take Apulia, and Sicily from Conradin, 
who was then Young; poiſon'd Conrad who died the 
22d of May, in 1254, nineteen Years after his Election, 
and four after Frederick's Death. 

MMainfroy took the Guardiaſhip of Conradin who was 
in Bavaria, that he might invade the Kingdom of Italy 
and Sicily: and having uſurpr the Title of King and 
deceiv'd the Pope, he tent ſome of his Aſſalſins into Ger- 
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many, to make away with that Young Prince, Being 
of Opinion that the thing muſt ſucceed, he ſpread abroad 
the report of his Death, and by the help of the Sara- 
ws, ſeiz d the Throne. Urban the IV+h call'd into La- 
þ Charles Duke of Anjou, the Son of Lewis the VIII 
King of France againſt Mainfroy , after he had 
excommunicated him. He was ſplendidly receiv'd 
at Rome, where in 1265, he was proclaim'd King of 
Jeruſalem, and Sicily, Having made his his Preparations 
for War, he overthrew Mainfroy near Benevent the Year 
allowing, and kill'd him by the Treachery of Fohn Rota 
Earl of Caſerta, whoſe Wife he bad debauch'd, and he 
would not allow him the Honour of a Sepulchre, Thus 
then he is here become the King of the two Sicilies, 
and the Vicegerent in the Empire, by the Title which 
the Pope gave bim, who pretended that the Govern- 
nent of the Empire which was vacant, belong'd to the 
de of Rome. Conradin comes down with an Army into 
I, attended by Frederick Duke of Auſtria, by Henry 
the King of Caſtile's Son, and by a great Number of 
ferſons of Quality, all reſolved ro ſupport his Cauſe, 
with their Heads and Hands, with rheir Counſel and 
with their Swords. He was routed in the Bartle foughr 
bewixt him and Charles, near the Lake Celano, and was 
aken in his Flight with Frederick, Henry, and other Lords, 
nthe Year 1267 ; and how evident ſoever the Reaſons 
were which Robert the ITId of Bethume, Earl of Flanders, 
aer d to the Duke of A»jou, the Counſels of Clement 
the IVeh Urban's Succeſſor prevail'd over them, and 
carweigh'd them. Conradin, Frederick, and twelve of 
the moſt conſiderable Perſons of the Army were by 
Cbarles's Order beheaded, The Earl of Flanders abhor- 
ring this Cruelty, which he to ſo little purpoſe had ad- 
md againſt, darted his Sword through the Body of Ne- 
ert de Barri the Protonotary who had pronounc'd their 
&ntence, left he ſhould have time to boaſt of his ha- 
ving condemn'd to Death two Illuſtrious Princes, and 
causd the Executioner to be kill'd, who had ſhed ſuch 
Noble Blood upon the Scaffold. As for Henry of Caſtile, 
Charles commanded that he ſhould be carried in an Iron 


Cage through all rhe Cities of Apulia, and made him

end his Days in this melancholick Condition. Thus the 
whole line of Frederick was extinguiſhed ; becauſe Heim 
the King of Sardinia being gone to aſſiſt the People of 
Modena, was taken by the Bolonians, who hung yy 
Three Hundred of his Followers, and becauſe he him. 
ſelf died in a Priſon, where he continued 22 Years, nine 
Months, and 16 Days. | 
Charles ſeeing himſelf in the peaceable Poſſeſſion of 
the two Sicilies, ſettled there ſome Frenchmen for Ma- 
giſtrates, who without regard to their Character, to the 
Law of God, and to certain Rules of Decency, which 
are obſerved by the moſt barbarous Nations, made 10 
other Uſe of their Authority, but to impoſe every day 
new Taxes, to enrage the People by their Inſolence, 
and to Corrupt or Violate the greateſt Part of the Ladies 
that bad Virtue or Beauty. This Tyranny put the Sia. 
lians into a Conſternation, and among the reſt John fir 
named the de Prcchite, Born at Salernum, but Originally 
of the Ille of Prochyta, near the City of Naples. This 
Phyfirian of Mainfroy, whoſe Wife Charles Duke of 4r- 
jou had debauch'd, not being able to bear the Injury 
done him, goes to find out Peter the IIId, the King of 
Aragon, the Husband of Conſtance, Mainfroy's Siſter; be 
excites him to Conquer Sicily, he conjures him to force 
ſo fine an Inheritance out of the Hands of a Stranger. 
He being not in Circumſtances good enough to attempt 
this War, the Prochite diſguis'd in the Habit of a Franci- 
can Friar goes quite to Conſtantinople, where he gets 
Fleet of Michael 8 an Enemy to the French, for 
the Service of Peter. Being come back ro Rome in the 
ſame Habit he diſcourſes with Nicholas the IIId, who 
out of Hatred to the French, promiſes to put the King 
of Aragon in Poſſeſſion of Sicily. This Franciſcan Phif- 
fitian went again into Sicily to give the finiſhing ſtroke t0 
his Deſign, And Pope Nicholas being dead, Peter ſends 
Hugh de Mataplana to Pope Martin his Succeſſor to di. 
cover his Intention, but under the Pretence of procuring 
the Canonization of Remond de Pegna, the Founder of the 
Order of Mercy, or of the Redemption of Captives detain. 
ed by the Moors of Africk, In the mean time Peter ſail 
with his Fleet from Tortaſa in Catalonia; Anchors at ny 
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waits there for News from Sicily; and the Prochite 

ſeizes Charles s Ships in the Harbours of Meſſina and Pa 

lermo. The Enterprize having been two Years contri- 

yvance Was put in execution upon the ſignal given, that

A Woman who had 

wo little Children that were Twins, begg'd an Alms ot 

this Counteſs, who diſmiſs d her without giving her an 

thing ; nay, charg'd her with being an Adultreſs, , 
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lieving it impoſſible that a Woman ſhould have by her 
Husband alone two Children at a time. The poor Wo. 
man unable to endure that unjuſt Reproach, pray'd to 
God that Margaret might have by her Husband ar one 
lying in, as many Children as there are Days in the Year, 
The thing happen'd ; and in the Year 1276. upon God 
Friday ſhe was brought to Bed of 365 Children, of the 
bigneſs of little Chickens, who were all baptiz d by 69 
Biſhop of Utrecht in the Preſence of many Perſons of 
Quality; and who died with the Mother in the ſame 
day. He gave the Name of John to the Boys, and cal- 
led the Girls by the Name of Elizabeth. If it be a Mi. 
racle, T have nothing to ſay ; otherwiſe the Counteſs of 
Hennebert muſt be a Novice in the World to know ſo 
little of the ordinary Events in it. 

However that be, William married Elizabeth the 
Daughter of Otho Duke of Brunswick, by whom he had 
a Son nam'd Florentins the Iſt, and Beatrix who married 
Ferdinand the Illd, King of Caſtile, and the Son of 4. 
phonſus the IX th, and of Berengere. 

After the death of Henry, Landgrave of Thuringen, 
wounded before Dime, the Princeſs not being able to 
bring the Popes ro a Temper in the bebalf of Frederick 
the IId, in the Year 1247, or 48. choſe Milliam, who 
was at laſt crown'd at Alen, becauſe the City which 
held out for Frederick, ſurrender'd not till reduc'd to ex- 
tremity. Whilſt he reſided in Itahj, the Friſons taking 
advantage of his Abſence, made Incurſions into Holland, 
and plunder'd it; which engag'd him to go back ſpee- 
dily to his States. He defeated them: Bur as be was 
in a Road with a {mall Retinue, he accidentally came to 
Water that was frozen, and the Friſons who lay hid in 2 
Moraſs, killd him before he could have any Succour, in 
the Year 1256. | | 

| Riebard, Earl of Cornwal, the Son of ahn King of Eng- 
land, who died in 1216, and of 1zabel/a the Daughter of 
Count Angouleme was invited into Germany the 13th of 
January in 1257. and crown'd at Alen the 17th of May. 
tber Princes thinking it intolerable that the Biſhop of 
Cologne ſhould be ſent into England to make choice of Ri- 
chard, choſe Alpbonſus King of Caſtile: And the Engliſh- 
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man who had expreſs'd much more hatred of thoſe who 
had nor been in his Intereſts than of the Enemies of the 
Empire, became odious to every one. Having rerurn'd 
into England, where he ſerv'd his Brother Henry againſt 
the Rebels, he was kill'd in 1271, the 2d day of April, 
before a City which he beſieged. 

Alphonſus firnam'd the 1//;ſe, and the Aſtro/oger, the Son 
of Ferdinand the IIId, King of Spain, who died in 1252. 
and of Beatrix, married Violante the Daughter of ame: 
King of Aragon; and had by her Ferdinand, Sancho, Fobn, 
and a Daughter call d Beringuilla. He was choſen the 
lame Year that Richard was, and approv'd not of fo 
glorious a Choice, bur upon the Pope's Sollicitation. Bur 
whereas he was ſlow in reſolving, and came not time 
enough into Germany, he reap'd not the benefit of the 
Overture that was made him: And his Son Sancho omit- 
ed nothing to deprive him of his Eſtate. The Hiſtori- 
ans who give an account of him, aſſure us that be read 
the Bible fourreen times; and that he was at the ex- 
pence of four hundred thouſand Crowns upon ſome 
larned Men to have the f Tables compleated, which 
o this Day are call'd Tabule Alphonſine. This King, 
who was profuſe, wilful and alſo cruel ; learned, bur 
fool-hardy, to that degree, as to boaſt that if he had 
been at the Creation of the World, he ſtould have been 
of a Sentiment different from the Author of Nature, be- 
auſe he would have it fram'd it in a beautiful Order, 
died in the Year 1284. reign'd 31 Years, 10 Months, 
and 23 Days; and his Body was inter'd at Sevi / le. 

Rodolphus Count of Habſpury, a ſmall Caſtle upon

nce he was no ſmall Favourite of hers, the Emperor 
thought fir to baniſh him, and to ſignify to him by bis 
Exile, that he could ſhift well enough without his Bre- 


In the Interregnum, and amidſt the Diſorders of Ger- 
many, Where the Princes made whom they pleas'd their 
Emperors, Gregory the Xth let them know, that, if the) 
did not elect an Emperor in the moſt ſolemn and formal that 
manner poſſible, he would take care of it himſelf, 'TwasY The 
for that reaſon they met together at Francfort on the Ip 
18th of Ofober in 1273, and made choice of ce e 
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King of Bohemia, who thinking himſelf a greater Poten- 
ute, refus'd ro be Emperor. The Elector of Treves, of 
Cologne, of Bavaria, Saxony and Brandenburgh, upon the 
Character which Verner Archbiſhop of Mayence gave of 
odolphus, who was poor, but eminent for his Birth and 
errue, gave him their Votes as one Man. He was then 
at War with the Suitzers, and befieged Baſil (where two 
Factions divided the City) when he was told that he 
was choſen Emperor; rhe which for a while he conld 
not believe, till ſuch time as he had no longer reaſon to 
doubt of it. As ſoon as the People of Baſi/ were told 
this News, on ſent Embaſſadors to Rodolphus's Camp 
to congratulate him upon this worthy Choice, and ond 
him to be their Lord and Maſter, When he had made 
wich the Biſhop, he went to take the Crown at 
then: And whereas the Imperial Sceprer, by I know 
not what Accident, was not to be found ar preſent; ir 
was doubred whether without the Scepter the Oath of 
Ile giance could be taken. Redo/phus who was a Reli- 
gious and Witty Man, took up a Crucifix that was near 
um, and making his Application to the Aſſembly, be 
kid, with a loud Voice, Behold here n the Sign by which 
we haue all been redeem d, it will ſerve us for a Scepter, 
ſuce there 1j not one more glorious or more ſolid than this. 
The firſt Inſtances of his Policy were his Refuſal to 
ate the Imperial Crown ar Rome, which Ceremony had 
colt the Emperors but too much; his continual Thought- 
ulneſs how to give Peace to Germany, which was want- 
ing to it for 17 Years of the Interregnum, and his Diſ- 
regard of the Affairs of Italy, where he refus d nor to 
ell heir Liberty to thoſe of Lucca, Bologne, and Tuſca- 
, for very confiderable Sams of Money. "Twas with 
this Defign that he fell upon rhe Marqueſs of Baden and 
dis Allies in Snabia and Alſatia, upon Henry of Bavaria 
and his fixteen Counts, who were all in a Conſpiracy a- 
cainſt his Life: was for this he contriv'd ways to hum- 
die them, and to prevent their future Inſurrections, 
that he 3 their beft Fortreffes ro be demoliſhed. 
The War he waged with Orrocar was of the greateſt 


Importance, becauſe that King of Bobemia, who had 


given one of chief Places of his Court to Ndolplus, who 
| 18 was 
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was then poor enough, and a Penſion for the more honou- 
rable diſcharge of his Truſt, would neither take the Oath 
of Allegiance, nor acknowledge him to be his Sovereign, 
Rodolphus being forc'd to arm againſt him, takes with 
Auſtria the City of Vienna, after a Month's Siege; and 
he forced him to do Homage to him. He went thither: 
And as the Ceremony was to be perform'd in a Tent in 
a full Field, and as Ottocar was _ his Knees at the 
Foot of the Emperor”s Throne which was very lofty; by 
the help of a Cord which was pull'd, he was openly ſeen 
of all the Army in that poſture of a Supplicant. His 
Homage being done, he obtained in Fee the Kingdoms 
of Bohemia and Moravia, on condition that he would 
diſclaim Auſtria, Carinthia, and Stiria, and that their 
Children ſhould be united by Matrimony. Cunegonde, 
whom Ottocar had married after the divorce of his firſt 
Wife Margaret, being enrag'd at ſo great a contumely, 
thus utrered her mind ro him. © Theſe then are the 
* Spoils of our Enemies which you bring back to us; 
* and becauſe you would have it ſo, you have made us 
* their Slaves. When I have heard of your Victory 
over the Tartars in a Battel; that you made your 
« ſelf Maſter of the Hungarian Camp ; that you had 
© with an Army forced your way almoſt into the Heart 
** of Italy, I thought my ſelf exceeding happy in ſo 
brave a Man, nor could I enough magnify my Fa- 
< ther for his Choice of ſo great a King for me. But 
if at length your Courage fails you, and Swords ſtrike 
* a Terror into you, favour me ſo far that I going into 
your Place may at leaft perform my Duty; that ! 
« may make it appear by experience, whether you 
** ought to have kneeled to Rodolphus who was former- 
* Iy our Domeſtick Servant, and whether Bohemia is 
brought ſo low as to pay Tribute to the German Em- 
«* pice. Fir'd with theſe Reproaches, Ottocar who bad 
made his Peace with Rodolphus, enter d Auſtria in the Year 
1277. he plunders or burns all that he meets with in 
his way. Rodolphus aſſiſted by Ladiſiaus King of Hun- 

ary, the Son of Stephen the IVth, marches to Vienna; 
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Spot. Ottocar who had been wounded in the Fight, and 
who was brought to the Emperor, died of his Wounds 
the ſame Lear. Rodolphus reſtor d Bohemia to Venceſlaus 
the Son of Ottocar, gave him bis Daughter Fnthe to be 
his 9 And Auſtria fell into the Houſe of Habspurg by 
this. Victory. | 

When Rodolphus foreſaw that he could not poſſibl 
live long, he call'd together a Diet at Francfort, in whic 
be defir'd the Electors to name his Son Albert King of the 
Romans ; bur they found Arguments far their Excuſe in 
that matter. His Diſtemper growing upon him, he was 
willing with all ſpeed to go to Spire, but he could not reach 
It, becauſe in 1291. he died at Germerſheim, a ſmall City 
in the Lower Palatinate, about two Leagues diſtant 
from, Spire. He was Elected Emperor in 1275. he liv d 
13 Years and 5 Months: He reign'd 17 Years, 9 Months, 
and 16 Days. This Prince was of a ſtrong Conſtituti- 
on, and large Size ; he had a beautiful Countenance, 
lively Eyes, a Hawk-noſe and fair Hair; and in his 
Carriage there was an Air of Grandeur remarkable 
which attracted a reſpect from both his Subjects and 
Strangers. For all that he was Covetous, and that is 
a great blemiſh in a Prince. | | 
* Adolphus Count of Naſſau, the Son of Adolphus the 
Grand Marſhal of the Emperor Redo/phus, was elected 
King of the Romans at Francfort fix Months after his 
Death: And fince Men were divided much in their Sen- 
timents, the Electors allow'd Gerard the Archbiſhop of 
Majence to appoint whom he ſhould think fir; and he, 
contrary to their expectation, nam'd his Couſin Adolphus. 
He married Imagine of Limburgh, and had by her three 
Sons: Adolphus eſpous'd to the King of Bohemia's Daugh- 
ter, and both of em died before the Conſummation of 
their Marriage. He had alſo Henry married to the Bur-

He was crown'd with Imagine the Empreſs at Alen: And 
it is paſt doubt that he was brave; but he was very 
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of bis Merit, and becauſe he brought back great Booty 
from five Battels, in which he had got the Victory over the 
Duke of Brabant. After he was Emperor, he thought 
good to declare in favour of Guy Count of Flanders, tg 
whom Edward King of England had promis'd his Daugb. 
ter Philippa as a Wife for his only Son. Upon this 
Match he ſent to declare War with Philip the IVth, fir. 
nam'd the Fair, who to reproach his Pride, ſent him a 
well ſeal'd Packet made up of blank Paper. There 
happen'd ſomething to him more material and more grie. 
vous, becauſe Edward having ſent him Mony to bring 
bim Forces, he laid our that very Mony upon the Pur- 
chaſe of Thuringen, which the Landgrave Erneſt the Fa. 
ther of Frederick and Dietman, of whom I have made 
mention, ſold to him: But the People of the Country 
would not acknowledge him to be their Lord. Upon 
this Refuſal he plunders Thuringen and Miſnia, gives up 
the Nuns to the Laſt and Rage of the Soldiers, and with 
Fire and Sword deſtroys all the Places which had not 
ſubmitted ro him. His Debaucheries and Cruelties raisd 
the Indignation of moſt Men, and even of Gerard him- 
ſelf who had choſen him; ſo that he was depos d in a 
Diet held at Francfort in 1298. and Albert of Auſtria 
proclaim'd King of the Romans. Bur to decide this 
Controverſy there muſt be a Battel which was fought 
at Haſenphuet near Spire, on the 2d of June in 1298. It 
laſted full ſix Hours; and Albert who won it, with his 
own Hand kill'd his Enemy, who fought at the Head 
of his Squadron. 

Prince Maurice Count of Naſſau, as if be had remem- 
bred his Death, reveng'd it three hundred Years after, 
on the very ſame day that Adolphus was kill'd by Albert: 
and his Brother Henry Frederick, being 17 Years old, 
his Couſin Lews of Naſſau, Lieutenant of the Horſe of 
States, Count Erneſt's Brother, had alſo a ſhare in this 
Vengeance. Indeed, in the Year 1600, he routed the 
Army of Archduke Albert, the Husband of Iabella near 
Niewport, conſiſting of Twelve Thouſand Foot, and about 
3000 Horſe, He loſt but two thouſand Men in that 
Fight: among whom there was no Man of Note; and

Sandards of Horſe, his Baggage, his Artilery ; and ha- 
ving chang'd Arms, and Habit, and eſcaping with two 
others, Wounded in the Face, he wirhdrew near Bruges. 
Tis the ſame Maurice of Naſſau Prince of Orange, who 
tothe Queſtion propos d ro him one day, who was the 
Greateſt Captain in Europe, anſwered, that the Marqueſs 
f Spinola was the Second; and how modeſt ſoever his 
er was, the Count ſhew'd that the Marqueſs was 
idſerior to: him. | 

Albert of Auſtria, the Son of the Emperor Rodolphus, 
was ſirnameq the Blind, from an Eye he loft by the 
frengrh of Poiſon, which Conrad Biſhop of Saltzbourg 
prepared for him; and without the help of the Phyſitians, 
who gave him a Vomit, he had not been rid of it at fo 
cheap a rate. his Wife Elizabeth, the Daughter of 
Menard Duke of Carinthia, Count of Tirol, and of Go- 
niz in Gori cia, in Friuli, he had one and Twenty Chil- 
dren, ten of which number died young. The others 
were, firſt Rodo/phus, firnamed the Meek, the Well natu- 
ed, or Gracious, who married Blanche, the Daughter of 
our Philip the Hardy, by his ſecond Wife Mary of Brabant, 


Blanche was the Widow of Fobn of Namur, Count of 


Hanaw, the Son of Guy Earl of Flanders: and after the 
Death of this Princeſs, he took to Wife Calliſia of Bohe- 
mia. He had no Children either by the one or t' other, 


and died of the Bloody Flux at O/murz in Bohemia, in 


1326, 
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1326. The Second Son of Albert was Frederick, ſirna - 
med the Fair, Duke of Auſtria, afterwards Emperor. 
The third Leopold, firnamed the Honor of Soldiers, Duke 
of Auſtria, Stiria and Carinthia, who died in 1326, The 
fourth Henry, who married the Daughter of the Count of 
Bernburg, and died in 1344. The fiſth Albert, firnamed 
rhe Wie who after the Death of the Emperor had 2 
great while the whole Adminiftration of Affairs. The 
Sixth Otho, married to the Duke of Bavaria's Daughter, 
who died in 1344. Of the Daughters of this Emperor, 
one calld Agnes, was the Wife of Andrem the IIIa, King 
of Hungary: Elizabeth of Auſtria, and Ausburg, married 
to Ferry or Frederick the IIId, the eighicenth Dake of 
Lorain ; Anne to the Marqueſs of Brandenburg; Caths- 
7ine contracted to Henry the VIIth of Luxenbourgh, after 
married to the King of Apulia, and Duke of Calabria, 
and Guttha, who was the Wife of Ulrick, Count of 
Oetingen of Bavaria.

This Emperor was engag'd in many Domeſtick Wars, 
in which Fortune was not always favourable to him, not 
always his Enemy. Though he had been crown'd twice, 
Pope Boniface refuſed to do him the ſame Honour; be. 
cauſe Albert, demanded of him to throw up all in gene- 
ral that had been raken by rhe Church from the Empire, 
I will ſay nothing of this Pope, whoſe Pride and Hu- 
mours have been very freely deſcribed b Platina.

But when the Pope who feared tie 
tower of the French in Izaly, had informed them that 
Philip would make Charles of Valo King of the Romans, 
bey agreed, and Hefiry of Luxemburg was choſen on the 
25th of November, in 1308. The following Yeat he 
vas Crown'd on the 6th of Fanuary at Alen: and ha- 
lng been told that the People of Bohemia were diſguſted 
it the Government of Henry Duke of Carinthia, and that 
they defired ohn of Luxemburg his Son for their King, 
te ſent him into Bohemia with an Army, attended by 
Redolphus of Bavaria.

decently to go off, than to be ſhamefully driven away, 
Italy was at that time in a {ad Condtion, made ſo by the 
Factions of the Guelfs and Gibelines, and by the U. 
ſurpation of many Tyrants, who had ſeized on all the 
Cities after near Sixty Years that thæ Emperors did not 
much trouble themſelves to go over the Alps. Clement 
the Veh, who had tranſlated the See to Avignon, and

After he had left 
his Son John King of Bohemia his Lieutenant in the 
Empire, he ſer our ; he paſs d through the Domi 
nions of the Harl of Savoy, his Brother-in-law ; he 
forc'd the chief Cities of Piemont and Lombardy to take 
the Oath of Allegiance- to him; and he was receivd 
with much Applauſe at Milan, where on Twelſth. Day, 
in 1311, he was Crown d with his Empreſs Margaret, in 
St. Ambroſe's Church. He reſettled in the City Mat- 
thew Vicount Gibelin who had been driven thence by 
Guy de la Tour, the Head of the Faction of the Guelts ; 
he took almoſt all the Cities who were unwilling to 
be longer ſubject to the Emperor, and choſe Governors 
to reduce them to Obedience. When he had batrerd 
down the Walls of Cremona, he beſieged Breſſe, and 
forc'd it to ſurrender; and upon the Requeſt of the 
Pope's Legats he freely pardon'd thoſe Rebels, though 
they had in one Sally kilłd the Arcbiſhop of Treves, Bau- 
douin his Brother, with many others. Mantua, Verona, 
Vincenza, Treveſe, Venice and Plaiſance, acknowledg d 
him to be their Lord: and fince the Weather began to 
be very ſevere, he went to ſpend the Winter at Genoua. 
In 1212, be travelled to Piſa, where he was once more 
Crown'd : and without the leaſt Attempt upon Florence, 
Lucca, and Bolonia, which had put themſelves — 
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the Protection of Robert King of Naples, he d to 
* Rome, where he receiv'd — 4 Cn 

three Cardinals, who had Pope Clement's Order, 
w give it him. He ftaid not long there, becauſe the 
Urſin Guelfs kept the Caſtle of St. Angelo, and the Va- 
tican, which he attack t without any ſucceſs, and thought 
only of making War upon the Florentines. 

Bur there happened an Event which broke all the 
Meaſutes which he had taken. Clement in the Letters 
which he wrote to the three Cardinals, who delivered 
them ro the Emperor at Piſa, made uſe of theſe Expreſ- 
tons: That as the Emperor and King Robert were 
„ obligd ro obey him by their Oath of Fealty, and 
& by the Favours he had conferred upon them; ſo allo 
they ought to have more Zeal than all others for the 
* the Service of the Church. By the firſt Oath which 
* Henry's Embaſſadors took, whom he ſent to Aragon 
© ro ask for the Imperial Crown, they promis'd in rhe 
* Emperor's Behalf that be ſhould ſuffer no attempt up- 
© on the Pope's Life, nor Honour: that he ſhould make 
* no Ordinance at Rome, till the Pope ſhould give his 
* Conſent ro ir. That when he was able, he ſhould 
© cauſe a Reſtitution ro be made of all the Lands be- 
* longing to the Church. That he ſhould advance the 
* Holy Church, and that he ſhould, as much as it ſhould 
* be in his Power, undertake the Defence of her Rights 
* by himſelf, by his Lieurenants, and his other Officers. 
That on the Day of his Coronation he ſhould {wear 
* the ſame things, and that he ſhould rake another 
* Oath likewiſe, according ro Cuſtom, upon the ſame 
% Qccafion. Thar other Oath which he indeed took is 
this, * That he would be the Protector and Defender of 
the Pope, and the Holy Church of Rome: and that 
n far as he could, he would preſerve her in ber Pa- 
trimony, her Poſſeſſions, in her Honours, in her Pri- 
© yileges and her Rights. Henry affirm'd that that 
Oath was not like that which Vaſſals rake to their Lord, 
bu rather like the Coronation-Oath of Princes, in 
which they undertake the Protection and Defence of 
their Subjects, and ro preſerve their Rights and Privi- 


lkiges. Pope Clemem on the other hand alerted that that 
X 2 was 
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was an Oath of Fealty, ſuch as a Vaſſal ought to take 


to his Lord, whoſe Tenant, Client, and Dependent he 


is. Thar before he had taken that Oath, and been 
crown'd by the Pope, the Perſon elected was neither Em. 


- peror, nor in a Capacity to act in that Station: and 


that in the Interregnum the Pope, at leaſt in Italy, had 
the full and abſolute diſpoſal of all the Concerns of the 


Empire. Henry, though a Wiſeman, falling into a Paſſi 


on, proteſted by an Act before the Publick Notary, 


whom he ſent for, that neither he nor his Predeceſſots 


ever took an Oath of Fealty to any one, and plainly fell 
out with the Pope. After that pretending that the King- 
dom of Naples was a Fee, and in the Tenure of the Em. 
pire, he ſummon'd Robert ſolemnly and formally to 
come to Piſa, and upon his refuſal ro appear, he made 


that King an Out-Law of the Empire, depriv'd him of 
bis Kingdom, and preſented it ro Frederick King of 
Sicily. 


When the Forces which he had rais'd in Germay, 


were arriv'd with the Succeſſor of the Gibelines, he left 


Piſa on the gthof Auguſt, in 1313, and turn'd towards 


"Rome with his Land-Army, being moreover ſttengthned 


with many Veſſels of the People of Piſa, and ſeventy 
Galleys of the State of Genoua, Frederick King of Sic: 
ly, who the ſame Day ſer our of the Port of Meſſina, 
with fifty Galleys, who had taken Negio, and other 
Places near Calabria, made up to Cajeta, where the Em- 
peror's Fleet was oblig'd to joyn them. Robert could 
not make head againſt ſo many Forces; and by bis de- 
feat the Florentines had been brought to their laſt Shifts, 
But Henry preparing himſelf for the Holy Communion 
by Faſting, Prayers, and other Chriſtian Actions; Ber- 
nard Facobin, whom the Florentines had bribed for that 
Purpoſe, when he adminiſtred the Holy Sacrament to 
him upon the Feſtival of the Virgin's Aſſumption, gave 
him a Poiſon d Hoſt. The Maſs was no ſooner finiſhed, 
bur the Emperor ſaid to the Monk Bernard, get you gone, 
retire; for if the Miſchief you have done me be known, 
you mult come to a moſt unhappy end; I forgive you: 
and the Parricide being taken, was flead alive. Hem) 


who had reign'd four Years, and eight Months, and liv'd 
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one and Fifty Vears, one Month, and ſeven Days, died 
on the 24th of Auguſt, of that Poiſon : and Clement the 
Veb died on the 20th of April in the following Year. 
Lewis of Bavaria, the Son of Lewis the Severe, Count 
Palatine Elector, and of Melthide the Daughter of the 
Emperor Rodol obus, had three Wives; one Counteſs, who 
died ſoon after ſhe was married; the Second Beatrix 
the Daughter of the King of Poland, and he had by her 
Lewis the Duke of Bavaria, Marqueſs of Brandenburg, 
and Stephen Duke of Landſtbut. By Margaret his Third 
Wife, the Daughter of Milliam the IId, Earl of Holland, 
— and Friſe/and, he had four Sons, Albert Duke 
of Strubingen, Otho Duke of Bavaria, and Marqueſs of 
Brandenburg ; Miliam Earl of Holand, Zeland, and 
Friſeland ; Lewis Marqueſs of Brandenburg, Count of 
Tirol, who becauſe he was born in Rome after the Coro- 
nation of Margaret, in 1328, was firnamed the Roman. 
He had alſo by Margaret, Elizabeth or Agnes, married 
to Ulrick Earl of Wittenburg the Mother of Count Ebor- 
hard the Pacifick ; and who upon the Death of Villiam 
her Brother, drown'd in Friſeland, as being the next 
Heireſs, brought the Earldom of Holland, Zeland, 
and Friſe/and, to the Houſe of Bavaria, who enjoy'd- - 
them near Fourſcour Years. + Thoſe Earldoms after that 
time, return'd to the Houſe of Burgundy. | 
- After the Death of Henry the VII:th, the Electors were 
ſour Months in chooſing an Emperor, becauſe Lewis and 
his Couſin Frederick the Fair, the Son of rhe Emperor 
Albert of — and the Emperor Rodolphus's Grand- 
ſon, both of em laid claim to the ſame Dignity. Lew- 
was elected at Francfort, on the 18th of October, in 
1314, by Peter Archbiſhop of Mayence, Baudouin Arch- 
viſhop of Treves ; by John King of Bobemia; John Duke 
of Saxony, and by Vaudemar Marqueſs of Brandenburg. 
Frederick who was on the other fide the Maine at the 
Head of his Troops, was Elected by Henry of Virneburg 
Archbiſhop of Cologne, by Rodolphus of Saxony, and by 
Henry Duke of Corinthia. But as the two firſt would 
not allow theſe to be Electors, the Duke of Carinthia 
was indeed Incapacitated to give his Voice, becaufe he 
no longer wore the Crown of Bohemza, ro which the 
X 3 right 
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right of Election was annext. So Lewis being elected 
according to the niceſt Formalities, and conducted 
with great Ceremony into St. Bartholomew's Church, was 
ſeated upon the Altar. as the Cuſtom is; and the Peo. 
ple and Magiſtrates ſwore Allegiance to him. He fear- 
ing left Frederick might ger before him to Alen, preven- 
red him, mounting the Throne of Charles the Great; 
and Frederick was crowned at Bonne, by Henry Archbi- 
ſhop of Cologne. Waving the particular account of their 
War, which laſted almoſt ſeven Years, I ſhall ſpeak on- 
ly of Two Battles they fought ; the one upon the Banks 
of the Neckar, in 1316, hard by Eſlingey ; the other in 
the Field of Ampfinguen above Muldorf in the lower Ba. 
varia, in the Year 1323. Though the firſt was exceed - 
ing Bloody, and the Earth was covered with the Dead, 
the Darkneſs of the Night ſeparated theſe two Empe- 
rors; and took from them the Means of diſcerning to 
- Which fide the Victory began to incline. The Second 
Battle in which they fought Twelve Hours without In- 
termiſſion, decided the troverſy, becauſe Frederick 
and his Brother Henry were taken in it; and becauſe Lewis 
ſecut d himſelf from Frederick by a Priſon where he was in 
hold Three Years, But he reſtored him his Liberty, in 1325, 
after he had honourably left him the bare Title of the King 
of the Romans, on Condition he would bind himſelf by 
Oath no more to pretend to the Empire, nor ever to beg 
the Crown of the Pope. Though he was often importn'd to 
go do take it either at Rome, or at Avignon, he was juſt to 
his Promiſe, and died on the 13th of anuary, in 1330. 
He had ſcarce reap'd the full Enjoyment of his Victo- 
ry, bur Pope ahn the XXII, cited him by a Sammons 
pabliſh'd at Avignon, ro give an Account of his Actions 
Taal upon the eighth of October. It was ſer forth in 
that Summons, or Manitory, That his Election was 
queſtioned and uncertain ; that he had taken the Em- 
** Pire, contrary co Cuſtom, before the Pope had given 
* bis conſent to it; that be had made his Son an Ele- 
CJor; chat be had againſt the Church ſupported the 
5 Vicounts of Milan, that were condemn'd for Im piety 
and Hereſy; that if within three Months he could 
not clear himſelf of all theſe Accuſations, he _ 

** 66 ur- 
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« ſurrender the Empire; that otherwiſe he muſt prepare 
« himſelf for an Excommunication, and a Prohibition 
« of farther Obedience to be paid him by any of the Sub- 
6 jects of the Empire. The Embaſſadors, whom Lewis 
ſent to the Pope with much Submiſſion, not having had 
audience, he call'd together the Princes, the Doctors, 
and the Biſhops at Nuremberg, he anſwer'd to the ſeveral 
Articles objected againſt him; and he appealed from all 
the unjuſt Proceedings of the Pope to the Holy Apoſto- 
tek See, and to the Church repreſented in a General 
Council. Fohn then excommunicared Lewis, and almoſt 
ar the ſame time condemned the moſt conſiderable of 
the Gibelins, as the Vicounts of Milan, the Scaligers of 
irma, the Marqueſs of Ferrara, Paſſerin Bonacoſſe of 
Mantua, Caſtruccs Caſtracani of Lucca, Hugh Biſhop of 
Arezzo, and thoſe who had refus d to obey his Injuncti- 
ons. On the other hand the Emperor publiſhed a Mani- 
eſto, in which he repreſents Pope John as 4 ſubverter of 
the Empire, 4 Tranſgreſſor of the Laws, an Enemy of the 
Goſpel, and an obſtinate Heretick, A while after, the Ro- 
nan ſhamefully drove away from Rome all thoſe who 
emed ro be of the Pope's fide, they ſent to him to 
hften his return to Rome : and being diſſatisfied with 
lis anſwer, they ſided with the Gibelins ; they intreated 
the Emperor by their Deputies ro march ſpeedily into 
ih, and ro come and take there the two Crowns ac- 
wrding ro Cuſtom. 

In 1327. he went over the Alps, and with the prin- 
dpal Gibelins he held an Aſſembly at Trent, where he 
alld the Pope Prieſt Fobn; he enter'd Lombardy, got 
bimſelf crown'd at Milan King of 1:aly, and brought 
into ſubjection the major part of the Cities of the 
Church and of Tuſcany. In the mean time the Pope con- 
tinn'd his Excommunications againft the Emperor, who 
wok them for a very ſmall matter; and who valu'd 
bis Anathema's no more than Paper- Thunderbolts. He 
was crown'd at Rome with Margaret on the 17th Day 
of Fanuary in 1328. by four Barons who were the Re- 
pteſentatives of the Roman People. To be fully re- 
reag'd of Pope John, upon the 18th of April, with all

By 
an Ordinance of the 23d of April he decreed alſo, Thy 
the Pope ſheuld ſubmit, as his Subject, to the Laws of th 


for the future reſide in his Church; That it ſhould not be 
in his power to be abſent from it above three Months, ur 
be diſtant from it more than two days Fourney, without the 
Conſent of the People of Rome, and of the Clergy ; Ila 
otherwiſe he ſhould be no longer ackhnowledg'd to be Pipe; 
and that being in that caſe reputed dead, the Election of 
new Pope might be ſet on foot, He drove Things far 
ther yet ; fince he made Friar Peter of Corbarie Pope, a 
Cordelier, ſeventy Years old, under the Name of Ni 


bable that Pope John was ſo much the more mortitied, 
in that he was Enemy to thoſe of his Order. But be 
that as it will, Friar Peter Ramuce repented of the ſhame-

In the mean time Lewis perceiving that the Faction of 
the Guelfs was grown much more powerful than be 
imagin'd, left Rome, where his Life was in danger: And 
when he had continu'd in Italy three Years, where the

try'd all manner of ways to procure an Abſolution from 
Benet the XIIth his Succeſſor, who was kept from gra- 
tfying him by the Remonſtrances of the Kings of France, 
Naples, and Bobemia, all three ſecret Enemies of the 
Emperor. Upon that Refuſal, the Electors and other 
Feclefiaftical Princes mer together at Retz a little a» 
bove Coblene z, declar'd that an Emperor formally ele- 
Qed, and by a Plurality of Voices, might govern the Em- 
pire; and that to that end he had no need of the Con- 
ſent, Approbation, or Confirmation of the Pope. Lews 
allo ſubmitred ro Peter Roger, Archbiſhop of Roan, who 
by the Name of Clement the VIth, ſucceeded Pope Be- 
wt: And that Clement, who was Lewis's Friend when 
he was bur Cardinal, all of a ſudden became his Ene- 
wy, ſo as ſolemnly ro excommunicate him, and to diſ- 
— his Legates into Italy to raiſe the Magiſtrates, 

inces, and the People againſt him. As ſevere as the 
Conditions were which Clement had enjoin d him for his 
Ablolution, be was willing intirely to ſubmit to them: 
Bur ſince they concern'd the Empire, as well as the 
Emperor, the Repreſentatives of the Cities aſſembled at 
Francfort ſer themſelves vigorouſly againſt them: And 
the Pope who underſtood the Determinations of thar 
Aembly, made choice of Maundy Thurſday to iſſue out 
freſh Anathema's upon the Emperor. And being nor 
jet ſatisſied with this new Excommunication, he by his 
Letters enjoins the Electors without delay to elect ano- 
ther Emperor. Henry of Virneburg, Archbiſhop of May- 
exce, and other Princes being terrify'd,” nam'd Charles of 
Moravia, who was call'd by way of Railery the Pope's 
Emperor : And che Eſtates conven'd at Spire, null'd that 
Election, and renew'd their Oath of Allegiance to their 
rghetal Emperor. 

Thar Prince whom the Popes never ſuffer'd to be at 
reſt, having magnificently treated Fane of Auſtria, Al- 


bert's Widow, as ſhe went through Bavaria towards Vi- 


ama, drank in a Cup which that Durcheſs preſented 
bim with when ſhe took her leave of him; and tis be- 
lieyed that ſhe poiſon'd him our of revenge, becauſe he 
was prefer d before Frederick, "Tis, however, certain 
that he fell ill immediately after; that having gone in- 
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to his Chamber to take an Antidote, which he had be. Th 
fore us d againſt Poiſon, which had been given him more MW aofdi 


then once; he was nor at all reliev'd by it; that he 
went a Hunting with a defign to get _— by Exer. 
ciſe; and that as he was riding with his Sword in hit 
Hand, againſt a Bear of an extraordinary fixe, he fell 
from his Horſe, as if taken with an Apoplectical Fir, 
After he had given ſome Proof of his — for 
his paſt Life, he died on the 11th of October in the Year 
T347 ; he livd 63 Years; he reign'd 30, and was by. 
ried in the great Church of Munich. 
Charles the IVth, the Son of John King of Bohemig' 
(who fell in the Battle of Creci) and of Elizabeth the 
Daughter of Venceſlaus King of Bohemia, did at his Bay. 
tiſm receive the Name of Venceſlaus: But as he was 
educared in the Court of Charles the Vth, King of France, 
firnam'd the Niſe, that Prince gave him his own Name, 
at the time when this young Prince was confirm'd. He 
had four Wives, Blanche Counteſs of Valos, the Daugh- 
ter of Charles Earl of Valoy the Siſter of King Philip; ard 
he betroth d ber, tho ſhe was then bur ſeven Years dd 
He had by her Margaret, married to Lews King of 
Hungary and Poland; and Elizabeth the Wife of Galeao 
the Vicount of Milan. His ſecond Wife was Agnes or 
Anne the Daughter of Rodo/phus the ut Hul, Count Pa- 
latine of the Mine: The third, Anne or Fane, the Daugh- 
ter of Bulcon. who brought him to her Portion the part 
of Sileſia, which borders upon the Mountains of Bobe- 
mia: The fourth, was Elizabeth the Daughter of Bu- 
giſlaus Duke of Stetin the Kinſwoman of Lewis King of 
Hungary, whom he married in 1363. By theſe two laſt 
he had Venceſlaus who ſucceeded him; Sigiſmond aſter- 
wards Emperor, who was bur five Years old when his 
Father made him Marqueſs of Brandenburg; and Joln 
who had Gorlitz, the Metropolis of Luſatia with other 
Cities. His Daughters were Catherine, married to Ro- 
dolphus the IVth Duke of Auſtria, Elizabeth to Duke 4. 
bert, Brother of Rodolphus ; Margaret to the Marqueſs 
of Brandenburg, Anne to Ortho Duke of Bavaria, and 
Helen to the King of England. 5

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The Emperor who had bought his Election with very 
qofiderable Sums, found himſelf at a loſs after the 
of Lewis ; becauſe Henry Archbiſhop of Mayence, 
10 had always fairhfully ſervd him, been depos d 
the Pope for that reaſon, Rodolphun Palatine of the 
lle, Henry Duke of Saxony, and Lewis Marqueſs of 
hdr, made choice of Edward King of England. 
He thank'd them for the honor they had done him, 
ming then a great War with the French. Then theſe 
bur Electors nam'd Frederick Marqueſs of Miſnia; to

xolved ro abide; beſides that, rhe Marqueſs clearly 
eau that the People of Bobemia would ſeize all his 
lands, After Fredevick, the Faction oppoſing the King 
of Bohemia, nam'd Gontier Count of Schuartzenburg, a 
nie and valiant Man, who on the 16th of January in 
149. was proclaim d at Francfort King of the Romans. 
Ilphus Count Palatine of the Rhine, was the firſt that 
wad him; but Charles having begg'd his Daughter 
i to Wife, the Father-in-law was oblig'd to take the 
un of his Son. Gontier enjoy d this Honour but about 
ix Months; becauſe Charles, as ſome think, got ſome 
Nn mingled for him in Drink, by an eminent Phyſi- 
in call'd Freidano, who by his Order drank firſt. Gon- 
i drank the reſt without much boggling: And Frei- 
an falling inſtantly upon it, died within three days. 
The Count's Death, who us d ſome Remedies, was not 
bſadden. Bur being become very feeble, and inca pa- 
le of enterprizing great Things, Lewis of Bavaria, 
Marqueſs of Brandenburg, and Rodolphus Palatine — 
with by Charles, did ſo dexterouſly addre 
bemſelves to the Temper of Count Schuartzenburg, 
tat he reſigned his Dignity, on condition that be re- 
wacing his Rights, two Cities of Thuringen ſhould be 
den bim, that the Title of King of the Romans 
tould be left him, and that there ſhould be two thou- 
ind Marks of Silver beftow'd, as a Retribution upon 
us Heirs for the Expence he had been at.

And fince there was not enough in his Treaſury to pyy 
them, he fold ſixteen Cities of duabia to the neighbouring 
Princes, Ingelheim and Ogernbeim. with the PublickCy, 
ſtoms, not reſerving the Power of Redemption: And i 
was ſaid of him, That to expoſe the Eagle of the * 1 
the contempt of the World, he had pull d off his moſt beau. 
Ful Feathers. This Emperor who made the famous golden 
Bull to enſure the furure Elections, and to put them ou 
of the reach of Conteſt ; who underſtood many Lu- 
guages, and who had à natural and charming El- 
quence; who had a great deal of Wir, and a very lit 
tle Courage, died in 1378. at Prague; and he reignd 
31 Years, 1 Month, and 20 Days. | 
Venceſlaus the Son of Charles the IVtb, and of Am 
the Daughter of Bulcon, born in 1361. on the 28th of 
September at Nuremberg, had two Wives, Fane the 
Daughter of Albert Dake of Bavaria, Earl of Hainault 
and of Holland, who within fix Monrhs after her Wed- 
ding, died with mere Vexation that ſhe had a Prince to 
her Husband regardable only for his Vices. Sophia hi 
ſecond Wife, the Daughter of ohn Duke of the Lower 
Bavaria, who was as Wiſe as ſhe was Hand ſom, died 
Childleſs in the Year 1388. That Prince is call'd by 
the greater part of Hiſtorians, a Therſites, a Monſter of 
a Man, a Sardanapalus: And he was worthy of thole 
Epithetes. Indeed he was a Coward, and conſequent!y 
Cruel; and that he might not be diſturb d in bis ſhameful 
Debaucheries, he ſpent the Days and Nights in Forelts. 
Without the Conſent of the Electors he ſold Genous t0 
the King of France ; Milan to Fohn Galeazzo Vicount 0 
Milan ; blank Letters and Privileges to any, who 
Money, to make advantage by them: And it is the Re- 
mark of many Authors that his Father and He would 
not have fail'd to ſell the Empire could they have met 
with Chapmen enow to purchaſe it.

he was judg d unworthy of the Title of Emperor, be- 
cauſe he thought all his time loft which he could nor 
employ in drinking. Rupert Duke of Bavaria, and 
Count Palatine of the Rhine was elected, who was a 
prince of a ſmall Stature, but of an admirable Under- 
fandinfg7 and a capacious Soul. Crantz in his Vandalia 
obſerves that all the Cities of the Empire having bound 
themſelves ro take the Oath of Allegiance to Rupert, 
there was none bur the Ciry of Nuremberg which refus'd 
to recognize him. But being urg'd to declare them- 
ſelyes, they ſent ſome of their Body ro Venceſlaus to en- 
quire of him what they ſhould do in that Juncture; and 
to offer him twenty thouſand Crowns in Gold, on con- 
dition be would excuſe them from the Obedience they 
ow'd him, and from which he alone was able to give 
them a Diſpenſation. He conſented from the moment 
they made the Motion to him, that Nuremberg ſhould 
follow the example of other Cities; he retus'd the 
Money they offer'd him ; and ſaid only, That they ſhould 
ſend him ſome Baccharach. Vine: Which may ſufficiently 
convince us that he conſider d more how to fill his Bel. 
ly than his Cheſts, and that he was more deſirous to be 
a Good Fellow than a King. In 1418. being bur fifry 
Years old, he died of a Fir of Rage, and of an Apo- 
plexy, when he had heard that the Huſſites had ſtitr'd 
wa Sedition at Prague, and aſſaſſinated the Senators. 
He beld the Empire two and twenty Years, and was the 
one and fortieth King of Bohemia, after bis Father 
(barles's Death. 

Rupert or Robert the Son of Robert Duke of Bavaria, 
Count Palatine of the Rhine, and of Beatrix the Daugh- 
ter of Frederick King of Sicily, bad rwo Wives. By the 
rſt, according to ſome Authors, he had Robert, who 
bghting in $:g:/mond's Army againſt the Forces of bn 
Dake of Burgundy, was taken by the Turks, and after 
be was ranſom'd, died at Amberg ſeven Leagues diſtant 
om Rarisbonne. By his ſecond Wife, Elizabeth the 
Daughter of Frederick Burgrave of Nuremberg, he had 
five and fix Daughters ; Frederick who died yourg ; 
lers firnam'd the Dog ; John, the Father of Chriſtefer, 
alld ro the Kingdom of Denmark, Nerway, and _ 5 

Stephen 
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Stephen married to Anne, the Count of Veldent;'s Daugb. 
ter. From this Woman came forth two Branches, thy 
one of Simmeren or Spanheim by ber own Son Frederich, 
the other of Deux Pontz by Henry the Black. He had 
alſo by her Ortho, of whom deſcended the Princes f 
Mosbac, whoſe Off. ſpring was extinct in her Children, 
Her Daughters were Margaret, married ro Charles Duke 
of Loraine, Elizabeth to Frederick Duke of Auſtria, and 
Agnes to Alphonſus Duke of Cleves. 

He was elected at Bo _ and crown'd at Colo 
the following Year : And becauſe the Citizens of A 
were unwilling to open their Gates ro him, he baniſh 
them, and pardon'd them not till fix Years after. By 
bis own Arms he reduced the Marqueſs of Baden to his 
Duty; and by his Lieutenants, Milliam Marqueſs of 
Miſnia, and Frederick Landgrave of Thuringen who be 
fieged Prague, he forced Veneeſlaus not only ro forlake 
the Empire, but to acquit alſo all the Subjects of ther 
Oath of Allegiance to him. In 1403. he went into 6 
ly againſt Galeazzo Vicount, who endeavonr'd ro make 
himſelf Maſter of the Kingdom; and when he was de- 
| feared in a Barrel, and put ro flight, he returned into 
Germany. He prepar'd for a War with dn Archbiſhop 
of Mayence. who had broken all the Meaſures he had 
taken; when he fell all of a ſudden ill. This Emperot 
who had reign'd nine Years and nine Months, died on 
the 18th of May in 1410. at Oppenheim, and was buried 
in a Church dedicated to the Holy Ghoſt, of which he 
laid the Foundation at Heidelberg, and endowed it with 
a very confiderable Revenue. 

Foſſe Marquels of Moravia, the Son of Fohn- Henry the 
Brother of Charles the IVth, was elected, as ſome (ay, 
after Robert's Death, or Vence/ſlaus's Abdication, by the 
Biſhops, and by his Couſin Sigiſmond who ſent his Suffrage 
by the Burgrave of Nuremberg; but he was nevet 
crown'd, He was not in the leaft fit for Buſineſs, and 
what he did in his whole Life, rhe moſt remarkable is, 
that he left this Ordinance behind him, That the 
Princes might A the Emperor without the Guilt 
* of Diſloyalty, it he happen'd ro do things againſt the 
Laws of the Empire. He reign'd fix Months, and 
was buried at Bryn in Moravia, Sigi 
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Sipiſmond Charles the IV:h Son, had curl'd Hair, a 
bag Beard, a Handſome Face, an admirable Wit, and 
1 Underſtanding truly worthy of a Prince. He ſpoke 
well and gentiley, and of all the Princes of his time he 
was the moſt Religions, the moſt grateful, the moſt 
magnificent and moſt Wiſe. Mary his Firſt Wife, Lewis 
the King of Hungary's Daughter, brought him that King- 
dom for her Portion; and ſhe died a Year after ſhe was 
Married.

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his End in the War againſt the Turks, in 1445 ; and ſee-

on the 24th of Auguſt, at Prague; but ſince he changd 
his Mind, and fince he recalled the Religious Perſons 
whom they had driven away, they r for all the 
Miſeries inſeparable from War, and found that it had 
ſomething in it more diſagreeable than the fight d 
Monks. In the interim, Sigiſmond who had in ſome 
meaſure appeas'd them, and who had intreated the 
States to elect his Son-in-law Albert for his Succeſſor, 
died at Anaim, on the 8th or gth of December, in 1437 
in the 7oth Year of his Age, after be had reign'd one 
and fifty Years in Hungary, ſeventeen in Bohemia, ſeyen 
and twenty in Germany; and was interred at Alba + 
alis. 
a Albert the IId, the Son of Albert the IV:b, Archduke 
of Auſtria, and of Fane the Daughter of Albert the E. 
der Duke of Bavaria, Earl of Holland, and of Hainault, 
married Elizabeth the Emperor Sigiſmond's Daughter, 
and had by her Two Daughters and a Son. Anne was 


ſimir King of Poland. Ladiflaus was born in the Citadel 
of Comorra, in 1440, the 22d of February, after the Death 
of his Father. He was not fully four Months old, when 
he was Crown'd King of Hungary by Denys Biſhop of 
Strigonia, who alſo crown'd Vladi/laus the Son of Faxellon, 
on the 17th of Fuly, at Alba Regalis, Uladiſiaus came to 


ing Ladiſlaus being Poſthumous, was then but five Years 
Old, the States committed the Government to Fobn Hu 
niades of Valachia, Count of Biſtrix. 

Albert choſen Emperor in 1438, on the 2oth of March, 
or according to others, on the 13th of April, was the 
ſame Year upon the firſt of Fanuary crown'd King of 
Hungary, on the Sixth of May at Prague, King of Bobe- 
mia, and on the 2oth of the ſame Month, King of the 
Romans. He preſerved the People of Moravia, and 
the Polanders tight to their Duty; He defended Auſtria 
againſt the Huſſites : he reduc'd Sileſia and m_ and

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drove away the Turks from the Borders of Hungary. 
As he march'd to relieve the City of Zenderou, be- 
ſeged by rhe Turk, the Bloody Flux got into the Ar- 
my which he led; and becanſe he had eaten too much 
Melon, he died of that naſty Diſtemper near Gran, the 
27th of October, in 1439. He reigned one Year, eight 
Months, and 27 Days, and was buried near his Father- 
m-law S1giſmond. | | 

Frederick the IId, the Son of Erneſtus of Auſtria, and 
of Cunegonde the Daughter of the Duke of Naſſau in Li- 
thuania, married Eleoner the Siſter of A/phonſus King of 
Portugal : and their Nuptials were ſolemnized in 1452, 
after he had been crown d at Rome by Pope Nicholas the 
Veh. He had by her Maximilian his Succeſſor; Chri- 
ſefer, Fobn, and two Daughters, Helen, who died very 
Young, Cunegonde Married to Albert, ſirnamed the Miſe, 
Duke of Bavaria. This laſt had been courted by the 
King of Hungary who never could obrain her: and fince 
albert of Bavaria, who was forty Years Old, fear'd a 
le Repulſe, Archduke Sigiſmond her Uncle, Fredericłs 
Father, who tock care of Cuneponde's Education, and 
who ſignified much Friendſhip for Albert, receiv'd him 
very kindly at Inſpruck: and by his Means the Marriage 
was conſummated, before the Emperor had any Ac- 
count of it at Vienna, | 

He was elected at Francfort, in the Month of May, 
in 1440, Crown'd at Alen the 17th of Fune, by Dithe- 
nick Archbiſhop of Colegne; and in 1452, at Rome by 
Pops Nicholas the Vieh. His Reign was long, but little 
regardable for great Events: and he bad always much 
Averfion for War. Though he had it under Conſidera- 
tion, ro humble, as he expreſſed ir, the Pride of Bavaria, 
be very kindly entertain'd his Son- in Law Albert, before 
bis Death, and diſcover'd much Joy at the ſight of Cunc- 
gende, and the Three Princeſſes her Iſſue by Albert, Si- 
dmia four Years old, Sibilla three, and Sabina ix Weeks. 
Some time after he fell ill at Linz in the Upper Auſtria, 
where by the Advice of his Phytitizns, his Thigh was 
laid open, the Bone of which, they found, began to pu- 
tify, As ſoon as the Operation was performed, which 
be bore with wondrous Patience, and when he = _ 
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Gdered the miſerable Condition he Was in, he ask d 
whether there were any Difference between an Emperor ayd 
a Peaſant ? adding, that 4 healthy Peaſant was more hap- 
py than a King diſeas'd and lame. Some days after he 
frank ſome cold Water, after a Melon he bad eaten, to 
cool him; and he was ſeized with a fort of Bloody 
Flux, of which be died, in 1493, upos the Loth of 4y. 
guſt, being Seventy Eight Years of Age. He liv'd Em. 

eror 53 Years Four Months, and Fone Days, and was 
Backed at Vienna. As to what concerns. Albert his Son. 
in-Law,, beſides the Three Daughters whom I menti- 
oned, he had Milliam who. ſucceeded him; Lewis who

Sidauia eſpouſed to Lewy Count 
Palatine, Philip the Rlector's Son, died before the Con- 
ſummation of her Marriage; and Sibilla by the Pope's 
Diſpenſation was promoted to the Station deſga d 
for Sidonia. Sabina was married to Ulrich Duke of 
Wirtenberg; and after Albert's Death, Cunegande ſhut 
hey w_ up in a Monaſtery of Franciſcan, Nuns, wheie

Maximilian the I, the Son of the Emperor Frederick 
the IId, and of Eleoner the Daughter of Edward Ring 
of Portugal, was Born at Neuſtad, in 1459. He had two 
Wives, Mary the only Daughter of Charles of Charolay, 
Duke of Burgundy, and of Iʒabella his ſecond Wife, the 
Daughter of Agnes of Bourgogne, and of Charles the firſt 
Duke of Bourbon. That Earl Charles the Son of Philip 
the Hardy, Duke of Bourgogne, had upon different Con- 
ſiderations, and politick Deſigns, given Hopes of his 
Daughter Mary to many Princes; to Nicholgs. of Anjou.

her Dominions, where he had alſo a powerful Army, 
and that the Citizens of Gaunt would fain have Adol- 
phu the Duke of Guelders to marry her, ſhe reſolved to 
mike Maximilian, who was Eighteen Years Old, her 
Husband : And their Nuptials were celebrated at Gaunt, 
in 1477, in the End of July, and as others affirm, on 
the 18th, or the 2oth day of Auguſt. He had by that 
Princeſs Philip, who married Fane, King Ferdinand's 
Daughter, Heireſs of the Kingdoms of Caſtile, of Ara- 
z, Grenada and Lion; Francis who died Young, George;

Mary being Six and twenty years 
old, and the fourth time with Child, died in 1483, at

„and of Charolois ; Marchioneſs ot the Holy Em- 
fire; Lady of Friſeland of Salina, and Malines: and 
it is ealy from thence to determine what Advantages 
the Houſe of Auſtria drew from that Match, Af 
ter her Death Maximilian Married Blanche Mary the 
Datghter of Galeazzo Duke of Milan, who was re- 
commended to him by Lewis Sforza, and by this Wife 
de bad no Children, | 
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He was admitted to a Share in the Empire by Frede- 
rick in 1486, on the 16th of January; was crown'd at 
Alen the 1oth of April, and refus'd to have that Cere. 
mony perform'd by the Pope, becauſe, as he ſaid, the 
Grandeur and Majeſty of the Empire were wholly and 

entirely in the States, and in no wiſe dependent u 
Rome, When he married Mary the Daughter of Charles 
Duke of Burgundy, that Princeſs who had plighted her 
Troth to him, defray'd the Expence of his Equipage and 
his Wedding, ſo poor was he; and ſupply'd him alſo 
with a Maintenance for thoſe of his own Retinue. As 
he had no great reaſon to be well pleaſed with Charles 
the VIIIth, who bad taken from him Anne of Bretagne, 
whom the Count of Naſſau had married in bis Name; 
and as be ſent back his Siſter Margaret ſomewhat rough- 
ly, he was willing ro expreſs his Reſentment of that 
double Injury, and his ſenſe of ir, which appear juſt, 
was by reaſon of his Impotence, reſerved and wary, 
He contributed alſo by his misfortune, to the Marriage 
of the Dutcheſs Anne with Charles, who ſeemed to be 
perſuaded that Bretagne belong'd ro him by a true or 
falle Reſignation made by the Heirs of Pontievre to 
Lewis XIth, which he contended for with all bis Forces; 
and Maximilian could ſend but 2000 Men to this Dut- 
cheſs to defend her from Charles's Armies. He was un- 
able likewiſe to keep bis word with Henry who fate 
down before Bologne, and was forced to return to Ex- 
land, becaule Maximilian was not able to join him at 
rhe time upon which they unanimouſly pirch'd, 'Tis true 
indeed that at another time, be ſurpriz d the Cities of 
Arras and St. Omer by the help of ſome ſecret Intelli- 
gence, and that he enter d by Night into Amiens: But he 
was vigorouſly repell'd from thence; and not being able 
thio Poverty to carry Things farther, he conſented in the 
Name of his Son Philip to a Truce for a Year, in 
which be would not be comprehended, or named. 
Tas no {mall vexation to him this, that the Flemings 
upon the Death of Mary, reſolv'd to take the Guardi- 
auſhip of Philip who was the Son of her Womb: That 
Maximilian, who was willing himſelf co be bis Guardi- 
an, withitood it: And that upon this Difference the 
greater 
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ter part of the Provinces which Mary brought him 
or ber Portion revolred and left him. In 1488. he was 
detain'd Priſoner by the People of Bruges, becauſe be 
attempted to be abſolute Maſter of the Government in 
ſpight of the States, who according ro Cuſtom had their 
ſhare in it as well as he. His Impriſonment laſted nine 
Months, and had doubtleſs been much longer ; becauſe 
they defign'd ro deli ver him up to Charles, had not Ferdi- 
nand inter pos d, and had it not been for an Army of 
thirty Thouſand Men under the Command of Albert 
Dake of Saxony againſt thoſe Rebels of Bruges, whom 
be forced to ſet Maximilian at liberty. He received 
Homage of the Provinces which Albert retook, and 
'twas upon this Conſideration that the Auſtrian, to re- 
compence his Zeal, beſtow'd Frizeland upon him, as his 
own proper Inheritance, by the Conſent of all the 
Eſtates. | 
His Feats in Hungary after the Death of Matthias in 
1490. were great and gloriuus. But the War which he 
undertook againſt rhe Suitzers in 1500. was not ſo over 
honourable for him ; and he declar'd War only for this 
reaſon, becauſe they would nor enter into a Confederacy 
with 7 and Suabia. His Advances in Italy were 
neither ſerviceable ro his Reputation, nor ro Germany : 
And as he was profuſe upon ſome Occafions, and tena- 
cious in others, according to his Humour; and fince 
without much trouble he gave over the Things which 
be ſet upon with as much Reſolution, it is not at all 
frange that Fortune aflign'd him good and bad Inter- 
vals. For all that he was Modeſt, and Temperate, 
Chaſt, and Honeſt; and had a huge value for learned 
Men. He was Author of a Poem concerning the ſever a! 
Dangers of bis Life; he compos'd another Book entitled. 
The Gate of Honour : And ſent Men into Spain, France, 
and Italy, to collect in Monaſteries, in private and pub. 
lick Libraries, and in the Archives of Princes, all that 
might help to clear the Genealogies of Great Men. In 
1518. in the Month of June, there happen'd a prodigi- 
ous Eclipſe of the Sun, which the famous Aurologer 
George Tranſtetter found to be fatal ro this Emperor, who 
died at Vels in the Upper 3 the 12th of Famuary in 
3 ue 
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the following Year ; being 59 Years, 9 Months, and 19 
Days old, after he bad reign'd 7 Years with Frederic}, 
and by himſelf 25 Years, 4 Months, and 27 Days. 

Charles, moſt known by the Name of Fifth, the Son 
of Philip, Archduke of Auſtria, and of Fane of Spain the 
Daughter of Ferdinand, who died on the 22d of Februs 
ry in 1516, was born at Gaunt in Flanders in 1500, on 

. the 24th of February. Philip being dead when he wa 
28 Years old, the 25th of September in 1506, and having 
by his Will left Charles under the Protection, and toithe 
Truſt of Lewis the XIIth, that King educated him 
with great care; and choſe William of Crouy, Lori 
of Chevres for his Governor. He was married to Ha- 
bella the Daughter of Emanuel King of Portugal, and Si 
ſter of King Fobn; and their Wedding was ſolemnizd 
at Seville on the loth of January in 1526. He had by 
this Venter Philip IId, who was born in 1527, on the 
21ſt of May at Valladolid, who died in 1598, upon the 
13th of September, at the Age of 71, and who had for 
his Succeſſor Philip the IId. Charles bad allo by I; 
bella, Ferdinand, who lived not very long after his Mo- 
ther; Mary the Wife of the Emperor Maximilian the Ild, 
the Mother of Rodolphus, the ſecond Emperor of that 
Name; Fane who married John the IIId, King of Po- 
tugal. Before his Marriage he had had by a Miſtrels, 

Margaret, who had for her firſt Husband Alexander de 
Medicis, and after Odavius Farneſe, Duke of Parma and 
Placentia, the Father of Alexander, who governed the 
Low-Countries fourteen Years, and was about forty fix 
when he died at Arras, in the Abby of St. Vaſt in 1592. 
He had allo by a Gentlewoman of Ratisbonne, whole 
Name was Margaret, the couragious and famous John 
of Auſtria: And he kept the Thing ſo cloſe, that he ne- 
ver {poke of the Mother or the Child but ro ſome of his 
Confidents, whom he made uſe of before his Death to 
recommend that John of Auſtria to Philip. 

The Flemings who defir'd not to go ro War with the 
French, and who deſir d ſome Correſpondence with Eng- 
land, had importuned Archduke Charles to make an Al- 

liance with France; and in 1515, he ſent Count de Naſ-

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Queen C lande, the Daughter of Lewis the XIIth. Francs 
the IR was ſolemnly obliged ro pive her fix bundred thoũ- 
ſand Crowns in Gold, {provided ſhe would quit her Pre- 
tences to the Inheritance of her Father and Mother, eſ- 
ally to the Dutchies of Milan) and to furniſh the 
Feckdake with Men and Ships to go and rake Poſſeſſion 
of the Spains, after the Death of his Grandfather Ferdi- 
gand, This Alliance was renew'd at Noion on the 16th 
of Auguf in 1516, and it was reſolved upon, That he 
ſwonld marry Lewila the King's eldeſt Daughter ; That up- 
th diſappointment with her, he ſhould have the ſecond ; That 
F there were no ſecond, he ſhould take Renea; That be 
ld have for her Portion that part which the new King 
could lay claim to in the Kingdom of Naples; That if he 
ſhould be Childleſs, the Portion ſettled upon her ſhould re- 
urn to him; That for the Maintenance of his Daughter, 
if barren, Charles ſhould pay bim 4 Hundred Thouſand 
Crowns yearly ; That he ſhould ſurrender Navarre within 
fix Months to Henry d' Albert; That if it were not 4 
radred, it ſhould be in the Ning: Power to aſſiſt him. But 
this fine Defign came to nothing, and Renea betroth'd 
to Charles, and after to Joachim the eldeſt Son of Foa- 
im, Elector of Brandenburgb, was in 1528. married 
ts Hercules d' Eft, Duke of Ferrara. 
After Maximilian's Death, Francis and Charles then ia 
ſpain ſtood in competition for the Empire; and the 
eckors gave their Voices to Frederick Duke of Saxony, 
who refuſed their Dignity, not thinking himſelf ſtrong 
enougb, as he ſaid, to bear ſo great a Burthen. Being 
uked who oughr to be choſen, he anſwered in the behalt 
bf Charles; and on the Morrow, being the 28th of June 
in 1519, Charles was elected; and the next Year was 
cown'd at Alen on the 23d of Offober. *Twas not till 
the 2d of February in 1530, that he was crown'd King of 
Lombardy in Bolopne. 
Our King Francis the Iſt was concetn'd at his Election, 
2s welf feeing that Charles with ſo many Kingdoms in his 
Poſſefliot wonld be capable of avenging the Injuries done 
to his Honſe; and they raunred and reproached one 
another after their mutual Proteftations of Friendſhip. 
Francis aſſerted that the Emperor not paying him the 
Y 4 Hundred 


Hundred Thouſand Crowns which he was under an 
Obligation ro ſupply him with yearly, by the Treaty 
of Noion, he was diſcharg'd of his Promile touching the 
Marriage. He complain'd that againſt the ſame Treay 
he paid him nor the Hundred Thouſand Crowns as Tri- 
bute for the Kingdom of Naples. That be had not ſur- 
rendred Navarre to Henry d Albert; and he added tbat 
his Agents had ſpoken ill of him in the German Diets; 
and that he was unwearied in his Intrigues to diſturb 
him in the Dutchy of Milan. The Emperor on the other 
band complained, that he had granted his Protection to 
MWiliam Duke of Guelders an avowed Enemy to his 

Houſe, and to the Low- Countries, and that be with- 

held from him rhe Dukedom of Burgundy againſt all 

manner of Juſtice. During theſe Complaints, which 

were publick, Francis gave order to Andrew de Foix 

Lord-of Eſparre, the Brother of Lautreck to march to- 

wards the Pyrenean Hills; and he met with no Oppoſi- 

tion in Navarre, except at Pampeluna, which neverthe- 

leſs ſubmitted to a Capitulation. L Eſparre, who might 

have been farisfied with that Victorious March, enter 

the Territories of Caſtile; and before he return'd into 

France, be gave the Command of his Army to Sainte Co- 
lombe his Lieutenant, who to make an advantage of an 
unſeaſonable Reform, diſcharg'd a part of his Forces, 
So the Spaniard with eaſe retook what the French got 
not without great noiſe and ſtir ; And in the Battle in 
which Sainte Colombe was defeated, he was ſo cruelly 
wounded in the Face, that he loſt his Eyes, ſo that it 
may be in a manner ſaid that his Avarice blinded him. 
Whilſt there was War in Navarre, Charles found a pre- 
rence to carry it elſewhere, The Pretence ſeem'd to be 
juſt, Robert. de la Mark Lord of Sedan, and Duke of 
Bouillon, being under Diſgrace at the French Court, had 
beraken himſelf to the Emperor's, whither he had drawn 
his Brother the Biſhop of Liege: And as the Emperor's 
Council had received an Appeal of Judgment which the 
Peers of his Dutchy had given in a Cauſe betwixt the 
Lords of Simay and Emerich, Robert fell into a ſtrange 
Patiion. He made a Point of Honour of that Buſineſs, 
and was foolbardy to that degree as to ſend a Challenge 
to 
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to Charles the Vth in the Diet of Vorm. Nay, he did 
yet more, ſince he gave three thouſand Men to his eld- 
eft Son Florenges, who beſieged Vireton in Luxemburgh, 
and of which Francis commanded him to raiſe the Siege. 
Charles not thinking it tolerable that Count de Ja Mark, 
who was one of his mean Vaſſals, and whoſe An- 
ceſtors had ſerv'd in the Houſe of Burgundy as menial 
Servants, ſhould take the boldneſs to aſſault him; rais'd 
an Army, and gave the Command of it to Henry Count 
of Naſſau, the firſt Prince of Orange of that Family. He 
wok four or five Places from Robert, and order'd a part 
of the Garriſons, which defended them, to be hang d. 

The War beginning to grow hor, and Henry VIIIth, 
King of England being pitch'd. upon as Umpire and Me- 
diator of the Differences berwixr the Emperor and the 
King, they depured Embaſſadors to him at Calais, where 
thole from Charles all of a ſudden dewanded, That 
the King would give back Burgundy to him; That he 
wuld diſcharge him of all Homages for that Dutchy, and 
for the Counties of Flanders and Artois, becauſe the Sub- 
jetion of a Vaſſal did not comport with Imperial Grandeur. 
Vhilft the Conference was at Calais, Henry of Naſſau 
crols'd the Meuſe, and ſate down before Mouzon, which 
Anne de Montmorancy could nor defend for want of Cou- 
rage in the Garriſon. The Count went thence to lay 
diege to Mezieres, which Anne de Mortmorancy, and Co- 
lonel Bayard forced him to raiſe: And Charles, who was 
come ro Valenciennes with an Army of thirry thouſand 
Men, durſt never ſtay for the King who recover'd Mou- 
zn, burnt Bapaume, and made himſelf Maſter of Land- 
rey and Bouchaim. The Milaneſe in the abſence of Odet 
& Foix their Governor rebelled almoſt at the ſame time; 
ind the Marſhal of Leſcun, who was no leſs odious to 
them than Odet, could not keep them from bringing 
Maximilian Francis, Lewy $forza's ſecond Son, into Mi- 
lan, with the Spaniards and Switzers. 

Since the Particulars of theſe Wars may be ſeen in 
the generality of Hiſtorians, I ſhall only obſerve that 
Francis the Iſt being gone to Verceil with a deſign to pur- 
ſue the Conſtable of Bourbon, who was of the Emperor's 
ide, and ha ving ſubmitted more than he ſhould _

Perfuafions of Admiral Bonniver, he went and ſate down th 
before Pavia on the 27th of October. in 1524. There

with his own Hand killd Ferdinand Caſtriot Marqueſs 
of St. Angelo, who, as ſome ſay, was of Scanderbery's 
Family. Though Francis's Horſe had been kill'd under 
him, that King did nor ceaſe to fight on Foot being not 
diſcover'd : And fince he was ſurrounded with Enemies, 
he ſurrendred himſelf to Pomperan, whom he perceived 
to be the Friend and Confident of the Conſtable Chalet 
of Bourbon, The Cannon and Baggage wete loſt; and 
among eight thouſand Men that fell, were reckoned 
Lews Duke of Tremouille, being 75 Years old, the Mar. 
ſhal de la Paliſſe, Francis Earl of Lambeſc, the Duke of 
Loraine's Brother, Aubigny, Saint Severin, the Admiral 
de Bonnivet, who by his Advice had been the Author of 
that ill Succeſs; rhe Marſhal. de Leſcur 3 Renatus an ille- 
gitimate Son of Savoy, who both died of their Wounds; 
Henry d Albert King of Navarre; Francis of Bourbon, 
Count of Saint Pol; the Marſhal de Montmorancy, Flu 
renges, Brion, de Lorge, Rochepot, Monte-Fean, Montpe- 
z, Langey, Curton, and many other Perſons of Quality 

were taken with the King. ; | 
The Emperor who was then in Spain, ſoon received 
the account of his being taken; yer allow'd not that 
Bonfires ſhould be made for it: But ir was ſuppos d 
that he would make uſe of his Victory with Arrogance 
enough, when he ſenr this Meflage to the King, being 
a Priſoner in P:/queton Caſtle, That to procure his freedom, 
be muſt reſolve to part with the Kingdom of Naples, - 
the 
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the Dutchy of Milan; That be ſhould refign to him Bur- 
— 2 That he ſhould give to the Conſtable, Charles of 
„Provence, Dauphine, and Lionnois, to make 

of them an ingependant Kingdom, Francis, who rejected 
thoſe amazing and unreaſonable Propoſals, was brought 
into Spain, where the Emperor was reſident fx Months 
without viſiting him; and he was ar firſt ſo hard heart- 
ed, as to let him know that he ſhould nor ſee his Face 
till the Terms of his Liberty ſhould be ſettled. But 
when he underſtood that he was dangerouſly ill, he vi- 
A for Decency's ſake: And he reſtored him not 
w his Freedom till he was affur'd that all the Potentates 
of Italy had entred into League with the King of Exg- 
led; that the Dukedom of Milan was ready to rebel, 
and that the greater part of his own Forces were in up- 
roar and ĩinſurrection. After that, the King was taken 
out of Priſon, where he had ſtaid thirteen Months, on 
condition he ſhould pay two Millions of Crowns in Gold 
ſor his Ranſom; that with two hundred thouſand 
Crowns for her Portion, he ſhou!d marry Elecnor bis Si- 
ler, Emanuel the King of Portugal's Widow, who died 
I" 152r. and who was the Mother of John the II Id, 
whom he had a deſign to marry to the Conſtable Charles 
of Bourbon 3 that when the Dauphin ſhould come to Age, 
le hould rake io Wife the Daughter of that Prince's ; 
ind that his two Sons, at leaſt the eldeſt, and in the 
ſtead of the ſecond, twelve Lords ſhould become Ho- 
ſages for the Security of his Promiſe, He added 
other Conditions of much harder digeſtion ; and the 
King himſelf, though he had defir'd it, could not be 
üg d by them, becauſe they were not ar all in his 
lower, and becauſe the fundamental Laws of the King- 
tm were diametrically oppoſite ro them. The Empe- 
ur after that time went down to Genoua the 12th of 
in 1528. with a Fleet of ten thouſand Men; and

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who refus'd to acknowledge the Medicis for their Soye- 
reigns, ſurrender'd after having ſuffer'd eleven Months 
Siege. Whatever the Germans could do, Ferdinand King 
of Hungary, and Bohemia, was elected King of the Ro. 
mans, in the City of Cologne, by rhe Aſſiſtance of hi 
Brother Charles, who in the Year 1533, went to Embark 
at Genoua, to go from thence into Spain. 

Whilſt King Francis decided his Differences with the 
Duke of Savoy, Muley Aſhem, who had been driver 
from Tunis, by Chairadin Barbaroſſa, begg'd the Empe- 
ror's Protection, who took the Goulette, reſerving i 
for himſelf, who reſtor d Aſhem, in 1535; who by his 
Land Army routed Barbaroſſa; who made him leave the 
Sea, and enlarged Twenty Thouſand Chriftians. Hz 
ving weigh'd Anchor the 14th of Auguſt, and paſsdin. 
to Sicily, where he continued near three Months, be 
went about the end of November to Naples, from whence 
he wrote to the Duke of Savoy to comfort him upon the 
inſolent Behaviour of the French, and upon the loſs of 
his Eldeſt Son Lewis, who died in Spain. When he had 
ſer himſelf in Hungary, at the head of a Hundred and 
Twenty Thouſand Men againſt Soliman, who had under 
his Command near Two Hundred Thouſand ; and fince 
the Turk had made his Retreat after ſome Skirmiſhes of 
detach'd Bodies, which he had defeated, the Pirat Bar- 
baroſſa, alſo, being driven away ; he became proud to 
that Degree of Vanity, as to believe that Victory would 
be his Attendant every where. With this Imagination 
on the th of Auguſt, in 1536, be againſt the Opinion 
of Antony de Leve, laid Siege ro Marſeilles, which he was 
forced ſhamefully to raiſe ; and the Count of Naſſa 
who entred Picardy with Thirty Thouſand Men, did 
that before Peronne, which the Emperor had done before 
Marſeilles, Charles the Veb, when he had ſtaid 15 Days

The Pope having made a Confederacy with the Vene- 
nn and Emperor againſt the Turk, in 1537, ſent two 
Embaſſadors, the one to the latter, the other to King 
Francs ; he preis d them to appear at Nice, and to re- 
cive there the Interceſſion for Peace, which he made to 
dem. The Pope being gone thither about the end of 
, the Emperor came almoſt at the ſame time into the 
Harbor of Ville- Franche; and the King into Ville Neuve 
ome days after with the Queen. The Effect of that 
Inerview was that the Emperor promis d the King to 
ide him at Aigues. Mortes in Languedoc, before his return 
% Spain. Since he was as good as his Word, and 
fnce he went to Dine at the King's Houſe; and ſince on 
the Morrow Francis the Iſt paid him a Viſit in his Gal- 
y: Though the ſubject Matter of their Converſation 
ws Impenetrable, yer Men promis d themſelves great 
Advantages by ir, becauſe in the two Days they were 
wether, they obſerved nothing but Evidences of mutu- 
ul Friendſhip paſs between them. In the Year 1539, 
the Cirizens of Gaunt rebelling upon the Grievance of 
ſome Taxes, the Emperor in order to ſuppreſs that In- 
ſarreCtion, begg'd the King to grant him Paſſage through 
France, and he was receiv'd there with all honour Ima- 
vinable. In the Year 1541, he carried a Train of Ar- 
nllery into Africk againſt Barbarofſſa, and fare down 
before Algiers, on the 22d of October. Bur he was un- 
lceefsful in his Enterpriſe ; fince by Rain and Storm he 
oſt fifreen Galleys, and fince of Four and Twenty Thou- 
and Men that he had imbark d, there return'd not Ten 
Thouſand into Spain. 

In the Year 1 544, Soliman attack'd Hungary by Land, 
wok Serigonium, and Alba Regalis ; and lent a Hundred 
and Thirty Galleys to King Francis, commanded by 
Barbaroſſa, which were defign'd only to ſtrike a Terror 
tothe People of Oſtia, and to the Borderers upon the 
Pope's Territories. That Pirat aſſiſted by Francis of 
Bourbon Duke of Anguien, who had joyn d him with two 
balleys, belieged Nicia, but was forced to _ the 
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Siege. The Emperor on the other hand, when be was 
not able to make himſelf Maſter of Landrecy, took 
Cambray ; and Count William of Furſtemburg, who had 
left the King's fide, and block d up the City of Luxe. 
burg. was fain io make his Retreat. Francis the Iſt be. 
ing dead, Hemry the I[d his Succeſſor, and the Emperor, 
made their Attempts ſeparately, the latter to obtain 
Peace by ir, the former to force him to go into Huype. 
ry. In the mean time Charles got the Battle at Mulbery 
in Saxony againſt the Proteſtants of rhe League of 
Smalcalde ; he took ohm Frederick Duke of Saxon in 
the latter Fight; he put his Couſin Maurice in Poſſeſſ. 
on of the Dutchy; he forc'd the Landgrave of Heſſ: 
ro ſubmit to his Orders, and made him Priſoner contta- 
ry to the Promiſe he had made to his Son- in- law May 
rice. This Man who offer'd Propoſitions of Peace 0 
Charles the V:h, did in the Year 1552, uſe fo great Di. 
ligence in looking him our, that be had almoſt caught 
him at Inſpruck: and tho he apprehended him not to be 
ſo near, he ſtole away in the Night with Cardinal 
Granville, and fled away quite into Carinthia, where he 
was a long time recovering his Frighr. When he under- 
food that Henry by bis Arms had taken Merz, Toul, 
and Verdun from the Empire, he levied the greateſt Ar- 
my he had ever done; he {are down before Metz the 
eighteenth of October, and was forc'd to leave it on the 
firſt day of January, having loſt there Thirty Thouſand 


Mien, and to make his retreat to Thionville. In the be- 


ginning of the Spring he fell upon Terovane, which was 
defended by Francis of Montmorancy the Conſtable's Son;

In the Year 1553, the Emperor who well knew that 
by Henry the VIII:b's Will, bis Daughter Mary was to 
ſucceed Edward in the Throne, who had been Poiſon d, 
preſs d a Match betwixt that Princeſs, and his Son Pbi- 
lip, who was left a Widower by Mary the Daughter of 


FJobn the IIId, King of Portugal: and he was actually 


Marri- 
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Married to her on the 25th of uh, in 1554. Henry 
the IId, who could not be pleas'd with that Marriage, 
knowing that the Gout had taken the uſe of an Arm 
from Charles the Veh, that he did not ſleep at all, that 
e ſpent the Day and Night in Winding up, and taking 
o pieces Watches, with which his whole Chamber was 
fed, rais'd an Army of fifty Thonſand Men, and made 
bme Advances in Brabant, in Hainault, in Cambreſis, 
ud in the Country of Namur. When he beſieged the 
Caſtle of Renty in Artois, the Emperor who began to 
recover, appear'd in the Field for irs Relief ; and the 
Rule, which was fought betwixt the Villages of Marque, 
ud of Franquenburg, having prov d to his Diſad vantage, 
te was forc'd to retreat. "6 

At laft being wearied with his good and bad Fortune, 
ad alſo affrighred with a Comer, which he look'd upon 
82 Prognoſtick of his Death, he was willing to part 
vieh all bis Dominions, whether by Birthright or Con- 
queſt ; and his Son Philip came away from England to 
km. The Emperor made him Preſident of the Knights 
fthe- Golden Fleece; and in a ſolemn Manner refign'd 
Handers to him, together with his Kingdoms and Titles 
ihe preſence of Mary Queen Dowager of Hungary, 
n verneſs in the Low- Countries; in the preſence of 
dane! Philibert Duke of Savoy, and of the Potentates 
the were at Bruſſels. They being commanded to fir 
ho, a Counſellor making them an Harangue in the 
Wperor's ſtead, ſhew'd them that he being Sick, and 
of Hopes of being able to bear che weight of Affairs 
k the future, reſolvd to return to Spain, the Air of 
wich Country was more agreeable to him than that 
all other Provinces he had been in; that for theſe 
Kaſons he yielded up the Low- Countries to his Son 
lp King of England, who would maintain the Go- 
mment in Splendor, and Glory, The Counſellor ba- 
ing: concluded, the Emperor prefently ſeconded him, 
taking a Paper he had in his Hand to ſupply the 
ect of his Memory, he read to the Aſſembly the 
umber of the great Actions he bad done ſince 1517, 
len he left Flanders, and at laſt told them that he gave 
the Low · Coumtries to his Son, as being no 1 

im- 
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bimſelf in a Capacity to Govern them as he had done. 
He proteſted that in point of Conſcience he had nothing 
ro reproach himſelf with: hut if by chance he had com- 
mitted Errors, he begg'd them all ro pardon him. Phi- 
lip rifing, and throwing himſelf upon his Knees thank' 
bim for all his Favours, of which he own'd himſelf 
to be. unworthy ; afluring him that he would 4 
all he was able to add to the Happineſs of thoſe 
Nations, the Government of which he committed 10 
him. Soon after he turned to the Aſſembly, and ſpoke 
to them thus in French ; © Gentlemen, I do not ſuff. 
« ciently underſtand the Language I now ſpeak, to ex- 
“ preſs to you ſo as I would do, the Affection I ſhall 
% always have for you; but the Biſhop of Arras will ſe 
« it forth much better than I can. The Biſhop who 
was afterwards Cardinal, at large explained the 
Thoughts of Philip; and. Doctor Fame, Maſius being 
riſen, told Charles the Vth, That the Princes wor- 
«* der'd that his Imperial Majeſty ſhould leave them in 
« a time of War; — ſince it was his good Pleaſure to 
do ſo, they were comforted in the Happineſs he had 
e {ecur'd to them by giving them the King his Son for 
& their Support and Protection; and that they would 
* ſacrifice their Lives and Fortunes for him. Queen 
Mary his Siſter roſe up, and in few Words declared to 
Charles the V:h, * That in the Government of the Low- 
Countries ſhe had always endeavour'd to do all things 
to pleaſe him; and that ſhe hoped he would be (0 
* Gracious as to pardon her, if her good Intention had 
t not always been ſucceisful. Charles the Veh both with 
Countenance and Hand, expreſs'd his Satisfaction in 
her; and Maſius in the name of the Princes, made moſt 
melting Acknowledgments to him. The Emperor re- 
{uming his former Diſcourſe, perſiſted in reſigning to the 
King his Son to the Kingdoms of Spain, Sicily, Sardinia, 
Majorca, and Minorca, the Lyw-Countries, and of all 
thole in general which he had gained in the Indie. 
Ferdinand his Brother having refus d to give up the Em 
pire to his Nephew Philip, Charles the Veh ſent Embal- 
ladors into Germany io carry his Abdication thither to the 
Electoral College: and when he ſaw all things *

Ferdinand the It, the Brother of Charles the V:b, 
luchduke of Auſtria, Duke of Burgundy was born the 
tenth of March, in 1507, and in 1521, was Married to 
Anne the Daughter of Uladi/lans King of Hungary. He 
had by her Four Sons; Maximilian born in 1527, his 
daccefſor ; Ferdinand born in 1529; Fobn in 1538; 
Charles in 1 540. Beſides theſe Sons, he had Eleven 
Daughters; Elizabeth in 1526, Anne born in 1528 3 
Mary in 1531; Magdalene in the Year 153% ; Catharine 
in the following Year ; Eleoner in 1534 3 Margaret in 
1536 Barbara in 1539; Urſula in 1541; Helen in 
1543, and Jane in 1547 3 Elizabeth, and after her

Meria Leopoldina, Leopold Archduke of Inſpruck's Dauph- 
ters Rleener de apa, the Daughter of Charles the IId 
of Mantua, By the firſt he had Ferdinand Francis 
on the 8th of September, in 1633; Philip A , 
on the 15th of Fuly, in 1637 3; Maximilian Thoma, 
on the 20th of December, in 1638, Leopold Ignatius, on 
the 9th of June, in 1640 Maria. Anna, Born on the 
22d of December, in 1635, and Married on the 8th of 
November, in 1649, to Philip the IVeh King of Spain; 
and Mary who died in the ſame Year with che Empreſs, 
v2 in 16.46, 
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By Mary Leopoldine his Second Wife, he had Charles 
Tenatius Born on the 7th of Aupuſt. in 1649; and the Em. 
preſs died in Child-bed. By bis Third Wife Eleoner de 
Gonzapa, whom he married on the 13th of April, in 1651, 
he had born ro him on the 26th of March, in 1652, 
Thereſa Maria Foſepha, who died the next Year in the 
Month of May ; Eleonora Maria the 21ſt of May, in 
1653; Maria. Anna-Foſepha, the 2d of December, in 1654; 
Ferdinand Lews Foſephus, in 1657, who died on the 3oth 
of Fune, in 1658. Ferdinand died at Vienna the 2d of 
April, in 1657, having livd 48 Years, Eight Months, 
and 21 Days; he was Emperor Twenty Years, one 
Month and 15 Days.

Ia the Reign of Charles the Great. 


| Birthric the Husband of Eadbuge, the Daughter of 


e, dying in the Year 800, Egbert who had been 


baniſhed by him, and fled to Charles the Great for Shelter, 


croſs'd the Sea again, and in 801, was recognized King 
of the Weſt Saxons. He at firſt ſubdued the Corniſh 


Men and the Welſh; and in 806, he forc'd Berrulf King 


of Mercia to berake himſelf ro Flight after he had ront- 
ed his Army, He marched againſt Suthred King of the 


Eaſt-Saxons, he conquer'd him, and took Poſſeſſion of 
his Kingdom from thence, he ſent his Son Ethelwolf with 


Alſtan Biſhop of Sherburn againſt the Kentiſh-Men, be- 
rween Oe ver and London: and their King Baldred bein 


ended 
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ended his Days in Exile. After thoſe Conqueſts he aſ- 
faulted Mithlac King of Mercia: And the People of Nor- 
thumberland, who had been without a King ever ſince 
the Days of Ethelred, being aftoniſh'd at Egbert's good 
Fortune, voluntarily ſubmirred ro him. Egbert, who 
reign'd thirty ſeven Years and ſeven Months, was buri- 
ed at Wincheſter ; and in 838. he left his Son Ethelwulf 
io ſucceed him, who was a Sub-deacon, but was dif- 
charg'd of the Obligation of that Office by the Pope's 
Diſpenſation, and marry'd Osburg the Daughter of Oftac 
of the Gothiſh Nation. | | 
Turpin Archbiſhop of Rhemes conſecrated the Church 
of Compoſtela in Gallicia, Charles the Great being pre- 
ſent, in the Year 808. Tis ordinarily call'd St. Fames 
of Compoſtela ; becauſe tis generally believd that the 
Body of St. James the Greater was brought thither in 
$16, in the Reign of Alphonſus the Chaſt, who adopted 
Ramire or Ranimare, the Son of Veremond. | 
Alcuinus an Engliſh-man, who wrote in the time of 
Bede, and taught a School at Vork, was the Maſter of 
Saint Lugder, the firſt Biſhop of Munſter. Thar Biſhop, 
who in a Letter to Rixfrid Biſhop of Utrecht, gives an 
account of the Miracles of Suibert, (pred the Order of 
Monks over Friſeland and Saxony. Alcuinus having been 
ſent for twice or thrice by Charles the Great, whoſe Al- 
moner he was, at a time when he was reading Prayers 
in a Monaſtery, did not go to him till he bad done. The 
Emperor knowing the cauſe of his ſtay commended him 
for it, and ſaid, That the Service of God ought to be pre- 
ferred before all world'y Buſineſs. Charas, Cuſid, and Cuba 
the Son of Curid, Kings of the Hunns, left the Pagan 
Religion for the Chriſtian. And the People of Holſtein, 
the Vandals and Sclavonians became Chriſtians by the 
care he took to have them inſtructed. The Inhabitants 
of Navarre, who had been Profeſſors of the Turkiſh 
Worſhip, renounc'd it. In 814. Biorno the IVtb, King 
of the Goths and Suedes, the Son of Alarick, in order 
to the Salvation of his Subjects, deſir'd of him ſome 
Priefts and Doctors; and he ſent Hubert to them, who 
made them Proſelytes. * King of the —— 
3 wi 
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who had been in exile, had his good leave to ſettle with 
all his — — — - Carinthia m_ — — of bp 
Mibert e of Exgern, a li iry ; 
where F/itikind bis Father had been buried, in the 
County of Rævenſpurg, being ready to be baptiz d, had 
the Curioſity to ask, In what place bis Pore-fatbers were? 
And when twas anſwer'd, That they wore in a place of 
Unbappineſs ; be receded and faid, That he defign'd to po 
where bas Anceſtors were. | 
There happen'd, as ſome Authors record ir, a thing 
fingular enough betwixt the Emperor and Aigoland 
King of the Saracens. They both agreed thar certain 
 Knighus of their Armies ſhould determine their Diſſeren- 
ces, and thar the Conquerors ſhould give Law to the 
Vanquiſh'd in all their Intereſts, nor excepring even chat 
of Religion. The Chriſtians got the better in the Con- 
flict; — Aipoland and the Saracens were obliged to 
adhere to the Agreement they had made. But as he 
had one day ſeen twelve poor Men at Dinner near 
Charles the Great's Table, and when he had ask'd who 
thoſe Men were of ſo bad a meen, and in ſo ill a dreſs? 
And when an Almoner had impertinently anſwer d him, 
That they were the Friends and Meſſengers of God ; he 
went back over the Pyrenean Mountains again; he te- 
ſum'd his former way of Worſhip, and would no longer 
continue in a Religion, The Author and God of which, ſaid 
be, muſt needs be very little, ſince his Meſſengers and Friends 
were ſo miſerable, - But this is what I cannot without 
much difficulty believe: And tis neither true, nor ſeems 
to be ſo, chat that Emperor whom Adrian the Iſt treat- 
ed as his moſt dutiful Son, as 2 moſt Chriſtian Prince, and 
2 Second Conſtantine in his Letters which he wrote to 
him, ſhould ftake down Chriſt ro Mahomet, and com- 
mit the Religion, for which he had ever been ſo zealous, 
ro the hazard of Arms. Turpin, who has ſpoke nothing 
concerning the Terms of the Fight, denies not the mat- 
ter of Fact; and adds, that Aigoland withdrawing up- 
on the Anſwer given him, was purſu d by Charles the 
Great, that he was kill'd in che Battle, that he was in 
Perſon in that great Expedition; and that the Sun =_ 
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ſtill three days till the Saracens were entirely defeated. 
The Story af the Syn ſtanding ſtill fa luckily three days 
for Charles the Great's ſake, is as probable as all the 
reſt: And if the Archbiſhop of Rhemes in that Age 

d as he wrote Hiſtory, one may ſay that be did 
not often preach Truth. Charles the Great was Cano- 
nid upon the Sollicitation of Frederick Narbaroſſa by 
paſalal, and though be was an Anti- Pope, his Canoni- 
zation was neither cancell d, nor ratify d by any Pope, 


In the Reign of Lewis the Meck. 


This Prince had a particular care of the Dignity of 

the Prieſthood, and he decreed by Laws of his own Pro- 
malgation, Tha? thoſe who wort the Livery of the Church, 
ſoould be engag d in no ether Service; that every Church 
ſbould baue ſo much Revenue as was neceſſary for the ſup- 
wt of her Prieſts ; leſt being poor they might forſale their 
ment, and through neceſſuy be forced to beg. 
816 he conven d an Aſſembly at Alen for the Re- 
mation of the Clergy. The next Year there was ano- 
ther in the ſame City for the Regulation of the Monks, 
deck in their Education and Morals. There was a third 
in 819, in which he made Ordinances both for the Cler - 
and Laity. 

In 822 he caus'd a Monaſtery to be built at Corwey 
in Saxony, like to that of Corbie in Picardy, in which all 
Polite Human Learning was to be taught; and very 
great Men went out of that Abby. 

There was brought ro him a Grecian Prieſt called 
George, who promis d ro make him Organs according to 
the faſhion of thoſe us'd in the Greek Church; and the 
rſt he made were carried to Aen. The Emperor en- 
ruin 'd him very generouſly, and gave him à Penſion 
during Lite. | 

In 826 Harold King of Denmark was baptiz d at Mai- 
ence, with his Wife, his Children, and a great many 
Danes in the sight of Lens the Merk. 
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In $36 the Feſtival of Al! Saints was ſolemnly obſery'4 

through Germany and France by his Order, and by Gre. 
_ gory the IVtb's. | | | 

In 838 by a Synod be afſembled the Canons were re. 
viv'd, ſhewing what the Biſhops and Prieſts ought to 
be; bow the Biſhops and Abbots are to demean them. 
ſelves towards their Dzpendents ; and what the Empe. 
ror ought to contribute to the Government of the Church, 
and the Adminiſtration of the Common-wealth. 

Wulafrid Strabo the Author of a common Gloſs upon 
the Scripture, was then in very oo repute. He wrote 
a Book, Of the Life of Saint Othmar, and of the Life 
of Leudzaire; as allo the Chronicle of the Monaſtery 
of Fulden, which was afterwards carried on by ſome 
other Writers. f Moreover Trithemius Surius in the Life 
of the Saints, and Baronius in his Catalogue of Famous 
Authors were deceiv'd when they thought Walafrid Ab- 
bot of Saint Gal, and the Monk Serabo to be two differ- 
ent Men. In truth, that Walafrid after he had been a 
Monk at Fulden was Dean of Saint Gal in Switzerland, 
and the next remove Abbot of Reichenau a little City of 
Germany, in an Iſland which had but three Pariſhes in 
ir. The Abby founded by Charles Martel, was in the 
Year 1540. united to the Biſhoprick of Conſtance, from 
which ic is diſtant but a League. 


In the Reign of Lothari us. 


In 844 the Popes after their Election began to change 
their Names, and have ever ſince that time continu d to 
In 845 Hincmar a Monk of Saint Denys, afterwards 
Biſhop of Rbemes, was in great reputation. He crown'd 
Lewy the Liſper in 877, and died in $85 according to

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In 887 Rabanus, Alcuin's Scholar, and Abbot of Ful- 
dn, was the fixth Archbiſhop of Mayence. Beſides his 
Comments upon the Bible, he made or added to a Mar- 
ryrology 3 and Trithemius who wrote his Life in three 
Books, has told us how is Body was convey'd into Sax- 
om from the Monaſtery of Saint 4/ban where he was in- 
ter d. He died in 853, or as Blondel affirms, on the 4th 
of February in $56, 

In 851 there was a dearth in Germany, attended with 
ſo dreadful a Famine, that Fathers and Children did 
there feed upon one another, Haymon the Scholar of 
Rabanus, a Monk of Fulden, the third Biſhop of Halber- 
fade, died in 856. Trithemius ſays that he died in the 
Reign of Lews the Meek in 834; which is impoſſible, 
becauſe he was perſonally in the Synod of Mayence, of 
which Rabanus was Preſident in 848. The Author of 
the Annals of the French, for which we are beholden to 
Mounſieur Pzthou, ſays that Rabanus died three Years af- 
ter Haymon, who, according to the Opinion of the beſt 
Chronologiſts, died, as I juſt now obſerv'd, in 853. He 
has written ſeven Books upon the Revelations, fix upon 
the Heavenly Country, an Abridgment of rhe ſacred 
Kory, ſome Comments upon the twelve Prophets, up- 
on the Pſalms, upon all St. Paul's Epiſtles, and Homi- 
les upon the Goſpels, 

"Tis ſaid, that then a Maid nam'd Gilberta, who had 
pit on Man's Cloths ro conceal her Sex, was promoted 
to the Papal Dignity after Leo the IVth, that ſhe reign'd 
two Years, five Months, and two Days; and that Be- 
at the IIId ſucceeded her. Marianys Scotus ; Martin 
a Polander ; Palmier, Platina, Chalcondula, P.'ilip of 
Bergamo, Marcylus a Biſbop, and many others ba ve ſpo- 
ken of that famous She-Pope Foan: And Anaſtaſius the 
Library-Keeper, Audemar, Reginon of the Order of St. 
Benet, Abbot of Prom, Herman abrig'd the Son of Vel- 
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* Natione Polonum fuiſſe ſcribet Bellarminus, at Carſulæ ſive 
Caſcinæ in Umbria Natum dicunt Eiſengremius, Raphael Vola- 
terran, Poſſevinus, Mireus, &c.

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frad Count of Veringber, and other eminent Hiſtorians 
make no wention of her at all. The former Writers, 
by the Account they have given, have made a ſtrong in- 
preffion in the Minds of who run away With thi 

without examining them to the bottom, or who are na. 
turally inclin d ro take them in the worſt ſenſe, And jet 


by the ſilence of Authors, who could not well have omir- 
ted a Circumſtance of that Nature in their Chronicles and 


Hiſtories, the quick-bghted and leſs credulous Perſqns 
bave got up even to the ſource of that Fable, and have 
rejected it. Tis commonly {aid however, that one 
part of thoſe Hiſtorians have wricten with all exactneſt 
and that the reſt have ſuppreſs'd-rhis ſhameful Story to 
ſecure the Honqur of the Holy See. One of the firk 
who gave that Chimera Life and Being, was the Fo. 
lander Martin, a Monk of Citeaux, the nne) of 
Innocent the IVih, or as Gerard Voſſius ſays, one of the 
Order of the Preaching Friars, and Penitentiary to N. 
ebol the IIId, who made him Biſhop of Gneſne. But 
if that Monk, who undoubredly muſt be at R 
ö 
Pompilius for the Father of Numa the IId, King of the 
Romans, and Numa Pompilius for a Tribune of the peo- 
ple; if he took Juſtin the Epitomizer of Trogus Pompeius 
for Fuſtin Martyr ; if he took the Gate of 52 or Ein 
Pauls Gate, and the Porta C or Saint Sebaſtian's 
for another which he calls Collina, and which muſt in 
all probability be the Collatina or Pinei ana Porta; in 
ſhorr, if he took the Pantheon for the Temple of Cybele, 
and the Amphitheatre for the Temple of the Sun, we may 
eaſily forgive him, if in his Hiſtory which he has left us, 
he has miſtaken rhe Sex of a Pope. Ir is true, and a 
man may ſay ſo upon the Authority. of Luitprand and 
Onupbrius, that this ohm the XIIth, who was advancd 
to the Papal Throne by the intereſt of his Father Albe- 
rick, was one of thoſe who were never heard of but 
for their Vices; that he gratify'd his Humour in all 
things, and willingly committed himſelf to the Conduct 
of ſome Ladies that he kept.

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As to the Lying in of this Joan, who had got above 
the Pope by the Power which ſhe had over him, I do 
not well know whether the Fact be true.

In his Return from Rome, 
he went into France; and the Queen his Wife being 
dead, he prevail d with Charles the Bald for his Daugh- 
er Judith who was very young, and whom he engag d 
10 accompany him into England · Whatever ambitious 
latrigues had been ſer on foot in his abſence by Ethel- 
tld bis Son, Eanuf Earl of Somerſet, and Aldeſtan Bi- 
hop of Sherbourn, to hinder his Return into his King- 
dom, he was receiv'd there with the Acclamations of 
be People; and be would by no means have them pu- 
mh'd, or remov'd from his Preſence. Though the Cu- 
ſom of that time allow'd not the King's Wife the ſtile 
of, Queen, nor that ſhe ſhould be ſeared on the Throne 
near him; it was his Pleaſure that Judith ſhould have 
myilege to fir there during his Reign; and he reign'd 
ther but about three Years. In 858, he by his Will or- 
ler d his Kingdom to be divided berwixt Etbelbald and 
Bbelbert his two eldeſt Sons; and he allotted ſome 
Territories for the Portion of the reſt. By the ſame 
Vill he oblig'd his Succeſſors to the end of the World 
o maintain in Meer, Drink, and Clothes a poor Native 
England or a Stranger; and to ſend three hundred 
Marks yearly, for the eaſe of his Soul ro Rome, of 
which there ſhould be two laid out in Tapers for the 
Church, and the remaining hundred was defign'd for 
de kope 's own particular Uſe and Advantage. After 
Reign of twenty Years he died: And in that time 
gebe of the Royal Blood was noted for her Piety, 
whom ſome Daniſh Pirates put to death in a little Town 
of Eſex calld Chic, to which was given the Name of 
Hint Ofithe, when that holy and Noble Maid had been 
anonizd.

In the Reign of Charles the Bold. 


"Baring the refidence of that Emperor 1:aly, the French 
eaſpir'd againſt him; and his Wives Brother Beſon his 
culat Favourite was in the Number of the Con- 
tors. They flighted him becauſe they were per- 
faded that he was more apt to undertake, than conta- 
ro act; they diſregarded him becauſe he burdet'd 
Subjects with. Taxes, becauſe he promoted to the 
Honours Men of little Merit, and mean Extra- 
s and becauſe by wearing the Garb of the Greeks 
their moſt implacable Enemies, he ſeem'd to have little 
Vilhe for his own People. Being poiſon'd by Sedecias as 
it paſrd over the Hill Cena, he was forc'd to ſtay in a 
Kurvy Place called Brjos, where he died: and his Body, 
Which was buried at Verceil, was not removed till ſe- 
ſen Years after to the Abby of St. Denys, But ſince he 
"= fave up Neuſtria to the Nations of the North which 
d every where, we mult go a little higher, and 
ike a view of the Inheritance of thoſe Vagrants in 
Nymand). n | 
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In the Year 876, Alfred, who had ſucceeded Ethelred 
was to ftand the attack of R:u/, or Rollo, who had 
landed in England with an Army of Normans, or Nor. 
thern-Men, made up of the Inhabitants of Norwey, Swe. 
den, and Denmark : and this War determined almoſt no. 
rhing either for one or the Other, *T was after warde 
that Row! crols d the Sea again, and came into France; 
where Clarles the Bald was forc'd ro grant him with the 
Title of a Duke a part of Newuſtria, the Name of which 
place he changed, and called Normandy, The King gave 
him alſo his Daughter Gellete on Condition, as ſome ſay, 
that he would turn Chriſtian : and be was Baptizd by 
Francis Archbiſhop of Rouen; and Robert Earl of Pay 
was his Godfather, and gave him his Name art his Bap- 
tiſm. That Real govern d his People excellently well; 
and he was fo exact a Diſtributer of Fuſtice that be pu- 


niſh'd as Thieves thoſe who detain'd the Goods of ano- 


ther, or who did not honeſtly own what they had been 
kindly intruſted with. For this Reaſon, as ſome Authors 
have it, the Normans even at this day call to their Al- 
ſiſtance their Duke Roul, crying, Haro, or Ha ! Ro, when 
they ſuffer Oppreſſion, though others derive that Word 
from Harouenna, which in old French fignifies the Guild- 
Hall, or place of Juſtice, . 
Alfred who thought himſelf ſafe after the Departure 
of Roul, had other Normans to fight with, who cruſhed 
him fo, that he was forced to retire into Somerſetſhire, 
where he was miſerable enough. About the fame time 
Hubert a Dane, the Brother of Hynguard, who had gone 
from the Country of the Weſterly Britons into that of 
Don, was killed by thoſe of the King's Side : and as this 
Victory follow'd by another, gave him ſome Hopes of 
conquering his Enemies, he actually brought them into 
Subjection, and granted Peace to Gormond, on Conditi- 
on he would eſpouſe the Chriſtian Religion; and he 
was as good as his Word. So Alfred, who enjoy d pro- 
found Peace in his Kingdom, divided it into Counties 
calld Shires in Saxon, and theſe Counties into Hun- 
dreds: and citabliſhed ſuch a general Security according 
to Milliam of Malmsbury, and Inguiphus, that thoſe who 
did put Mony at the High Crols in Cities, or in vr 
mo 
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moſt frequented Roads in the Country might find ir on 
the Morrow, nay a Month after not a jor leſs in Value 
than they left ir. He took care to build a great num- 
ber of Publick Houſes, to repair the City of London, 
which War and time had ruined; to Found ſome Mo- 
naſteries and Academies, to which by his Bounty he in- 
ed Honeſt and Learned Men. To be exemplary alſo 
to others, he employed Tutors himſelf in the 2oth Year 
of his Reign; and made fo great a Progreſs in a little 
time, that he Tranſlated the Paſtoral of Pope Gregory, 
Bretsus's Conſolation of Philoſophy, the firſt part of David's 
Pſalms, Orofius's Hiſtory, and the Exploits of the Eng- 
liſh written by Bede. He Married Egelwitha or Alfu- 
da the Daughter of Ethelrede, — Mucil, and of 
Eazbuth'of the Family of the Kings of Mercia; and 
lad by her Elerude, Elfrede, Elgine, and three Sons Ed- 
ard, Elftbhryt, and Adelwold. Eltrude was married to 
Baudouin the IId, firnamed the Bald, Earl of Flanders, 
who had by her two Sons Arnolph, firnamed the Great, 
karl of Flanders; and Adolphus Earl of Bologne, and of 
Trrovane, who died without Heirs in 933. Elgine took 
the Habit of a Nun in the Nunnery at Schafzburg, and 
was afterwards the Abbeſs of it. E/frede married Ethel. 
nde King of Mercia; Adelwold was educated in polite 
Learning; Eſfthryt, or Ethelryt died Young, and in the 
Year 900, Edward who was the Eldeſt Son, ſuceeeded 
bis Father Alfred. . © 

We maſt now return to Rollo, and take a view of the 
Order of his Succeſſors in Normandy. By Poupe the 
Daughter of Berenger, Count of Beſſm, and of Beauvaꝶ, 
be had two Children, Milliam who was Duke of Nor- 
mandy, Charlott married to William Earl of Poictiere. 
William ſirnamed Long: ſword, had by Storce the Daugh- 
ter of Herbert Earl of Senlis, Richard ſirnamed the Intre- 
nid, who ſucceeded him, and who took to Wife Agnes 
the Siſter of Hugb the Great, Earl of Paris, and Siſter of 
Hugh Caper. He had no Children by Agnes: but by 
mor a Daniſh Knights Daughter, who had been his 
Miſtreſs, and whom he married, he had Richard the IId, 
the Fourth Duke of Normandy ; Robert the Father of Ri- 
ard Earl of Eureux, and of William after Archbiſhop of 
N A 2 Rouen z 
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Rouen; Maugeer who ſucceeded him in the ſame Eccle. 
ſiaſtical Dignity; Milliam Lord of Exines, af. 
ter Earl of Eu- Avine, his eldeſt Daughter married to 
Ethelred King of England, was Saint Edward's Mother; 
Henoue whom Godfrey Earl of Bretagne Married; and 
Mabhaut the Wife of Eudes Earl of Chartres, To Richard 
the Fearleſs, or Intrepid, who died in 980, Richard the 
114 was Succeſſor : and he had by Judith the Siſter of 
Godfrey Earl of Bretagne, Richard the IIId, and Robert, 
who were ſucceſſively Dukes of Normandy : Amongft his 
Daughters he had Leonora married to Baudouin, ſitna- 
med Fairbeard, Earl of Flanders, whole Son of the ſame 
Name married a Daughter of Robert King of France; 
and Emma firit the Wife of Ezhelred King of England, 
next of Canute the Son of Sueno King of Denmark. Af- 
ter Richard the IIId, the Fifth Duke of Normanay, who 
reigned but about Two Years, and died in 1028, his 
Brother Robert .Succeeded, firnamed the Liberal, who 
died 1035, in his return from the Holy Lad: and it 
was in the ſame time that Robert Guiſchard, or the Cun. 
uing, a Norman Lord, began to diſtinguiſn himſelf by 
his great Archie vements in Apulia. Wilkam the Na- 
tural Son of Robert the Liberal, whom bis Father bad 
made his Heir to the Prejudice of his Legitimate Chil. 
dren, was put in Poſſeſſion of Normandy before he went 
to Paleſtine: and by the Will of his Couſin Saint Edward, 
the Son of Ethelred, and Brother of Edmond the IId, he 
got England, where he was ſolemnly crown'd notwitb- 
ſtanding all the Stratagems, and forcible Oppoſition 
made uſe of by Harold the Queens Brother. He took al- 
ſo from Henry the If, the Father of Lewis the Burl, 
Xaintogne and Puictou: and it was for good Reaſon that 
he was ſirnamed the Conqueror. By Maud the Daugh- 
ter of Lewis the Meek, Earl of Flaxders, and of Alice the 
Daughter of Robert King of Fraxce, be had Robert who 
ſucceeded him; Richard who died Young ; William fir- 
named Refus, King of Enpland; Henry, who after the 
Death of bis Brother William, ſeized upon the ſame 
Kingdom. His Daughters were Ceoilia, the Abbeſs of 
Caen; Gertrude married to Baudouin of Bologne, King of 
Jeruſalem, and Duke of Lorain ; Conſtance the yore 
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Alain Earl of little Britanny ; Ela promisd. to Harold, 
who came to France to inform her Father what a Legas 
Saint Edward had left him; Alice the Wife of Ste. 
Earl of Blogs, whoſe Son of the ſame name the Earl 
of 1 Brit amm did for ſome time enjoy Normandy and 
2 
9 the IId, ſirnamed Short. Legs, the eldeſt Son of 
William the Conqueror, was deprived of the Crown of 
England, for taking away the Dukedom of Normandy 
from bis Brother Henry againſt the known will of his Fa- 
ther. He mortgag d it afterwards to Henry; and fold 
the little County of Conſtance that he might accompany 
Godfrey in a Voyage to the Holy Land; where after he 
bad ſignalized his Valour by ſome wondrous Atchive- 
ments, he refaſed the Kingdom of Feruſalem. Being 
recurn'd rhence he died in 1102, in the Principality of 
Wales 3 where Henry his Brother King of England had 
floom'd him to perperual Impriſonment, having firſt 
made him loſe his Eye- ſight by the heat of a burning 
Baſon, Henry the Firſt of that Name, King of England, 
and the Ninth Dake of Normandy being Dead, Stephen 
Earl of Bolopne and Mortagne ſucceeded him in 1135, and 
bis Succeſſor was Henry the IId, King of England, the 
Tenth Duke of Normandy, who had that Dukedom by 
the Reſignation of Stephen of Blois, Earl of Bologne, who 
uer d a part of Ireland. He married Eleoner the 
Daughter of William Duke of Guienne, and Earl of Poi- 
Hers, who was ſole Heireſs to her Father's whole 
Eſtare : She was firſt the Wife of Lews the Young King 
of France, whom ſhe attended to Paleſtine, and who 
was divorc'd from him for having diſcovered no great 
ns of ſtrict Virtue to one Saladine a Mahometan. 
had by Henry the IId, who married her, a Prince of 
theſame Name, ſirnamed Shor:t-mantle ; Richard King of 
Enxpland, who were, one after another, Dukes of Nor- 
mandy; Geofrey the Husband of Conſtance, Counteſs of 
Bretagne, the Mother of Arthur, whom his Uncle the 
King of England put to death; John King of England, 
Duke of Normandy ; Eleoner married to A/phonſus King 
of Caſtile, who had by her Blanche the Wife of Lens the 
VIllth, the Father of Saint Lewis, Henry Short-mantle, 
| Aa2 Crown'd 
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Crown'd King of England, died when his Father was 
fill living ; and was the eleventh Duke of Normandy, be. 
ing inveſted there by Henry the IId, his Father, when 
be married him to Margaret of France, the Daughter of 
Lewis the Young, the Seventh of the Name, who was 
aſterwards the Wife of Bela the Third King of Hungary. 
Richard, firnamed Heart of Lion, King of England, was 
the Twelfth Duke of Normandy, by the Death of Henry, 
Short-mantle his Brother: and John King of England, ſir- 
named the Landleſi, ſucceeded him in the Year 1199. The 
Dukes of Normandy, after him, were John King of France, 
who had the Dukedom from King Philip of Valois his Fa- 
ther. That was the ſame ohn who in 1356, loſt againſt the 
Prince of Males the Battle of Poictiers, and who was ta- 
ken with Philip his Son, who defended him with fo 
much Courage, that he was from that time ſirnamed the 
Hardy. Charles the Vth, King of France was created by 
his Father John, the next Duke of Normandy, in 1355: 
and Charles of France, who was put in Poſſeſſion of that 
Dutchy by his Father Charles the VIIth, enjoyed it but 
Two Months or thereabout, becauſe the King took it 
from him again. That Prince died Duke of Guienne, at 
Bourdeaux, in 1472: and ſome Authors are of Opinion 
that his Death was baſten'd by Poiſon, 

Ratramne, or Bertram, a preciſe Benedictine, aſter- 
wards Abbot of Corby, liv'd in the Reign of Charles the 
Bald; and if he had written in our time, at the rate he 
has deliver'd himſelf concerning the Sacrament of the 
Euchariſt, the Monk had never been made an Abbot. 
"Tis however true, that “ Learned Men have father'd 
his Book of The Body and Blood of our Lord, upon John 
Erigene a Scotchman, who died in 883, or 84, having 
been ſtabbed by his Pupils with Penknives. But if 7obn 
Erizene, who at the requeſt of Charles the Bald, tranſ- 
larcd the Greek Text of the Hierarchy aſcribed to Dio- 
Mſius the Areopagite, into Latin, diſſented from _ Do- 

| ines

Charles the Bald reduc'd the Kingdom of Aquitain in- 
oa Dukedom, of which Ramulphus a Native of Burgun- 
& was the firſt Duke. He was killed in the War againſt 
the Normans, with Robert of Saxony, the firſt Earl of 
Anjou mentioned in Story: and was the Father of Eu- 
ds, who after Charles the Burly ſtepp'd next into the 
Throne of - France ; of Richard Duke of Burgundy ; and 
of Robert the IId, Earl of Anjou. The Children of that 
Richard were Rollo, who was King of France about two 
Tears; and who left the Dutchy of Burgundy to Gilbert hs 
Brother, married to Gerberge the Daughter of Henry the 
Fowler, and Siſter to Otho the Great, Married to Hugh 
the Great Earl of Paris. Robert Earl of Anjou, the Se- 
cond of the Name, Crown d King by Herve Archbiſhop 
of Rezms, in oppoſition to the Righr of Charles the Simple, 
was killed near Soiſſons, in 922. Thar was the very 
Man who gave his Name to Rollo Duke of Normandy at 
his Baptiſm ; and who married the Siſter of Heber: Earl 
of Vermandois, by whom he had Hugh the Great, Earl 
of Paris, Conſtable of France; and who after the death 
of Robert his Father, beſtow'd the Dukedome of Anjou 
upon Geofrey Griſe-gonnelle, who died in 938. Foulques 
his Son Married the Daughter of Alain Barbetorte, Count 
of Bretagne, by whom he had a Son firnamend Martel, 
for his Warlike Actions, being Earl of Anjou, Poictou, of 
Yaintonge, and of Gatinois. |

dead, Stephen the VIIth, his Succeſſor, had his Body Dug 
up out of the Ground, and when he had himſelf cur

bir, he caus'd him to be thrown into the Tiber; becauſe 
he had left his Biſhoprick of Porto to take that of Rome:

not Lawful for anyMan living to deſert his lawful Spouſe, 
and to rake another more Beauriful andRich Before bim 
the Roman Church had nor had a Biſhop whom ſhe had 
taken from another See, to be Tranſlated to that of 


Rome. 


Number of the Saints, was Biſhop of Ausburgh; and the 
next Year under Olha, and Volodomir his Son, the Rufſi- 
ans or Muſcovites received the Chriſtian Religion accor- 
ding to the Manner and Inſtitution of the Greek Church, 
which they have kept Pure and Inaltered ever fince, 
even to this Day.

In the Life-of tha I have taken to task the 
Opinion of H/o/fiue, who would have the Invention of 
Tournaments aferibed ro Hexry the Fowler ; and I muſt 
lay ſomething of ir. If we believe the Emperor Cantacu- 
ſenus in his firſt Book of the Hiſtory of Andronicus, the 
Knights of Savoy and Dauphiny taught the Greeks the 
uſe of them when they attended the Empreſs Anne, 
the — of Amedeu the Great, to Conſtantinople : 
and theſe Tournaments made up the moſt pompous 
Hlemnities at Weddings, Coronations, and Chriſtenings, 
in France, ans and Spain, and in all the Kingdoms 
of Europe; when the Princes and Kings kept their Ta- 
ble free to all Comers, and as in our old Gaul cis ex- 
prefled, Cour pleniere & Tinel ouvert, a full Court, and 
an open Hall or Pantry. There the Combatants on both 
hides fought with Blunted and Civil Lances, and with 
Words without either Edge or Point. He that ſtaid 
longeſt in the Ring, that was laſt in this Military Exer- 
cile and Scuffle was reckon d the moſt Expert and Va- 
liant Man: and not one of them had any other Aim 
but their own particular Glory, the Satisfaction of the 
Ladies, the Honour of their Nation, or the Divertiſe- 
ment of their King. 

King Philip of Valois made many Laws and Orders 
for theſe Tournaments, and it was his Pleaſure that none 
ſhould be admitted Entrance into them that bad done, 
or ſaid any thing againſt the Catholick Faith, ro what 
Quality ſoever they might make juit Prerences to, nor 
any who could not prove their Gentility for at leaſt Three 
Generations by Father and Mother. There was no Ac- 
cels neither for thoſe who by Words or Deeds had diſho- 
noured their King, nor to the Vaſſal who had betray'd 
his Lord, or deſerted him in Battle ; nor to him that had 
baſely run away; that had made any Trouble or Dil- 
order in the Army, or through Malice or Grudge aſſault- 
ed thoſe of his own fide. He removed from them alſo 
thoſe who had done any great Injury to the Ladies; 
who had plaid Tricks with their owa Seal, or Counter- 
feired that of another; who. Tus been guilty of any 

| a 4 y- 
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Tyranny over the Poor, the Fatherleſs, and the Wi. 
dows ; who had revenged themſelves of their Enemies 


by diſhonourable Practices; who had ſettled new Taxes 
upon their Lands without their Lord's leave and ap. 


probation ; who ſtood convicted of Adultery, of the un. 


natural Sin, or of Drunkenneſs. He ordered alſo that 
no Merchants or Tradeſmen ſhould have admittance 
there, nor any that appeared not at that Aſſembly af. 
ter due advertiſement given of it. If any one came thi- 
ther, and was found guilty of one of thoſe Crimes, he 
was puniſhed according to the Rigor of the Laws, and 
his Correction was proportioned to his Fault. Accord. 
ing to the Nature of his Guilt they threw down his 
Shield, Head-piece, and Creſt; they ſomerimes alſo 
broke them; they gave him Blows with the flat fide of 
their Swords, and with their Whips and Switches. They 
cut off his Horſe's Saddle - girts, and made him beſtride 
the Rail of their Camp or Liſts, and with a loud Voice to 
beg the Ladies and Gentlewomens Pardon. Perjured per- 
ſons, Traytors, Aſſaſſins, and Cowards were ſhameful. 
ly degraded from their Quality and Chivalry. They 


did cur off upon a Dunghil'the Tails of their Horſes ; 


they broke in pieces with a Hammer rheir Shields and 
Helmets. Their Coats of Arms were torn aſunder, and 
the very thing they were drawn on, into Shreds ; their 
Swords and Lances were broken with the Points down- 
ward; their Belts and Spurs were forcibly taken from 
them; ro ſay nothing of ſome other Ceremonies which 
were made uſe of to publiſh their Infamy. 
Thoſe Diverſions were very taking, and Sights fo 
much the more delightful becauſe they were never de- 
fifd with Blood. But fince they have run into a Hu- 
mour of fighting deſperately with Steel ground, with keen 
Swords and Daggers, with whetted Coutle-Axes, it I may 
ule old words; thoſe Shews were no. longer to be be- 
held wirb dry Eyes. It became neceſſary that the Popes 
Innocent and Eugenius ſhould condemn them; that the 
Lateran Council in Alexander the IIId's time, in 1180. 
ſhould Anathemarize thoſe Murtherers by Profeſſion, and 
that in 1316, in the Reign of Philip the Fair, Pope Cle- 
went ſhould by a Bull excommunicate thoſe delperate 
| : Wretches, 
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Wrerches. In the mean time the Laws, Anathema's, 
and Bulls were vain and ineffectual. The more theſe 
were forbidden, the more they were frequented ; 
and there was nothing more obſervable almoſt through- 
out all Europe, than Methods and Rules for cutting 
Throats without advantage, or foul play. They foughr 
in the Lifts, throwing Lances, they fought with a balf 
Pike, and with the Point and Edge of the Sword; 
* and without the Rail. They did run to it with ſhar- 
8 = Weapons temper'd and ſteel'd ſo, that they 
bent, broke or loſt their Lances; and the Careers be- 
* ing ended, every one was to take hold of his Dagger, 
* or Hanger, to make ule of it upon occafion ; with 
* which Daggers and Hangers they were to fight ſo lon 
q = = far till the one was worſted and utterly ail 
* abled. 

Duels were not leſs in uſe than Tournaments; and 
the Monks had recourſe to that Expedient, when the 
Titles, which they produc'd ro get their Money, were 
mlufficient. If they had to do with Perſons of Quality 
who ſcorn'd ro fight thus deſperately with them, they 

Men ready, and choice ones, whom they called 
Abbots, or Knight-Vicars, who failed not to fight their 
Batcels. Tis obſervable in the Hiſtory of Roderigo of Toledo, 
that King Alphonſus deſir'd to introduce Saint Ambraſe's 
Litargy at the inſtance of his Wife Conſtantia, and of 
Richard Abbot of Saint Victor at Marſeilles, whom Pope 
Gregory the VIIth ſent thither to reform the Churches 
of that City. The Clergy and People of Toledo formally 
oppoſed it ; and the King and Clergy agreed that thar 
Controverſy ſhould be derermin'd by a Duel. The 
King's Champion was overcome by the other that had 
deen choſen by the Clergy : But A4/phonſus's Authority 
was ſuch; that he never the leſs attained his Defire ; 
and then they ſaid, © That the Will of Princes made 
* the Power of Law uſeleſs. The Emperor Ocho was 
content that the Diſputes of the Church ſhould be deci- 
ded by Duels ; and a Duel put an end to that Queſtion 
which the Civil Law could not reſolve, © Whether the 
* Children of the deceas'd Children ſhould with their 
- Uncles ſucceed their Grandfathers, Fortune declared

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in the behalf of thoſe who maintain'd the Cauſe of the 
dead Brothers Children: And we ſhall ſee in the Reigns 
of Otho the IIId, and Henry the Black, that fingle Com. 
bats were made ule of to aſſert the Honour and Vertue 
of Women of Quality. | 


In the Reign of Otho the Third. 


Ina the Year 985. Lotharius King of France crowned 
his Son Lewis the Vth, firnamed Le Faineant, or the 
Slothful, and admitted him Partner into his Throne af. 
ter he had married him to Blanche the Princeſs of Agui- 
gain, or of Provence, who did not intirely and ſolely 
love the King her Husband. The Fame went that Aſce. 
lin Adalberon Biſhop of Laon was much in the good 
| Graces of that Queen, and that ſhe by Poiſon alſo cut 
| ſhort the Life of Lotharius, who died the 12th Day of 
March in 986, in the 45th Year of his Age, and the 
35th of his Reign. If this be ſo, ſhe probably enough 
ſerved the King her Husband, whom ſhe lighted, as (he 
| had ſerved the King her Father-in-Law ; for he reigned 
by bimſelf but fixteen Months. The common Opinion 
is, that the Race of Charles the Great, which laſted two 
hundred thirry fix Years, ended in Lews, firnamed by 
ſome, the Lazy; becauſe he did no memorable Thing, 
and becauſe the third Race of our Kings, which con- 
tinues to this Day, begun with Hugh Capet, who upon 
the death of Lewis the Vth, got himſelf crown'd at 
Rheims in 987 or 88; who reign'd nine Years, and like- 
| wile as ſome of our Authors affirm, ren Years, and four 
Months. Bur our moſt celebrated Chronologers have 
fully prov'd, that by his Father's fide Hugh Caper deſcend- 
ed from a Brother of Charles Martel ; and conſequently 
that ſince the Settlement of the Monarchy there have 
been but two Royal Families, or two Branches coming 
our of the ſame Srock. | 

_ Robert the Son of Hugh Capet, and of Adelais the Daugh- 
ter of Milliam the IId, Earl of Peicton and of Guienne, 
was crowned at Orleans the firſt Day of Fanuary in 988, 
When his Father had made him Sharer in the Govern- 


ment

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ment of the Kingdom. He was no more than eighteen 
Years old when he was married io Lutgarde the Widow 
of Arnou, firnamed the Great, Earl of Flanders; and that 
Widow, who was not very young, could not for that 
reaſon have all that Women ſhould have to make them 
mable. After her death he married Bertha the Daugh- 
er of Conrad King of Burgundy, and of Maud the Siſter 
of Lotharins King of France, Bur fince they were rela- 
ed, tho" in a degree remote enough; and fince R- 
t had been Godfather to one of her Children, he pur 
her away through the Admonitions and Intrigues of 
bon the Abbot of Fleury upon the Loire. Some are 
of opinion too that before this Bertha he had wedded Ro- 
#14 the Daughter of Berenger King of Italy, the Wi- 
dow of Arnou the Young Karl of Flanders; that he 
chang d her Name Rozella into Suſanna ; and that he 
irn put her away, and then was formally divorced from 
has Queen. His third Wife was Conſtance, ſirnamed 
Nunche, probably from the fairneſs of her Complection; 
fe was the Daughter of Milliam the Iſt, Earl of Arles 
awd Provence, and of Adelais, or Alice of Anjou. There 
x Authors alſo who tell us that Canſt ance was of Aqui- 
tain; that her Father William was Count of Toulouſe ; 
lecanſe the Name of Aquitain for the ſake of the City 
> ther was given to the Counties of Provence and Tou- 
ae; and that Conſtance, firnamed Blanche, is the very 
lame Perſon that Lewis the Vth. Hugh Capet's Predeceſ- 
or had taken to Wife. One may ſay at leaſt that ſhe 
was ſufficiently like her in Temper and Spirit, becauſe 
he was haughty and imperions, obſtinate and revenge- 
ul: And I ſhall ſatisfy my ſelf with the Relation of one 
ingle Inftance of ber Vengeance. Having found that 
Hugh de Beauvais ftrengthen'd Robert's Reſolution againſt 
ter Intrigues, ſhe made her Complaint of ir to her Cou- 
in Foulgues Earl of Anjou, and left nothing unattempted 
engage him in her Service againſt Hugh. This Foul- 
ques, ro whom Revenge was no leſs grateful nor leſs na- 
tural than to the Queen, ſent eleven Gentlemen, who 
took their time when Hugh was Hunting with Robert, 
ad who cut off his Head in the King's Preſence, being 
perfectly deaf to his Intreaties. Robert, firaamed the

The Children of Robert were Hugh the IId, firnamed 
the Great, whom he thought fir to make a Sharer in his 
Royalties, who died on the 1oth of September in 1026. 
Henry the Iſt who ſucceeded him; Robert of France, Duke 
of Burgundy; Eudes; Alice married in 1027. to Bau- 
douin the Vth, firnamed the Meck, Earl of Flanders, the 
Son of Baudouin the IVth, with a fair Beard, and of 
 Ogina the Daughter of Gilbert Count of Luxemburg ; 
for his ſecond Wife was Eleoner the Daughter of Ri- 
cbard the Ild, Duke of Normandy, Siſter to Alice Coun- 
tels of Burgundy, It is from the Marriage of Baudouin 
| the Vth and Alice, that Baudouin the VIth, Earl of Flan- 
ders, and Robert called the Frize · lander, deſcended, who 
had for their Siſters, Maud of Flanders, the Wife of 
William Duke of Normandy, and King of England; Ju- 
dith Counteſs of Kent, afterwards Dutcheſs of Bavaria, 
and Ide of Flanders, Marchioneſs of Saxony. I muſt not

Tis that Alice or 
Adele, Robert's Daughter had Baudouin the Vtb, fir- 
named the Meek but for her ſecond Husband, becauſe 
Richard the ITId, Duke of Normandy had married her 
before, if * that be true which I have read. 

Archambaud Vicount of Turenne, who fignalized him- 
ſelf by many Duels, fought one in Vindication of the 
Honour of Mary Garcia the King of Aragon's Daughter, 
the Wife of the Emperor Ocho the ITId, who was ac- 
culed of Adultery. He had the advantage in the En- 
counter, and that was Matter of great Joy to the Em- 

ſs. This is the very Woman, who was ſo extreamly 
enamoured with the Duke of Modena, who refus'd to 
pollute rhe Bed of his Lord the Emperor ; and whom 
ſhe ſo bighly charged for having attempted to debauch 
ber; that he was pur to death for it. The Duke's Wi. 
dow 11 with that Cheat, and the ſad Conſe- 

of it, demanded juſtice of the Emperor ſome 
time after, in a general Aſſembly of Italy upon the Ri- 
yer Po, near Plaiſance. She offer'd her ſelf up to prove 
the Innocence of her Husband by Fire Ordeal, accord- 
ing to the practice of that rime: And the Trath was 
no ſooner 3 but Mary of Aragon was burnt alive 
in 986. and the Widow was required with four Ca- 
liles. | |

Tis not unknown what of old happened to Gonde- 
vi the Wife of Errio/dus King of the Lombards, She 
d in her Retinue a Gentleman of Lombardy named 
Adalulph, whom ſhe valued much, and who thereupon 
was ſo Proud and Inſolent, that he preſum'd to make, 
and declare his Love to the Queen, Gondeberge _ g 
aſto- 
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aſtoniſh'd at his Carriage, ſpits in his Face, and threa. 
tens the inconſiderate Wretch with Death; who to pre. 
vent his Reſentment, cautioned the King, that the Queen 
had a Deſign againſt him, that he ſhould miſtruſt her, 
and that ſhe was fully reſolved ro Poiſon him, that ſhe 
might be married to Taſon the ' Marqueſs of Tuſcam. 
Erriold upon the Information of that Slanderer, makes 
Gondeberge a Priſoner in a Caftle;z and ſhe could not get 
out thence, tho Clotaire the Laſt had deputed Embaſa- 
dors to him to complain of the Injuries done his Kinſ- 
woman, who [deſcended from the Kings of Auſtraſia.

In the Reign of Henry the IVth, 


Before we go into Aſia, and diſcover what Events 
there were in Henrys Time, the Reader poſſibly will 
be able ro remember, that in the Year 941, Hugh King 
of Italy, the Son of Lotharius Earl of Provenee, and the 
Father of Lotharius, whom Berenger the IId ſucceeded, 
burnt almoſt all the Fleet of the Saracen Moors; that 
in 944, Ranimir King of Galicia, or Caſtile, the Third 
of the Name, the Son of Sancho, ſirnamed the Great, 
did in Spain defeat their beſt Army. 

In 951, when they filled Calabria, Apulia, and Luca. 
nia with Fire and Blood, they were vigoroaſly and 
couragiouſly beaten off by Aubury Marqueſs of Tuſcany, 
and utterly routed near Garigliano. The next Year ha- 
ving made Inroads from the Hill Garganus into the Neigh: 
bouring places, they took the City of Benevent, and 
buroy i Vermond the IId, King of Leon, and of Caſtile, 
the Son of Ordonius the IIId, was deeply engaged in 
War, in 953, againſt Mabomet Ibni Aben Hamur, ſit- 


named Almanſor the Deliverer, who was both the — 
an 
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and the moſt fortunate of all the Moors. But that ſuc- 
ceſsful Hero was overthrown by Veremond in Battle; 
which continued a whole day, and he was forc'd alſo to 
mn away. He died, as tis ſaid, with mere Vexation 
at it; and Abdimelil, firnamed Aldomefar the Fortunate 
or the Victorious, who was deſirous to revenge the 
Death of his Father Almanſor, was likewiſe — 
with his Army 

Alpbonſus the Vth, Son of Veremond the IId, was in An. 
1000, Kill d with the Shot of an Arrow, before a City, 
by a Saracen belonging to a Garriſon, which he was de- 
irons to take by Force; and ſeven Years after the Sa- 
rcens, who went again into Italy with two Armies, 
wok Capua, from whence they were ſhamefully driven 
by Henry the Saint, in the Year 1013. 

There were after that time a great many Wars in 
ſpain with rhe Moors, who were ſuch aukward Politi- 
dans as to divide themſelves, and to turn into little 
Kingdoms all the Places, where they bad any Authority. 
dy this Means they ruin d themſelves ; and for the Satis- 
kaftion of being independent, they did unawares abſo- 
lnely do all they could to ſtrip themſelves inftantly of 
their Liberty. The Spaniards being ſenſible of it, made 
their beſt Advantage of that Opportunity; and they 
weaken'd them ſo, that when they had kill d Mabomet 
duazir Sixty Thouſand Men, in the Year 1150, they 
retook in about Thirty Years Valence, Murcia, Cartha- 
72 Alicant, Cordove, Seville, and * other conſiderable 


The Moors had nothing left them ſave only the King- 
dom of Grenada, from whence they were ar laſt driven 
by Ferdinand ſtiled the Catho/ick, and the Great. Whilft 
ix of Mahomet Enazir's Children were diſputing the Suc- 
effion betwixt themſelves, others invaded the Kingdoms 
of Fez, of Tremiſſen, or of Algier, and all the other perry 
Kings of Africa did no longer own the Kings of Morocco 
#their rightful Maſters. 
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In 4/ia the Saracens were almoſt in the ſame Condi. 
tion; and the Turks whom they called in to their Aſſiſt. 
ance,. were already become their Lords. The Emperors 
of Conſtantinople were no active; and Romanut 
called Diogenes who was haugbty upon ſome Conqueſts 
he had made, and who had taken Neo: Caſarra in Capps- 
dacia, and Aleppo, and Hierapolis in Syria, was himſelf 


the Caprive of Abu Talep Togrul Beg. 

The greateſt part of Europe were at Variance in the 
Reign of Philip the Iſt of France, and of the Emperc 
Henry the IVih, of Germary, in the time of the Popes 
Gregory the VIlth, Victor the IIId, and Urban the Ild, 
who by their Conduct ſufficiently diſcovered that the 
Spirit of Man is not always governed by the Spirit of 
God. Among all thoſe Diſorders which divided the 
Inclinations and Intereſts of Church- men and Princes, 
there Happened an extraordinary thing, which for 2 
while ſuſpended their Mutual, and Grievous Hatred.

gin ing that a Converſation which was accidental could 
prove of any great Conſequence. Bur Peter the Hermite 
engag d at firſt ro uſe all his Intereſt for the Eaſe of the 
Chriſtians, and indeed he was as good as his Word. He 
wrote to the Pope, he went to Rome, he importun d Ur- 
ban the I[d vigorouily to preſs the Princes to recover the 
Sepulcher of our Lord and Saviour; he deſcribed to him 
all the Glories of Paleſtine and the Adjacent Places, and 
made it appear to him that it was ealy and practicable 

to 
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to Conquer them. Upon the unqueſtionable Reputati- 
on of Peter the Hermite, in 1095, Urban calls together 
1 Council at Clermont in Auvergne; excites all the Pow - 
ers of Europe to that Conqueſt: and both the Houſes 
of private Men, and thole of Grandees, the publick 
Places, and the Streets were filled only with Perſons 
wearing a Red Croſs upon the right Shoulder, which was 
the Badge of the Liſted, and which gave occaſion to the 
Words, Croſs'd and Cruſade. William Archbiſhop of 
Tre, who wrote that whole Hiſtory, has told us that 
natural Affection kept back neither Husbands, nor 
Wives, neither Fathers, nor Sons; that even the Religi- 
us quitted their Cloiſters; that Quality, Age, and Sex, 
were no Bar to any one in that way. But he adds, 
that all made not God's Glory their End; that ſome 
vent away, either to follow their Friends, or to adapt 
their Devotion to their Iutereſt, and others, leſt they 
hould be look d upon as Cowards, or that they might be 
aemprt from the Payment of their Debs. 

However it was, Italy, France, Germany, England, 
ſcotland, ary, Denmark, and Suedeland were enga- 
gd in that War. The Dukes, Earls, Marqueſſes, Ba. 
ms, Lords and Gentlemen ſold, or Morgag'd their E. 
ſtares to raiſe a ſupply for that Glorious Expedition. 

Godfrey of Bologne the ſeventh Duke of Loraine, the 
dn of Euſtachius Earl of Bologne near the Sea, and of Ida 
the Siſter of Godfrey Grearneck; Duke of Loraine, of 
1 4rdenne, and Bouillon, was the firſt Volunteer in that Ho- 
» War. He ſold alſo, ro Obert Biſhop of Liege, as ſome 
e ell as, that Dukedom of Bouillon to be a ſupply for the 
e Expences of his Enterpriſe, and his Brothers Euſtachiur, 
-- arkes attended him. Next ro theſe three Bro- 
bers, the moſt noted Men in Story of thoſe liſted under 
the Banner of the Croſs were Hugh the Great Earl of 
Vermandois, Robert the Friez/ander Earl of Flanders, Ro- 
let the Son of Wiliam the Conqueror King of Enpland, 
1er Earl of Champagne, Blois and Chartres, Aimar 

hop of Orange, Raimond Earl of Toulouze, Baudouin 
Earl of Hainault. It adds Baudouin Earl of Retel, Boe- 
: | wand Duke of Apulia, Garnier Earl of Grez, Harpin 
karl of Berry, Vard Earl of Die, 1 Earl of Orange, 
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William Earl of Fore, Stephen Earl of Aumale, Hugh Earl 
of Saint Paul, and Rotron Earl of Perche. 

In the Year 1096, there were eight Armies form'd 
our of rhe infinite Number of thoſe that freely enrer'd into 
the Service, who were all to be under Godfrey's Conduct; 
and four of them were defeared in their Paſſage through 
Hungary, Bulgaria, and Greece, the Inhabiranrs of thoſe 
Countries not being able to bear their Inſolence. The Re. 
mainder arrived by Sea, and Land, and there were compu- 
ted upon the Muſtering of the Forces no leſs than fix hun- 
dred Thouſand Foot, and a Hundred Thouſand Horle, 

In 1097, Godfrey took the Cities of Nice and Heraclea 
in Bithynia; Tarſus in Cilicia; he croſsd Aſia Minor, and 
the next Year drove away the Turks out of Antioch in 
Syria. Upon the 15th of Fuly in 1099, having himſelf 
firſt mounted the Wall, he got poſſeſſion of the City of 
Feryſalem, though at the beginning of the Siege, as ſome 
Authors aſſure us, he had bur Thirty Thouſand Men. 

About eight days after he was proclaim d King of Je- 
ruſalem; but he would not take that Title upon him: 
and the Hiſtorians who made him King, did make him 
ſo purely by their own Authority, ſince be was neither 
anointed, nor crown'd, and fince he refus'd to be King, 
if we believe what is handed down to us by Tradition, 
e becauſe, as he expreſs'd himſelf, he could nor without 
% impions Ambition wear a Crown of Gold upon his 
* Head, where our Lord and Saviour had worn a Crown 
*« of Thorns. The Truth is, that he was Duke, and not 
King of Feriſalem, which is eaſily prov'd by his Epitaph: 
Here lies the Illuſtrious Godfrey of Bouillon, who gain d all 
this Land that the Chriſtians might have it for their War- 
ſip. It appears alſo by the Ordinances and Letters of 
his Brother Baldwin who ſucceeded him; which begin 
in this Stile, Baldwin by the Grace of God, of all the French 
and Lat ins, the Firſt King ſeruſalem, as William of 
Tyre informs us, who in another place ſays that Baldwin 
of Bourg was the ſecond French King of Feruſalem ; and 
in the tir{t Chapter of the Sixteenth Book of his Hiſtory, 
that Forth was the Third King of it. 

In this City of eriſalem taken by Storm, there was a 
horrid Maſſacre of the Saracens, and there were Fa of 
. em, 
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them, accord ing ro Abulpharages, to the Number of Se- 
yenty Thouſand about the Temple. Godfrey, whom the 
fame Author calls Geofrey, with Five Thouſand Horſe, 
and Fifteen Thouſand Foot, did not only withſtand the 
Sultan of Babylon's Army, which was ſeven times ſtrong- 
er than his own, but the ſame Year defeated ir. kill'd a 
Hundred Thouſand upon the Spot, and took Aſcalon. 

In leſs than four Years he rednc'd Licaonia, Cappado- 
cia, Cilicia, Paphlagonia, Meſopotamia, and Comagena; 
he died of the Plague in 1100, and Baldwin his Brother, 
whom Abulpharages calls Barduvil, ſucceeded him. 

In Baldwin's Reign which continu'd eighteen Years, 
the Army of the Chriftians, or as they nam'd ir, of the 
Latins was vanquiſhed in 1102; and the next Year Boe- 
mond was taken, and reſcu'd by his Nephew Tancrede. 

In the Year 1104, the Latins took Prolemais after a 
diege of Twenty days, and in 1105, the greater part 
of the Saracens were cut to Pieces. They made them- 
elves Maſters at once of Tripoli, Aſſur, Ceſarea, A. 
cre, Sabid ; they loſt Tancrede, who was kill'd in a Battle 
in 1115: and Baldwin the It King of Feruſalem, died 
on Palm-Sunday in 1118, and was magnificently inter- 
- on Mount Calvary, near his Brother Godfrey's 

ve. | 
Baldwin of Bourg. the Son of Hugh Earl of Retel ſuc- 
ceeded him, when Euſtachius Earl of Bologne the Brother 
of Godfrey, and of Baldwin the Iſt, renounced all his pre- 
tences to the Kingdom of Feryſalem, tearing that at laſt 
the Civil Wars would utterly ſubvert Religion in the Ho- 
ly Land, He reign'd Thirteen Years, he defeated Seli- 
oukides, one of the Sultans who had been the King of it, 
in a Battle; he kill'd him the ſame Year, made the 
King of Damaſcus run away, and was conquer'd, ta- 
ken, and put in Chains by Sultan Balah the Son of Bab- 
ram, Solimans's Nephew, and after eighteen Months Im: 
ptiſonment was ſer free. In 1122, the Cities of Tyre and 
Joppa were taken from the Intidels by Dominick Michael 
the Thirty Fourth Duke of Venice. In 1125, and the 
Two following Years the Latins got conſiderable Victo- 
ries, and in 1131 Baldwin died. 5 
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Foulk Earl of Anjou, the third of the Name married 


Mel iſcende the Daughter of Baldwin the Ild, King of Je. 

ruſalem, and ſucceeded him. He reigned Ten Years; 
but his Reign was inglorious, if one takes an eſtimate of 
it by his Conqueſts: and his Death was ftrange enough, 
| becauſe having mounted a- reſty Horſe, he fell and 
| broke his Neck in hunting a Hare. 


In Baldwin the I1Id's time, who after the Death of 
Foul li, his Father was King of Feruſalem, Atabeg Zenazs 


ſeiz d upon Edeſſa, and reduc'd almoſt all Meſopotamia, 


in 1143. Some Authors have call'd him Alaf, and Ala 
Atabeg, not minding that this laſt was King of Aleppo, 
then by the Italians, calld Atapia. Tbe next Year 
Baldwin drove the Saracens out of Gaza and Aſcalon, 
and overthrew Nyro'ddin, or as ſome Authors name him, 
Mahmud Nuradin Melic-Adel, the Son of Atabey Zenyj, 
who is the Sanguin of the Hiſtorians of the Holy Land, 
The Conſequences of that War may be feen in the Ac. 
count of Conrad the IIld, Henry, and Frederick in the 
Hiſtory of the Emperors of Germany, 

Baldwin died in 1163, he reign'd two and twenty 
Years, and Amauri his Succeſſor Reigned Ten. Though 
he was a Man of Refolntion, and Conduct, he was 
worſted in many Skirmiſhes by Aſado ddin Schiracuh, 
the Saracon of our Hiſtorians, and by Fuſuph Zalach- 
Addin, or Salacho ddin, that is to ſay, the Re-eſtabliſh- 
ment, or Reſtorer of Religion, who is our Saladin Sul- 
ran of Egypt. In 1175 King Amauri died of a Fever, 
and Baldwin who ſtept into the Throne next after him, 
reign'd Twelve Years, without doing any things wor- 
thy of Record. 

Baldwin the Son of Sibylle, and of William Lonp.ſword, 
Marqueſs of Montferrat, was his Succeſſor; and being 


KE oung,he had Raimond for his Preceptor, who was then

arl of Tizple, That Guardianſhip was the Occaſion of 
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great Diſorders, becauſe Sibyle William's Widw up- 
1 her Second Marriage, became the Wife of Guy 7 
, Who was ſuſpected of having rid himſelf by 
Poilon of that Baldwin, who reigned bur about eight 
Months: and Raimond, with the moſt conſiderable Per- 
ſons of the Kingdom, thought rhemſelves oblig'd to de- 
dare War againft him. Guy had recourſe to Salabo ddin, 
who making uſe of that Occaſion takes Prolemais, Aſca- 
lon, and Feruſalem, in 1187, cuts in pieces the Army 
of the Chriſtians, diſpoſſeſſes them of all Fudea, and 
leaves them Tyre, Triple, and Antioch only, for their 
whole Refuge. He alſo took Guy, whom he releaſed 
ſome time aſter, upon theſe hard Conditions, That he 
ſhould ſpeedily return into Europe, and that upon Oath 
he. ſhould renounce all his Pretences to the Holy Land, 
The Biſhops having determin'd that Oath to be by 
no Means Obligatory, he rais d ſome Troops, and 
took ſome Cities; and whatever he could do, he 
could not regain the Fine Kingdom be had loſt. 

The ſame Kingdom was ruin'd by certain People of 
Perſia, who were forc'd to give up their Lands to the 
Tartars, and to look out more for themſelves. Baibars 
Sultan of Egope, firnam'd Bundocdar, becauſe he had 
ferv'd a Maſter of the ſame Name, whom the Hiſtorians 
call Bodegar, expell'd all the Chriſtians our of Syria; 
he took Ceſarea in 1265, he took Galilee, and Feruſalem 
the following Year ; he Plunder'd Antioch, in 1268; 
and Burnt Tyre, Sidon, Triple, and Beyruth in 1290, ac- 
cording to the Computation of moſt of the Chrono- 
logers. | | 
In 1299, the Saracens were driven out of Feruſalem by 
the Tatares or Tartares : and in 1300, Oſman or Oth- 
man had already made a noiſe in the World. But let 
us return to our Chronological Obſervations. 

In the Lateran Council, which Pope Nicholas the IId 
did ſolemnly convene in 1059. Berenger of Tours, Arch- 
deacon of Angers, who had publickly written, That the 
Bread and Mine in the Euchariſt were but the Figure of 
the Body and Blood of Feſus Chriſt, in the preſence of a 
hundred and thirteen Biſhops openly abjured his Here- 
ſy, which was confuted by Lanfranc, by Guimond a Re- 
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ligious Benedictine of Sr. Leufroy, of the Dioceſs of Eu- 
reux, afterwards a Cardinal, and Archbiſhop of Averſe 
in Apulia ; by Durandus Biſhop of Liege, and by Adel. 
man Biſhop of Breſcia. Berenger however ceas d not to 
defend his Opinion, though he bad been forced with 
his own Hand ro burn the Book of Fohn Erigenes a 
Scotchman, and to ſubſcribe a Confeſſion of Faith *, 
which the Cardinal Humbert had drawn up. When he 
was more at liberty, he ſer that Diſpute on foot again, 
which laſted till the Year 1079 ; and Gregory the VIIth 
having ſummon d him to Rome before a Council, that 
Pope manag'd him at ſuch a rate that he owned Tray. 
ſubſtantiation: And he was no ſooner returned into 
France, but having taken the Habit of Saint Benet, he 
retired into rhe Priory of Saint Come, within 2 Leagues 
of Tours, where he died in 1088. Hildebert his Scholar, 
who was afterwards Biſhop of Mans, and next Archbi. 
ſhop of Tours, in the Epitaph, which he made for him in 
Verſe, ſtiled him Charitable, Sincere, Pious, Grave, Bleſſed, 
Wiſe, and Saint: And f one may have a fight of that 
Epitaph in Milliam of Malmsbury, in Papirius Maſſm, 
and in Baronius about the Lear 1088. In the mean 
while he is not over certain that ge recanted hear. 
tily; and a Man need for his ſatisfaction read only 
_ that Cardinal ſays of it in his account of that very 
ear. F | urs 
Fon Xiphilin, who was Patriarch of Conſtantinople in 
1063. was a Perſon in high eſteem. He was bis Un. 
cle, who made the Abridgement of Dion, though Voſjus 
and Andreas Schottus, with many others have aſcribed 
that Work to the Patriarch. IF. 

In 1074. in the time of Gregory the VIIth, before 
named Hildebrand or Hellebrand, he Clergy-men' were 
prohibited ro marry in the Synod of Erfore in Thurin- 
Sen. | 
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In the Council of Lateran, held in 1078. all ſecular 
Princes were forbidden under pain of Excommunication 
inveſt Men with Eccleſiaſtical Dignities. 

In 1081. Boleſlaws the IId, firnamed the Bold. King of 
Poland, was excommunicated by Gregory the VIIth, be. 
cauſe he had kill'd Seaniſlaus the Biſhop of Cracow at the 
Altar, who by his Ghoſtly Advice had endeavoured to 
reclaim him, repreſenting to him the Enormity of his 
Life. The Nobility, who could no longer bear bis Cru- 
elties, having conſpired as ore Man againſt him, he ef- 
cap'd into Hungary, where he was diſtracted ro ſuch a 
degree that he kill'd himſelf: And ſome there are who 
ſay that he was devoured by Dogs. He was the Son of 
Caſimir the Iſt, who was baniſh'd with his Mother Richſa 
by the Polanders, whom ſhe had uſed ill. He being a 
Minor, and under the Guardianſhip of that Queen, who 
had withdrawn her ſelf with great Riches near the Em- 
peror Conrad; ſhe had that Prince conducted ro Paris 
to train him up under ſome good Tutor ; and the Mo- 
naſtick Life ſo charm'd his Soul, that he devoted himſelf 
a Monk in the Abby of Clugni. So the Kingdom be- 
ing expos'd to all kinds of Seditions and Intrigues, was 
withour a King above fix Years; and the Polanders, 
bo procured of Benet the IXth a Diſpenſation for that 
Prince's Vow, and liberty for him to marry, went to 
the Abby of Clugni to ferch him; and he was crown'd. 
In acknowledgemenr- of the Pope's Favour, the Poles 
oblig'd themſelves to pay to the Holy See a Tribute 
Penny every one by the Head, the Gentry being excepr- 
ed; and that Tribute was call'd St. Peter's Penny. He 
reigned eighteen Years, or as ſome ſay, five and twen- 
ty; he reduced Maſſovia, which Maſiaus the Son of Mie- 
claus or Miesko had uſurp'd, calling it by his own 
Name; he took S:lefia from the Bohemians; and tran» 
lated the Epiſcopal See to Breſlaw. 

Some refer the Inſtitution of rhe Order of the Charr-

dral Church of Rheims, to the Year 1084- He retird 
into the Chartrenſe of Grenoble on the 24th of June in 
the ſame Year. Others, as Palmer, Onuphrius, and Ba. 
ronius, place the Inſtitution of that Order in 1086. which 
was confirm d by Alexander the IIId, in the Year 1173. 
Lanfranc a Benedictine Monk of the Abby of Bec in 
Normandy, afterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who 
wrote a Book upon the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup. 
againſt Berenger, which is put io the ſixth Tome of 
the Bibliotheca Patrum, died on the 18th of May in 103g, 
and Gregory the VIIth died on the 24th of the ſame 
Month and Year. "Twas this who after he had 
aſſum d to himſelf the Title of Supreme Biſbop, and of 
Pope, ſuffered it no longer to be given to any other Bi. 
ſhops but the Biſhap of Rome. Indeed thoſe Titles and 
that of Biſhop of Biſhops were ordinary enough. Lupus 
Biſhop of Treguier, was honoured with chat laſt Tile 
by Apollinarius Sydonius, as well as the Greek who was 
Biſhop of Marſeilles ; and the Biſhops of Rome bad it, 
becauſe being Metropolitans, they had other Biſhops un- 
der them. When Apollinaris was pitch'd upon to elect 
and ſettle a Biſhop at Borges, in the Preſence of Apr 
tius, Biſhop of Sens, he call'd that Ægrotius, Our Mof 
Holy Father the Pope; be ſtil'd Lupus in ſome other place 
the Principal Biſhop of the Earth; he call'd too Mamer- 
tius, 1 951 : And Saint German Biſhop of Par 
is juſt ſo nam'd by Fortunatus. Honour the Biſhop, (aid 
Ignatius to the Citizens of Smyrna, becauſe he is the Chief 
Prieſt: And it is not ſtrange that Gregory of Tours ſaid, 
while he was ſpeaking of the Church of Bourdeaux, 
Thar ie was the Apoſtolick See; ſince the Sees of all Bi- 
ſhops are Apoſtolical. The Clergy of Rome writing to 
St, Cyprian, gave him the Title of, Maſt Holy and Moſt 
Glorious Pope. Sidonius Apollinaris, of whom I bave ſpo· 
ken, who call'd Megethims, Fonteius, Eutropius, Fauſtus, 
Patient, Auſpex, Proſper, Euphronius, &c. Popes, was 
himſelf {tild Pope, as Biſhop of Clermont, by Mamerti- 
fs, 
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1, at that time Biſhop of Vienna. All Biſhops in that 
ume had the Stile of Pope given them, as now we call 
every one of them, My Lord. 

Anſelme a Benedictine Monk, the Pupil of Lanfranc, 
ſucceeded bim in the Archbiſhbprick of Canterbury in 
1093 : and ſome Chronologers have been miſtaken when 
they aſſerted ir for Truth that Lamfranc died not till the 
Year 1097. Fobn Brompton ſays that he died in 1088. 
as I juſt now obſerved ; that his Place was not fil'd 
again till four Years after: And one may conſult the 
od Hiftorians of England, which have been given us by 
Reger Twiſden.

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was the firſt Earl of Savoy, by the favour of Henry the 
Vth, who advanced Savoy into an Earldom. His firſt 
Wife was Geltrude, the Daughter of Simon the Xth, 
Duke of Loraine, and of Geltrude of Saxony, the Empe- 
ror Lotharim the IIld's Siſter. He had no Children by 
that Geltrude, bur by Guigonne, or Maud of Albon, the 
Daughter of Guigues, Count of Albon and Vienne, who 
was the firſt laid claim to the Principality of Vienne as 
his own, and who aſſum d the Title of the Dauphin of 
Viennois. That Ame was born in 1080. at Montmeil- 
lan; and died in Cyprus in 1154. in his return from his 
Voyage into the Holy Land. 0 

Kebert ſirnamed a Arbriſſel, from a little Village of 
the ſame Name, where he was born in 1047. within ſe- 
ven Leagues of Rennes, died in 1117. He founded the 
Order of Fontevrault in 1100: and one cannot ſuffici- 
ently ' admire that the learned Jeſnir , Father Sirmond, 
among the Letters of ' Godfrey Abbot of Vendome, and 
Cardinal, which he put in Print in 1610, ſhould let one 
paſs which decries the Conduct of Robert, without ob- 
ſerving that it was written by Prebendary Reſcelin his 
Enemy, the Head of the Sect of the Nominals, and the 
Tutor of Peter Abailard. The Liſe of Robert was ſo 
Holy, and his Reputation ſo well eftabliſh'd, that there 
was not a Pope, a King, a Prince, a Biſhop, or Prelate 
in his time, who ſpoke of him bur ro his Advantage: 
And Godfrey Abbot of Vendome, who by a falſe Letter 
ſeems to be his Accuſer, always look'd upon him to be 
a learned and holy Man, and publickly profeſſed 2 
friendſhip for him. Father John de Mainferme bas with 
ſo much reaſon diſprov'd the Calumny of Roſceliz, who 
was a profligate Wretch, condemn'd for his Hereſies in 
the Council of Soiſſons, and baniſh'd France; that if we 
reject his Arguments, we ought no longer to pretend to 
common Senſe, Madam Mary Magdalene Gabriele Ade- 
las of Roche-chouart, is the Thirty third Abbeſs, the 
Head and General of the Order of Fontevrault, who is 
ſubject neither to the Viſitation nor Inſpection of any 
Biſhop, and whoſe Tenure is immediately from the 
Pope. There would be ſufficient Materials to ſet off 
the peculiar Worth of that Abbeſs, who has 2 grear 
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deal of Wir, a wonderful ftock of Goodneſs, who un- 
derftands Greek and Latin; and who, beſides her na- 
raral and 'acquir'd Parts, is a Perſon of an exemplary 
Piety. © But they who delight only in the Praiſes of God, 
have little value for thoſe of Men; and their Modeſty, 
on that occaſion, ſuffers always, even by the juſtice that 
is done them. In the ninth Volume of the Works of 
Father Theophilus Rainaud, it is ſhew'd that the Supe- 
riority given in this Order to Women over Men is con- 
rary neither ro the Laws of the Church, nor to Rea- 
In the Year 1120.

and that Adulteries were lawful.

© ſerviceable ro them, who cannot make ule of their 
* own ; That we onght to pull down Churches inſtead 
of building them up; That conſecrated Places are 
not — for the Worſhip of God; That the 
© Croſs ſhould be broke and burnt, becauſe our Savi- 
* our died upon one; Thar Jeſns Chriſt was not real-

| Nortberg, of the Country of Cleves, Archbiſhop of 
Magdeburg, the Son of the Count of Gennes, an avow'd 
Enemy to the Errors of Tanchelin, and the Founder of 
the Order of the Premontrex, under the Rule of St. Au 
Nin, died in 1134, and was Canoniz'd by Gregory the 
Third, in 1582. u 

Lewis the Burly, the Son of Philip the Iſt, and of Ber- 
tha the Daughter of Florentius Earl of Holland, died on 
the iſt Day of Auguſt in 1136, in the 29th Year of hi 
Reign, and 58th of bis Age, The Zeal which be firſt 
expreſs d for the Ecclefiaſticks, and his Piety, gain d 
him the Name of Defender of the Church: And he carri. 
ed back ſo many Victaries over his Enemies, that be 
was from them nam d the Great and the Warrior. He 
was contracted to Luciane of Rochefort, the Daughter of 
Guy Harl of Rochefort in Fueline, Seneſchal of France, 
and of Elizabeth of Crecy, teſs Dowager of Corbeil: 
And fince they were related in a degree forbidden, he 
was acquitted of bis Promiſe in the Council of Troyes by 
| Paſchal the IId. "Twas afterwards that he married 

Alice of Savoy, the . of Humbert the Ild, and of 

Guile of Burgundy, the Siſter of Pope Calixtus the IId; 
and the Marriage was ſolemniz d in 1115. His Son 
Philip, a Youth moſt hopefal, was anointed, and crown- 
ed at the Age of fourteen, on the 15th of April, at Ea- 
ſter, in 1129. But as he rode through the Streets from 
one of the Suburbs of Paris, his Horſe being ſcar d by a 
Hog which run berwixt bis Legs, pranc'd, threw him 
upon the Ground, went over his Body and bruis'd him 
in ſuch a manner, that he died the ſame Evening on the 
13rh of October, 1131. His other Children were Lewis 
' the VIIch, firnam'd the Pious, and the Toung, bis Father 
being alive; Henry; Hugh little known; Robert; Pe- 
ter; Conſtantia Henry a Monk of Clairvaux, after- 
wards Biſhop of Beauvais, and next Archbiſhop of 
Rheims, &. died on the 13th of November in 1175; 

ert Earl of Dreux, who gave beginning to the Branch 
other Earls of Dreux, died on the 1 1th. of October in 
1188.

= the Seine, the only Daughter and Heireſs of Guy 
Baudemond Lord of Braine upon the Veſle near So:/- 
ſons, the Lord of Fere in Tardenois, of Neſte, of Pontarci, 
and of Longueville. Let us go back to the other Chil- 
dren of Lewis the Big. Philip the Great, Archdeacon of 
the Church of Paris, having been nominared after the 
death of Thibaud to the Biſhoprick about 1 160, gene- 
ronſty yielded ir up to his Tutor Peter Lombard, Canon 
of the Church of Chartres, firnamed the Maſter of the 
ſentences, and died in 1164. Peter married Elizabeth 
the Lady of Courtenay, and of Montargis, the Daughter 
and Heireſs of Renaud, Baldwin of Aveſnes in his Chro- 
nicle, allows this Peter to be one of the beſt and braveſt 
of Princes, He had by that Wife, Peter the Lord of 
Cortenay, of Montargs ; the Earl of Auxerre, of Nevers, 
and of Tonnerre ; the Marqueſs of Namur, and Emperor 
of Conſtantinople. Conſtantia was bethrothd ro Euſta- 
ins Earl of , the eldeſt Son of Stephen Earl of 
. Bly and Bolopne ; but Stephen died before the Conſum- 
mation of his Marriage. She was after married to Rai- 
mend Earl of Tonlouſe, and of St. Gilles, Duke of Nar- 
lame, Marqueſs of Provence, the Son of Alphonſus the Iſt, 
ind of Faitide. That Alpbonſus who was born in Pale- 
fline, was roured with his Army in Africk, and taken 
Prifoner. After he was ſer free, he carried tome Troops 
to the Chriſtians in 4/ia; and was no ſooner in the Ho- 
Land, but the Enemies of his Glory poiſon'd him. He 
died ar Ceſarea in 1146, and after his death Faitide was 
made a Captive, and carried away by the Saracens with 
her Son and her Daughter. 

In 1140. the Hereſies of Peter Abailard, born in Lit-

He was placed in the num- 
per: bx Saints by Alexander the IIId in 1172, though 
is Bull for it was not publiſh'd till the Year after.

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the Remains of that Archbiſhop which could be left, to 
be burnt, fully declar'd himſelf not to be of the Pope's 
Opinion. Thar Henry the IId, Earl of Anjon, of Nor-

lan King of Scotland. Forty Years after the Death of 
Thomas Becket a Queſtion was ſtarted among the Do- 
Qors of Paris, Whether he were damn d or ſav'd? and Ro- 
Normand ſaid that he had deſerved death by his Re- 
lion againſt the King his Maſter. There were others 
who aſſerted that he onghr to be reckon'd among the 
rs, becauſe he died in the Quarrel of the Church 
ind Clergy ; inſomuch that Alexander Canoniz'd him, 
when he came back to 1taly. | 
Richard of St. Victor a Scotchman, died in 1173. 
The Teutonick Order of St. Mary in Jeruſalem, begun 
der Clement the IIId, in 1189 ; and was ſettled the 
iſt Year of Pope Celeſtin the IIld, in 1191.

made Literal Comments upon one part of the Scripture, 
and was Author of theſe following Books, The Reaſons of 
Fear, The Balances of the Holy Tongue, and, The Elepance 
of Grammar. He was the Grandſon of Ezra, and the 
Son of Meir; and one may reckon in that time Fehudah - 
Aben Taphon, or Tibbon, his Son Samuel Bechai, Hazz4- 
den, or the old Man; Rabbenu Tam, otherwiſe Rabbi 
Jacob, the Son of Solomon, Iſabali's Daughter, known 
by the name of Farks ; and his Brother Samuel, or in 
dort, Rachbam Farki's Son-in-law, and Meir's Son, 
There liv'd alſo in the ſame Age the fam'd Rabbies, 
Abraham the Son of Dior; Abraham the Son of David; 
Jace the Son of Abba; Benjamin the Son of Jonat, the 
Anchor of the Irinerary whom I quote ſometimes in this 
Hiſtory, and Moſes the Son of Nachman, of Girone in Ca- 
talonia, It will not be forgotten that Solomon Farkz, or 
more briefly Raſchi, was of Troies in Champagne, though 
others have ſaid that he was of Lunel in Languedoc, 
taking their Hint from the Word Feral, which in He- 
rem fignities the Moon. 

The Order of the Franciſcans firſt founded by Saint 
Francis, in the time of Innocent the IIId, in 1209, was 
confirm'd in 1223. by Honorius the IIId who had ſuc- 
ceeded Innocent, in 1216, on the 18th of July, and who 
tied upon the 18th of. March, in 1227. Innocent the

ven to ſome Malefactors actually Sentenc'd to Death, 

who expit'd in the very Inſtant they drank ir. This 

Conſpiracy being diſcover'd, and fully prov'd, he hang'd 

up bis Phyſitian, and put out Peter de Vignes's Eyes, 
whom nevertheleſs upon Occaſion he conſulted with; 
becauſe he had a great Genius for Buſineſs : and the 
thing under Conſultation being to get Mony enough to 
make War effectually, the Secretary ad vis d him to ſeize 
all the Gold and Silver that was in the Churches. 
The Advice, as ſoon as given, was inſtantly followed; 
and Peter de Vignes who knew it, ſaid to the Emperor, 
* I have this day had my full Revenge for the outrage Y © 
I have received. You have drawn upon your {elf b 
**your Conduct the Hatred of Men, and I have ſo 
*manag'd the Point, that through your Sacrilege God 
js become your Enemy. The Emperor not expecting 
to be thus rallied, threw up that Traitor to the Foe

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that be might be killed : and he had no ſooner Notice 
of ir bur he broke his Head in Pieces againſt the Pillar, 
to which he was faſtened. Others ſay, that he was un- 
juſtly accus d, and that meeting with ill uſage in a Pri- 
ſon at Capua, he daſh'd out his Brains againſt the Walls. 
'Twas allo near this time that there were flouriſhing 
Raimond who methodiz d the Decretals; Hugh of Barcel. 
lons Cardinal of Oſtia; Fobn de Sacro-Buſto, an Engliſh- 
man, generally call'd Sacro. Boſco, of the Order of the 
Trientarians; Evrard Biſhop of Saltzburg, and * Albert 
the Great, who being Biſhop of Ratisbonne, voluntarily 
reſign d bis Biſhoprick, that he might be publick Profeſſor 
at Cologne, This Example is fingular, and there are few 
Doctors at this day, who would not throw away their 
Caps to wear a Mitre. | 

Saint Dominick, born in 1170, founded rhe Order of 
the Preaching Friars, in 1208; he died in 12213 and 
was Canoniz d by Gregory the IXth, in 1234. 

Lewis the VIIch being dead, in 1180, on the 18th, or 
as others will have it, on the z oth of September, in the 
Sixtieth Year of his Age, and the Forty Third of his 
Reign; Philip the IId, firnamed Auguſtus, and the Con- 
queror, the Son of that King by Alice his third Wife, 
the fifth Daughter of Thibaud the Great, the Fourth of 
that name, Earl of Champagne, ſucceeded him. He was 
' born upon the 22d of Aupuſt, in 1166 and married 
Iſabella the Daughter of Baldwin the IVth, firnamed the 
Couragious, the Earl of Hainault, and of Margaret the 
Counteſs of Flanders, She was the Siſter of Baldwin 
the Vth, Earl of Flanders, and of Henry Emperor of 
Conſtantinople, and by the Female Line, ſhe deſcended 
from Clovis and Charlemain. She had by Philip, Henry 
the VIIIth ; and was 1 a or Twenty when,

in 1189, ſhe died of a Diſtemper that ſeized her after 
ſhe had been delivered of two Twins, dead from their 
Birth. In 1193, on the 12th of Auguſt, Philip at his re. 
turn from the Holy Land, married Ingerburga King Ca- 
mitus the Vich's Siſter, the Daughter of Waldemar the 
Great: and though that Princeſs was as beautiful as ſhe 
was Virtuous, on the very Morrow after his Wedding. 
day he had ſuch an Averfion for her, that upon Pre. 
rence of nearneſs of Blood, he determin'd ſome time af- 
ter ro ſend her Back, and Deliver her into the Hands 
of the Embaſſadors of Denmark, who refus*d to be ſo dil. 
honourably employ'd, Having got his Divorce to be 
Authorized by ſome Biſhops, he was married in 1196, 
to Agnes, Berthold's Daughter, and Siſter of O:ho Duke 

of Moravia, of Dalmatia, and Earl of Engeb, whoſe Fa- 
mily ſprung from Rapold, one of the natural Sons of Ar- 
nold the Emperor, of the Race of Charles the Great. In- 
gerburga complain'd of it to the King her Brother, and 
to Pope Coleſtin the I[[d, who declar'd that the Sentence 
of Divorce pronounc'd by the Biſhops was unjuſt, and 
againſt the Law of God: and fince Innocent the IIId had 
ſent Cardinal Peter of Capua into France to make void 
that unjuſtifiable Separation; and ſeeing that Philip 
could ſubmir neither ro good Council, Reaſons, nor In- 
rreaties, his Kingdom was excommunicated and ſet un- 
der an Interdict. When that Matter was again debated 
by the Prelates, at Soiſſons, the King of his own accord 
took Ingerburga again, at which Agnes was ſo ſenſibly 
concerned, that ſhe died upon it, in 1201. Ingerburgs 
died in the Priory of Saint Fobn, at Corbeil, in 1236, and 
Philip at Mante, upon the Seine, in 1223, about the 
44th Year of bis Reign, and the 58th of his Age. Lewis 
the VIIIth, bis Succeſſor was as yet but ſourteen, when 
he was Married to Blanche Infanta of Caſtile, the Daugb 
ter of Alphonſus the IXth, and Eleoner of England, King 
John's Silter. Beſides two Daughters by this Marriage, 
he had Philip who died Young, Lewis the IX th, Robert 
Earl of Artois; John Earl of Anjou, and of Maine, who 
died after he had been betrothed to Foland, the Daugh- 
ter of Peter and Alice, the Duke, and Durchels of Bre- 
targne; alphonſus Earl of Poitou, and of Toulouſe, = - 
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Wife Fane, the only Daughter and Heireſs of Raimond 
the Vth, Earl of Towlouſe ; Charles Earl of Anjou, of Maine, 
and of Provence, after King of Sicily, and Stephen who 
died Young. Henry the VIIIth firnamed the Lion, died 
in the Caſtle of Moneperſier in Auvergne, on the ſeventh 
of November, in 12.26 ; he lived near Forty Years, and 
Reigned three or four Months. Lewis the IXth who is 
our Saint Lewis, was his Succeſſor; he was anointed 
and Crown'd at Reims the firſt day of December, in the 
ſlime Year, being juſt twelve; he imbark'd in 1256 for 
Afia, and a while after for Africa. But both thoſe Voy- 
ages were unfortunate; and by a ſecret of Providence 
unknown to Men, the Saint Triumpht not over the In- 
tidel, —— down before Tunis, after he had taken 
Carthage by ſtorm, he fell into a Bloody Flux, which was 
attended with a continual Fever; and died on the 25th 
of Auguſt, in 1270, being the 44th Year of his Reign, 
and the 56th of his Age. He had already at the Siege 
of Carthage loft his Son Fohn, ſirnamed Triſtan, becauſe 
the Queen his Mother was brought to bed of him at 
Damiata in Kgypr, in 1260, whilſt the King was de- 
tain'd Priſoner by the Saracens : for he was raken with 
his Two Brothers, Alpbonſus and Charles, by Saleh the 
Son of Camel, the Sultan of As ypt, at Manſoura, or the

The Univerſity of Vienna in Auſtria was founded by 
the Emperor Frederick in 1237. Four Years before, Ro- 
bert Sorbonne, ſo call'd from a Village of the ſame Name, 
near Sens, where he was born, a Prebendary of Noſtre- 
Dame in Pars, St. Lews's Almoner and Conſeſſor, bad 
built the College of Sorbonne; and St. Lewis beſtow'd 
ſome Revenues upon it. o& : 

Alexander of Hales, of the Order of St. Francis, the 
Maſter of Sr. Bonaventure and St. Thomas, died in 1245, 
St. Edmond yr of Canterbury in 1246. and Blanche 
the Mother of St. Lewis, being 66 Years old, died in 
1252. and was interred in the Monaſtery of Maybiſn, 
of the Order of White Friars near Pontorfe. 

St. Bonaventure, born in 1223. entered into the Or- 
der of St. Francis in 1245. when he was but two and 
twenty; he was choſen General of the Order in 1256. 
he died in the Council of Lyons in 1274. and was Cano- 
niz'd in 1282. He had been a Biſhop and a Cardinal: 
St. Thomas died the ſame Year. 

The Order of Carmelises was introduced by Almerick 
Patriarch of Axtioch, and the Apoſtolical Legate, who 
re-unired in the ſame Body all the Hermites of Mount 


Carmel, with ſome others in 1270. The next Year it 


received the Rule of St, Albert the Patriarch of Feruſa-

t when be was made Pope by the Name of Celeſtin 
the Vth, the Order took the Name of Celeſtins from the 
Name of that Pope, who died in 1296. on the 19th of 
May, and was placed in the number of Saints by Cle- 
ment the Vth, in 1313. | 

Philip the IIId, ſirnamed the Hardy, and Lion's Heart, 
who had ſucceeded St. Lewis, who bad twice defeated the 
Faracens before Tunis, who forced them to beg Peace of 
him, and who ſubda'd the Kingdom of Navarre, died 
on the 6th day of October, in 1285, He had married 
wo Wives, I/abe/la the Daughter of Fames the Iſt, King 
of Arragon, and of Yolante of Hungary. Iſabella having 
paſſed through the Fair or Canal of Meſſina in her Re- 
mm from Africa, and defiring to travel by Land as far 
4s 8 becauſe ſhe was with Child; fell from her 
Horſe, when ſhe went over the River Crati, and was ſo 
diforder'd upon it, that ſhe would be carried to Coſenza, 
where ſhe died on the 22d of Fanuary in 1275. being 
four and twenty Years old. In the Supplement of the 
Hiſtory of Miiliam Archbiſhop of Tyre, we are aſſured 
that ſhe was drown'd in the Paſſage of that River. He 
bad by her Lewis, who died by Poiſon in 1276; and 
Peter de la Broſſe, who of St. Lewis's Barber was become 
Philzp's Favourite, ſtir'd up an Accuſer againſt Mary of 
Brabant, of whom I am going to ſpeak. Bur that Ac- 
cuſer was at laſt hang d; and de Ia Broſſe who kept 
Correſpondence with the King of Caſtile, had the ſame 
Fate, Philip had alſo by Tabelle Philip the IVth, ſir- 
named the Fair, and Charles Earl of Valois, whoſe Poſte- 
rity has been ſo great, that it has farniſhed France with 
near thirteen Kings. By Mary of Brabant, the Daughter 
of Henry the IIId, Duke of Brabant, and of Alice of Bur- 
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gundy, he had Lews Earl of Evreux, Margaret the Wife 
of Edward the Iſt, King of Exgland; and Blanche married

Jn the Reign of Albert of Auſtria, of Henry the 
VII, of Lewis of Bavaria, of Charles the IVth, 
of Venceſlaus, and of Rupert. 


Raimond Got bon of Aquitain, Archbiſhop of Bordeaux, 
choſen Pope on the 5th of Fuly, in 1305. is Clement the 
Vth, the Author of the Clementines, who was crown 
at Lyons on the 11th of November, who removed the See 
to Avignon, where he and his Succeſſors kept it ſeventy 
one Years, till the time of Gregory the XIth, a Limuſm, 
who was the Son of Peter Earl of Beaufort. 

Haython of Armenia, the Author of the Oriental Hi- 
ſtory, or the Hiſtory of the Tartars, lived at that time: 
And moſt Writers affirm that this Haython or Anton 
was born in Cilicia. There were already ſome Ac- 
counts of Tartary given by Friar John du Plan Carpin, 
a Cordelier, who was ſent ro the Cham by Pope 
Innocent the IVth, in 1256. befide that Relation of 
William de Rubruquis, diſpatch'd away to the Cham 
by Lewis the IXth, in 1253. Mark Paul, or Paul df 
Venice, whoſe Travels we have in Print is ſomewhat of 
a freſher Date than thoſe two, ſince be went into Tata. 
7y with his Father and Uncle till the Year 1272; and 
becauſe he began not to compoſe bis Hiſtory till he te- 
turn d to Venice, in 1295.

Clemens the VIth, the Son of Viliam Roger, Lord of 
Roxez, in the Territory of Malemont, died on the 6th of 
December, in 1352- He bad been Abbor of Fecan, Bi- 
ſhop of Arras, Archbiſhop of Roan, and Archbiſhop of 
Sens. Twas bis Will and Pleaſure that the Holy Jubi- 
lee ſhould be celebrated every fiftierh Year ; and ſome 
tell us, that ir was he who gave leave to the Moſt Chri- 
ſtian Kings ro communicate in both kinds. Whilſt be 
ſate on the Papal Throne, there was a dreadful Plague 
in the Year 1348. It went, as Villanius ſays, from the 
Higher Afia, and the Kingdom of Catay into the reſt of 
Aſia, into Egypt, Africa, and Greece; into Italy, France, 
and Spain; into England, Germany, and Poland, and in- 
to all the Countries of the North. Villanius adds, that 
fixry thouſand Perſons died of this Plague in Florence; 
and according to the Account of St. Antonine, there were 
near a hundred thouſand. It came originally from a 
Body of Fire which iſſued out of Heaven, or perhaps 
out of the Earth, which ſpread it ſelf to an extraordina- 
ry Bigneſs ; and which paſſing through diverſe Places de- 
ſtroyed the Rocks, Trees, Houſes, Living · creatures, 
and all Things whatever that ſtood in its way. After 
that there appeared little Creatures full of Eyes and 
Tails, with an infinite number of Worms, little Serpents 
and other Inſects, which fell from the Heaven to the 
Earth; the Rottenneſs and Stench of which infected the 
Air, the Fruits, and other Things with which Men were 
ordinarily and uſually Nouriſhed. 

Innocent the VIth a Limaſin, was Clement the VIth' 
Succeſſor. This is the very time in which Nicephorw

| Fobn, the Fiftierh King of France, died on the 8th of 
il, in 1364, in the 52d Year of his Age, and the 
1 of his Reign. Being informed that Edward Prince 
BH of Wales, with Twelve Thouſand Men, had Plunder'd 
Aurci, Auvergne, Limaſin and Berry; and that he march- 
don to ſerve Anjou, Touraine, and Poictou in the ſame 
WH manner, he made haſte to prevent him, and forc'd him 
need ro withdraw. He came up to him within 
BH wo of Poictiers, near the Abby of Nowaille, 
dere Edward the Son of Edward the IIId, was in- 
WH rrenched among Vines and thick Hedges. Inſtead of 
farving him in that place, which he might have done 
u Two or Three Days, he ſer upon him there againſt 
all Rules of good Conduct, and was made Priſoner with 
Philip his Son; above Six Thouſand Frenchmen being 
killed in the Fight, among whom there were Eight Hun- 
ed Gentlemen.

John Beccace of Florence, both a Poet, Philoſopher, 
and Aſtronomer died the next Year, being Threeſcore 
and Two : and Gregory the XIth of Malemont in Limoſin, 
the Count of Beaufort in Valee, tranſlated the See from 
Avignon to Rome, in 1377. Clement the VIth his Uncle 
had made him Cardinal when he was but Seventeen. 
Charles the Vth, firnamed the /iſe and Eloquent died 
the 16th of September, in 1380, the Forty Fourth Year 
of his Life, having reigned ſeventeen Years, and Six 
Months. In 1349, he married Fane the Daughter of 
Peter the Iſt, Duke of Bourbon, and of Iſabella and Vals. 
He had by her Charles the VIth who ſucceeded him; 
Lewis Duke of Orleans, from whom proceeded the 
Branches of Orleans, and of Angouleſme, from which Lew

Funger makes it appear that the Name 
of him is not yet known, who was the firſt Author of 
that Invention, which Pohdore aſcribes ro ſome Devil; 
and that is juſt all one as to ſay nothing. Father Riccic. 
li in one of his Chronological Tables will have it that 
that Bert holdus found not out the uſe of Fire- Arms till 
1390, in which Computation he differs from the Ger- 
mans Ten Years. Haithon an Armenian who liv'd in 
| 1305, as one may ſee in the 46th Chapter of his Hiſto- 
| ry; obſerves in the firſt Chapter of his Book that the 
People of Catay made uſe of ſome certain Arms, which 
were never ſeen elſewhere. Andrew Muller in his Geo- 
graphical, and Hiſtorical View of Catay, ſays that 
Mercator, in his great Atlas, and in the Deſcription of 
the Kingdom of China, is poſitive that the uſe of theſe 
Arms is of ſo long a Date among the Chineſe, that they 
are Ignorant who was the firſt Inventer of them. He 
adds, The Venetians, if I miſtake not, were the firſt that 
made uſe of 'em againſt the Genoeſe, though no one can deny 
that they were in uſe a long time before in China. Indeed 
the Chineſe had that Invention from the People of Pegu, 
as theſe had from rhe Inhabitants of Afem. (4) Golnitz 
in writing his Abridgment of Geography, where he 
ſays, The firſt Invention of Printing and Great Gunz, for 
which the Germans have been us'd to value our ſelves, ii 
owing to the Chineſe, made himſelf ſufficiently Merry 
with his own Country-men, and others who bave bold- 
ly aſſerted that Bertho/dus the Black had invented Gun- 
ponder, in 1380, or 1390. By that he condemns _

The Fathers Martini, Trigault, Semedo, differ in Opini- 
on from theſe Men; and I know few Men of Learning 
who are not {arisfied that we have theſe two things Ort. 
ginally from the Chineſe, and the uſe alſo of the Com- 
pals. We are beholden to them likewiſe for the Secrets 
of breeding (Y) Silk- worms, and of working the Silk 
which they make: and twas in Fuſtinian's Reign that 
wo Greek Monks brought ro Conſtantinople the Eggs 
of thole Worms, which they had taken in Catay. Be- 
fore a Pound of Silk was worth a Pound of Gold: 
and tis the Obſervation of Lampridius and Spartian that 
Heliogabalus was the firſt who made uſe of Garments of 
pure Silk, which was an Inftance of moſt exorbitant 
Extravagance in him, becauſe other Emperors thought 
i ſufficient to have their Robes edg'd with it. 

Wiclif an Engliſhman who had begun ro publiſh bis 
Herefies in the Year 1370, died in 1387 : and One and 


from whence it was brought to Naples by Fobn Ruſing- 


forty Years after his Body being taken out of the place, 


where it was laid, was burnt. 

Some ſay that the Univerſity of Heidleberg was found- 
din 1387; others, that it had been ſettled in 1345, 
by Robert, or Rupert the IId, Count Palatine of the Rhine, 
nd Duke of Bavaria. | | 
"Saint Briger, or Brigade of Sueden, being ſeventy Years 
od, who died at Rome, in 1373, on the 23d Of July, 
was Canoniz'd by Boniface the IXth, on the 7th of 
Ofober, in 13491 ; and in 1419 her Canonization was 
onfirmed by Martin the Vth. 

The Univerſity of Angers was Founded, as Francs Belle- 
freft tells us, with great Privileges in 1398 and that of 
riburg, in 1403. This City formerly belonging to 
te Empire, is now under her Biſhop who is Duke of 
Fanconsa, and the Univerſity there is in ſmall eſteem,

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In 1407, Lewis Dake of Orleans, the only Brother of 
Charles the VIth, and the Husband of Valentina the 
Daughter of Fohn Galeas Duke of Milan, was Murder d 
in the Night at Paris by the Intrigue of his Couſin Joby 
Duke of Burgundy, who could not bear with the Duke 
of Orleans in the Regency. Raoul of Orguetonville a Nor. 
man Gentleman was pitch'd upon for this horrid Exe- 
cution, and he the more eaſily undertook ir, becauſe 
Lewis had turn'd him our of an Office he had under the 
King. But in 1419 Tannen of Chatel, aſſiſted with 
ſome others, reveng d his Death in the Caſtle of Monte. 
reau in Brie, and kill'd ohn, when he was kneeling to 
the Dauphin, who then was but ſeventeen Years Old. 


In the Reign of Sigiſmond, of Albert, of Frederick, 
the ITId, and of Maximilian the IVth. 


Francis Zabarella Profeſſor in Law of the Univerſity 
in Padua; afterwards Archbiſhop of Florence, was promo- 
red to be a Cardinal by John the XXIII, on the Six 
teenth of June, in 1411. | 

Bartholomew Salicet a profound Lawyer, who by bis 


Advice and Requeſts prevail'd with Albert of Eſt Mar. 


queſs of Ferrara, to fix a School in that City, died at 
Bologne the 18th of December, in 1412. The School was 
ſertied at Ferrara accordingly, in 1398. 

Fobn Huſſe ( who had his Name- from the little Bo- 
rougfidf Hufſeniz in Bobemia, where he was born) the 
Diſciple and Follower of John Wiclif, after Condemns 
tion paſſed upon him for his Hereſies in the Council ol 
Conſtance, was burnt in 1415: and Emanuel Chryſolors, 
a Gentleman of a noble Family, an excellent Latiniſt, 
and a very good Grecian, died in the ſame City of Con. 


ſtance, the 1 5th of April in the ſame Year. 

Ferome of Prague, who was of Fohn Huſſe's Opinion, 
was like him too condemned to the Fire ; and Zabaret- 
la died at Conſtance on the 6th of November, in 1417. 

In 1418, the Huſſites rais'd horrible Tumults in BY 
hemia. They demanded the Communion in both kinds, 
and they ſo politively aſſerted that it ought to be gran! 
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ed them, that nothing could ſhake them, or make em 


Wavering. They pull'd down to the Ground all the 
Churches and Monaſteries, they Maſſacred all the 
Monks and Prieſts; and in their Arms they took the 
Chalices, from which they were called Caliſtins. Though 
all Germany, and the Weſt oppoſed them, they never 
gave place to their Enemies, whom they often put to 


Flight or Routed; and they could not be brought to 


Subjection till 1630. After that time the way of Treat- 
ment of them, which was thought moſt proper, prov'd 
only an Occaſion of their Revolts: and the preſent 
Wars are nothing elſe bur the Conlequence of it. In 
fine, not to put it to the Queſtion whether the Sentence 
pronounc'd againſt John Huſſe, and Ferome of Prague 
were over · haſty: I muſt gblerve in this place, that nei- 
ther of them embrac'd all The Opinions of Mielif, not- 
withſtanding the great Veneration they had for him; 
and that they believ'd Tranſubſtantiation in the Sacra- 
ment of the Euchariſt in the very ſame manner the 
Church of Rome believes it. They who have aſſerted 
the contrary, have not been very well acquainted with 
= Story, or if they have, they were guilty of Falſ- 
nels. 

Charles the VIth died the 2 1ſt of October. in 1422, 
in the 52d Year of his Age, after a Reign of Two and 
Forty Years, and Five and Thirty Days. He was Mar- 
ried to Iſabella the Daughter of Stephen Duke of Bavaria, 
Count Palatine of the Rhine : and he had by ber Six 
Children, of which the Three eldeſt were ſhorr-liv'd ; 
Lewis and John who were poi.on d, and Charles his Suc- 
ceſſor. As this King was marching into Britany to 
force the Duke to deliver up Peter of Craon who ſhel- 
ter'd bimſelf in his Country, after he had aſſaſſinated 
his Conſtable de Cliſſon who however died nor of his 
Wounds, he fell into a Phrenſy; and ſome add this 
Circumſtance, that as he was going out of Mans, and 

into a Wood, there ſtept out of it a huge Black 
who took hold of the Bridle of his Horle, crying 
out to him and ſay ing, Stop, O Ring! Mhitber will you 
$0?-you are betrayed, This whether Fancy or Viſion, 
exceedingly diſcompos d him: and ever after at certain 
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times his Diſtraction was Remarkable. In his Rei 
Charles the Ild, King of Navarre firnamed the Bad, t 
Son of Philip of Evreux, and of the Fane the Daughter 
Lewis the Contentious, got himſelf wrapp'd up in Cloth 
ſteep'd in ſpirit of Wine, with Sulphur in it, by the Ad- 
vice of his Phyſitians, who made uſe of that as a Reme. 
dy to Revive and Strepgthen his natural Heat, which 
was very much weaken'd by his looſe and irregular Pra. 
ices When he was ſown up in the Cloth, the Surge. 
on deſiring to cut the laſt Thread of the Seam, with 
Candle accidenrally put near ir, ſo fired the Cloth that 
the Fire could not be extinguiſned. He Languiſh'd three 
Days, being in dreadful Torment, and died of ir the 
1ſt of Fanuary, in 1387, In the Year 1425, the Uni- 
verſity of Louvain was founded on the tenth of Septem- 
ber, by the Preſervarion of Martin the Vth; and Pope 
Eugenim permitted Philoſophy to be taught there. 

The * very ſame Year Peter d* Ailly of Compiegne, 2 
Town upon the Oiſe, died being 85 Years old. He was 
a Doctor in 1380, Chancellor of the Univerſity, Almo. 
ner and Confeſſor to Charles the VIth, in 1389; Tres. 
ſurer of the Holy Chappel of Paris, in 1394; the next 
Year Biſhop of Puy in Velay ; Biſhop of Cambray in 1396, 
Cardinal under the Title of Saint Chry/ogone by Jobn 
the XXIIId, in 1411. John de Gerſon, and Nicholas de 
Clemangis, of the Village of Champagne may furely be 
numbered among his chief Diſciples, both of em being 
Men of extraordinary Worth. 

The Order of the Golden Fleece was inſtituted in 1429, 
by Philip the IIld Dake of Burgundy, who in the Year 
1411, had married Michelle the Daughter of Charles the 
VIth; who died in 1422. He married in 1424, Bome 
of Artois, the Daughter of Philip of Artois, Earl of Eu, 
and of Mary of Berrey. She was the Widow of Philip 
of Burgundy, Count of Nevers and of Retel. He had no 
Children by theſe Two Wives. The Third whom he 
married in 1429, was Iſabella the Daughter of Fob» * 
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I& King of Portugal, the natural Son of Don Pedro King 
of Portugal, and of Tereſa Gallega. She was brought to 
Flanders by her Brotber Henry of 5 Dake of Vi- 
ſeo: and it was upon the very day of her Wedding at 
Bruges, that Philip Duke of Burgundy created the Order 
of the Golden Fleece, 

Some ſay that he appointed that Order as a Memc- 
rial of the great Revenue he got out of the Wool of the 
Low- Countries; others, that he did it in Remembrance 
of Faſon, who Gloriouſly won the Golden Fleece; or of 
Gideon, who defeated a prodigious Number of Midianites 
with only Three Hundred Men. The Good Duke Phi- 
lip, in all Probability, had neither Flanders nor the Old 
Teſtament, nor the Fable of the Golden Fleece in his 
Thoughts; fince the Hiſtory of that time takes notice 
that he was inclinable to frequent Alterations, or to in- 
rent new Fancies, and to change them. This then was 
the Occaſion of his Order, which one may ſee in Favin s 
Theater of Honor and Knighthood, who has related 
the matter drily, and without much Ornament. Philip 
by the Burgundians, firnamed the Good, being in love 
with a molt beautiful Lady, diſcover'd, upon the Dreſ- 
fing-Cloth of that not over-cautious Woman, ſome 
Light: colour d Hair of I know not what Pretender, 
which made his Attendants Laugh. The Duke, who 
was in earneſt ronch'd with the Accident, to give Coun- 

to that Ladies Careleſſneſs, ſwore an Oath, that 

ſoever had Laugb'd ar that Flaxen Hair, ſhould not 
have the Honour to wear a Collar of the Golden Fleece, 
which he defign'd to Confer and Diſtribute for the ſake 
of that beautiful Perſon. And accordingly, he was the 
Founder and Sovereign of that ſo noble Order in the 
Year Fourteen Hundred Twenty Nine, and he held the 
firſt Chapter for it at Ls/le in St. Peter's Church, in 
1431; the ſecond at Bruges, in 1432, in the Church of 
&. Dona; the third at Dijon, in 1433. In the Fourth, 
and in the Fifth, there was not one Knight made. The 
Sixth was kept at St. Omer, in 1440, where among 
others theſe Knights were created, ohn Duke of Little- 
Britain, who died at bis Houſe call d de /a Touche, near 
Nants, on the 28ch of Auguſt, in 1442; John Duke of 
'Dd 4 | Alen- 
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Alencon who died in 1472; Matthew de Foix Count of 
Cominge, who died in 1455, The ſeventh Chapter was 
held at Gaunt in 1445; and the Puke of Burgundy there 
Knighted A/phonſus King of Arragen, who died when he 
was threeſcore and four, on the 28th of July in 1458; 
John of Burgundy, Earl of Eſtampes, and firſt Duke of 
Nevers; Jobn of Coimbre, Prince of Antioch, Regent of 
the Kingdom of Cyprus, who died in 1457. The tenth 
Chapter was held at Sr. Omer, in St. Bertin's Church in 
1461. where Don John King of Arragon and of Navarre, 
the ſecond of that Name, was admitted, who died in 
the eighty third Year of his Age, in the City of Barcel- 
lona in 1479. 

The Order of The Knights of the Garter had almot 
the ſame Riſe in 1347. Edward the IIId, the Husband 
of Philippa the Daughter of William Earl of Hanault be. 
ing one Day with Alice of Salisbury, whom he had 2 
criminal Paſſion for, took up a blue filk Garter which 
fell upon her Patin, and in paying her that Complement 
he lifred up a ſmall part of her Shift, which proved an 
occaſion of Mirth to all that ſaw the Action. The Lady 
being Vertuous, reproved Edward for it, who having 
{aid in his own Vindication, * Honi ſoit Qui mal j penſe, 
Shame be to him that thinks harm in it; added, that ſuch 
a one as had langh'd at the Garter ſhould look upon it 
as an honour to wear one like ir. That Alice of Sali. 
bury was not unworthy of a King's Love, if that be true 
which Froiſſard ſays of her: Thar be was fully per. 
* ſuaded that he had never ſeen ſo noble, fo brisk, nor 
** ſobeautriful a Lady, and that he thought there was not 
in the World one fo amable as ſhe was. | 

Fobn of Troſnau, firnamed ⁊iste, or the One-ey'd, a 
General of the Huſſites, died ot the Plague in 1424. and 
left this Injunction, as ſome ſay, that he ſhould be flea d, 
when dead, and that a Drum ſhould be made of his 
Skin, upon the beat of which, as he believed, the Ene. 
mics when they ſhould hear it, would always fly. 
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In 1429. John Charlier, firnamed Gerſon, from a Bo- 
rough of that Name under the Juriſdiction of Reims, 
died at Lyons, being fixty fix Years old; and *tis in that 
time thoſe famous Men lived, Mapes Veggio of Lodi, Pore 
Martin the Vth's Datary, and Canon of the Church ot 
St. John of Lateran, who might have well forborn to 
add a thirteenth Book to Virgil's Eneid; Enea Sylvius, 


\ Blondus Flavius, (a) Leonardus Bruni, ſirnamed Aretin or 


of Arezzo in Tuſcany, Laurentius Vala, Nicolaus Cuſanus, 
ſo call'd from the little Village of Cuſa in the Dioceſs of 
Treves, where he was born. Some ſay that he was a Na- 
tive of Tergoetz, which is in the Iſle of Beveland. 
The Council of Florence was open in 1439. and they 
who deſire ro know the Hiſtory of it may conſult that 
written by Sylveſter Syropulus, tranſlated by Robert Greigb- 
ton, and Leo Allatius's Obſervations upon that Gentle- 
man, the King of England's Chaplain. Feſeph, Parri- 
arch of Conſtantinople, died at Florence during the Seſſion 
of that Council. Beſſarion, a Native of Trebizonde, 
Archbiſhop of Nice, who alſo was Patriarch of Conſlanti- 


nople, and Iſidorus of Salonichi were there made Cardi- 


nals. Amedeus Duke of Savoy was there choſen Pope, by 


the Name of Felix the Vth. of whom I ſhall here ſay 


ſomething Amedews the VIIIch, at the Age of fifty fix, 
loſt his Wife Margaret, the eldeſt Daughter of Philip the 
Hardy, King of France and Duke of Burgundy ; and be- 
ing reſolved to leave the World, he reſign'd his Govern- 
ment to his Son Charles, Count of Geneva, who had 
married Anne the only Daughter of Jobn of Luſignan, 
King of Feruſalem and of Cyprus. He retired to Ripaile, 
a ſolitary Place belonging to the Priory of the Order of 
St. Maurice, which his Predeceſſors had founded, and which 
he caus d to be re- built within half a League of the City 
of Toumon, upon the Lake of Geneva. There he took the 
Habit of a Hermite of St. Maurice's Order, that is to 
lay, as Monſtrelet deſcribes it, A gray Gown, a long

Tis 
from the Life of that Duke, who was a Hermite, that 
we borrow our old Expreſſion, faire ripailles, i. e. 1 
ive generous Entertainment, and good Fire, He was 
Pope nine Years, fix Months, and ſeven Days. But 
ſince the Chriſtian Princes were united ro ſuppreſs the 
Hydra of the twenty third Schiſm, he refign'd the Pope. 
dom to Nicholas the Vth, who was formally choſen in 
1447- He was contented, with the Title of Cardinal of 
Sabinia, and a Legantine Power in Savoy for Term of 
Life; bur covenanted however that the Cardinals which 
he had made ſhould be preſerved and continued in their 
Character. He died, being fixty nine Years old, in 


1452. 
| "The Dutch Hiſtorians tell us that Printing was found 
out at Harlem by Laurence Coſter and Thomas Peterſen, 
in 1440; bur that their Agent Fohn Fauſtus, who be. 
tray d them, carried away their Letters to Amſterdam, 
Then to Cologne, and afterwards to Mayence, where one 
John — a Gentleman, to whom ſome aſcribe 
this Invention, diſcovered a way to increaſe and improve 
it; I have already hinted that we are oblig'd to the 
Chineſe for it: And tis amazing to conſider that the Ro- 
mans who had the uſe of Seals, had not the Art of 
Printing.

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In 1448. Nicolaus Cuſanus who was efteem'd as a Pro- 

digy for bis Skill in polite. Learning, was made Cardi- 
nal on the 2oth of December. Nicolas the Vth died in 
1405. on the 24th day of March; and the next Year 
John Huntades call'd Corvin from a Village in Tranſilva- 
nia of the ſame Name, which was the place of his Nati. 
vity, and part of his Father's Eſtate, died, as Bonfinius tells 
ns, on the 11th day of Auguſt ; or as ſome other Authors 
will have it on the f oth of September. Before his death 
he would by no means have the Holy Sacrament brought 
to his Palace; and as ill as he was with the Wounds 
which he had received, he was carried ro Church, where 
after his Confeſſion, he communicated, and gave u 
the Ghoſt in the Arms of the Prieſts, who held him up 
by reaſon of his Weakneſs. His Name was fo dreadful 
to the Infidels, that when the Children cried, their Fa- 
thers threatned them with the coming of Huniades, as 
they are elſewhere kepr in awe by a Flf; and there 
was no readier Expedient ro make them quier. 

Ulrich Count of Cilley, the chief Man in the whole 
Kingdom, except Ladiſlaw, a. poſthumous and profeſt 
Enemy to obn Huni ades, having drawn his Sword a. 
rainſt Vladiſlaus, and Matthias the Son of that ſame Ha-. 
nades in 1457, was kill'd by the former; whom Ladiſ- 
las, rhongh be ow'd his Crown to their Father, behead- 
ed ar Buda for that Action. Ladifiaus died the ſame 
Year: And Matthias Corvin, who was cloſely confined 
ta Priſon, was not taken out thence but to be brought 
upon the Throne, That happy Turn puts me in mind 
of the like Fortune of a Prince of Mauritania, who af- 
ter he had been long derained a Priſoner at Salobrena, 
was defirons one day to try, whether Fortune, which 
bad ſo in all Inftances thwarted him, would once de- 
care her ſelf in his Favour, Being big with this Medi- 
tation he plays a Game at Cheſs; and be had no ſoon- 
er begun, but an Expreſs came to him to tell him that 
be maſt be to death. The Prince not being ſur- 
prix d at his Tidings, demands only two Hours to pre- 
pare himlelf for it; and whatever he could ſay, the 
Meffenger only granted him time enough to end his Game 
which he had juſt begun.

| Caliſtus the IIId, who was Alphonſus of Borgia of V. 
lence, the Metropolis of the Kingdom of the ſame Name, 
being choſen in 14 35, died on the 6th' of Auguſt in 1458, 
and /Eneas Sylvius, a Native of Sienna was choſen Pope, 
who was call'd Pius the IId, and who in 1460. erected 
the Univerſity of Bale. That roo of Fribourg in Briſgam was 
founded almoſt at the ſame time by Albert of Auſtria. 
Charles the VIIth was ſo fully perſuaded that there 
was a deſign againſt his Life to take it away by Poiſon, 
that being already much our of order he abſtained from 
all manner of Food for ſeven days; which fo clos'd up 
his Stomach and Guts, that there was no Paſſage for the 
Nouriſhment which his Attendants endeavour'd to make 
him rake. 

So one may ſay that he ſuffer'd himſelf to be ſtarved 
for fear of being poiſon d. He reigned eight and thirty 
Years, eight Months, and three and twenty Days, and 
died in 1461. He had married Mary the Daughter of 
Lews the IId, Duke of Anjou, King of Feruſalem and (). 
prus, and of 7o/ante of Aragon. And that Mary who was 
born at Saumur ia Anjou on the 14th of October in 1404. 
died in 1463. By whom Charles had Lewis the XItb, 
Philip born at Chinon the 4th of Faxuary in 1436. and 
dead in the beginning of June the ſame Lear; Fame: 
who died at Tours in 1437. Charles Duke of Berry, and 
after Duke of Normandy and Guienne. His Daughters 
were Radegonda who died young, and who had been be- 
trothed to Sigs/mond the eldeſt Son of Frederick the Vth, 
Dake of Auſtria ; Toland, who was married to Amedew 
the VIIlch, firnamed the Vertuous, the Son of Lewis 
Dake of Savoy; Catharine married to Charles Duke of 
Burgundy ; Fane,to Fobn Duke of Bourbon, the ſecond of 
that Name, Conſtable of France; Magdalene to Gaſton 
de Foi x, Prince of Vienna, the eldeſt Sn of Gaſton the 
IVch, and of Leonora of Aragon, the Heireſs of thc 
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Kingdom of Navarre. From this Marriage deſcended 
Phebus de Foix King of Navarre, Catharine Queen of 
Navarre, Counteſs of Fix, and Princeſs of Bearn, who 
after the death of her Brother Phebus, brought that E- 
ſtate by Marriage to King Fohn of Albret. Fane and 
Twin. ſiſters, and the laft legitimate Daughters of 
Charles the VIIth, died young. The natural Daughters 
of that King were Charlotte and Mary; the firſt, the 
Wife of Fames Lord of Breſſe, Count of Maulevrier, the 
Great Seneſchal of Normandy, the Son of Peter of Breſſe, 
lain at the Battle of Montlebery, and of Fane Lady of 
Bec Criſpin and of Mauny. Olivier de Coitivy Lord of Ta- 
illebourg, and Seneſchal of Guienne, the Brother of Pre- 
gent de Coit ivy, Admiral of France, made Mary bis Wife. 
Charles was ſirnamed the Victorious, becauſe he got many 
Victories; becauſe he recovered Normandy and Guienne, 
and reduced the Engliſh ro fo great Extremity that they 
had nothing more left in their Poſſeſſion beſides the City. 
of Calais, with the Earldom of Guines. He appointed 
and created the Parliament of Grenoble; he defign'd ano- 
ther at Bourdeauæ for Guienne, erected the Court of Aids 
of Languedoc, which Lewis the XIch his Son and Suc- 
cefſor.ſerrled at Montpellier; and was the firſt of all our 
Kings, who made a League with the Suitzers by a 
Treaty in 1453. confirmed after by Lewis the XIth. He 
was allo ſirnamed the Happy; bur the death of Agnes 
Sorel of Touraine, his dear Miſtreſs who was poilon'd ; 
the ſecret and continual Intrigues of the Duke of Alencon 
againſt him; the Retreat of the Dauphin to the Duke of 
Burgundy, and his open contempt of his Commands; the 
Accounts of Conſpiracies againſt his Life, made it a very 
grie vous Burden to him. Twas in the Year 1429. about 
the end of February that Baudricourt, Governor of the 
Vaucouleurs in Champagne, ſent to him Jean of the Vil- 
lage of Dantemy, upon the Meuſe, the Daughter of James 
d Arc, and of Iſabella Gautier, who had been educaced 
in the Country. She declared that ſhe had her Commiſ- 
hon from God co relieve the City of Orleans, which the 
Earl of Salisbury bad befieged from the 12th of October 
n 1428. And indeed ſhe accordingly ſupply'd it with 
roviſions; and being enter'd there her ſelf, ſhe * 
; 0 
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ſo fortunately that the Engliſh were forced to raiſe the 
Siege on the 12th of May in 1429- The King who 
had ſignal Serviee done him by that Maid upon other 
Occaſions, conſer d Honours upon her, her Father, up- 
on her three Brothers, and their Daughters Children al- 
ſo; he changed their Name of Are into that of Lys, and 
gave them for Arms, a Shield Azure with a Sword in 
Pale, Gard and Pomel Or, betwixt two Flowers de Lys, 
with a Crown of the ſame upon the Point. 

In 1430. on the 24th of May, ſhe was taken in the 
Siege of Compiegne, as ſhe retreated from a Sally, when 
 IVilliam de Flavy, Governor of the Place, either through 
Envy or Imprudence, had barred the Gate againſt her, 
A Gentleman of Picardy, who took her, ſold her to one 
of the Generals of her Enemies, who ſold her again to 
the Engliſh for ten thouſand Livers in Hand, and five 
hundred to be paid yearly. The Engliſh, who carried 
her away to Rouen, being obliged to uſe her like a Priſo- 
ner of War, had no regard to the Law of Nations, but 
accuſed ber of Witchcraft and Hereſy ; and made i a 
Capital Crime in her to bear Arms in the Habit of a 
Man, as ſhe had done to the diſhonour of her Sex, and 
directly againſt the Divine Commands. After ſeveral Ex- 

aminations, Peter Cauchon the Biſhop of Beauvais, and Vicar 
of the Inquiſition, and ſome Doctors in Divinity, condemnu- 
ed her to Bread and Water, and to a Priſon for Life, pro- 
bibiring her for the futute to puton Man's Cloths, But the 
Engliſn having ſome time after taken her again, ſollicit- 
ed the Judges with ſo much importunity, that they gave 
her up to the Secular Power, and the Duke of Bedford 
got her to be burnt alive in the old Market - place at 
Rouen on the 3oth day of May in 1431. About 24 Years 
after, her Memory and Honour was aſſerted upon the 
Requeſt of the. King by the Archbiſhop of Rbeimr, and 
the Biſhops of Paris and Conſtance, whom Calli xtus the 
IIld deputed for his Commiſſioners in that Affair; and 
they did all that could be ſerviceable to the Reputation 
of Joan de Lys, who deſerved a more honourable End. 
Her Fame muſt be of neceflity well eftabliſhed whillt ſhe 
was living, and as long as the was reputed born for the 
deſtruction of Tyrants; and therefore alſo Bonna of Mi. 
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lax preſented her a * Petition, which was thus Prefaced, 
a To the Moſt Renowned and Religious Maid Foan, 
« ſent by the King of Heaven to avenge and extirpate 
* the Engliſh ; and which ended thus, and, therefore, the 
« ſaid Boxna being the only and univerſal Heireſs of the 
« ſaid Sir Barnab , bumbly intreats the Heroick Maid 
to reſtore her Inheritance unjuſtly ſeiz d upon by the 
« ſaid Gale. However it be, ſince the death of Joan 
& Lys, the Affairs of the Engliſh have alcer'd their Coun- 
tenance ; and Hemy the VIIth, who, on the 27th of No- 
vember, in 1431. was crown'd with a double Crown in 
the Church of Notre Dame in Pars, was ſo far from be- 
ing like ro Rule in France, that he was made the Duke 
ay Priſoner in England, and forced to fly into Scor- 
In 1462. Frederick Count Palatine of the Rhine, in a 
Batrel between the Rivers of the Rhine and Neckar, took 
three Princes, Charles Marqueſs of Baden, George his 
Brother, Biſhop of Merz, and Ulrick Count of Wirtem- 
leg, who in oppoſition to the Count of Izenberg, aſſert- 
ed the Cauſe of Alpbonſis of Naſſau, who was ncminat- 
&d Archbiſhop of Maience. He entertained them mag- 
niicently in bis Palace; but as he bad given expreſs 
Command that no Bread ſhould be pur before them, 
though they inceſſantly demanded ir, he would nor 
ufer a bit ro be brought them, to teach them that 
" 2 Man may fall upon his Enemy without making Ha- 
* yock of all the Country; or without burning the 
* Stores of rhe Husband-men to force them to die with 
* Fatome. However be ſent them back, and ſold them 
their Liberty as he ought to do.

lefia. Flavius Blondus who had been Secretary to ſeye. 
tal Popes, died at Rome the ſame Year. | 

In 1464. Matthias Corvinus was crown'd King of 
Hungary on Eaſter day as ſome ſay ; and Pius the Ild, 
who died on the 2d of Auguſt, had his See fill'd by pe. 
ter Barbi a Venetian, who was Paul the IId. The ſame 
"Year Nicholas Cuſanus a Cardinal, the Biſhop of. Brixen, 
in the County of Tirol, a Divine, an Orator, a Mathe- 
matician and Philoſopher, died at Todi on the 11th of 
Auguſt; and Laurentius Valla King Alphonſus's Se- 
cretary was buried in the Church of St. Fob#: Lateras, 
of which he had been 2 Canon. 

George Caſtroit or Scanderbeg, died of a Fever in 1466, 
and Albert Durer, or, as we ordinarily call bim, Albert 
Dure, was born in 1471. Paul the IId died on the 25th 
of Fuly in the ſame Year, and Franciſco della Rouere of 
Savona, of the Order of the leſſer Friars, ſucceeded him, 
Pomponius Lætus, and Domitius Calderin, whoſe Works 
are ſufficiently known by Men of Learning, were then 
in very great eſteem. Vives ſays of Pomponius Letuz, 
FThat be ſo paſſionately loved the Latin Tongue, that he 
never would learn the Greek; That he had ſo great 
© Veneration for Antiquity that he chang'd his Name 
Peter into Pomponius ; and that he obſerved the day of 
the Foundation of Rome and Romnlus's Nativity as a 
< ſolemn Feſtival He was called Peter of Calabria; and 
tis believed that he was the natural Son of a Prince of 
Salerno. For all that he died ſo poor, when he was ſe⸗ 
venty Years old, that being ſick he was fain to get him- 
ſelf carried to an Hoſpiral, and being dead he was bu- 
ried at the Expence of ſome of his Acquaintance i. 
ves adds as to what concerns Calderin, That he would 
* not go to Maſs, and that, if he were forced to it a- 
« painft his Will, he cried out, well! do we then al. 
jo our ſelves to run into the common Error * 

In 1473, Nicholas Copernicus a celebrated Mathemati- 
cian was born at Thorn, a City of the Royal Pruſſia 
The Syſtem of this Philoſopher was, that the Sun 1s 
plac'd in that part which ſeems to be the middle of 
the World, where ir is immoveable: that without 
S NN changing 
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changing irs place, ir turns round upon irs Axis, that the 
Planets are all rang'd berwixt the. Sun and the fixed 
Stars 5 that the Earth which is one of the Planets, has 
three ſorts of Motion, the firſt Diurnal, the ſecond An- 
nual, and the third of Inclination, which always keeps 
its Axis in the ſame Poſition. 

Haſan Al Tawil, the Son of Tur Ali Beg, and the Bro- 
ther of Fehan Ghir, died in 1477: and the Title of 
Grand Seignior would have becom'd him well, ſince 
from a mean Governor of Armenia he advanc'd himſelf 
tothe Perſian Throne by his ſignal Vidtories, and Con- 
queſts. He is call'd by the Greeks Caſſanes, by Texeira 
Ozum Acen Bek; by Leunclaviu. Uſun-Chaſan, which 
is the very ſame thirg, becau'e he was of a Great Sta- 
ture, and becauſe in the Turkiſh Tongue Tawil ſigniſies

ſolution of that Marriage, the Queen withdrew into the 
Covent of the Annonciade which ſhe bad Founded at 
Bourges; and ſhe died there in 1504. The Ill _ 
Daughters of Lewis the XIth, were Fane the Wife 
Lewis the Baſtard of Bow bon, Earl of Roufillon, Admi- 
ral of France ; Fane Married to Anthony of Beuil, the 
Eldeſt Son to Fobn of Beuil, Admiral of France, Earl of 
Sancerre ; and Mary to Aimar of Poictiers, the Fifth of 
the Name, Lord of Saint Vallier, and Count of Valenti- 
nois, Never Man fear'd Death more than that King 
Lewis: and he cald out of Calabria Francis de Paul, to 
whom the Order of the Minims ows its Inſtitution, that 
be might importune Heaven to prolong his Life; though 
that good Father, who died in 1507, the 2d of April, 
and was Canoniz'd by Leo the Xth, in 1519, ſpoke to 
him only concerning the profound Submiſſion be ought 
to pay to the Divine Will. A Greek Poer has ſaid of 
Egypt that it was ſtor d with ſalutary Herbs, and naugh- 
ty Weeds; and ſomething like that may be ſaid of this 
King. He had a ſtrange Penetration; he was Winning 
and Subtle; Eloquent enough to perſwade Men to what 
he pleas'd 3 Grateful for all Services done him, if agree» 
able ro his own Humour; and no ſmall Proficient in 
Literature. But he was Ingenious ro plague him» 
f, and trouble others; one of great Art, and Dif- 
mulation ; Timorous; Stirring; Self conceited; having 
little Deference to the Advice of others; - Superſtitions 
and yet by no means Devour ; Unſincere, Unjuſt, and 
Revengeful ; and ſo Cruel that by different Paniſtimenrs 
he put to death above Four Thouſand Perſons, of whom 
_ wh Ee 2 Triſtan 
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Triſtan the Provoſt of his Palace, and bis Dear Favourite 
was uſually the Accuſer, the Judge, and che Execution- 
er. The Order of Saint Michael was made and eſtabliſh'd 
by him on the 1ſt Day of Auguſt, in 1469: and it was 
in his Reign that the Conſtable Count de Sr. Paul had 

his Head cut off in the Greve at Paris for his Tricks, 

and that the two ſons of that Grand Cheat were plac'd 
under the Scaffold that their Father's Blood might run 

down upon their Heads. Lewis the XIth ſaid, That 
there. was plenty of all things in his Kingdom, but that 
Truth could ſcarce be found there: and to that purpoſe I 
remember that I have heard of a thing ſpoken by Mon- 
ſieur Camus Biſhop of Bellay, and Preacher to the In- 
curable, or deſperately Sick-Folks in the Hoſpital, wor- 
thy of his peculiar Courage. Monſieur the Duke of Or- 
leans, being come thirher attended with the Abbot de la 
Riviere, a notorious Flatterer, and bis Favourite, and by 
Monſieur Tubeyf, who at that time was Intendant of the 
King's Revenues, ſent word to the Biſhop, © Thar 
he ſhou!d begin his Sermon again, becauſe be had 
not long begun it. He without much Conſideration 
* replied, My Lord, On Sunday my Subject was the

_ + Philip the IIId, Duke of Burgundy, Founder of the 
Order the Golden Fleece, died at Bruges the 15th of 
Fune, in 1467. Charles Count of Charolors his only Son, 
as Active and Daring as he was brave, the moſt impla- 
cable Enemy to Lewis the XIth, was kill d in an Enter- 
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priſe which he made by a Siege upon Nancs, on the 2oth 
Day of June, in 1476, after he had loſt the Bartles of 
Granſon, and of Morat againſt the Suiſſers. Their Quar- 
rel was odd and humerſome enough, ſince they made War 
only for a Cart. load of Sheep-kins, as formerly rhe Peo- 
ple of Etolia, and Arcadia, did for the Head of a Wild- 
Boar ; as the Citizens of Carthage. and Utica did, for 
the Galley of a Brigantin; as the Friſons and the Ro- 
mans did, in Dr»ſus's time, for ſome Ox-hides ; and as 
— Pict, and Scoth did, for ſome Dogs that had been 


- '* George of Trebizonde well enough known to all Lear- 
ned Men, born the 4th of April, in 1396, died at Rome, 
in 1486, being Ninety Years Old: and ſome fay that in 
his Old Age he in general forgot all the Learning he had 
—_ He infinitely admir'd Ariſtotle, and as much 
deſpis d Plato; in which he differ'd much from Cicero, 
though he himſelf ſpoke a thing againſt Common Senſe, 
when he ſaid, That he would rather loſe his May with 
Plato, than be in the ready Rode with all others, Tbe 
major part of the Fathers of the Church who have 
been Platoniſts, would not have ſubſcrib'd ro George's 
mean Opinion of Plato, who through Pride or Freak

was a Native of Creet. 

In 1490, Matthias Corvinus King of Hungary, died of 
an Apoplexy at Vienna, at the Age of Forty ſeven, ha- 
ving reigned 33 Years : and Ladiſlaus the VIth ſirna- 
med the Cow, becauſe nor at all Active, ſucceeded him. 

In 1492, King Ferdinand Baniſhed, and Drove our of 
the Kingdom of Spain, above Six Hundred and Seven- 
ty Families of Jews by one Edict only: he happily add- 
ed ro his Dominions the Kingdom of Grenada, where 
the Moors had govern fo long: and Pope Innocent the 
VIIIch, who died on the 25th of Fuly, was the Imme- 
diate Predeceſſor of Alexander the VIth. 
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In 1494; Italy loſt Hermolans Barbarw, Angelo Baſji, 
firnamed Politian, becauſe he was of Monte Pulcians, a 
ſmall Towil in Tuſcany, call'd in Latin Mons Politianus ; 
it loſt likewiſe ohm Picus Earl of Miranduld, call'd' a 
Miracle by Zara, a Prodigy without DefeR by Scaliger, 
and the Phenix of fam'd Wits, by Politian. He was but 
one and twenty Years old, as ſome ſay, or three and 
twenty, as others, when he publiſh'd at Rome 900 Pro- 
poſitions in all ſorts of Sciences, which be undertook to 
defend in 14 or 15 Languages againſt any Diſputants 
whatever that ſhould come to oppoſe them. And for 
ſear Strangers ſhould excuſe themſelves by reaſon of the 
lenęth or Difficulties of their Fourneys to him, he pro. 
mis d to bear their Charges, Some Authors ſay, that 
when he was two or three and Thirty, he having ſtept 
up a Ladder which he us d in his Library, rb take down 
ſome Books which he had a mind to ſhew ſome of bis 
Friends, who came to viſit him; there fell ſome of 
them from the Shelf he was ſearching, which knock d 
him dawn, and that he was kilfd with that fall. 
Though he had made twelve excellent Books againſt 
judicial Attrology, his Death did in ſome forr juſtify the 
Science which he endeavoured to cry down, if eſpecially ir 
be true that he died juſt as Lucius Bellancius, Angelo de Ca- 
Paninis, and Antony Serigate of Florence had foretold he 
would. We ought no longer to believe whar is fecord- 
ed in divers Authors, that Hermolaus Barbarus never had 
Satisfaction nor Health after his Baniſhmenr frony Venice, 
upon his Promotion to the Patriarchate of Aquileia; or 
that through a deſperate Affection Politian daſh'd bis

Peter Ricci, or Crinitus, a Scholar of Politian; Fames 
Philip de Foreſts of Bergamo, a Chronologer ; Sebaſtian 
rande; Abbot Trithemius; Manard the Phyfitian ; 
Jahn Pontanus ; Raphael of Volterra; Jaſon the Civilian ; 
Jahn Nauclerus; Gaguinus, and Philip Beroa/dus were 
of great note about that time. 

Charles the VII Ich the 55th King of France, being 27 
Yeats, nine Months and eight Days old, died of an Apo- 
plexy on the 6th of April, in 1498, as he went to ſee a 
Game at Tennis in the Ditches of the Caſtle of Amboiſe. 
He reigned 14 Years, and Six Months: and he had by 
Anne of Britanny, whom he married, Charles Orland, 
to whom rhe good Man Francis de Paul, gave that Name, 
who lived bur three Years, and three Months ; Charles 
born the eighth of September, in 1496, who died in the 
Month of October the ſame Lear; Francs and Anne, 
who'died Voung. By the Death of his Children, the 
nglit Line of the Kings drawn from the Branch of Va- 
lan failing in his Perſon, the Kingdom fell into the Col- 
lateral Line of Orleans, as being the next in Blood. Tis 
well known that never Voyage was more ſucceſsful than 
bis into Italy; that all the Cities opened their Gates at 
bis Approach. In 1494, on the 17th of November he 
made lib entry into Florence; on the 18th of Decem- 
ler into Rome ; on the 22d of February, in the Year fol- 

ing he enter'd into Naples, and conquer'd the whole 
Kingdom in 15 Days. He had a homely Face, round 
Shoulders, flow Speech, ard an infirm Conſtitution. Bur 
he was of eaſy Acceſs to his Courtiers and to Strangers, 
be was Courteous, Juſt, and Generous ; and had fo no- 
ble a Courage, that Fames Philip of Bergamo, ſirnamed 
bim the Great. There is a pretty Paſſage methinks, in 
Nerdi's firſt Book of the Hiſtory of Florence. When 
Charles had a mind to take that City, and as he affirmed, 
with Menaces that he would make his Trumpets 
* ſound, if the Citizens ſhould pur themſelves in a Con- 
dition to reſiſt him; Peter Caponi the Secretary of the 
Republick tore the Capitulation in Pieces in his ſight, 
N | Sy and 
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and looking boldly upon the King, anſwered him thus, 
* Well, Sir, if you ſound your Trumpets, we will 
* ring our Bells, 

On the Morrow after the Death of Charles, Jerome Sa. 
vonarola of Ferrara, a Dominican, a great Preacher, whom 
Fobn Francis Picus Earl of Mirandula, and Maxſilius Fici- 
nut, look d upon as a Prophet, was burnt at Florence 
with Silveſter and Dominick of the ſame Order, by the 
command of Pope Alexander the VIth. By his Sermons, bis 
Eloquence, and Management he fo well guided the Peo- 
ple of Florence, that in 1484 he got himſelf ſummon d to 
the Senate; and by bis help Paul Antony Soderin prelerv'd 
the Popular Government againſt Guy Antony Veſpucius, 
who labour'd to eſtabliſh an Ariſtocracy there. He main- 
' rained his Reputation and Intereſt above ten Years: but 
in a Sedition, the Mob broke dowy the Gates of his Mo- 
naitery, from whence he was dragg'd to Execution: 
and *ris a kind of Miracle that they had not ſooner put 
him to Death, who in his Pulpit openly and without 
Equivocation, inveighed againſt the Pope and the Cler- 
gy, and who preached up nothing but the Reformation 
of the Church. For that Reaſon he was called by ſome 
Proteſtants the Luther of Italy, and the Forerunner of the 
Evangelical Reformation. ; His 2801 
| Joln Calvin, the Son of Girard Calvin, and of Fane le 
Franc, was educated with the Children of the Houle of 
Mommor, and among bis other Maſters he had in the 
College of Montaign, Mathurinus Corderius. He was 
preferred to a Living in the Cathedral Church of Noyon, 
where he was born in 1509, on the toth of Fuly, and 
to a Cure at Pont I Eueque, from whence his Father 
came. Thinking it not ſufficient to have received the 
Dictates of Petrus de Stella at Orleans, under whom he 
made a very great Progreſs, he became the Pupil of the 
famous Alciat at Bourges, where Melchior Wolmar the 
Greek Profeſſor, adyisd him in earneſt to ſtudy that 
Language. He follow'd his Ad vice; and a long time 
after at Bs/il and at Strasburg, he learned the Hebrew 
Tongue. In 1536, he taught Divinity at Geneva; be 
was Miniſter too there; he was driven from thence with 

Farell, in 13383 he was ſent for to Strasbourg, and in

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1541, reinſtated at Geneva, where he died on the 27th 
of May, in 1564.

People, died the iſt of ꝓanuary, in 1515 being thirty 
ſeven Years old, and in the 17th Year of his Reign. He 
had married Fane, whom he divorced, as I told you 
a little before; and married Anne of Britanny, by whom 
he had a Son who was contracted ro one of the Daugh- 
ters of Philip Archduke of Auſtria and King of Caſtile, 
and of Fane of Aragon ; bur the death of the Dauphin 
binder d the Conſummation of the Marriage. He had 
another Son by her who died young; as alſo Claude mar- 
ried ro Francis the Iſt; and Renea the Wite of Hercules 


d' Eſte the Second of the Name, Duke of Ferrara, the

great Actions he ſpent not full fiſteen Days. Having be- 
ſieged Ravenna With a defign to draw the Enemies to a 
Battle, they came near that Cixy to force him to raiſe 
the Siege; and having rais d it to fight them, be rout, 
ed them, and took their Commanders, or put them to 
| flight. But as he eagerly purſued a Body of 4000 Spa · 
niards, which made à very orderly Retreat, he was ſur- 
rounded by them; and run through with many a Pike, 
and many a Sword. The Body of: this young Prince 
was carried to Milan in a Litter, attended by: the Pri- 
ſoneryhe had taken; among whom were Fabricio Colon - 
na, the i Marqueſſes of Peſquiere, of Padile, of Etoille, of 
Bitonto; the Count of Monte - Leon, John of Cardone, Pe- 
ter of Navarre, the Legate of the Council of Lateran, 
with many others.

ed, which weaken'd him ſo much that it was impoſlible 
ro preſerve! him. This wonderful Painter died ar the 
Age of thirty ſeven, in 1520, and in that time his ex- 
traordinary Worth had undoubtedly, advanced him to 
the Dignity of a Cardinal, if he had lived longer. 

Leo the Xth, who was made a Cardinal at fourteen, 
and Pope at fix and thirty, having heard that the French 
had been driven from Milan, Parma, Plaiſance, and 

| ſome other Places of Itah, was in ſuch a Tranſport of 

Joy for it that he died the third day after that News, 
on the 2d of December in 1 521. Bernard Michelot, and 
Angelus Politianus had been bis Preceptors; and he was 
admired by all Men for his Temper and Wit. 

Fohm Reuchlin, born in 1445. at Phortzeim in the Mar- 

quiſate of Baden Durlach, died in 1522. He was other- 
wiſe known by the Name of Capnio : And. twas Her.

The City hou- 
ever was taken; and we need only read Paul Ebor, Gui 
chardin, and Sleidan, to be informed of the Cruelties 
that were there committed. The Conſtable Charles Duke 
of.

King Charles the VIIIch, though Suſanna had been be- 
trothed ro Charles of Valoi- Duke of Alencon. But be- 
cauſe Charles of Montpencier, who upon this Marriage 

Was calld Duke of Bourbon, aſſerted that by Law, Pe- 
rer being dead, all his Father - law's Lands held in Ap- 

pennage belong d to him, ſince he was deſcended of a 

younger Brother of Bourbon, which he could eaſily prove; 

the young Woman was given to him to prevent and ſi- 
lence this Controverſy. Suſanna being dead, Lewiſa the 

Regent, by the Ad vice of Chancellor du Prat, as tis (aid, 
commenced a Suit, pleading chat thaſe Lands beld in 

Appennage reverted to the King. ; and, that (he: bad a 
Rigbt to all the re& of her Eſtate, as heing the next 

Heireſs, and a Daughter of (Peter's Siſter married to 

the Dake of Savoy, Beſides that, Charles was diſſatisß- 

ed with Francis the Iſt before, becauſe he had given the 


Van- 
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Van Guard of an Army to the Duke of Alenoon and to 
Marſhal of Chatilon, to which he had all due Prerences 
as. Conſtable; both through the fear he was in that he 
ſaould be reduced low by the loſs of his Cauſe altea - 
dy brought into Parliament, and through his Averſion to 
the Queen · Regent, he left France, accepted of a Com- 
mand under the Emperor Charles the Vth; and choſe 
rather to be a Rebel than a poor Man. Francis the Iſt 
was blam d for the deference which he had paid his Mo- 
tber, who was in love with the Conſtable, though not 
belov'd by bim; and who for that reaſon was thus re- 
veng'd of him. 

Albert Durer a Paintier and Engraver, died in 1527, 
or as Melchior Adam will have it, in 1528, having liv'd 
to the Age of 57. 

Margaret, the Emperor Maximilians Daughter, and 
Philip the King of ' Spain's Siſter, died at Malines in 
1330, being in the one and fiftieth Year of her Age;

Vaſari, that he ſo exactly imitated the Picture of Leo 


the Xth, done by the Hand of Raphael, that ulius Ro- 
mamus after he had vie wd it nicely, affirm'd that it 
neither was, nor could be a Copy; that he oblerv'd in 
it even the leaſt Strokes of his Maſter's Pencil, and ſome 
*likewiſe of his own. Vaſars to ſatisfy bim that he was 
- miſtaken, turned the Picture, and by a mark of An- 
drew del Sarto, which was on the backſide of the Can- 
'vaſs, he demonſtrated to him that it was not Rephee/”'s 
Work. Julius Romanus being convinced, declared that 
for all that he did not prize it the leſs; that on the con- 
*trary he valu'd it much the more; it not being common 
in his Opinion that an excellent Artiſt ſhould o perfect. 
ly imitate another in his Colours, and way, that even 
tha greateſt Maſters:ſhould: be deceiv'd thereby. After 
ſuch an Inſtance our great Vertuaſos, and out great 
'Pzinters may probably enough be often miſta ken in pro- 
nouncing upon Originals and Copies, unleſs they are 
more diſcerning and skilful than Iulius mau. Sam- 
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* Sannazaro died at Naples, as ſome ſay, in 1530, 
Aged 72 Years, one Month, and 29 Days. Thomas Por- 
cacohi who wrote his Life, ſays that he was born in 1471, 
that he died at Rome in 1532, and that he was 71

Lucas of Leiden, a well known Painter, died in 1533, 

in the 39th Year of his Age. 

(a) Henry Cornelius Aprippa, of the Family of Nette- 
ſheim, born in 1486, died in 1534, in an Alms- houſe at 
Grenoble, as Bodin ſays; or at Lyons, if we'l believe Pau- 
jus Fovius and Thevet, among the Poor and Miſerable, 
abhorred and abandoned by all Men. He was the Em- 


peror Maximilian's Secretary; a Favourite of Antony 


de Leve, and a Captain in his Troops; a Profeſſor in 
Divinity at Dole, and at Pavia; a Phyfirian to the Coun- 
teſs of Angouleme, Francis the Iſt's Mother; a Counſellor 
and Hiſtoriographer to Charles the Vth. He expreſſed 
himſelf exceedingly well in eight Languages; he was 
choſen by Cardinal de Saint Croix, that he might have 
his Aſſiſtance in the Council that was to be held at Piſa: 
and the Cardinal Gattinaria, the may of England, and 
Margaret Princeſs of Auſtria, had ar the ſame time invi- 
ted him to their Service, The Accuſation drawn againſt 
him by ſome Authors, as though he had been a Magician, 
is a meer Whimſy : and he died not in an Hoſpital, as 
Thevet, Paulus Fovius, and Bodin bave aſſerted, but at 
Grenoble, in the Houſe of the Receiver General of the 
Province, whoſe Son died firſt Preſident in the ſame City. 
The ſame Year Henry the VIIIth King of England was 
the Cauie of very great Diſorders in Church and State 
by his Divorce of Cathrine, Ferdinand the King of Spain's 
Daughter, and his Marriage of Auna Bullen. But it

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Henry, who was born in 1481, on the 28th of Fune 
was train'd up in the Knowledge of good Literature, 
and in Philoſophy which at that time had a large mixture 
of Divinity in ir. Since he took much delight in read- 
ing St. Thomas, tis no wonder that he was both a Divine 


Vindication of the ſeven Sacraments of the Church againft 
Luther, who in his Anſwer to him, without the leaſt Re. 
gard had to his Character, which being Regal ſhould 
have been Sacred to all, had the Impudence to call him 
the Devil: * Excrement. In that King's Reign, who was 
notorious for his Cruelty, there were vety. conſiderable 
Events; and without dwelling upon the Hiſtory of his 
Life, which has been written by a f Learned Man; I 
ſhall think it ſufficient for me to recount ſome Circums-, 
ſtances of it, He was an underftanding Man, as I have 
laid already; and it was a long time fince Philoſophy, 
bad been upon the Throne. His Zeal for the Church 
was ſtark blind, nor had ever Man a more profound 
Submifſion to the Holy See. But that I may go to the 
Source of all his Misfortunes, it is neceſſary to relate 
here that Henry the VIIth his Father had choſen for a 
Wife to his eldeſt Son Arthur, a Youth of Sixteen, Ca- 
tharine the Daughter of Ferdinand King of Spain, who 
brought him Two Hundred Thouſand Crowns as her 
portion; and that Arthur died five Months after the So- 
lemnity of his Wedding, on the 14th of November, in 
1501, and was buried in St. Paul's Church in London. 
Henry the VIIth, who was a tenacions Prince, that he 
might nor be obliged to repay that Sum, which, in thar, 
Age was very conhderable , deſir d that Princefs for his 
ſecond Son Henry, by the good Leave, and under the 
Diſpenſation of Julius the IId. Some time after, Henry 
the VIIth mov'd with the Arguments of MWarham Arch- 
bibop of Canterbury, who aſſerted that that —

ed the young Prince to declare againſt the Validity of ir 

before a Publick Notary, and enjoyn'd him allo, a little 

before his Death, to get it Diſſolved. He died the 21ſt 

Day of April, in 1509, being the 53 Year of his Age. 
Wen bis Head was laid, Henry the VIII ch his Suc- 

ceſſor did with much Solenmity marry Catharine fix 

Weeks after his Acceſſion to the Crown: and of the 

Children, which he had by his Brother Arthurs Widow, 
only Princeſs Mary was left, who was born on the 19th 

of February, in 1516, to whom he gave the Title of Prin- 
ceſs of Wales, When he clearly forefaw, by ſome of 

rhe Queens Infirmities, that he could nor have more 

Children by her, rhe ſecret Averſion he had for 
her, her diſagreeable Temper , and the ſcruple of 

his Conſcience, which upbraided him with his In- 
ceſtuous Marriage, abſolutely engag d him to leave no 
Stone unturned to make it Void. After rhat he had 
long and in vain ſollicited Pope Clement the VIIth, who 
was very loath to declare his Senſe againſt Cathurine the 
Aunt of the Emperor Charles the Vch, as being the 

Daughter of Ferdinand and Iſabella; and after that the 
moſt Learned Men of [[taly, Germany, France, and the 

Parliament had determined that his Marriage was con- 
trary to the Law of God and Nature, he gave a Bill of 
Divorce to Catharine, in 1531: and on the 14th of 
November, in 1532, be ſecretly married Anna Bullen, 
one of the Queens Maids of Honour. Rowland Lee af- 

ter made Biſhop of Coventryand Litchfield read the Office 
at that Ceremony, and the Duke of Norfolk, the Earl 
of Or mond and of Miliſhire, Anne's Father, together 
with her Mother and Siſter were preſent as Witneſſes 
to it; as was like wiſe Crawmer, who by his Reaſons 
beat the Path for others in order to diſſolve the for- 
mer Marriage, and who in a little time was promoted 
to the Archbiſhoprick of Canterbury. 

In 1333, Anne Bullen being big with Child, on the 
7th of September, lay in of Elizabeth: and the Succeſſi- 
on of the Children to the Crown was in 1 534, ſettled 

by an Act of Parliament. Henry puſh'd on things much 
too far, in that he would be publickly declared, and 
recognized next after God, the Supreme Head *. 

* lens 
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and then condemn'd to die. Twas at that very time 
thar upon the general Fame of the amazing Beauty of 
Anne, VWiliam the Duke of Cleve's Daughter, he deſired 
her for his Wife: and as ſoon as ſhe was landed in Eng- 
land, the King went Incognito as far as Rocheſter to 
meet her, being impatient to have a fight of her. But 
nor finding in that Princeſs the Charms which poſſibly 
had been too much magnified to him, he took an Averſi- 

on to her, and ſwore that they had brought him a Flanders 
Mare. However, he married her upon the 6th of Janu- 
ar, in 1540, and lay with that Queen of his five 
Months. His diſlike of her daily increaſing, he frankly 
 confe's'd to Nom Cromwell, who had been the Promo- 
ter of that Match, (whom he put to death, though he 

had been exceeding ſerviceable to him) that it was not 
in his Power to conquer his Averſion for her; that he 
doubted whether ſhe came a Virgin to his Bed ; and 
that ſhe had a rank and diſagreeable Sent about her, 
She was a Lutheran, and had been betrothed to the 
Duke of Lorraines Son, when they were both very 
Young: and that was ſufficient to Authorize and Juſtify 
Henry in his Deſign, who was fully refolv'd to part with 
her. However, a Convocation of the Clergy found 
this Marriage to be againſt the Laws of their Country, 
and Laws of God: and on the gth of uh, the Sentence 
of their Divorce was pronounced. 

Thus having got a Diſpenſation from living for the fu- 
ture with Anne, he matried Catharine, My Lord Edmond 
Howard's Daughter, who was the Duke of Norfo!k's Bro- 
ther: and tho he had taken notice of the exact Diicretion 
of her Carriage, it was diſcovered to be fo filly and bru- 
riſh, that it was with Eaſe prov'd againſt her that ſhe bad 
maintained Criminal Converſations with private Men, 
borh before and after her Marriage, She acknolwedg'd 
too that ſhe was Guilty, and in 1542, ſhe was beheaded, 
together with the Witneſſes and Acceſſories of her Lewd- 
nels. Ar laſt after he had done a great deaf of Miſchief 
to the Church, after having put to death his Wives, and 
bis Favourites, after having by a Will regulated the 
Succeſſion of his Children to the Throne, he died the 
28th of 'Fanuazy, in 1547, of a continual Flux —_ 
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Fat which trickled down from all parts of his Body, by 
reaſon of the Anguiſh of an Ulcer which be had in one 
of his Legs. Twas provided by his Will, if it was not 
a ſuppoſititious one, that Edward the Son of Janeſ Seymour, 
being ten Years old, ſhould ſucceed him; that in Caſe 
be ſhould die without Iſſue, Mary the Daughter of Queen 
Catharine ſhould inberit the Crown. But if Mary had 
no Children, that Elizabeth the Daughter of Anne Bullen 
ſhould ſucceed her. That then the Crown ſhould be en- 
joy d by the next legal Heir, which was fulfilled in the 
Perſon of Fames the VIth King of Scot/and, the Son of 
Mary the Grand-child of Margaret, Henry's Siſter. 
Henry Buchold of Leyden, a Taylor by Trade, was in 
the Ciry of Munſter, proclaim'd King of the Anabaptiſts, 
on the 24th of June, in 1534; and Bertrand Nui pper- 
dolling was his Vice-Roy. Theſe are pretty near the 
Matter, the extravagant and abominable Doctrines of 
thoſe Hereticks, That the Righteous before the day of 
“ Judgment ſhall have a Monarchy upon Earth: that 
* the Wicked ſhall be all deſtroyed. That Men are nor 
“ juſtified by their Faith in Chriſt Jeſus. That Jeſus 
* Chriſt is neither the Son of Mary nor of God. That 


there is no Original Sin. That Infants can by no 


means be Bapriſed : Thar Immerſion or Dipping is the 
* only form of Baptiſm. That every one has Authori- 
©* ty to Preach and Adminiſter the Sacraments. That 
Men are nor oblig'd ro pay Reſpect ro Magiſtrates, 
* nar to rake an Oath of Allegiance to their Sovereign. 
That every thing ought to be common; and that it is 
* lawful co Marry many Wives. 

Clement the VIIth died on the 25th of September, in 
1534, having been Pope ten Years, ten Months, and ſe- 
ven Days; and Paul the IIId ſucceeded him the 13th of 
October, in the ſame Year. 

\ Fohn Aventine, Author of the Hiſtory of che Boians, 
died the ↄth of January; and the Cardinal Thomas of Vio, 
or Cajetan, ( becauſe he was a Native of Cajeta) on the 
qth of September, or as ſome think on the 1oth of Au- 
guſt, John Rbedius a Dane, and Peter Savonius doubred 
not at all bur Rægguagli di Parnaſſo, and Pietra di Para- 
gone, which were publiſt'd in _ name-of Trajano Bocga-

rain that they were miſtaken ; and that Boccalin, who 
was a Son of an Architect of Rome, was drubbed, or 
beaten with bags of Sand at Venice, by the Spaniſh Em- 
baſſador's Order, who found an expedient to have him 
taken; and thoſe that underſtand Italian are not igno- 
rant what the Word Saquerter imports. | 
In 1535, on the 24th of June, Munſter, which was 
in the Hands of the Anabaptiſts, was taken by force; 
and Fire and Sword was us d for the Puniſhment of thoſe 
Hereticks. T4 
Geneva Which was a Dependent of the Duke of Savoy, 
leſt the Catholick and Roman Religion, and made ir 
ſelf Free and Independent, | 
Andrew de Foix. the Brother of Lautrech, had con- 
quer'd all Navarre, except the Caſtle of Pampelune; 
when Ignatius Loyola, a Gentleman of a Noble Family, 
being twenty Years old, who had got into that place, 
was wounded there upon the Wall, by a flight ſtroke of 
a Canon-ſhor, which broke his Thigh, by which Acci- 
dent he was made a Cripple all his whole Life, Being 
in his Retirement at Home, he ſeriouſly confider'd the 
"Things of Eternity, and reſolv'd in that Meditation to 
labour after Knowledge, and at the ſame time to get 
an Opportunity of ſerving God, He went after ward 
to be a Student in the Univerfity of Pars, where ba- 
ving got together ſome vertuous Perſons of his own 
Temper, he happily begun to found the Society Jeſis, 
of which he was the chief Governor. In 1539, Paul 
the IId having ſeen the Rules of that his Inſtitution, 
cried out in à rapture, as Father Riccioli tells us; Here 
is the Finger God; and confirm'd it the Year follow- 
ing by a Bull of the 27th of September, reducing the 
number of the Society to ſixty, of which he allowed an 
Augmentation by a Bull of the 14th of March, in 1543. 
*T would be needleſs ro ſpeak here of that celebrated 
Company: and : tis ſufficient for me to obſerve that Ig- 
nat ius Loyola, being born in 1451, and dying in 1556, 
was put in the number of the Blefſed by Paul the Vth, 


in 1509, and in the number of the Saints by Gregory the 
XVeb, on the 12th of March, in 1622. 


Thomas 
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Thomas More, Chancellor of England, was beheaded 
at London in 1535. on the 2d of Fuly, for cenſurin 
King Henry the VIIIth's Divorce; and Charles the Veh 
upon this News, which was ſoon publiſh'd, declar'd, 
That | King Henry in beheading Sir Thomas More, had 
cut off the Head of the Kingdom of England. John Fiſher 
Biſhop of Rocheſter, died for the ſame Reaſon, after a 
long continuance in Priſon, where Pau/ the IIId made 
him a Cardinal. 

In 1536. John Manard a Phyſitian, and Philoſoper, 
died at Ferrara, and the learned and famous 2 
at Baſil. Lilio Gregorio Giraldi, in the ſecond Dialogue 
of the Poets of our time, amidſt the Praiſes which he 
gives him, queſtions whether he was ſo great a Man as 
lome Men are perſuaded he was; and he ſays, © Thar 
* he is an Italian among the Germans, and a German 
* among the Italians. His Name was not Deſiderius 
Eraſmus, but Gerard Gerardi, or Gerard the Son of Ger- 
ard, about which thing you may conſult Gerard Veſſins 
in his third Book of Idolatry. 

In 1538. the Univerſity of Strasburg was founded by 
John || Sturmius : And Bonaventure Vulcanius who took 
pains upon ſome Latin and other Greek Authors, was 
born at Bruges. | 

Fohn Antonio Licenio of Pordenon a fam'd Painter, di- 
ed at Ferrara; the learned Wiliam Budeus at Paris; 
Francis Guicciardin at Florence, and the next Year Theo- 
phraſtus Paracelſus at Saltzburg. 

John Caſimir Count Palatine of the Rhine, the Son of 
Frederick the IIIld, was born in 1543; and Polydore Cal- 
dara de Caravaggio, a celebrated Painter was ſtab'd in

nal Contarini a Venetian, Nicholas Copernicus, Fobn Lu- 
dovicus Vives a Spaniard, and Andrew Carloſtad died al 
the ſame Year. 
Clement Marot, whoſe Poems are well enough known, 
the Son of 7obn Marot, Poet to Queen Anne of Little 
Britain, and Francis the Iſt's Valet de Chambre, died at 
the Age of ſixty in extreme Poverty, on ſome day in 
1544+ F**k 
In 1545. there was without regard to Age or Sex, a 
moſt cruel Maſſacre of the Vaudois, ſo nam'd from the 
leading Man amongſt them, Peter de Vaud in Dauphine, 
a Merchant at Lyons, call'd fince that time Albigenſes 
from the Dioceſs of Abi in Languedec, where by the 
means of a certain Man, one Olivier a great Follower 
of Peter de Vaud's Doctrin, the Opinions of the latter 
were diſperſed. Inaſmuch as their Elders and Miniſters 
were called Barbes, they denominated from them Bar- 
bets, i. e. Sons, becauſe in the Language of Lombardy, 
Barbe ſignifies Father or Uncle. | 
In 1546. the Council of Trent was open'd, which was 
put off and frequently interrupted by Wars. 
Tycho-Brabe was born the 14th of December, in the 
ſame Year in Schonen, which is the Scandia, or Scandi- 
navia of the Ancients. Martin Luther died in Iſtebia on 
the 18th'of Frebuary ; Cheredin firnam'd Barbaroſſa, at 
Conſtantinople ; and Julius Romanus, Raphae!'s Scholar 
died ar Rome in 1544. 
In 1547. Philip, Landgrave of Heſſe, was arreſted 
Pritoner at Hall in Saxony, by the Order of Charles the 
Veh; and Herman Count of Meurs, Archbiſhop and E- 
lector of Cologne, was removed from his Dignities by 
Paul the IIld, and the Emperor. Adolphus Count of 
Scbawensbourg was put in his Places as bis Coadjutor.

Fohn of Orleans, Count of Angouleme, the third Son of 
Lewis Duke of Orleans, being dangerouſly aſſaulted at 
Paris, was brought into England, as an Hoſtage for a 
bundred thouſand Crowns, due from the Duke bis Bro- 
ther to the Engliſh, who had come into France at their 
Charge againſt rhe Duke of Burgundy, He continued 
a ' Priſoner there thirty Years; and at his Return, he 
married Margaret the Daughter of Alain, Vicount of 
Roban, and Mary the Daughter of Francis the firſt of the 
Name, Duke of Little Britain, and of Izabella of Scot- 
land. That Fohn Duke of Qrleans died in the Caftle of 
Coignac in 1467, and Margaret his Wife in 1468. Charles 
their Son being then eight Years old, was educared in 
the Court of Lewis the XIth; and in 1488. married 
Lewiſa the Daughter of Philip Earl of Breſſe, after Duke 
of Savoy; and of Margaret of Bourbon his tirſt Wife, He 
had by Lewiſa, Francis the It; and Margaret married 
firſt in 1509. to Charles Duke of Alencon, who died in 
1525. and after wards to Henry the IId, Duke of Ne- 
mours, King of Navarre, the eldeſt Son of ohn King of 
Navarre, and of Catharine de Foix the. Heireſs of that 
Principality. That Queen who had ſtudied the Scien- 
ces no leſs tban the King her Brother, publiſhed to the 
World theſe Books, The Pearl of Pearls, The Looking-glaf; 
of the ſinful Soul, The Triumph of the Lamb, and (ome 
other Treatiſes of her making, Cardinal Bellay ſaid, 
ſhe was one of the quick Wits of France; others call'd 
ber the Tenth Muſe, and the Fourth Grace. Jobn Dorat, 
Peter Ronſard, Nicholas Deniſot, a Lawyer, Matthew Pa- 
eius, Charles and Scevola de Sainte Marthe, have preis'd 
her highly; and the three Princeſſes, Anne, Margaret, 
and Fane Seymcr, made upon her death a hundred La-

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tin Diſtichs, which were tranſlated into ſeveral. Lan- 
 guages by Joachim of Bellay, and by other Poets of his 
time.

was large, his Face beautiful, and his Eyes brisk ; be 


| had a high Forehead, and a Hawk-nofe; and though 
plain and rru&hearred, good and civil, his Generoſity, 
his Clemency, his Bounty, his Magnificence, and his 
Carriage, evidently ſhew'd him to be a King. He lov'd 
Hunting, Muſick, Pictures, and Statues ; and by the 
Caſtles of Fontainebleau, of St. Germain in Laye, of Cham. 
bor, of Belotur, or of Madrit, of Folembray, of Vilers- 
Corretz, and by the beginning of the Louvre, one may 
conclude that he was delighted with Architecture. We 
may ſay likewiſe that he was no Enemy to the Ladies, 
which was eaſily obſervable as ſoon as he ſaw Anne de 
Piſſeleu, whom he made Counteſs of Eſtampes, brought 
by his Mother to him at his departure out of his Pri- 
ſon in Spain, to divert him after his long Trouble. If 
he had confined his Inclinations to her, his Life perhaps 
had been longer. But the Fair Ferroniere probably ba- 
ſten d the end of his days; becauſe her Husband, who 
was an Ironmonger, not being able with patience to al- 
low the King a ſhare in the Embraces of his Wife, con- 
trived to go into a Bawdy-houſe, where he got the ſcan- 
dalous Diſeaſe. He was cur'd of ir by ſome prepar d 
Remedies; his Wiſe died of it, and the King all his 
Life languiſhed under it through the fortiſh and wicked 
Tenderneſs of his Phyſitians, who had more regard to 
his Quality than to his Diſeaſe. He died in Rambouillet 
Caſtle on the laſt day of March in 1547: And J forgot 
that on the 14th of April in 1544. Francis of Bourbon, 
Earl of Enguien, being twenty Years old, won the fa- 
mous Battle of Cerifo/es, of rhe Marqueſs of Guſt ; * 
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ke kill'd him ten thouſand Men upon the Spot; that he 
t6k his Cannon, Ammunition, and Baggage; that he 
Made four thouſand Priſoners, and that be did all this 
With the loſs ouly of rwo hundred Men.

mated. After that ſhe was betroth'd to Emanuel Phili. 
bert Duke of Savoy, Lewis's younger Brother, and the 
Marriage was folemniz'd at Paris on the 19th of 7uly 
in 1559- She underſtood the Latin and Greek Tongues, 
and her Praiſes were publiſhed by Mark Antonio Flami.

In 1548. Religion had a new Face under Edward the 
Vith, King of England; and Sigiſmond King of Poland, 
who had Sigiſmond his Son for his Succeſſor, died after 
a Reign of two and forty Years, 

Pope Paul the IIId, of the Family of Farneſe, died in 
1549. being eighty and two Years old ; and Fulius the 
IIld ſucceeded him, He was of the Houſe of Del Monte, 
and was elected on the 8th of February in 1550. Pere- 
notte de Granville, Andrew Alciat, a great Lawyer ; and

the Dominican Habit and Order which he had enter'd 
dung. When bis Diſputations, the Zeal he expreſſed 
— the Proteſtant Religion, and the known Eſteem Mar- 
tin Luther had for him, bad gain'd him a great Repu- 
tation in Germany ; he was invited into England by Tho- 
mas Cranmer Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in the Reign of 
Edward the VIch, His Body, and the Body of Fagiws, 
were taken our of their Graves and burnt in Queen 
Mary's Time; and in Queen Elizabeth's thoſe two He- 
rericks were declar'd Innocent. Farther, tis of fome 
uſe ro obſerve that the Pſalter which was made publick 
under the Name of Aretius Felinus, is Martin Bucer's, 
who fram'd his Name Aretius, of the Greek word *Agye, 
by the Latins call'd Mats, alluding to Martin; and out 
the Latin word felis, which fignifies at Cat, he form'd 
Felinus to give a ſmall hint of his Name Bucer, which 
ſignifies a Cat in High Duteh. 

In 1552. the City of Metz was brought into Subjec- 
tion to Henry the IId, by the Conſtable Anne de Mont- 
morency. Paulus Fovius of Como in Lombardy, Biſhop of 
Nocera, who in his Hiſtory wrote only according to the 
Dictates of his Paſſion or Intereſt ; Sebaſtian Munſter, a 
Hebrew Profeſſor; Lilio Gregorio Giraldi, whole moſt 
excellent Works are yer Extant; Peter Appian, calld 
Benewsz, a fam'd Aſtronomer, and Coſmographer, died, 
the firſt at Florence, the ſecond at Baſil, the third in a 
Hoſpital at Ferrara, and the laſt ar Ingolſtadt, a City 
of the Upper Bavaria upon the Danube. Francis Xavier 
being about five and fifty, died the ſame Year in the 
Iſle of Sanchian, where the Portugueſe traded with the 
_ becauſe the City of Amacoa was not then 

nile. 

In 1553. Edward the VIth, King of England, died on 
the 6ch of July, being fixteen Years old. If one may 
believe Cardan, in the Matter, who is a very credible 
Author, that Prince, before he was eight Years old, 
wrote Latin Letters ro Henry bis Father; but when be 
was fifteen, he underſtood Latin, Greek, French, Itali- 


an, Spaniſh, and was no Stranger to Muſick, nor Lo- 


Bick. nor the Principles of Natural Philoſophy. Mi- 
chael Reues, firnamed Servetus, who aſſerted with the

Boas of the Errors concerning the Trinity, was hurnt at 
Ganeua the ſame Year, on the 207th of October, upon the 
repeated Requeſts of Calvin. He was a Native. of Ty 
. ragon in Spain; the profeſs d Phyſick ar Pavaia, and tra- 
ved into Africa that he might. exactly underſtand the 
Alcoran. Since that time Lei Herzec of Bavaria; Le. 
lius Socinus of Siena; Nicholas Paruta, an Italian; Jon 
Valentine Gentiles of Caſenza, in the Kingdom of Naples; 
Jahn Blandrata of Saluzzo; Jom Paul Alciat of Piemont; 
Francis Liſman of Corfou; Fobn'Somer. of Pirn in Miſnia; 
James Paleologus of Scio; Fauſtus Socinus, the Nephew 
of Lælius, rais d the Price of, and refin'd upon the Impi- 
aus Blaſpbemies of Servetus. The Sect which bas its 
* Denomination from Læliu and Eauſtus Socinus is but too 
| well known: And among the moſt learned of ; thoſe 
Blaſphemets, yon may reckon Fauſtus Socinus, ſtored, 
Jom Crellius, Lewis Malſogb, Chriſtopher Sandius, and 
Daniel Brenius, who bas made Notes vpon the whole 
Bible, though this: laſt has toak almoſt all he has from

George the S8on of Erneſtus, Prince of Anhalt, who 
. wrote tome Theological Diſcuurſes, very much magni- 
fy'd by Camerarius and Melandton; Fobn Baptiſta Egna- 
tius, a Venetian; Jerome Fracaſtorius of Verona, an Or- 
rator, a Poet, a Phyſitian, Philoſopher and Mathemari- 

cian, died in 1553. 
Francis Rablais of Chinon in Tourgine, the Son of Lo- 
mas Rablars, an Apothecary of the ſame City, died, as 
ſome ſay, in that very Year. When he was young, he 
took the Habit of St. Francis among the Cordeliers of 
Fontenay Le· Comte in Poitou; he went afterwards into 
the Order of St. Benedict, at Maillezais, and left his 
Cioyſter that be might go and ſtudy Phyſick at Mont- 
Fr where a while after he was in great Repute for 
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ublick Lectures. He made ſome excellent Diſcour- 
des upon Hippocrates, be tranſlated his Aphoriſms into 
Latin; and was Phyſitian in Otdinary to Cardinal Joby 
Du Bellay, the Biſhop of Paris, who had him with him 


in 
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bis Embaſſy to Reme ; who made uſe of him in ſome 
Negotiations, which he manag'd moſt ſucceſsfully ; who 
gave him a Prebend in the Collegiate Church of St. Maur 
des Foſſes, and the Rectory of Meudon. The greateſt 
Men of the Age he liv'd in had a high eſteem for him; 
for beſides the French, which was his Mother - Tongue, 
he was Maſter of the Italian, Spaniſh, German, Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, and of Arabick too, which be ſer him- 
elf to learn at Rome ; he was a good Grammarian, a 
tolerable Poet for his time, a Philoſopher, a Phyſitian, 
a Lawyer, and Aſtronomer. 6 
 \Melinus of Saint Gelan, an Abbot of Monks, a celebra- 
ted Poet in the time of Francis the Ut, and Henry the IId, 
the don of Octavian of Saint Gelais, Biſhop of Angouleme, 
who had taken great Care of his Education, died at Pa- 
vir, in 1554. He was a Mathemarician, a Philoſopher, 
Divine, a Lawyer, a Poet, and look'd upon to be as 
"quick at Jeſt and Repartee, as any Man in the World. 

f apo Fuliys the IIId, whoſe Sricceflor was Marcellus 
the IId, died on the 23d of March, in 1555: and Paul 
the IVth of the Family of Caraffa, on the 18th of Au- 
gut, ſucceeded Marcellus the TId, de Monte Pulciano in 
Tuſcany, who was Pope but two and twenty Days. 

'- Henry the Hd, after he had broken many Lances in a 
Turnament ar Paris, compell'd Gabriel of Montgomery 
Lord of Lorges, Captain of the Scotch Guards. the laſt 
day of June, to enter the Lifts againſt him. He obey'd 
him and broke his Lance; but the Eye-bole of the 
King's Headpiece being by chance open, he was wound- 
ed with a Splinter of it in his Eye, which was the oc- 
oaſion of his Death in eleven days time, he expiring on 
"the xoth of Ful), in 1559. He married Catharine the 
only Daughter of Lawrence de Medien, Duke of Urbin, 
and of Magdalene Counteſs of Bologne, Clermont, Laura- 
gui, Baroneſs de la Tour d Auvergne, the Grand Niece 
"of Leo the Xth, and call'd the Niece of Clement the VIIch, 
"though that Pope was but Couſin German to Peter de 
Medicis, who was Catharine's Grandfather.

who reign'd ; Henry the IIId, Charles s Succeſſor ; Francis 
of Anjou; Elizabeth; Claude; Margaret; Victoria, and 
Fane, that were Royal Twins. Lews Duke of Orleans 
being born rhe 3d of February, in 1548, died on the 24th 


of October, in 1550. Francis Duke of Anjou who had 


been nam d Hercules, was born on the 18th of March, 
in 15543 and there were ſome Propoſals of Marriage 
betwirt him and Queen Elizabeth, He was Crownd 


at Antwerp Duke of Brabant, of Limburg, and of Lothier, 
in 1582 ; the next Year he was oblig d to withdraw 


upon the 7th of Fanuary, after he had endeavour'd by 


bis Intrigues ro. make rhe Ciry his own. There were 


above Fifteen Hundred French-men killed, and about 


Two Thouſand made Priſoners : and after his return 


into France, having many Fits of the Ague, he vomited 


a a great quantity of Blood, and languiſhing viſibly and 


daily, be died in 1584, being generally thought to be 


poiſon d.

Elizabeth born at Fontain-bleau, on 'the 2d day of 
April, in 1545, was married to Philip the IId, King of 
Spain, the 22d of June. in 1559, and had two Daugb- 
ters by him, Elizabeth Claire- Eugenia the Wife of Albert 
Archduke of Auſtria, the Emperor Maximilian the 1Id's 
Son; and Catharine married to Charles Emanuel the 
Dake of Savoy. Elizabeth the Queen died the 3d day of 


October, in 1568, being Three and Twenty. Claude 
the IId, Daughter of our Henry, born in 1547, married 


in 1558, to Charles the IIIld, Duke of Lorraine, the Son 
of Duke Francis, and of Chriſtzern of Denmark ; died in 
1575, in the 28th Year of her Age. Margaret Dutcheſs 


of Valois, born on the 14th of May, in 1552, married to 


Prince Henry, afterwards King of Navarre, and of 
France, ſirnamed the Great, died at Paris, being Sixty 
Three, on the 27th of March, in 1615. Victoria and Fane 


were born the 24th of Fune, in 1556 ; Victoria died im- 
mediately after her Birth; and ane her Siſter, as ſoon 


as ſhe was Born, and Baptized, 
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The natural Children of Henry, and of Diana Dutch- 
eſs of Valentinois, were Henry of Anpouleme, Knight of 
Malta, advanc'd to the Dignity of Grand Prior, by the 
Death of Francis of Lorraine, of the Houſe of Guiſe ; Di. 
ana a legitimated Lady of France, at firſt married in 
1553, to Horatius Farneſe Duke of Caſtro, the Younger 
Son of Peter- Lewis, the Brother of Octavius, and the 
Uncle of Alexander Farneſe Prince of Parma, whoſe won · 
drous Archievements may be ſeen by the inquiſitive in 
Strada's Hiſtory of the War of Flanders. After Horatius 
had been killed with a Canor-ſhor, in Hedin Caſtle in 
Artois, Francis Duke of Montmorency, a Peer and Mar- 
ſhal of France, the eldeſt Son of Conſtable Anne, and 
of Magdalene of Savoy, married Diana, in 1557, and 
died in 1579. | | 
Henry the IId was a proper Man, of an agreeable Aſ- 
ſpect, eaſy of Acceſs ; his Face was ſomewhat long, his 
Noſe ſtreight, his Forehead high, his Eye Sweet and 
Grave, his Complexion Brown and ſomewbar Red; 
and he was reckon'd at all ſorts of Exerciſe to be the 
moſt dexterous Man in his Kingdom. "Though he was 
naturally gracious, and inclinable enough to be juſt ; 
he had neither ſteadineſs of Mind, nor an Application 
requiſite for Buſineſs : and he allow'd himſelf ro be man- 
aged by his Favourite Diana of Poictiers, the Widow of 
Lewis of Bree, whom he had made Dutcheſs of Valenti» 
min. She was Forty Years old, having had a great ma- 
ny Children by her Husband ; ſhe was Outragious, 
Unjuſt and Haughty towards thoſe that diſpleas d her, 
and ſtuck at nothing to ſerve them who were ſo happy 
as ro be in her Favour: and in Turnaments, in his 
Mottos, in bis Furniture, and upon the Fronts of his Pa- 
laces, Henry was defirous in Complement to that bright 
and buckſome Diana, that there-ſhould appear a Half- 
Moon, with Bows, and Arrows. Before his time the 
Princes of the Blood wore no Swords in the Great Court 
of Parliament, and he decreed that in his Abſence the 
Princes of the Blood, and the other Princes, the Dukes, 
and the Peers, the Conſtable and the Marſhals, might en- 
ter there with their Swords by their Sides. He convert - 
ed into Dukedoms and * the Lordſhip of Albert

in Guionne, for the King of Navarre's ſake, the Earldom 
of —_ in 2 2 Favour of Claude of Lorraine, 
the Firſt Duke of Guiſe, and the Barony of Montmorency, 
in the Perſon of Anne Conſtable of France.

ed the Honſe of Parliament in Lztele-Briv4in, the Ref. 
dence of which was ſettled at Rennes ; he built the Mint. 
Chamber, like a Sovereign Court, and a Court of At- 
ance at Monferand in Auvergne.

Folm the IIId King of Portugal, the Son of Emanuel, 
died in 1557» and Sebaſtian, who was but three Years 
old, fucceeded him. ; | 

Guſtav the Ift, King of Sueden, the Father of Hem), 
or Erick the XIVth; Philip Schwartzerd, wha afſum'd 
the Name of Melancthon, or black Earth, as Schwartzerd 
ſignifies in the German Tongue; and Chancellor Fraxcis 
Olivier the Predeceſſor of Michael de  Hopital ; and An- 
drew Doria the moſt fam d Captain of his Age, died in 
the Year 1560. 

Francs the IId, King of France, who died on the th 

of December, of a very violent Impoſthame in his Ear, 
liv'd not above ſeventeen Years, and reign'd but ſeven- 
teen Months, and Five and Twenty Days. His Marri- 
age being agreed upon with Mary Stewart, the only 
Daughter and Heireſs of Fames the Vth, King of Scotland, 
and of Mary of Lorraine; was ſolemnly celebrated in 
the Church of Notre-Dame in Pars, in 1558, by Charles 
Cardinal of Bourbon Archbiſhop of Roan: and the next 
Year he was Anointed and Crown'd King by Charles 
Cardinal of Lorraine, Archbiſhop of Reims. Thar Prince 
being of a weak Underſtanding, and of a very nice 
Coaſftirurion, the Princes of the Blood undertook the 
Adminiſtration of Affairs. The Duke of Guiſe, and the 
Cardinal his Brother being Related to the King by the 


Queen 
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Queen his Spouſe, who was their Niece, were willing 
to govern : and Catharine the Queen Mother, the moſt 
Ambitious , and perhaps roo the moſt wicked Wo- 
man living, was deſirous to keep to her ſelf alone 
the whole Management of the Kingdom. The Pre- 
tences of theſe three Perſons, were the Source of all 
the Diſorders that happer'd in the Reign of Francs, and 
ofthe three ſucceeding Kings. The Princes of the Blood, 
Antony King of Navarre, Lewis Prince of Conde, the 
Duke of Montpencier, and the Prince de Ia Roche upon 
the River Tonne, form d one Party. The Duke of Guiſe, 
the Cardinal Lorraine, the Duke of Aumale, the Cardi- 
nal of Guiſe, the Marqueſs of Elbeuf, the Grand Prior 
made up the other: and Catharine, who went over ro 
teither, bt ſtood hovering berwixr both, endeavour'd 
by her Flarteries, and Promiſes to draw to her ſelf ei- 
ther of them, which ſhould have moſt Inclination to 
ſupport and ſerve her. Whilſt they were conteſting their 
Rights, the Guiſes ſeiz'd upon the King's Perſon, and 
ſoon found in their Intereſts the Marſhal of Saint Anurew, 
Lewis Duke of Montpencier, Charles Prince de la Roche 
upon the Donne, and the Conſtable of Montmorency; to 
whom the Proteſtant Religion was abominable. By a 
different Opinion the Admiral de Colig ny, and his Brother 
Lord d Andelot, a Colonel of the French Foot, joyn'd 
the Princes; and the Queen Catharine encourag'd rhe 
Guiſes in hopes of being the better able to divide the 
Two Factions, and to reign alone. In the mean while 

the Young King ordain'd in every Parliament, une Cham: 
bre ardente, i. e. 4 Committee empower'd to puniſh by 
fire all thoſe in General who had abandon'd the Roman 

Religion: and there was ſo great a Multitude of em 

bun d, that at laſt, the reſt reſolved to prevent their 

aul Sentences by a League. *Tis from a Word in the 
*Sz5ſſe which ſignifies League, which was corrupred by 

the People of Geneva, as Friar Pau! fays, that that 
Word Hugenot is derived, and I fhall call them by ano- 

ber name no more, 
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They continued with much haſte to inquire after 
them, when a Gentleman of Angoumois, Fobn Bary de la 
Renaudie ſecretly — by Prince Lewis of Conde, 
attempted with his Followers at Amboiſe, to take the 
Duke of Guiſe, and the Cardinal his Brother, that they 
might be condemn'd to death by the States. But the 
Conſpiracy being detected, de la Renaudie was killed as 
he was defending himſelf: and there were near Twelve 
Hundred of his Accomplices who were beheaded, 
drown'd, or hang'd. The Prince of Conde alſo was ar- 
reſted at Orleans, and condemn'd ro loſe his Head. But 
the King died at that time; and 13 Days after, Lewis 
de Conde got out of Priſon. 

The Council of Trent, which was begun in Pau! the 
IIId's time, and continued under Julius the IIId, ended 
in Pius the IVtb's time; on the 4th” of December, in 
1563. It laſted five Years; two while Paul fare on the 
Papal Throne, one whilſt Julius, and two when Piu 
was there: And the Articles of ir were ſigned by four 
Legats, by two Cardinals, three Patriarchs, five and 
twenty Archbiſhops, two hundred fixty eight Biſhops, 
ſeven Abbots, nine and Thirty P:ocurarours of the abſent 
Prelates, and by ſeven Generals of Orders, 

Francis Salviati, a Painter of Florence, died that Year: I aff 
and in the Year following, Michael Angelo Buonaroti, a 
Painter, Architect, and great Statuary. 
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In the Reign of Maximilian the IId, and Rodolphus 
the IId, and Matthias. | 


Alexander Ales a Scotchman, a Profeſſor in the Uni- 
verſity of Lezpſick, died in 1565, on the 19th of March: 
And we ſhould rake heed left we confound him with 
the other Alexander Hales, who was the firſt as it is re- 
ported who durſt write againſt Lombard, the Maſter of 
the Sentences, and who had Sr, Bonaventure, and St 
Thomas Aquinas for his Scholars. | 

Adrian Turnebus died the 12th of ꝓune; Paul the IVth 
on the grh of December: Conrade Geſner of Zurich the 


th of the ſame Month: Marcus Antonius Vida, a ok 
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poet, the Biſhop of Alba, and Milliam Rondelet the ſame 
Year. In 1566, the Count of Egmont Governor of Ar- 
torr, and Philip of Montmorency being convicted of Trea- 
ſon, and of Diſloyalty to the King of Spain were both 
beheaded at Bruſſels. 
Charles the Son of Philip the IId was poiſon'd, as ſome 
ſay, by bis own Father, in 1568. The latter had be- 
fore that had ſo little regard for the Memory of the Em- 
peror his Father, whom he ſuſpected to have entertain- 
ed the Doctrines of the reformed Religion, that he or- 
der'd his dead Body to be digged out of the Ground, and 
his Bones to be burnt, not at all fearing, or being Appre- 
henfive, that having condemn'd him as a Heretick, he 
himſelf acknowledged that he had loſt and forfeited all 
his Kingdoms, and conſequently rhe Power of making 
over the Inheritance of em to his Son. In 1559, he 
burnt a great number of Clergy-men, convicted or ſuſ- 
ſpected of Hereſy, and not being able to get Conſtantius 
Poncius burnt in Perſon, who was Charles the Vih's Con- 
fefſor, and aſſiſted him even to his Death; he had him 
burnt in Effigie. | | 

In 1570, John Sigiſmond Prince of Tranſilvania, the 
Son of Fobn Japoli, died on the 14th of March: and 
after his Death Stephen Bathors was choſen Vaivode. 

The Nuprials of Frederick the IId, King of Denmark, 
and of Sophia the Daughter of Ulrick Duke of Mechle- 
bourg, were ſolemnized on the 2oth of Auguſt, in 1572. 

Go the 26th of Auguſt, Peter Ramus a Profeſſor of 
Philoſophy, the Son of a Labourer of Guth, a little 
Town of Vermandois, was aſſaſſinated. After his Body 
had been ftabb'd all over, it was thrown out at a Win- 
dow ; and his Bowels which were torn out of him were 
whip'd in the Streets by the Scholars of Fames Carpen- 
tier, and of ſome other Profeſſors who had ſought Op- 
portuniries to be reveng'd of that learned Man, becauſe 
he had been ſo bold as to oppoſe the Opinions of Ari/to- 
tle, who was the Idol of the Colleges. Tis true too, 
that his Religion ſer vd as a Pretence for that Vengeance: 
and it was publickly ſaid, that he was not hearty in 
the real Sentiments of the Church. After he had ſtudi- 
ed a courſe of Philoſophy in 8 as he was preparing 
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ro go out there Maſter of Arts, he took this for the 
Theſis of his Act, That all Argumentations founded upon 
Ariſtotle's Doctrine are Miſtakes and Untruths. 
Dionyſus Lambinus, a Native of Montreuel in Picargy, 
ſufficiently known by his Commentaries upon ſeveral 
Authors of Antiquity, died at the end of the ſame Month 
of Auguſt. | 

Charles the IX, who was thought to be Poiſon'd, died 
of Faintneſs on the 3oth Day of March, in 1574; he 
reigned thirteen Years and a half, and liv'd almoſt fire 
and twenty. He was Quick, Active, Cloſe, and a great 
Diſſembler; he was Cruel, Revengeful, Cholerick, and 
a Blaſphemer. Moreover, he was Laborious, but not 
Generous ; he delighted in violent Exerciſes, he lov'd 
Hunting, Muſick, and Poetry, and made Verſes too, of 
which ſome were mingled with thoſe of Peter Ronſard. 
For whom he he had much Affection and Efteem, and 
yet did no great matter for him, for fear leit becoming 
much richer, he might alſo turn negligent in Writing. 
He added, That 4 good Poet ſhould be uſed like a pood 
Horſe, which ſhould be fed, but not glutted: And it all 
Princes who liv'd before or after him, had been of bis 
Humour, the Poets would not have much wanted Exer- 
ciſe to help their Digeſtion. As for Fames Amiot, who 
had been his Preceptor, he promoted him to be Biſhop of 
Auxerre, and Grand Almoner. By the true Character 


which I bave given him it may be doubted whether the 


Funeral Oration of that King pronounc d at Rome before 
Gregory the XIIIth, and the College of Cardinals by 
Mark Antony Muret, and the other ſpoken in France by 
Arnaud Sorbin de Sainte Foy, after Biſhop of Nevers, were 
agreeable to all the Rules of Hiſtory, the Obje& of 
which is truth. By Elizabeth of Auſtria the Emperor 
Maximilian the IId's Daughter, whoſe Eſpouſals were 
conſummated on the 27th of November, in 1570, and 
who died the 22d of Fanuary, in 1592, he had Mary 
Elizabeth, born at Paris, in 1572, upon the 27th of Oc- 


tober, and dead in 1578. He had likewiſe by his Mi- 


ſtreſs the Lady of Bellevile, Charles of Valors Duke of An- 
gouleme, Peer of France, Earl of Auvergne, Colonel Ge- 
neral of the Horſe of France, who was born in * 
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the 28th of April, in 1573, who was martied in Lan- 
guedoc, on the 6th of May, in 1591, to Charlotte the 
Daughter of Henry the Duke of Montmorency, Peer and 
Conſtable of France, and of Antoinette de la Mark his 
firſt Wife; and at his ſecond Wedding, in 1624, to Fan- 
ces the Daughter of Charles of Nargonne, Baron of Ma. 
rusl, and of Leonora de la Riviere. 

He rais d into Dutchies and Peerdoms, the following 
Lordſhips. The Earldom of Ponthievre, the moſt anti- 
ent of Brit am, for the ſake of Sebaſtian of Luxemburg, 
Vicount of Martiguess The Grant dated from the 
Month of Fuly, in 1569, was made good, or took effect 
on the 15th of September, in the ſame Year. He rais d 
the Vicounty of Uzez in Languedoc, into a Dutchy in fa- 
your of Anthony of Cruſſol. His Letters Patent importing 
that he deſcended of the moſt antient, and moſt noble 
Families of Languedoc, bearing Date from the Month 
of January, in 1572, had their full effect on the 3d of 
March the ſame Year. He advanc'd the Marquiſate of 
Mayenne in the Main to a Dukedom in the behalf of 
Charles of Lorraine, the Younger Brother of the Duke 


df Guiſe. His Patent dated from September, in 1573, 


had its full Force and Virtue on the 24th day of the 
ſame Month, and Year. For the ſake of Claude de la 
Tremouille, the Son of Lewis, he rurn'd into a Dutchy the 
Vicounty of Thouars in Poictou, in 1573. The Title of 
Peer was added to him afterward, and his Grant was 
made good and effectual on the 7th of Dececember, in 


1599, He honoured with the fame Title of a Dutchy 


the Lordſhip of Rovanois upon the Account of Claude 
Gauffier Marqueſs of Boiſy the Grand Eſquire, or Maſter 


of the Horſe of France. 


Among the Ordinances of that King, there are two 
remarkable. In the one he decreed, that for the future 
the Year ſhould begin upon the iſt Day of Fanuary, which 
before begun not till Eaſter-day. By the other he made 
Mothers that ſhould our-live their Children, incapable 
of conveying away the Inheritance of their own Joyn- 
tures and peculiar Eſtates of which they were only to 
be Uſafructuaries : and there is nothing more juſt and 
reaſonable than this Ordinance, fince the peculiar, and 
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ancient Eſtates being kept intire in eminent and noble 
Families, they have at leaſt enough to ſupport their 
Dignity. | | | | | 

Ler us not for Charles's Honour any more mention 
the Duke of Anjou, and the Duke of Guiſe, the Feſtival 
of St, Bartholemew, and the following days of the Year, 
1572. There could not have been a more horrible 
Maſſacre of Innocent Men: and, it may be, tis for thar 
' reaſon that Foſeph has not ſpoke a Syllable of it in his 
Hiſtory, Five Thouſand Perſons Maſſacred, and among 
others, Six Hundred Gentleman, ſome Women with 
Child, ſome Old Men, and ſome Children knock'd down 
with the Blows of a Lever, Ax, and Swords; ſome 
Drown'd, or thrown headlong out of Windows; the 
dead Body of Admiral Cologny, dragg'd three whole days 
aſter bis Death in dirty places, hang'd up, and Broil'd ; 
ſome Catholicks who were envy'd for their Wealth, 
Glory, or Offices, mixed with thoſe whom they were 
willing to deſtroy, made. up the ſubject of a Tragedy, 
the Nature of which is ro move Horror and Pity, Reli- 
gion thirſts not after Blood, abhors Carnage and Slaugh- 
ter. But Catharine who bore a mortal hatred to all ſhe 
could be jealous of, conſulted only her own Ambition 
and Humour : and if ſhe had pur to death all that had 
a ſecrer and invincible Averſion for her, ſhe had turn d 
the whole Kingdom into a vaſt Deſert. g

ed in 1576: and though he was taken off by the Plague, 
he was buried publickly, and as he had always deſir'd, 
in the Church of the Cordeliers of Venice, at the foot of 
an Altar. I have read ſomewhere that he and Raphael 
had ſo exactly drawn a Man who had an Ague, that a 
Phyſitian who bad a fight of the Picture, concluded and 
knew it to be a Quartan. ;

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and Remi Belleau a'Phyfirian, and a notable Poet 
in his time, in 1577, at Paris. Some there are who 
have aſſerted that this. Cardan, who was unwilling to 
be reflected on as one deceived in his Con jectures, 
baften'd bis own death, that it might keep touch with 
the very Day he had foretold it. 
In the Year 1578, Sebaſtian King of Portugal was 
killed on the 4th of Auguſt, in a Battle near the City Al- 
cazar Quiver, which in Arabick fignities the Grand Pa- 
lace, the Metropolis of the Province of Agar, in the 
Kingdom of Fez : and the Deſcription of that Battle may 
be ſeen in the laſt Book of the Hiſtory of Portugal by 
Oſorius Biſhop of Silves. Ferdinand the Son of Philip the 
IId, King of Spain; Venceſlaus the Brother of the Empe- 
ror Rodolphus ; and John of Auſtria, died all three in the 
ſame Year. FH AB IA > 

Francis Drake having left England on the 17th of No- 
vember, and when he had, as they ſay, gone round the 
whole World in two Years, and 10 Months, landed 
again in England in 1580, on the 3d, or as ſome will 
have ir on the 21ſt of September, and was Knighted by 
Queen Elizabeth. Philibert Duke of Savoy, died on the 
1oth of Auguſt : and Anna Maria the Emperor Maximi- 
lian's Daughter, and the Wife of Philip the IId, King of 
Spain, on the 25th of October. The ſame Philip who 
conquered Portugal was crown'd at Lisbon upon the 16th 
of Auguſt, in 1581. | 

William Poſtel, Born at Barenton, a Village of the 
Lower Normandy, died in 1581, on the 6th or 7th of 
September, in the Priory of St. Nicholas des Champs at Pa- 
735, where he was ſhut up by a Sentence of Parliament. 
There was no kind of Learning which he was not per- 
fectly Maſter of, there were no foreign Languages which 
he underſtood not. But beſides, that the reading of the 
Rabbins had ſpoil'd his Genius, he had a Whimſy took 
him that the Angel Raziel had revealed to him many 
Myſteries unknown to others; and upon thoſe prerend- 
ed Revelations he publiſhed an abundance of Hereſies. 
He liv'd above a Hundred Years. 

James Infant of Spain, the Son of Philip the IId, and 
of Anna Maria of Auſtria, died on the 21ſt of —

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and by the way, I muſt tell yon here that the word In- 
fant does not ſignifie a Male-Child or Son, as ſome fancy 
it does; but that in the antient Language of the People 
of Biſcay, tis nothing elſe bur a Succeſſor. Charlotte of 
Montpencier the Daughter of Lewy, and the Third Wife 
of Viliam Prince of Orange, died at Antwerp, on the 
5th of March; George Buchanan a Poet and Hiſtorian at 
 Edenborough in Scotland; and Ferdinand Alvarez of Toledo, 
Dake of Alva, on the » 2th of December at Lisbon. 

Gregory the XIIIth, who was Pius the Vrh's Succeſſor, 
ended his Life and Reign in the Year 1585. Fobn Bodin 
of Angers known well by his Books ; bur whoſe * Dia- 
logues make it too plain, that either he was a Jew, or 
that he had no religion at all; F Mark Antony de Muret, 
who perhaps has not had a Superior ſince Cicero in Ro- 
man Eloquence, if we will be determined by the ſudg - 
ment of Monſieur /a Fevre ; and Peter Ronſard the grea- 
reſt Poet of his Age, died the ſame Year. His Anceſtors 
were born upon the Frontiers of Hungary and Bulgaria; 
and Baldwin who bronght a Company into France to 
King Philip of Valois, in the time that he was ar War 
with the Englzſh, did ſervice enough to deſerve and ob- 
rain ſome Rewards for it. He was the ſtock or ſource 
of the Ronſards of France, and he took a Wife in the 
Dutchy of Vendomori, Lewis a Knight of the Order of 
St. Michael, and Lord Steward of the King's Houſhold, 
was married to Fane de Chaudrier, a Perſon related to 
the Families of Beuchage, and Tremoile ; and Peter was 
born, being the Iſſue of that Marriage, in the Caſtle of 
Poiſſoniere, on the 1 1th Day of September, in 1524. He 
was Page to Francis the King's eldeſt Son, and to his 
Brother Charles the IXth, and fince in the Journy which

though Charles the IX th (aid, That neither a good Horſe, 


nor 4 good Poet ſheuld ever be pampered, for the Reaſon 
already aflign'd ; he nevertheleſs beſtowed upon him 
the Abby of Bellozane ; and he had too, the Priory of 


St. Come in Tours, To his Friend who advis'd him to 


reviſe his Works, and to make them more valuable than 
they were, he replied ; Oh ! Sir, do you imagine that to 
put his Children in a better Condition, a Father could take 
any Pleaſure in breaking their Legs and Arms ? 

In 1586, Margaret of Auſtria, the Daughter of Charles 
the Vth, the Wife of Octavius Farneſe, and the Mother 
of Alexander Farneſe, Duke of Parma, compared by Stra- 
da to Alexander the Grear, died in the Month of Febru- 
ary: Mahomet Chodabandah, the Son of Tahmaſp, in De- 
cember ; Stephen Bathori King of Poland, and Prince of 
Tranſylvania in the ſame Month. In 1587, Mary Queen 
of Scotland, the Widow of Francis the IId, of Heny Steu- 
art, and of Earl Bothwe/t, was beheaded upon a Scaffold 
hung with Black, in the great Hall of the Caſtle of 
Fotberingay, on the 18thof February. Sigiſmond the IIId, 
King of Sueden, was crown'd King of Poland in Cracow, 
on the 27th of December. William of Gonzaga Duke of 
Mantua, and of Montferrat, died the 4th of Auguſt ; 
and Francis de Medicis, on the gth of October. 

The Grand Fleet, or Armado of Philip the IId, conſiſt- 
ing of a Hundred and Fifty Men of War, and Twenty 
Thouſand Soldiers, furniſh'd with Two Thouſand Six

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Provifions for fix Months, was beaten by Charles Howard 
and by Francis Drake bis Vice-Admiral, and reduced to 
nothing by the Engliſh,and the Storms. Monſieur de Thou 
ſaid that he had been inform d by Don Bernardin de 
rer ; that it coſt the King of Spain Twelve Millions 
of Gold; and that the Duke de Medina Sidonia was em- 
ploy'd fix whole Years in Equipping it. Marco Antonio 
| Colonna choſen at the Pope's Requeſt ro be Admiral of 
it went to Spain, where he died, as twas ſaid, poiſon d 
by the Spaniards, Jealous and in Rage chat an Italian 
was prefer'd before them. After the Victory Queen Eli- 
zabeth had in a Medal engrav'd, a Fleet running away 
with full Sails, this being the Device or Inſcription, He 
came, He ſaw, He fled: And in another Medal a Fleet 
of Men of War and Fire-ſhips with this Motto, A Vi. 
man had the Condudt of this Action. 

Paul Calliari called the Veroneſe, becauſe he was of 
Verona, an admirable Painter, being gone to a ſolemn 
Proceſſion to ger the Indulgences, which Sixtus Quin- 
eus granted in 1588. was wronghr into ſuch a degree of 
Heat, that he died of it. 

Henry the IIId, King of France died in 1589. on the 
2d of Auguſt, being tab the day before by Fames Cle- 
ment, a Dominican Friar, of the Village of Sorbonne near 
Sens, a Profeſsd Monk, in a Covent of Paris, and in 
Prieſt's Orders. Twas by the death of this Henry that 
the Branch of Valois or of Orleans, ifluing from King 
Philip the Hardy, the eldeſt Son of St. Lewis, ended; 
ſo that thoſe of Anjou, of Burgundy, of Alencon, and of 
Evreux being extinct likewiſe, the Kingdom, by vertue 
of the Salick-Law, devolved to the Branch of Bourbon, 
derived from Robert of France, Lord of Bourbon, and the 
youngeſt Son of the King St. Lewis. Henry the IIId was 
born at Fontainbleau on the 19th of 1 in 15513 
he livd thirty nine Years, and reign d fifreen, and two 


Months. He was crowned at Reims the 17th of Febru- 
ary, in 1575 ; and two days after he married Lewi/a of 
Lorrain, the Daughter of Prince Nicholas Duke of Mer- 
coeur, Earl of Vaudemont ; and of Margaret of Egmont 
bis firſt Wife. Queen Lewiſa being ſeven and forty, di- 
ed at Moulins in Bourbonoi i in Fanuary 16013 and *

ſhe was moſt extremely beauriful, her Beatuy prevailed 
not with her over her Modeſty. Henry ſhewed great Re- 
ſolution and Courage in the Battles of Farnac and of Mont- 
contour : And he continued the Siege of Rochelle till after 
the death of King Sigz/mond, firnamed Auguſtus, the laſt 
of the Fage/lon Race, when he was choſen King of Po- 
land, great Duke of Lithuania, upon the 9th of 
March, in 1573. at a General Aſſembly of the States held 
in the Plain of Warſaw. Bur he continued in Poland not 
above three Months, and he went rhence Incognito as 
ſoon as he underſtood by his Mother on Catharine's 
Couriers that his Brother Char/es the IXth was dead. 
In 1579. he founded the Order of the Holy Gheſt, and 
aboliſhed not that of Sr. Michael, inſtituted by Lewis the 
XIth; and the Baronies I am going to mention were 
raiſed ro Dukedoms, and Peerdoms. St. Fargeau in Pui- 
ſay for Francis of Bourbon Prince Dauphin, after Dake 
of Montpencier, The Barony of Merceur was turned 
into a Peerdom ; and I have ſpoke of it in the Reign of 
King Charles the IXth, The Marquiſate of Elbeyf in 
Normandy for the ſake of Charles of Lorrain. The Earl- 
dom of Retelois in Champagne for Lewis of Gonzaga, Duke 
of Nevers. The Barony of Epernon in Beauſſe for Fohn 
Lewis de la Valette. The Viſcounty of Foyeyſe in Lan- 
guedoe for Anne de Foyeuſe Admiral of France. The Ba- 
rony of Piney in Champagne for Francis of Luxemburgh. 
The Earldom of Retz in Bretany for Albert of Gondy. 
The Earldom of Monbazon in Touraine for Lewis of Ro- 
han. The Earldom of Ventadour in Limoſon for Gilbert 
de Levy. The Marquiſate of Megnelers in the Name of 
Haluvin for the ſake of Charles of Haluvin, Lord of Pi- 
ennes. I make no mention here neither of the Battle of 
Coutras, nor how Henry Duke of Guiſe, and the Cardi- 
nal his Brother were kill'd in 1588, nor of the Barrica- 
do's of Paris, nor of the Leagues, nor Fraternities, nor 

orher particulars that are known. 
James the VIth, King of Scotland, in 1389. married 
Anne the Siſter of Chriſtiern, and Daughter of Frederick 
the IId, King of Denmark; and Catharine de Medicis, 
the Mother of Francis the IId, of Charles the IXth, and 

of Herry the IIId, died on the 5th of Fanuary

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| Sixtws Quintus died on the 27th of 4rgnft, in 1 590. 
and — ſomething of him. Felix Peretti, = 
ope of whom I am to give an account, the Son of 
Francis Peretti, a Vine-drefſer, was born on the 13th 
of December, in 1521, in a Town of the Province of 
the Marche of Ancona, ſituated within the Territory of 
che Lordſhip of, Mamt alto. He was as yet bur nine 
Years old, when his Father being poor, and not able to 
maintain bim, in the neceſſitous Caſe he was in, placed 
him with a Burger of the Town, and he kept bis Sheep; 
but being not over-much ſed with him, he after- 
wards made him keep bis Hogs. In this condition havin 

obſerved a Franciſcan Friar, who was much pa cy 8 
to find out the way to Aſcoli, a City of the Marche of 
Ancona, he followed him quite to bis Monaſtery, where 
he expreſs d {o great an Affection for Learning, that it 
it was reſolved that he ſhould be gratify' d. He was in- 
ſtructed there; he there took the Habit, and gain d ſo 
fair a Reputation, that it was not at all doubted but 
one day he would do honour to that Order. And in- 
deed he learnt to read in a very little time; he became 
a good Grammarian; and then ſo good a Philoſopher, 
that he was not at all inferior to his Teachers, which 
created ſuch Envy towards him in his Brethren (who 
befides found that he was baughty, ſelf- conceited, and 
obſtinate) that they could no longer conceal the Aver- 
ſion they had for him. His Intereſt in his Superiors oc- 
caſion d no leis Vexation to his Companions: And as 
one time the Warden of Coſmo went to Lucca to ſee Paul 
the IId, and the Emperor Charles the Vth, who bad 
pitch d upon that place to diſcourſe about an Attempt 
upon Algiers, and of the aſſembling of a Council; tome 
one of the Friars, as he ſtept before Friar Felix, and 
looking upon him with Contempt, ſaid, * There is a 
< pretty Fellow to go to lee the Pope. Felrx reply'd mer- 
rily enough; © I go to obſerve the State of the Pope- 
dom that I may know how I ſtall be able to *

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« with it. When he was at Lucca, he very carefully 
minded all the Steps of the principal Prelates, and of 
the Courtiers of Paul the IId. One day among the 
reſt being at the Table with the Warden and his Fel- 
low-ſtudents, he ask'd them ſo many Queſtions abour 
that which chiefly concern'd the Perſon of the Pope, that 
the Student could nor forbear to tell him ſmiling, © I 
believe you have a mind to be Pope: And he anſwer. 
ed him likewiſe ſmiling, © I am nor old enough to be ſo. 
At his return from Lucca, a Batchellor of Arts, who 
met with him in the Warden's Chamber, after he had 
made him a low Bow to ridicule bim, took him by the 
Hand, and told him in Rallery, Since thou haſt ſeen 
* his Holineſs, thou ſmelleſt all Pope: And Friar Felix 
anſwered him, If, Sir, you are troubled becauſe I 
have ſeen him, you'll poſſibly be more vex d, when 
* you ſhall ſee me ſeared on his Throne. He was or- 
dained Prieſt in 1545. and was promoted to the Degree 
of a Batchellor; after which he aſſumed the Name of 
Montalto ; ſome time after he commenced Maſter of 
Arts, and was Divinity-Profefſor at Sienna. The Ser- 
mons he made at Rome, at Genoua, at Perugia, and in 
other Places, had gain'd him fo good a Reputation that 
he was appointed a General Commiſſioner at Bologne, 
and a Judge of the Inquifition at Venice, from whence 
he was forced ro withdraw, becauſe he had made him- 
ſelf odious ro the Senate there, and to all the Monks of 
bis Order: Some Body jeering him upon his over-bafty 
Eſcape, and telling him if he had not good Legs his Pan- 
taloons would certainly have hang'd him; he anſwerd 
bim, That having made a Vow to be Pope at Rome, 
* he could not think himſelf oblig'd to ſtay for a Hal- 
ter at Venice. 

When he was at Rome, he gave an account of his 
Management, and was admitted into the number of the 
Countellors of the Congregation, by the Mediation of 
bis two Patrons, Carpi and Alexandrinus. In ſpight of 
the Intrigues of his Enemies, who were great, he was 
made General Solicitor of rhe Order. The Cardinal 
Carps being dead in 1563. Father Monta/tro deſpairing 
of the Sueceſs of his Affairs, was ccmforted by 8 

ina 
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dinal Alexandrinus, who aſſur d him of his Support and 
Countenance upon all Occaſions: And by another lucky 
accident for him, Mark Antony Colonna, whom Mont aleo 
had taught Philoſophy, was made a Cardinal by Piu. 
the IVch. 

Mont alto being gone into Spain in the Quality of Chap. 
lain to the Legate, and of Counſellor of the Holy Office 
with the Cardinal Buon Compagno a Bolonian, and it 
being impoſſible he ſhould be ignorant that he bad 
diſparag'd himſelf by his Intrigues, he all of a ſudden 
chang'd his ſevere Humour, and was fo complaiſant that 
all who convers'd with him, were charm'd with the 
Greatneſs and Sweetneſs of his Wit. In the mean time 
Pius the IVth died on the 10th of December, in 1565. 
which Event effectually put an end to the Negotiation 
in Spain: And on the 7th day of the enſuing Year Alex- 
andrino, of the Order of the Dominican Friars, though 
| abſent, was choſen Pope, known by the Name of Pius 
the Vth, When he was at Rome, he remembred Mon- 
taleo, and diſpatch'd to him in Piemont the General of 
his Ocder's Brief; he made choice of him for his Extra- 
ordinary Confeſſor; in 1588. he gave him the Biſhop- 
rick of Sr. Agatha; and next a Cardinal's Cap. Aſter 
that there was not to be ſeen a Man more contented ; 
and his Moderation ſhew'd it ſelf in his Habit, in bis 
Actions, and in his Words. | 
In 1572. Pius the Vth died on the iſt of May, and 
the World ſtood amaz'd that Montalto refus'd to con- 
cern himſelf in the Election of a new Pope; that be, I 
ſay, ſhould be ſo unconcern'd, who, when a Monk, vi- 
goroully and even to the hazard of his Life oppoſed all 
the Senators of Venice; who had been in continual Con- 
teſis with the Superiors of his own Order, and who had 
been ſo notorious an Intriguer. The Election ended the 
13th of May in favour of the Cardinal Buon Compagno, 
then ſtil'd Gregory the IIId: And Montalto, who had no- 
thing more in his Thoughts than to attain to the lame 
Dignity, voluntarily renounced all kinds of Addreſs and 
Management; he complained of the Infirmities of bis 
old Age, and was ſeldom or never ſeen bur in his Re- 
tirement, where he lived as if he had minded nothing 


bur 
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but his Salvation. When Gregory the XIIIth was dead, 
after ten days ſpent in the Ceremony of his Obſequies, 
it was neceſſary for the Cardinals to enter the Conclave, 
of which the two and forty that compos'd it, were di- 
vided into five Factions. Mont alto, who pretended to 
be older than he was, appear'd no more publickly, bur 
with his Head leaning upon his Shoulder; his Body born 
up by a Staff, as if he had no ſtrength to ſupport him ; 
and he ſpoke not at all but with a broken Voice, and 
with a Cough which ſeem'd every Moment to threaten 
bim with death. He made his Complements and paid 
his Reſpects to Men of the greateſt Intereſt, and wiſhed 
to every one in particular that which he himſelf was in 
bopes to obtain. When he was informed that the Elec- 
tion might poſſibly center in him, he anſwered, © Thar 
he was in no wiſe worthy of ſo great an Honour; 
% That he had not a proportionable Capacity nor Fa- 
4 culties of Mind ſufficient to take upon himſelf only 
the Government of the Church; That his Life in all 
* appearance would not laſt ſo long as the Conclave ; 
„ That however, if God had determined it otherwiſe, 
« he ſhould retain only the Name of Pope, and that o- 
* thers ſhoald have the Authority. This Declaration 
was enough to ſecure his Election on the 24th of April in 
1585. and he was no ſooner choſen, but being gone our 
of his place, he briskly threw away the S:aff which had 
ſupported him into the Hall ; he held his Head upright, 
and ſung out Te Deum with a Voice ſo ſtrong that the 
Roof of the Chappel eccho'd with it; he, I ſay, who 
two Hours before could not ſpeak without a Cough 
that would move your Pity. All were ſurpriz d at this 
change in him; and the major part of the Cardinals 
were much aſtoniſn d, when they perceiv'd that no one 
ſhould ſhare with him in the Adminiſtration of Affairs, 
and that he would govern the Church alone. 

In the Evening the Gentleman of his Bed-chamber 
ask d him what he would pleaſe to have for his Supper,

which ſufficiently proves that tis never fafe to rely up- 
on Appearances, and that in all Poſts, Stations, and 
Charkiters there are Cheats and Hypocrices to be mer 
with. bare — 
He was ſevere even to Cruelry; and after the rate 
he puniſh'd the ſmalleſt Offences, he could not be very 
well perſuaded that there ought to be a mixture of Mer. 
cy with Juſtice. Though he had condemn'd ro the Gib- 
bet and to the Gallies, Perſons that deſery'd but a {light 
Correction; and though he bad ordered the adjud 
Tryals for above ten Years paſt to be reviſed ; when 
he diſcovered any Partiality or Corruption, he neither 
ſpared the Judges whom Importunity, Mony, or under. 
hand Dealing had perverted 3 nor thoſe who for the ſake 


of their Friends, or their Relations were proved to have 
been Follicitors of a bad Canſe. "Twas for theſe Cru- 
elties and for many others, that Paſquin had the Habit of 
a Poſtilion given him carrying a Letter with this Super- 


ſcription to the Hangman, To my Lord Gibolo, one 
of his Holinefs's Prelates, and the Publick Execurioner 
* in the Court of Rome. Though Queen E/izabeth was 
in his Opinion an Heretick, he would not allow her to 
be called Cruel; and when it was made appear to him 
how ſhe us'd rhe Catholicks in England, he faid ; we al- 
to ſhould do the ſame thing. The Cardinal his Nephew 
giving him an account of the death of Mary Stuart, he 
clapp'd his Hands and cry'd out in theſe Words, O 
over bappy Queen for having had the honour to cut 


© off a crowned Head! Oh! that we could do as much! 


And when the Cardinal came ro that Paffage of the 


Narrative, in which Elizabeth ſem a Meſſage to Mary 
that ſhe muſt prepare for Death; Ha! cry'd out he, 


when ſhall I meet with the like Occaſion ? 
Bur how ſevere and unmerciful ſoever he might be, 


his Magnificence was highly extolled, He cauſed to be 


erect· 
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erected in the Piazza of the Vatican an Obelisk that 


woas 72 Foot in height, which lay behind the Veſtry of 


St. Peter's Church; he order'd another to be dug up 
which was much leſs, and broken into three pieces, and 
afrer they had been uy wy put together, he com- 
manded it to be placed before Sr. Mary Maj or's Church. 
Two more Obelisks buried under the Ruins of the Cir- 
em were recovered thence, one of which was fixed in 
the Piazza of St. Fobn of Lateran, the other in that of 
St. Mary of the People; and tis the very ſame that Au- 
uſtus Ceſar had dedicated to the Sun. He built in the 
Church of St. Mary Major, a Chappel over-laid with 


white Marble, richly imboſs'd and ſer off with Sculp- 


ture; and ſeeing the Quirinal Mount diſtreſſed for Wa- 
ter, he relieved ir by an Aquz-duct from a living and 
plentiful Spring. Two, three, and four thouſand Work- 
men were employ'd in that Work for eighteen Months, 
which ſtood him in near a Million of Mony, Near the 
Gallery which he made over the Gate of the Church of 
St. John Lateran, he built a magnificent Palace, the 
Front of which looking upon the Obelisk, is three hun- 
dred and forty Foot wide, that towards St. Mary Ma- 
jor's, three hundred thirty and five, being above a hun- 
dred and thirty Foot in height. What he did in St. Pe- 
ters Church is ſufficiently known to the World: And I 
ſhall ſpeak in another place of the Pillar of T: ajan and 
Antoninus. At laſt after he had loaded his People with 
Taxes, after he had excommunicated the King of Na- 
varre, the Prince of Conde, Henry the IIId, Elizabeth 
Queen of England ; after he had left five Millions of 
Gold in the Caſtle of St. Angelo, he died, being ſeventy 
Years old, having been Pope five Years, tour Months, 
and three Days. Some have thought that he was poi- 
ſoned by the Spaniards, who dreaded him? And had 
he not been prevented by Death, 'tis probable that he 
would have re-united the Kingdom of Naples to the Pa- 
trimony of the Church. 

Urban the VIIth, bis Succeſſor, choſen on the 1 5th of 
September, died the 27th of the ſame Month, and was 
Pope but twelye Days. 
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5 Francis Hottoman, a Native of Sileſia, of the Fami-

He was reduc'd ſo low, that 
he was fain to beg for a Crown in a Letter he wrote to 
Don Fohn Baptiſta Licinio, to help him, as he phraſed ir, 
ro paſs away the Holidays: and Poverty was but one 
cauſe of his Unhappineſs, which was chiefly attri- 
bured ro the love * had for the Princeſs Eleoner of 
Eft, Alphonſus the Duke of Ferrara's Siſter. Some there 
are who will have ir that the Daughter of the Count of 
Sale, Eleoner Counteſs of Vital, who was then in Alphen- 
ſus's Court, was the ſole Object of his Paſſion: and to 
render him mare excuſable, others have written that he 
was in love only with one Eleoner, an Attendant of Ele- 
oner d. Eſt, which is no very likely Story. Indeed Taſſo 
being a Gentleman, and very dexterous in his Addreſs, 
Ceremony and Complements, might with Reaſon enough 
conſidering his Merit, Credit, and high Reputation, 
openly pretend to a Waiting-Maid without the leaſt Pre- 
ſumprion : but in the mean time he muſt needs believe 
his Liſe was at ſtake by diſcovering that Affection which 
| he felt in his Heart to a Princeſs. Monſieur Moraſini has 
formerly told me, that diſcourſing at a Window with 
the Princeſs Eleoner d' Eſt, he was ſo bold as to Kiſs her; 
that having been diſcovered in this Poſture by ſome one 
that was walking in the Garden, he thought himſelf 
ruin'd, and that he afterwards feign'd himſelf mad to 
fave his Live, However, one may ſee in ohn Baptiſta 
Manſo, who has filled a little Volume with the Life of 
Taſſo, the ſad Conſequences of that Amour, the Conti- 
nuance of his Impriſo1ment, and the Miſeries he was re- 
duc'd to.

' Gilbert. Genebrard of Riom in —— a Benedictine 
Monk, a Scholar of Adrianus Turnebus, of Claudius de 
Saintus, and of Fames Charpentier, a Doctor of the Facul- 
ry of Pars, in the Houſe of Navarre, the King's Profeſ- 
ſor and Interpreter in the Hebrew Tongue, by the Me- 
diation of thoſe concerned in the League, of which he 
was an obſtinate Ring- leader, was made Archbiſhop of 
Aiæ in Provence.

Henry of Albert, King of Navarre, and of Margaret of 
France, who died at Paris the gth day of June, in 1572, 
Antony had by her Henry of Bourbon, Duke of Beaumont, 
born in 1551, Who died in the Caſtle of La Fleche, in 
1553; Henry the Great ; Lewis Charles of Bourbon, Earl 
of Marle, born in the Caftle of Gaillon in Normand), in 
1554- the 19th of February, kill'd by the Careleſneſs of 
his Nurſe, who let him fall from a Window; Mag- 
dalen of Navarre, who died young; and Catharine born 
at Paris the 7th of February, in 1558. Henry the IIId, 
at his return from Poland, would willingly have marri- 
ed her; bur was diſſuaded from it by Queen Catharine 
de Medicis. Sbe was courted to be the Wife of Philip 
the Ild, King of Spain, of Charles Emanuel of Savoy, of 
James the VIth, King of Scotland, after that King of 
England, of Chriſtiern Prince of Anhault, of Henry of 
Bourbon, Prince of Conde, of Charles of Bourbon, Earl of 
Soiſſons, and of Henry of Bourbon, Duke of Montpencier. 
She was married in 1599. to Henry Duke of Bar, and 
afterwards Duke of Lorrain, the Son of Charles the IId, 
the eight and twentieth Duke of Lorrain, and of Claude 
of France, the Daughter of Henry the IId, and of Queen 
Catharine de Medicis. Catharine who had been courted 
by ſo many Princes, and by three alſo of Royal Blood, 
died at Nanci the 13th of February, in 1604. When the 
Court had put on Mourning for ber death, and when 
Clement the VIIIth's Nuncio had confidered what he 
had to do upon this occafion, becauſe Catharine was of 
the Religion pretending to Reformation, and he thought 
himſelf no way obliged ro Mourn for a Heretick, as be 
ſaid ;' at laſt however he followed the Mode, and Exam- 
ple of other Courtiers. Then be appeared in the King's 
reſence in this Dreſs, and having addreſſed himlelf in 
theſe words to him, They who look upon me mult 
needs be amazed at what I do; but my Sorrow is 
much greater than that of other Mourners, who only 
lament a Princeſs; becauſe the Pope and I deplore the 


loſs of her Soul. The King replied bluntly * 
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I do not in the leaſt queſtion the Salvation of my Si- 
u ſter Catharine, Henry Duke of Lorrain after ber death 
married Margaret the Daughter of Vincent de Gonzaga, 
the firſt Duke of Mantua ſo call'd, and had two Daugh- 
ters by her. But I forgot to relate a thing bere confide. 
rable enough, becauſe it concerns Francis of Valo Count 
of | Enguien, who got the famous Victory at Cerixoles, 
over Marqueſs du Guaſt, and who made himſelf Ma- 
ſter of all Montferrat, Caſal and Albia being excepted. 
Thar Prince being fix and twenty Years old, the Bro- 
ther of Antony, Henry the Great's Father, and being in 
the Caſtle of de la Roche-ſur-Yon, where the Court was; 
ſome Perſons of Quality to divert them'elves, contrived 
a Sport, Match, or Exerciſe, in which they were ſome 
to defend, ſome to aſſault a Houſe with Snow-balls ; 
and as the Duke of Enguien ſallyd out of the Houſe, 
which he defended, they threw Things out of the Win- 
dow upon him, and undefignedly, a {mall Trunk, with 
which he was ſo cruelly wounded, that he died by that 
Accident in 1545, He was born in the Caſtle of Ja Fere 
in Picardy, on the 23d of September, in 1519. | 
In 1610. Philip the 111d, by one Edict only, baniſhed

7y, Was married at Caſſovia the 24th of February to Ca- 
tharine the Daughter of John Sigiſmond Elector of Bran- 
denbourg; and Chriſtina the Daughter of Guſtavus Adol- 
phus, and of Mary Eleoner of Brandenbourg, was born at 
Stockholm on the 18th of December. 

Peter de Berulle, General in France of the Congrega- 
tion of rhe Oratory, made Cardinal the 1gth of Fanua- 
ry, in 1626, died at Paris in the Month of October, in 
1629. | 
Gabriel de / Aubeſpine, Biſhop of Orleans, a Man ex- 
ceedingly well skill'd in the Fathers, died ar Grenoble the 
15th of Auguſt, in 1630. A Catalogue of his Diſcour- 
ſes may be ſeen before his Notes upon Optatus Milevi- 
tanus. Charles Emanuel, Duke of Savoy, died the ve- 
ry ſame Year of an Apoplexy, on the 27th of Juh. 

Guſtavus Adolphus, born in 15943 crowned at Stock: 
bolm on the 12th of October, in 1611. after the death 


of Charles his Father, who had taken away the Crown 
from Sigiſmond King of Poland, was kill'd when he was 


eight and thirty Years old, at Lutzen near Leipick, on 
the 16th of November, in 1632. The Proteſtant Princes 
of Germany, bad all of em form'd a powerful Confede- 
racy againſt the Emperor, under pretence of a deſitre to 
maintain the Liberties of Germany; and Chriſtian the 


IVth, King of Dgnmark was made Head of it. In * 
| the) 
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they were all ſufficientiy mall'd by Count Tily in 
Brunſwick near Lutter ; in the Dukedom of Saxony by 
the Count of Walſtein, in 1628 and the Dukedom of 
Holſtein was taken from the Danes, which obliged them 
on both fides to come to an Agreement. In the mean 
time Guſtavus Adolphus Countermines the Intrigues and 
Power of thoſe who laboured to transfer the Crown of 
Sweden to Sigiſmond ; he diſengages himſelf honourably 
from the War of Denmark; he forces Riga in Livonia 
out of the Hands of the Poles, in 1621 ; he entered the 
Regal Pruſſia; in 1627. he gave Battle ro Ladiſlays the 
eldeſt Son of Sigiſmond, who was the General of the 
Poliſh Army, and was wounded in it. After many Ad- 
vantages gained over Denmark, he ſate down before Co- 
agen, in 1629; and had certainly taken that City 

d it not been for Lewis the XIIIth, King of France's 
voluntary Mediation between thoſe two Crowns. Thus 
a Peace was concluded with the Danes; and there was 
a Truce for fix Years with Poland. When G:ſtavus was 
from all Quarters quier, and enjoy'd an undiſturb'd 
Tranquillity ; he reſolved to go ſpeedily into Germany; 
prerending an Inclination, againſt the Emperor's Inva- 
hon, to guard and aſſert the Liberty of the City Scrale- 
ſund in Pomerania. He croſs d the Baltick in 1630, and 
preſently reduced Pomerania and Meck/enburg. All the 
Proteſtant Princes and Electors, but eſpecially the Duke 
of Saxony received him as a Gurdian Angel ſent from 
Heaven; and the Emperor to wake head againſt bim. 
diſpatched his Forces under the Conduct of Count Til 
H. who pitched his Camp before Magdeburg, and he at- 
tack d it and took it about the end of the Year 1631. 
upon the gth of May; then he barn it, having firſt given 
it up to be plandered by his Soldiers. From thence he 
went to encamp before Leipſick, where he defeated ohn 
George Duke of Saxony, by the Aſſiſtance which Godfrey 
Henry Count of Papenheim the Emperor's Mareſchal de 
Camp General brought bim ; and became by this means 
Maſter of Leipſick. Guſtavus provoked with that Los, 
purſued him as far as near Erfort, where upon the 71 
of September in the ſame Year he kill'd him ren thouſand 
Men in a Battle; he 8 Leipſick, and gave it ro 
3 the 
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the Duke of Saxony to keep. After that time he ſubdu - 
ed Franconia; he brought into ſubjection Mirtzburg, 
Mayence, Francfort upon the Mein; he over- ran Schwa. 
ben; he conquer'd Alſatia, and the Marquiſate of Bur- 
gaw; he reſcu'd the Duke of Mirtenberg from the Op- 

eſſion of the Imperialiſts; he rovd about Bavaria; 
and routed Th, who went to Ingolſtade to die on a 
Wound that he had receiv'd. Count Malſtein, who had 
tbe Command of his Forces, look d for the King at Lut- 
zen near Leipſick; where, after ſeveral Skirmiſhes, Gu- 
| ftavys ſetting himſelf at the Head of the Regiment of 
| Steinbeck, ſupported by two other Regiments, ſpur d his 
| Horſe; and went ſtooping to aſſault a Battalion of 24 
Companies of Curaſſiers, who were the choiceſt Men of 
the whole Imperial Army. Upon the firſt On- ſet al- 
ſtein's Squadrons were already ſhaken, when the King 
was ſhort in his right Arm with a Piſtol bullet, which 
broke his Bone; and ſince the Perſons who were neareſt 
bim ſeeing his Blood, cry d out, that the King was 
wounded ; he cheer'd them up and encourag' d, and led 
them on himſelf ro a freſh Charge. However, being in 
that condition, his Voice and his Strength fail'd him; 
and he begg'd Bernard, a Saxon Prince, the Duke of 
Weimar, his Lieutenant General, co convey him as well 
as he could out of the Fight. He had ſcarce made an 
end of ſpeaking, and turn'd his Head, but a Curaſſer 
riding up towards him upon full ſpeed, diſcharg'd a 
Carbinc-ſhor in his Shoulder. The King fell off his 
Horſe, and expir'd. He that wounded him, was pierc'd 
through the Body by the Swords of all that ſurrounded 
him; and the Imperialitts, who endeavour'd to make 
their Advantage of the King's death, attack'd the Suedes 
with their utmoſt yigour. They who had alighted to 
aſſiſt him were forced to mount their Horſes again, and 
he being ftretch'd at full length, they could not hinder 
it, but his Head was ſhot. too with a Piſtol-bullet, and 
his Body cut a- croſs with two Strokes of a Sword. Up- 
on this Event, which gave Courage and Ad vantage to 
the Imperialiſts, the Duke of Weimar with his Troops 
came up and encourag'd them; he put them forward; 


he puſh'd them up to the place where the Battalion of 
| Cuaſſiers 
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Curaſſiers was intrench'd ; he drove them out of their 
Holds, and carried away the greateſt part of their Stand- 
ards. Though he was wounded in the left Arm, he 
broke through the Enemy's Army thrice ; and being ſup- 
ported by the Prince of Anhales Regiment, and another 
of the Count of Lewenſtein's, he compell d them to leave 
their Poſts; he put them into Confuſion; and forced 
them to think only of a Retreat. The Principal Com- 
manders of the Imperialiſts, Galas, Merode, Holock, I/o- 
lani, Piccolomini were mortally wounded, with many 
others ; and Papenheim was cur off with a Cannon-ball 
Shot through the middle of his Body, cloſe ro the Sad- 
dle of his Horſe. The Suedes were left in poſſeſſion of 
the Imperialiſts Camp and Baggage; of one and twen- 
ty great Guns, moſt artificially wrought; to ſay nothing 
of others leſs valuable. On the Suedes ſide there were 
five or ſix Thouſand ſlain; but of the Imperialiſts ten 
or twelve, and the reſt of their Army was diſpersd. 
Bur that which is more ſurprizing, is, that by the Couns 
ſels of Chancellor Axel Oxenſtiern, who afterwards go- 
vern'd the Kingdom, Bernard the Duke of Weimar, Gu- 
ſtavus Horn, and the other Generals perfectly render d 
the Name of the Suedes immortal by their Victories, 
and Conqueſts, as if they had had the diſpoſal of Events, 
and Fortune had been engag'd to attend their Arms on- 
ly with Succeſs. 

Frederick the Vth, Elector Palatine of the Rhine, the 
Son of Frederick the IVth, born Auguſt the 26th at Am- 
berg, married to Elizabeth the Daughter of Fames King 
of Great Britain, crown'd at Prague King of Bohemia, 
in 1619, defeared near Prague in 1620. paſsd from Si- 
lefia into Holland after his Over-rhrow ; was banifhed by 
the Emperor Ferdinand the IId, in the beginning of the 
Year 1621. he returned to the Palatinate in 1632. and 
_ at Mayence on the 19th of November, the ſame 
Year. 

In 1640. Peter Paul Rubens, a great Painter, a great 
Hiſtorian, a great Antiquary, and a great Stateſman, 
died at the Age of fixty four, on the 3oth Day of May. 
He was born at Cologne, in 1570. whither his Father 
Fohn Rubens of Antwerp, : Dottor of the Civil and Ca-

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City, had retir'd during the Wars. He died in 1587. 
and his Widow after that went back to 4 , Where 


her Son, who had made conſiderable Progreſs already 
for his Age, proceeded in his Studies with much Repu- 


ration. He went from the College into the Service of 
the Counteſs of Lalain, who took him for one of her 


Pages: And foraſmuch as his Mind was wholly bent 


upon Painting, he learn'd to defign of Adam Van Noort, 
and to paint of Od avio Venius, Archduke Albert's Pain- 
ter, ſo much fam'd at that time among the Flemings, 
that they knew no one beyond him. When he had ſtay'd 
four Years with him, he travell'd into Italy; from 
whence the Duke of Mantua, who had raken him into 
the Number of his Gentlemen, ſent him into Spain to 


the King, His ſecond Journey was to Venice, where he 
made it his whole Buſineſs to obſerve and imitate what 


was molt excellent in the Pieces of Titian, of Paul of 


Verona, and of Tintoret : He went from Venice to Rome; 
from Rome to Genoua; and having ſignaliz d himſelf 
there by his Pictures and Paintings, he went into Flan- 


ders, in 1609. Seeing his Fame was well ſpread and 


_ eſtabliſh'd, and ſince the honourable Treatment and Sa- 
laries of the Archduke and Infanta ſenſibly affected him, 
he had regard for no other Place but his own Country; 


to which he firmly ty'd himſelf by taking a Wife there, 


However, be was almoſt at the ſame time ſent for into 


France by Mary de Medicis, to paint there the Galleries 
of her Palace: And while he ſtay d at Paris, he contract- 


ed ſo ſtrict a Friendſhip with the Duke of Buckingham, 


that he ſcrupled not to communicate to him the ſecret 
Deſire and Zeal he had to renew the interrupted Corre- 
ipondence between Spain and England. As ſoon as he 
came back to Flanders, he imparted it to the Infanta Ha- 


bella, whoſe Husband was then dead; and that Prin- 


ceſs and the Marqueſs of Spinola, in 1628. ſent him in- 
to Spain to treat about the wiſh'd for Peace. - After the 
King had given him his full Inſtructions; after be had 
honoured him with Knighthood, and made him Secre- 
fary of his Privy Council, he diſmiſs d him; and be bad 
no ſooner given the Infanta an Account of the 1 
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her Nephew's Propofirions, but he was diſpatch'd away 
in the quality of an Embaſſador to England, where 
he concluded the Treaty of Peace. 

King Charles to expreſs his Acknowledgment and 
Eſteem for him, Knighted him; he added to his Arms 
a Quarter fill'd with a Lyon; he in a full Houſe of 
Parliament took his Sword from his fide to give it 
him; he preſented him with a very valuable Diamond- 
Ring, which he wore, and with a Diamond-Hatband 
worth Ten Thouſand Crowns. He returned to Spain, 
where Philip the IVth beſtow'd upon him the Office 
of his Lord Chamberlain, with a Key of Gold ; and 
when he came back to Flanders (or four Years before) 
and had loft his firſt Wife, he married a young Maid 
of ſixteen, who had yet more Beauty than ſhe had 
Youth. Albert Rubens was his Son by that Wife ; and 
it ſeems that Knowledge and Polite Learning were 
Hereditary to that Family; becauſe Fohn Rubens was 
an excellent Scholar; Peter Paul the Painter was no 
way behind him, and becauſe his Brother“ Philip was 
generally eſteem'd as a Poet and a Critick. 

Catalonia revolted for the ſake of Lewis the XIIIth, 
firnamed the Juſt: and the Portugueſe took for their 
King John Duke of Braganza, the Son of Theodaſius the 
IId, who was the Son of Edward Duke of Guimarens, the 
Prince of Portugal, the Son of Emanuel, whoſe Life was 
written by Feronymus Oſorius. This is a Paſſage in Sto- 
ry which deſerves well to be cleared.

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After the Death of Henry who had no Children, and 
whoſe Reign was ſhorr, there was a ſufficient Number 
of Competitours for the Succeſſion ro the Kingdom, 
Charles Emanuel Duke of Savoy laid claim to it, becauſe 
he was the Son of Emanuel, whoſe Father Charles the 
IIId married, Beatrix the Daughter of Emanuel King of 
Portugal. Alexander the Son of Ofavius Farneſe, Duke 
of Parma and Plaiſance, pleaded his right, becauſe in 
1565, he had married Mary the eldeſt Daughter of King 
Edward, The Grand Prior of Crato, the Son of Don 
Lews the ſecond Son of Emanuel, look'd upon bis Suc- 
ceſſion to the Throne as an Inheritance, which could 
not be juſtly raken from him. Catharine de Medicis 
Queen of France, who deſcended from 7 the 
id, King of Portugal, and Mathilde Counteſs of Bologne 
enter'd her Preterces amongſt the Competitors. Cat ha- 
rine Dutcheſs of Briganza, the Daughter of the Infanr, 
or firſt Son of Portugal Edward; and Philip the ſecond 
Son of the Empreſs Elizabeth, who were the Children 
of Emanuel, urg d their Pretenſions to the beſt Title to 
the Crown, as being in Blood the neareſt Heirs of it. 
Philip the Ild. who referred himſelf in the matter nei- 
ther to the Determinations of Lawyers, nor to the O- 
pinions of his Neighbours, aſſerted his right by the Law 
of Arms; he took Portugal, and was Crown'd at Li:- 
bon, in the Month of April, in 1581. After he had 
reigned there 18 Years, Philip the IIId reigned 23; 
and Philip the IVth 19. Twas when he was King, in 
1640, that Portugal revolted , and Margaret of Savoy 
relided there with the Title of a Vice-gerent Queeen. 
But for all her Title and Character, ſhe did not what 
ſhe pleas d there; Michael Valconcelos the Secretary of 
Staten and the Creature of Count Duke of Olivarez the 
chief Miniſter of Philip the IVth, having the main Ad- 
miniſtration of Affairs in his Hand, which he manag d 
according to the Inſtructions of the Count. Now Ca- 
talonia having rebelled, and Spain being in actual War 
with France, and unable to — the Expence of it; 
Valconce los drain d Portugal of its Mony by his heavy and 
numerous Taxes. The Portugueſe tired with the grie- 


vous Contributions which he exacted of them, and 


which 
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which they were of neceſſity oblig'd ro pay, at laſt per- 
fectly underſtood that there was no Yoke more Burthen- 
ſome than that of Spain. They ſaw allo that the Spani- 
ards were poſſeſt of the beſt Offices; that the whole 
Trade of the Indies belonged ro Cadiz ; that the Natives 
of the Country were forcibly ſeized upon, either our of 
the Cities, Fields, or Villages, to be convey'd into Cata- 
lonia. Being under ſo great a Conſternation, they 
heartily deſired to exchange their Government for one 
leſs Oppreſſing and Tyrannical. But theſe were only 
ſecret and unknown Wiſhes, and if they bemoaned them - 
ſelves, their Complaints ſeldom teach d the Ears of their 
Governeſs; though Vaſconcelos who was the Author of 
their Miſery, could nor be ignorant that they had an in- 
vincible Ayerfion for him. Such was the Temper of 
the Gentry, Nobility, and People; which Don Fobn 
Duke of Braganz a, who was the lawful Heir of ihe King- 
dom, awak'd ; and Pinto Ribeiro the Comptroller of his 
Houſe, who had a Proſpect of his Maſter's Advance- 
ment, either in hopes to gain by it, or out of the pure 
Zeal and Kindneſs he had for him, did all he could ro 
make him King of Portugal. When he bad concerted 
his Defign with the Archbiſhop: of Lisbon, of the Family 
of Acugna, with Don Michael of 4lmeyda, with Don An- 
tony of Almada, with Don Lews, his Son, the Son in law to 
Don Antony of Almada, and the Archbiſnop's Nephew, 
with Melo the Great Ranger, with Don George his Brother, 
with Peter Mendoza, with Don Rodrigo de Saa, the Grand 
Chamberlain, and ſome others who minded nothing bur 
Innovation, they by common Conſent pirched upon a 
Day for the Attempt. There was not a Man of em bur 
confidently depended upon ſome private Perſons to aſſiſt 
in that great Work; and the Meaſures which they had 
taken, being approved of as proper, they thought of no- 
thing more than to ſee the Duke of Braganʒa upon the 
Throne. The Order of the March and Aſſault of the 
Conſpirators being appointed, they went to the Houle 
of Don Michael of Almeyda and of other Grandees, 
where being Armed, and ſeeing the time they had left 
them too precious to throw away, Don Michael Almey- 
da all of a ſudden ſurprized the German Guard, and 
| | 114 cali. 
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eaſily deſtroyed them. Mello the great Ranger, and 
Don Stephen of Alcugna, who had been engag'd in the 
Undertaking, charg'd the Spaniſh Guard, Pinto forc'd 
open the Apartment of Vaſconcelos, who being hid in a 
Cupboard, was killed by Don Rodrigo de Saa, the Grand 
Chamberlain, and torn in pieces by the Mob as ſoon as 
he was thrown our at the Windows. When Pinto made 
haſte ro joyn thoſe who were to take poſſeſſion of the 
Palace, he found that they had already ſeiz d the Queen 
Regent; that they had Arreſted the Marqueſs of Baynet 
her Maſter of the Horſe, the Marqueſs of Puebla her 
Major Domo; Don Didacus de Cordoue her Campmaſter 
General, Don Fernand de Caſtro, the Treaſurer of her 
Navy. The Queen Regent alſo was fain to fign an Or- 
der ro Don Lewis Delcampo, a Spaniard, to ſurrender the 
Cirradel: and that Governor who ſaw the Conſpirators 
in Arms, attended with an incredible Multitude of the 
Populace, was baſe enough to obey ir. After this, Men- 
doza, and the Grand Ranger were ſent to the Duke of 
Br:igar;z4, to beg him to come and take the Title of 
King upon him, who left Villa Vitieſa to go with ſpeed 
to Lisbon, where he was welcom'd on the 6th of De- 
cember, by the grateful Sound of the publick Acclamati- 
ons. This pompous turn of State at Court was ſeconded 
with -a general Inſurrection of the whcle Kingdom; 
and within a Fortnight's time all the Spaniards fled out 
of Portugal in haſte. Don Ferdinand de la Cueva Gover- 
nor of the Citadel of St. Foam, at the Mouth of Tagus, 
or the Tajo, put bimſelf into a poſture to keep it for the 
King his Maſter; but when he ſaw that the Trench was 
open'd; and carryed on up to the Counterſcarp, he made 
an Agreement with the Enemy upon ſome Aſſurance gi- 
ven him. Ar the ſame time the Duke of Briganza was 
Crown'd at Lisbon with the uſual Ceremonies, and the 
Queen his Conſort was received there with all the Spleu- 
dor and Joy, which ſo great Succeſs could require, Don 
John, after he bad ſubmitted his Pretences to the Crown 
to the Examination of an Aſſembly of the States of the 
Kingdom, was recogniz d there to be the true and right- 
tul King of Portugal, as deſcending by the Princeſs his 


Mother ſrom the Infant Edward, the Son of King 1 
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nuel, to the utter Excluſion of the King of Spain, who 
came from his Loyns, by a Daughter married to a Fo- 
reign Prince, and who for that reaſon, according to the 
Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom, could not lay claim 
to it. When he had provided for the Security of his 
Kingdom, he communicated the News of his Reftaura- 
tion to Princes and Commonwealths ; and the Portu- 
gueſe in America, Africa, and in the Ea#-Indies would 
own no Sovereign but him. In the mean time there was 
a dreadful Conſpiracy form'd againſt him: and the 
Archbiſhop of Brague, devoted to the Queen Regent, 
and Spain drew in to it the Marqueſs de Villa Real, the 
Duke of Aveira, who were Princes of the Blocd ; the 
Grand Inquiſitor his Friend; the Count of Armamar bis 
Nephew ; the Commiſſioner of the Cruſade ; the Count 
of Ballera's, Don Auguſtine Emanuel; Pidez Caruable, the 
Treaſurer, and ſome others of the Spaniſh Faction. Bur 
the Plot being detected, and the Conlpirators having it 
prov'd againſt them, that they delign'd to ſtab the King, 
and to fire the City of Lisbonne in ſeveral Parts of it; 
the Duke of Camine, and the Marqueſs of Villa Real 
were ſentencd to be Beheaded, and the others to be 
Hang'd. The Grand Inquiſitor and the Archbiſhop of 
Brague came off with their Lives, being doom'd to a par- 
tual Priſon; and the latter died there ſoon after, be- 
ing ſtark mad at the ill Succeſs bf his Undertaking. The 
acen Regent was afterwards returned into the Hands 
of the Spaniards: and whatever Spain could attempt, it 
made no Advantage either by its Intrigues, or Armies. 
Don Fohn reign'd 17 Years, and after his Death the 
new Queen Siſter ro the Duke of Medina Sidonia, and 
the Governor of Andaluſia, had the Regency, which ſhe 
maintained with as much State as Conſtancy. Don 
Alphonſus her Son being at Age to govern, took the 
Throne; and when he was depoſed, Don Pedro, his 
Brother fill'd up his place. Tis He who is the preſent 
King there, and who by a folemn Treaty at Madrid, is 
own'd for the lawful Sovereign of Portugal, and whole 
Crown is abſolutely independent upon that of Spain. 
Antony Vandyck, who was the Scholar of Paul Rubens, 
who ſurpaſs d him in the Nicety of Carvations, or the 
Fleſh-colours of his Pictures, died in 1641. Fer- 
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Ferdinand Archbiſhop of Toledo, and Cardinal, the 
Son of Philip the IIId, died in his Government of the 
Low- Countries; and Francis de Melo Count of Aſtimari, 
and Andrew Cantelme executed the Office of Under-Go- 
yernors, till the arrival of Leopold- William, Arch. Duke 
of Auſtria, the Son of the Emperor Ferdinand the IId. 

Oa the 6th of uh, in 1641, Lewis of Bourbon Count 
of Soiſſons, a Prince of the Blood of France, was killed 
with a Piſtol-ſhot under the Eye, at the Battle of Thou. 
noy near Sedan, which the Men of his fide won againſt 
the King's Army commanded by Marſhal Chatillon. 

In 1642, died Queen Mary de Medicis at Cologne, and 
John Armand du Pleſſis Cardinal, Duke of Richelieu, the 
moſt Provident, Wiſe and Fortunate Miniſter of State 
that ever was. Galileo Galilei a grat Philoſopher and A- 


ſtronomer, who was detained five Years a Priſoner in 


the Inquiſition, and who got not out thence till he had 


renounc'd his Syſtem for the motion of the Earth ( which 


at this time is not taken for ſuch a Wonder and My- 
ſtery ) died the ſame Year. Mary Stewart the Daugh- 
ter of Charles the Iſt, King of England, and of the Lady 
Henrietta Maria, was married this Year on the 2d of 
May to William Maurice of Naſſau, Prince of Orange, 
and conducted by the Queen her Mother into Welland, 
in February. | ; 
Lewis, ſirnamed the Fuſt, born in the King's Palace at 
Fontaine-blean, the 27th of September, in 1601, died at 
St. Germain's in Laye, the 14th Day of May, in 1643, 
lived 41 Years, four Months, and eighteen Days, and 
was King full 32. By Queen Anne the eldeſt Daugb- 
ter of Philip the IVth King of Spain, and of Margaret 
of Auſtria, he had Lewis firnamed the Great, who reigns 
at this Day, and Monſieur, Philip Duke of Orleans. 
The Lady Iſabella of France, Queen of Spain, died 
wa 644, and Innocent the Xth ſucceeded Urban the 
IIth. 

The Dutch Eaſt- India Company ſent Brawer with a 
Fleet to make a League againſt the Spaniards, with the 
People of Chili, who inhabit a Country of Southern A- 
merica, and to endeavour to ſeize upon Peru and the 
Mountain of Poraſi, But the People of Chz/s having _ 
ö ö | covere

covered the ſame Paſſionate Thirſt for Gold in the Hol. 
landers, which was in the Spaniards, did not at all An- 
ſwer their Expectations ; and Brawer was forc'd to re- 
turn thence, without doing the leaſt Service to his Ma. 
ſters. 

Hugo Grot ius, born in 1583, on the 1oth of April, di- 
ed the 28th of Auguſt, in 1645. Holland never did, 
nor, perhaps, ever will produce fo judicious a Man. 

Ferdinand the IVth, King of Hungary ; Henry Frederick 
Prine of Orange; John Lanfrank of Parma, an eminent 
Painter, died in the Year 1647. 

Naples revolted in that very Year, induc'd by the Se. 
ditions and Daring Attempts of a mean Fiſher, call'd 
Maſſaniello, or Thomas Aniello, a Native of the Town 
of Melfi, in a Province of that Kingdom, by the Romans, 
of old, named Labori,e, or Campi Laborini. He diſpos d 
of the whole City, he gave Law to two Hundred Thou- 
ſand Men, and at the end of eighteen Days was Brain'd 
and Murthered. The Beginnings and Conſequences of 
that Revolt, are Prodigies confidered in their Circum- 
ſtances; and a Man need only read Feronymo Bruſont's 
tenth Volume of his Hiſtories of Europe, Count Majolin 
Biſaccioni in his Hiſtory of the Civil Wars of that Age, 
the Count of Modena, and the Duke of Guiſe, to be tul- 
ly inform'd in that matter. 

The Year 1648, was a Year of Joy and Satisfaction 
to Spain, Germany, and Holland, by reaſon of the Trea- 
ty of Munſter ; but it was a time of Mourning for Den- 
mark, which loſt Chriſtierne the IVth, and for Foland 
which bewailed the Death of U/adi/laus Sigiſmond. The 
latter, who had married Cæcilia Renea, the Daughter of 
the Emperor Ferdinand the IId, and of Mary- Anne, the 
Daughter of William Duke of Bavaria, took for his ſe- 
cond Wife Louiſa Maria de Gonzaga, Dutcheſs of Nevers, 
who was the Daughter of Charles de Gonzaga, and of 
Catharine of Loraine. 

In 1648, Charles the Iſt, King of England, was ſen- 
tenc'd to Death by his Subjects, and the Executioner Be- 
headed him, But tis convenient to ſay ſomething here 
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| Thar King, who was the Third Son of Fames the 

VIth of Scotland, and of Anne the Daughter of Frederick 

the IId, and Siſter of Chriſtiern the IVth, King of Den- 
mark, was born in 1600, at Dumferlin in Scotland, on 
the 19th Day of November. He was but two Years old 

when he was Duke of Albany, Marqueſs of Ormond, 

Earl of Roſſe, and Baron of Ardmonack. The two for- 

mer. and the laſt of thoſe four Titles were abſolutely in 
the King's Diſpoſal. But as for the Earldom of Roſe, 
which was added to the Crown in James the IIId's time, 
who was married to Margaret Princeſs of Denmark, it 
was ſo ſtrictly united to ir, that it could neither be alie. 
nated nor ſold; and tis only for the ſake of the ſecond 

Son of Scotland, that it is in the Power of the King to 
diſpoſe of it. After the death of Queen Elizabeth, Fames 
the VIth ſucceeded ber in England; and his Succeſſion 
was diſpurable neither by the Regulation that Princeſs 
had made of ir, nor by the Right of William the Conquer- 
or Duke of Normandy, of which he was able to make 
good uſe. He could alſo lay claim to it by his Birth, 
ſince by a long and ſucceſſive Order of Kings, he de- 
ſcended from Malcolm Conmor, or Comnoir King of Scot- 
land, who married Margaret, the Siſter and only Heireſs 
of Eager Etheling, the lalt Prince of the Engliſh Saxons, 

| Who died about the Year 1097. 

Charles by the death of his eldeſt Brother, who liv'd 
till 1612, ſucceeded him on the 6th of November, as 
Duke of Cornwal having been made Knight of the Or- 
der of the Garter the Year before; and the Princeſs 
Elixabeth his eldeſt Siſter, was married to the Prince E- 
lector Palatine, Frederick the Vith. In 1616, Charles 
was created Prince of Wales, Earl of Cheſter, and of 

Flint; and the Queen Anne his Mother, died the 2d of 
March in 1619. The very ſame Year the States of Bo- 
bemia being met together with the Deputies of Moravia, 
of Sileſia, and of Luſatia, choſe Frederick the Vith, and 

ſolemnly proteſted that they would never own for their 

King the Emperor Ferdinand of Auſtria, newly crown'd 

King of the Romans. Frederick incited by the Ambiti- 

on of Elizabeth, accepted the offer'd Kingdom againſt 
the Opinion of his Father-in-Law King Fames, which 
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was his utter Ruin; becauſe the Emperor ſtript him of 
his Government, and becauſe he beſtow'd the Electoral 
Dignity, with the Upper Palatinate, upon the Duke of 
Bavaria; giving the Lower Palatinate to the King of 
Spain, who by his Generals took it all into his poſſeſ- 
fon except Heidelberg, Frankendal, and Manheim, where 
the Engliſh had ſtrong Garriſons. After many Embaſ- 
fies and Conferences, there was no Expedient in Eng- 
land look'd upon as more likely ro reſtore Frederick to 
his Dominions, than the Marriage of Prince Charles ro 
the Infanta Mary, the Siſter of the King of Spain. Thar 
Project having been reſolv'd upon in haſte, and without 
the Precaution requir d, Prince Charles made Preparations 
to go to ſee the Infanta in 1623. being attended by the 
Duke of Buckingam, his Maſter of the Horſe, by Endi- 
mion Porter, and Francis Cottington. He embark'd at 
Dover, landed at Bologne, and rode Poſt to Paris; where 
being Incognito he ſaw the Princeſs whom he married 
ſome time after, and went away for Spain. He was very 
well received there, and the Articles of Marriage were to 
be ſign'd by the two Kings, as ſoon as they could be 
ſure of the Pope's Diſpenſation, without which they could 
proceed no farther. 
But ſince the Spaniards are naturally flow enough in 
the Reſolutions which are neceſſary, ſince Prince Charles 
was not pleas d with that their tardy Humour; ſince 
they defer'd the Deciſion of the Bufineſs of the Palari- 
nate till after the Wedding, and ſince Buckingam graſp d 
at the whole Glory of that Negotiation, by which Count 
d' Olivareꝝ purpos d to gain himſelf Honour, the Prince 
took care to get out of Spain, and upon the 5th of Octo- 
ber in the ſame Year, 1623. he arrived at Portſmouth in 
England. King Fames being informed concerning the 
Circumſtances of that Affair (in which Buckingam al- 
ways ated unfaithfully through the Averſion he had for 
Count d' Olivarez) and ſeeing that there was no likeli- 
hood that the Palatinate would be reſtored, ſent an Or- 
der to my Lord Digby, before Earl of Briſtol, and Em- 
baſſador at Madrid, by no means to deliver the War- 
rant or Letter of Attorney which Prince Charles had left 
with him, by which the Catholick King, and Don m_ 
| is 
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his Brother were empower'd in his Name to marry the 
Infanta. In 1624. there was an open Breach betwixt 
England and Spain, and a Match was propoſed betwixt 
Prince Charles and Madam Henrietta Maria the Daugh. 
ter of Henry the Great. i 

James the Iſt died the next Year, and Prince Charles 
was proclaimed King. He had no great Satisfaction 
in the two firſt Parliaments he ſummon d together; and 
ſeeing there were ſome Merchant. men which belonged 
ro his Subjects ſtopped and detained in the River near 
Bourdeaux, he was fain to make uſe of that Fleet againſt 
France, which he had armed and rigged out againſt Spain. 
It fer our ſo late that it was ſhattered with Tempeſts, ſo 
that it could bring no Relief ro the Rochellers, who beg- 
ged the King's Protection in a moſt preſſing Manner ; 
and in 1627. Buckingham who had more Forces than were 
neceſſary to make himſelf Maſter of the Iſle of Ree, 
thought ir enough by all ſorts of Civilities to gain upon 
and reconcile them whom he had Orders to tight with, 
and whom it was in his power to ſubdue. This was a 
Court · Intrigue, and that is all I am allowed to ſay here 
of it. The ſame Year Buckingham being ſenſible of his 
failure, reſumed his Defign with greater Vigour, and 
was murdered at Portſmouth by John Felton, who had 
ſerved him in his Fleet, who had took pet at him upon ſome 
juſt Occaſion; and who, to vindicate what he had done, 
alledged that Buclingham had been declared by the Com- 
mons to be an Enemy of the Kingdom. The King who 
had a great value and friendſhip for the Duke, ſuffered 
that Loſs with much Conſtancy of Mind; and did never- 
theleſs permit his Fleet to ſail under the Command of 
the Earl of Lindſey, who found the Harbour of Rochelle 
ſhur up by a Bank, and ſeeing no probability of break- 
ing through ir, could not relieve the Rochellers, who in 
the Year 1628. were therefore neceſſitated to ſurrender 
ro the King. 

In the mean time when the Princes of Germany were 
deprived of their Governments by the Emperor's Armies, 
and when the King of Denmark, the Head of the League, 
had been routed by Tily, the King of England, who bad 
his Deſigns, ſent a George and Garter to Guſtavus _ 
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phus King of Sueden, who at that time beſieged Dre/ſlaw 
in Pomerania. This Alliance was ſeconded and ſtreng- 
thened by one with France, by the United Provinces, 
and by the Unfortunate Princes of the Empire ; and if 
Guſtavus Adolphus had not been kill'd in the Battle of 
Lutzen, the Elector Palatine had probably been reſtor d 
to his Principality. The King of England had other 
Things ro wind himſelf out of; and of all the Parlia- 
ments he call'd together, there was none which abſo- 
lately granted him what he ask'd, tho? he ask d nothing 
but what was juſt; and which gave him not manifeſt In- 
ſtances of their Hatred or Contempr. He being wil- 
ling to perfect what King Fames his Father had begun, 
I mean to make the Liturgies of England and Scotland a- 
like; the Presbyterians rebell'd, {eiz'd the Cities and 
Fortreſſes, and forced him by Act of Parliament to give 
up the Power he had to raiſe Men. The Engliſh and 
Scots already acting only upon concerted Meaſures, the 
Houſe of Commons demanded of him for their ſecurity, 
that he would put into their Hands the Tower of Len- 
don, the command of his Fleer, his Caſtles, and the 
Militia of the Kingdom ; and he ſaw by thoſe Demands 
that he had nothing left to do but to guard himſelf a- 
gainſt their Tyranny. So the Fire broke out on all ſides, 
and there was nothing to be ſeen but Men in Arms. For- 
tune which was on the right Side in ſome Encounters, 
left it in others; and the King had conquer'd his Rebe l- 
lious Subjects, if his Loyal Ones had made uſe of their 
Advantages and their Underſtandings. But after many 
Propoſals for an Accommodation, which the Rebels gave 
no Ear to; after the ſurrender of ſome Cities by agree- 
ment, or after forcing others, after Battles won and loſt ; 
the King who in 1645. was worſted in the Plain of 
Naſeby in the County of Northampton, by Brown, Fairfax 
and Cromwel, was forced to fly to Leiceſier, He was 
received at Newcaſte by the Scots, who ſold him for W- O 
hundred thouſand Pound to the Engiiſh: And the Que- 
ſtion being put to him, whether he had rather be with 
theſe or thoſe; he anſwer'd, That he ſtil made it bis Op- 
tion, rather to be with thoſe that paid a great deal of Mony 
for him, than with thoſe that baſely fo!d kim. pe 
ter 
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After that he was brovght ro Holmbly Caſtle in the 


County of Northampton; from Holmby to Newmarket, to 


Hampton Court, from whence he eſcap'd into the little 
Iſle of Wight, which is ſeparated from the great one but 
by a very narrow Channel. In 1648. having beenſforcibly 
carried away, by a Company of Horſe, and another of 
Foot, he was brought to Hurſt Caſtle. | 

 WWiliam Prince of Orange died in 1649. The Cardi- 
nal John Caſimir, who was elected King of Poland, af. 
rer the death of Ladiflaus Sigiſmond, his Brother, mar- 
ried Queen Louiſa of Gonſaga his Siſter- in- Law: And Phi- 
lip the IVth took for bis ſecond Wife Mary Anne the 
Daughter of the Emperor Ferdinand the IIIld, and of 
Mary the Daughter of Philip the IIId. 

Claude Fevre de Vaugelas, to whom we are oblig'd for 
ſome Remarks upon our Tongue, died that Year : And 
the incomparable Renatus Deſcartes, born in Touraine in 
1587. died in Sueden on the iſt of February, in 1650. 
Never did Philoſophy appear more lovely than in his 
Works; and thoſe that diſallow his Principles, muſt at 
leaſt grant that his Geometry is the higeſt Effort of Hu- 
man Wir. I ought not however to omit here that Wal. 
Is in his Algebraical Inſtitution, is poſitive that Deſcartes, 
as for his 2 has taken it wholly from Harmottus; 
and that Roberval was cf that Opinion too. As for bis 
Doctrin, That 4 Brute # but an Engine; it is true too 
that the Phyſitian Gomez of Pereyra, in 1554. maintain- 
ed the ſame, and publiſhed it in Print at Medina del 
Campo in the Kingdom of Leon. I know not indeed 
. Whether he ever ſa that Book. But ſince it is an eſta- 

bliſh'd Principle of Deſcartes, that Matter however mo- 
dify'd is incapable of thinking, becauſe its Eſſence con- 
fiſts in extent or quantity; and that on the contrary, the 
Soul or the Mind is a Subſtance that thinks, he could 
not ſo well prove the Immortality of Man, but by taking 
away Thought from Beaſts, 

Charles the IId, the Son of Charles the Iſt, King of 
England, was crown d King of Scocland at Edenborough on 
the ↄth of Fanuary, in 1651 ; and defeated the 3d of Sep- 
tember, in 52. As brave as he was, he was fain to retrea 
and his Eſcape was little leſs than miraculous, n v 
| ather 
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Father Fames Sir mond, a Jeſuir, a Man skilful in all 
ancient Learning, died at Paris, being 92, in 1652.3 
and Claudius Salmaſius at Spa, whither he went to drink 
the Waters. 'Twould be to no 22 to ſpeak of Sir- 
mond, becauſe his very Name is his Encomium ; becauſe 
he has been the wonder of all Europe, and the Caſaubons 
and the Scaligers, who were the Teachers of others, con- 
ſulted him as their Oracle, even when he was very 

oung. Fun 

, In — 54. Fohn Selden, noted for the learned Books which 
he publiſn d to the World, died at London the goth of No- 
vember. England which was turn'd into a Republick, 
in Cromwel's Time, became viſibly his Slave. Lewis the 
Great was crown'd at Reims, and the Spaniards, who 
bore hard upon and ftraiten'd Arras, were forced to 
raiſe the Siege. They ſtopt Charles Duke of Lorrain, 
who was after carried away into the Spaniſh Domini- 
ons. Queen Chriſtina reſigu d the Crown of Sueden for 
the ſake of Charles Guſtavus. Ale xn Michalowitz, or the 
Son of Michael the Grand Duke of Moſcovy, being gone 
into Lithuania with an Army of forty thouſand Men, 
took upon Capirulation Smolensko the Metropolis of the 
Province of the ſame Name, ſituated upon the Boriſthe- 
nes or the Nezper, the Head of which is in the Province 
of Raſchovy, near a Village call'd Niepersko, within ten 
Leagues of the Lake of Myonow. Bur I muſt ſay ſome- 
thing of the Moſcovites, and of the Great Dukes that 
were Predeceſſors to thoſe two laſt. 

Folm Baſilowity was very young, when he was crown'd 
Great Duke, in 1540; and Hiſtorians ſpeak much of 
his Cruelties and his Wars. He had ſeven lawful Wives. 
By the firſt he had Iwan, and Fedor, that is to ſay Fobn 
and Theodor, and Demetrius by the laſt. Being violently 
angry with the eldeſt, he ſtruck him with a Sick upon 
his Head; and by that fatal ftroke the young Prince 
within five days loſt his Life. The Father died on the 
28th of March, in 1584; and Fedor Iwanowitz, or the 
Son of John was crown d upon the laſt of Fuly the ſame 
Year. He being uncapable of Buſineſs, and finding no 
Employment ſo pleaſant and delightful to him as to ring 
Bells in the time of Divine Sn, the * 
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and Regency was cottimirred to Boris Cudenow, the 
Dake's Brother-in-Law, and Maſtet of his Horſe. Bo- 
rit who was belov'd, and who maray'd that vaſt Em- 
pire very well, that he might be uncontrolably Mafter 
of it, made away Demetrius, being nine Years old, by 
the Hand of one of his Gentlemen, whom with his Ac- 
complices he order'd to be murder d for fear of being 
diſcovei d. Fedor dying by a Diſtemper in 1587, Born 
was choſen Great Duke: And when he reign'd, a Monk 
Whoſe Name was Grizha Utropoj a, who for his Lewd- 
neſs had been put into a Monaſtery, found out an Ex- 
tent to ger off from it by the perſuaſion of another 
onk, and withdrew into Pomerania, where he enter. 
ed the Service of a Man of Quality, whoſe Name was 
Adam W:ſnewichs. Grizha Urropoj a had ſo wrought him- 
ſelf into the good Opinion of his Maſter, that he made 
bim believe he was the Son of the Great Duke Fob» Ba. 
filowitz; and that Boris Gudenow having defign'd him 
for flaughter, his Friends had preferv'd him, by fubſti- 
tuting in his room the Som of a Prieſt that was very 
like him. "Twas no very long time before this Account 
was publickly known: And bis Maſter, who by no 
means thought him ſafe in his Houſe, fent him ſecterſy 
into Poland, where he was kindly entertained by the 
Vayvode of Sandimer. This Prince firmly believing his 
Caſe as he reported it, and being a zealous Carholick 
preſently undertook to ſerve him with his Money, with 
his Friends, and with his Intereft, provided he wonld 
grant a Toleration to the Romiſh Religion in Moſcory, 
and that he would himſelf make open profeffion of it. 
He learns his new Catechiſm, changes his Religion, pro- 
riſes to marry. the Yayvod's Daughter, when he ſhall be 
reſtor'd to his Kingdoms ; and by the help of his pte- 
rended Father-in-Law he faiſes an Army, matches into 
Meſcovy, and declares War there againſt the Great 
Dake. He took a great many Cirtes ; he drew the 
greateſt part of the Officers ro his fide ; and he got ſo 
many Advantages of Boris, that he died with Grief for 
em, on the 3d of April in 16053. After his death, the 
Lords who were at Moſcow, crown'd Fedor Borifſowi!z, 
though very young; but when Demerrims made _ 
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rable Advances, they repented of what they had done, 
and perſuaded every Body that — dure the true 
Heir of the Crown. They ſent their Requeſt to bit 
that he would come and take it; and when they bad of- 
fered to give up to bim the whole Family of Gudenom; 
he ſent a Setretary with his Order to ſtrangle the Mo- 
ther, and the Son which was accordingly put in Execu- 
tion. Demetrius went to Moskow with an Army, and at- 
ter his Coronation there, upon the 2 Tſt of Fay, he ſent 
to fetch out of her Cloyſter rhe Mother of the true De- 
metrius, who at firft fight difcover'd the Impoſture, but 
however, conceal'd it for her own Advantage. But the 
Moſcovites open'd their Eyes, when they underftood that 
Demetrins was to Marry the Vayvode of Sandomer's 


Daughter, a Woman of the Church of Rome, and when 


they ſaw, that to give her Attire and Furniture ſuita ble 
to her Character, he laid Hands upon all that was moſt 
valuable it the Kingdom. 

- The Vaywode's Daughter being atrived with a great 
number of Polanders; Baſilowirxy Justi (who bad alrea- 
dy been diſappointed in a former Attempt) and thoſe 


Thar conſpit d wich him perceiving that the great Duks 


and his Cburtiers were drunk and faſt aſlee p, rung the 
Bells at Midnight; they went out of their Hou es 


armed, they broke through the Caſtle · Gates, killing the , 


Poliſh Guatds that were plac'd before them; and 
preſo d imo the Chamber of the Great Duke, on the 9th 
day after he was married. Which when he (aw, be 
leap d in haſte through the Window, thinking to eſcape. 
bur he was taken: and when they had brought che 


- Mothet who before had own'd him for her Son, and 


ſhe had ſwworm upon a Croſs which was tender'd to her, 
that de was not her Son, they ſhot him through the 
Head with a Piſtol. His Body was dragg d quite up to 
the Town-Hall, where it was exposd three whole 
days to the View of every Eye: and after that it was 
ty the Grave, from whence it was taken out to be 


Au the Conttiver of the Conſpiracy, was choſen 
Great Duke, and crown'd the tſt of Fine, in 1606: 
the was ſcatee acknowledged for their Sovereign but 
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There ſtarted up another Impoſtor, by Name Gregory 
Schacopski, who in the Plunder of the Caſtle had found 
the Seals of the Kingdom; and who having taken the 
Name of Demetrius, betook bimſelf to Poland for Pro- 
tection, publiſhing in all places through which he aſſed, 
that by the Covert of the Night he had at leaſt eſcaped 
Murther, and that there was another Man taken in bis 
ſtead. At the ſame time a Deputy to a Secretary of 
State had a mind likewiſe to be Demetrius; and be play d 
his part ſo well, that he met with Men who ſupported 
2 and who enabled him to become Maſter of many 
ities. 2 
Sipiſmond the IIId, making an Advantage of the ſcan- 
dalous Confuſion of his Enemies, and not eaſily forget- 
ting that Baſile the Son of John had taken Smolensko from 
Poland, block d up that City about the end of the Year 
1609, and was in Poſſeſſion of it upon Terms of Agree- 
ment and Capitulation, the 2d of une, in 1611. The 
Governor of the Fortreſs, and the Archbiſhop were pre- 
ſented to the King, and confeſs d to him that from the 
time he ſat down before, till the time he took Smolensko, 
there were a Hundred thouſand Perſons died in it. Xu; 
bad not always been idle amidſt thoſe great Diſorders 
He offered alſo Battle to the King; but Suffolski the Po- 
lin Lieutenant General, cut in pieces the greateſt part 
of the Troops deſigned for the relief of the Beſieged, 
and took ſome very conſiderable Cities. The Moſcovites 
were laid waſte by ſo many Loſſes; and having from 
the Misfortunes that befel them, drawn a neceflary 
Conlequence that the unjuſt Government of Zusks was 
the Cauſe of them, they diſpoſſeſs d him of the Dignity 


of Great Duke, and ſnut him up in a Monaſtery, where 


be was Shaved. They chole too for their Sovereign 
Ladiſlaus the Son of Sigiſmond : And the Poles were for 


one whole Year Maſters of Moſcow, and the Caſtle. 


But foraſmuch as they did behave themſelves immodeſt- 

ly rowards the Ladies, and did ufe the Citizens and 

Noblemen ill, the Moſcovites rook Arms, and forc'd 

them at laſt ro leave the Town. The Poles in their 

Rage fired the City in three or four places, they kill'd 

in two days time by Fire and Sword, above two — 
r 
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dred thonſand Perſons, they plunder'd the Treaſury» 
the Monaſteries, and the Churches; and got ſuch con- 
fiderable Booty in the Slaughter, that the Soldiers fo" 
want of Lead charged their Piſtols with large Pearls 

The Polanders, and the famous Demetrius appearing 
no more, the Moſcovites in 1613, choſe Michael Federo- 
witz, the Son of Nekitis, a very remote Kinſman of 
Fobn Baſile. He made peace with his Neighbours ; he 
was univerſally valued for his ſweer Temper ; he liv'd 
forty nine Years, reign'd thirty three, and died on the 
r2th of Fuly, in 1645. Alexis Federowitz, was crown'd 
the 13th of Fuly the ſame Year, though he was nor then 
ſixteen Years old, becauſe born the 17th of March, in 
1630. This is the very Man who enter'd Pomerania 
with an Army of forty Thouſand, and, as ſome (ay, 
fixty ; who took Smolensko very luckily, becauſe Kode- 
witz perceiving that he was too weak to Cope with him, 
withdrew farther into Pomerania; becauſe the Heidukes 
and Coſaques, whom he had left in that City, fled up- 
on the Report of the Arrival of the Moſcovites; and 
becauſe the three hundred Germans, who with ſome 
Polanders were in it, were taken by Force, and hewed 
in pieces. ee 

Theſe Great Dukes have the Title of Czar, Tzar, or 
Jar, which ſignifies King: and the Molcovites will 
have it that Czar is nothing elſe but Ceſar. Tis from 
one of the Provinces of this Great Duke call'd Siberia, 
that moſt part of the Sables are fetched, which by cor- 
ruption are called Sublines, Lebelines, or Fibelines, * 
which ought to be called Siberines ; and the chief City 
of the Provence is Novogrod Siberiesky, that is, the new 
City of Siberia, to diſtinguiſh ir from other Cities of the 
ſame name. But I muſt return to my Chronological 
Obſervations. 

Lewis Guez de Balzac, who was the Prodigy of his 
time for Eloquence, had not the Mortification to lee, 
that the Court which ſpoke only of the fineneſs of his 
Works, ſhould engage him in another Intereſt after his

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Death. Voiture was the Man they then admired for his 
turn of Wit, for the delicacy of bis Thoughts, for bis 
Gracefulneſs, and for a certain frank and natural man- 
ner of Expreſſion; which he uſes in all his Letters. They 
found that Balzac was too Sublime and Lofty, chat he 
ſpoke of little Things in pompous Words, that his Head 
was always high and ſoaring, and not able to ſtoop or 
fy down. However, tis true, that of all rhe good 
Writers there are none that can deny, but they have 
from him the art of Writing well, and of giving to a 
Period its juſt Meaſure : and if Voiture for bis gentile 
Air is to be preferred before him, one may pronounce 
without the leaſt Hazard of Reputation, that he falls 
infinitely ſhort of him in rhe Purity of Stile. Balxac 
died in 1654. 

Isa 1655, Innocent the Xth, of the Family of Pam- 
Philio, died upon the 8th of January: and on the 7th 
of April, Cardinal Fabio Chigi was elected Pope. He 
aſſum'd the Name of Alexander, and was the ſeventh 
ſo called. 1 10 — 7 

The Queen Chriſtina made Proſeſſion of the Romiſh 
Religion at Inſpruch: and Peter Gaſſendus, a celebrated 
Mathematician and Philoſopher, died at Paris the 24th 
of October, being Sixty four Years, Nine Months, and 
Four days old. | | 
In 1656, Fobn the IVch King of Portugal, died ar Lis 
bon, November the 6th, and the 15th of the ſame Month, 
his Son 2 was crowned. In 1657, the Feſuites 
who had been baniſhed from Venice, were reſtored thi- 
ther with Honor, and in Splendor. | 

In 1658, on the 13th of September, Oliver Cromwel, 
who ſhould never have been born, died of a Fever. The 
next Year. a Peace was cancladed betwixt France and 
Spain, in the Iſle of Conference. In 1660, Monſieur 


Gaſton of France, Duke of Orleans, died at Blog, the 2d 


of February: and Charles Guſtavus King of Suedeland, on 
the 22d of the ſame Month, at Gatemburg. 

| Lewis the Great gave Peace to above half Europe, by 
marrying the Infanta Maria Thereſa, the Daughter of 
Philip the IVth, King of Spain, and of Elizabeth the 


Daughter of Hewy the Great, and of Mary de Medicis.

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Charles the IId, the Son of Charles the Iſt, was this Year 
reſtor'd to England. . 

In 1661, Mary Stuart, the Widow of Miliam Mau- 
rice, Prince of Orange. died of the Diſtemper which is 
ſach an Enemy to rhe Beauty of the Fair Sex. The Car- 
dinal Maxarine, died the 29th of March : and my Lord 
the Dauphin was born the Iſt day of November. 

Frederick Archbiſhop of Bremen, who had been ap- 
pointed King of Denmark, after the Death of Chriſtiern 
the IVth, made the Kingdom Hereditary. By that 
means all the Privileges of the Senate, and of rhe Nobi- 
lity were aboliſhed ; and among the reſt, thoſe which 
had been enlarged at the Election of Frederick the IId, 
Duke of Holſtein, which allowed not the King to Sen- 
tence to death, nor to baniſh ſo much as a Gentleman; 
which took from him the Liberty of advancing to Offices 
or Dignities a private Man, or a Stranger; which left 
to the Gentry the Power of Life and Death over their 
Dependents. | 

In 1662, Elizabeth the Daughter of Fames, King of 
Great Britain, the Widow of Frederick the Vth, Elector 
Palatine, and King of Bohemia, died at Londen the 23d 
of February, being threeſcore and Eight. Charles the 
IId King of England marryed the Infanta Catharine of 
Portugal, on the 2 1ſt of May, the ſame Year, In 1663, 
Emanuel the IId, Duke of Savoy, born the 2oth of June. 
in 1634, Married the Princeſs Francs de Valois, the 
Daughter of Monfieur Gaſton of France, Duke of Orleans, 
and of Margaret of Lorraine. Since he lived not a whole 

Year with her, he took for his ſecond Wife Maria Foan- 
na Baptiſts of Savey, the Daughter of Charles Amedeus, 
Duke of Nemours, and of Iſabella, Daughter ro Ceſar 
Duke of Vendome. Madam Chriſtina of France, Dy:ch- 
eſs Dowager of Savoy, the Mother of Charles Emanuel, 
died on the 27th of September. | 

England having fallen out with Holand, about the end 
of the Year 1664, made all poſſible Preparation for War, 
and on the 4th of March, in 1665, ſet out a Fleet to Sea 
of a Hundred and Thirty Sail, under the command of 


ame, Duke of Vorl. That Great Prince was himlelt 


Prince 


Admiral of the Squires Melenging to the Red Flag; 
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Prince Robert Palatine of the Rhine, was Admiral of the 
White Squadron; and the Earl of Sendwich of the Blue, 
The Dutch Fleet conſiſting of a Hundred and Thirty 
Men of War, divided into ſeven Squadrons, under the 
High-Admiral of Holland, and Weſt-Friezeland, Waſſe- 
naer dq Obdam, ſailed out of the Texel, at the end of 
May: and the 13th of June, the two Fleets meeting 
fought from three a Clock in the Morning till nine at 
Nine at Night. Admiral Obdam fer upon the Royal 
Charles, in which the Duke of Vork was, and omitted 
nothing to diſtinguiſh and fignalize his Valour in that ar- 
tack. The Duke both bore and returned it with incon- 
ceiveable Reſolution : and though he ſaw the Earl of 
Falmouth, with many others fall as it were at his Feet ; 
though the Brains of one of his menial Servants were 
 daſh'd upon his Cloaths and Face; though he had receiv d 
a Wound on his Scull, and Hand, his Courage never ap- 
Ss greater in all Reſpects than in that Engagement. 
hey had interchangeably play d their great Guns upon 
one another almoſt two Hours together; when the Pow- 
der took Fire in the Ducth Admiral's Ship, who for two 
days before had been ſtrangely afflicted with the Gout, 
and who not being able yet to ſtand, got himſelf faſt- 
bound to the main Maſt. that he might diſpenſe his Com. 
mands, and Orders. The Fire preſently blew up the 
Veſſel: and there is no over and above ſatisfactory Ac- 
count whether it were purely the effect of Chance, 
whether it happen'd by the careleſſneſs of the Mate 
who gave out the Cartridges, or through the Deſpair of 
the Dutchman, who being not able to ſtand before the 
Duke, choſe rather to deſtroy himſelf than to be taken 
by his Enemy. Three Dutch Ships ſome time after, 
being fixd with Grappling-Hooks, and not able to 
get off; Prince Robert derach'd from his Squadron a 
Fire- ſhip, which burnt them one after another: and the 
Engliſh after a loſs of ſeveral Veſſels, and of nine Hun- 
dred Men (among whom there was a conſiderable 
number of Officers, and of Perſons of Quality) appa- 
rently got the Victory. There were above four Thou- 
ſand Hollanders killed and wounded; there were nine 
of their Ships ſunk, eight or nine Triumphantly *

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vey d into the Thames: and if the written Relation 
which I have ſeen be true, there were on that day 
more than Five Thouſand Canon. Bullets diſcharged by

The very ſame Year Philip the IVth, King of Spain, 
being Sixty Vears old, died of the Stone. He was the 
Son of Philip the IIld, who left the World on the laſt 
day of March, in 1621, in the King's Palace at Madrid. 
Charles the IId when be was four Years old, ſucceeded 
Philip the IVth, being left as a Ward to the Queen Ma- 
ry-Anne his Mother, and to fix of his Father's Miniſters,

Nicholas Pouſſin of Audeli in Normandy, a Great De. 
ſigner, skill'd in the Statues and Paintings of Antiquity, 
in the Character of Paſſions, and in diſpoſing Colours 
and Lights, died at Rome, deing ſixty Years Old, on the 
19th day of November. | | 

In 1666 Anne of Auſtria Queen of France, died upon 
the 2oth of Fanuary: and the ſame Year Mary Frances 
Elizabeth of Savoy, the Daughter of Charſes Amedeus, 
Duke of Nemours, and of Iſabella the Daughter of Ce- 
far Duke of Vendome, was married to Don Alphonſus 
King of Portugal. 

In 1667, Alexander the VIIth died on the 2 1ſt of May; 
he was Pope 12 Years, one Month, and 15 Days: and 
the 2oth of une the Cardinal Ræſpiglioſi, who aſſumed 
the Name of Clement the IX th, ſucceeded bim. 

In the ſame Year the Dutch having notice that the En- 
gliſh were not like to ſet their Fleet to Sea, put out 
their own, conſiſting of eighty Men of War, and twen- 
ty Fireſhips. Ruhter who commanded ir, having in vain 
made ſome Attempts in Scotland, on the 13th of Fune, 
hoiſted Sail to turn back towards the Thames. The 17th 
he caſt Anchor at the Mouth of that River, and was in- 
formed that 19 Miles higher near Graveſend, there rode 
at Anchor Twelve Frigats, with twenty Engliſh Mer- 
chant- Men fraught for Barbadoes. He gave to his Vice- 
Admiral de Guent a Squadron of 17 Veſſels to attack 
that Convoy : and the Vice- Admiral, on the 19th of 
June, enter'd the Thames. But ſince the Wind was a- 
gainſt him, and ſince he was oblig d ro ſtop at Boydbop- 
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pe, within two Miles of Graveſend, and of the placg 
where che Frigats lay at Anchor; he got up higher ro- 
wards London, where they were thrown into a Panick 
Fear by this Attempt. The Engliſh were more allarm'd 
the next day, when they underſtood that their Enemies 
bad failed jnto the River of Medway, of Rocheſter, and of 
Chattam:; and that they apparently bad a deſign to Fire 
the 17 Frigats, and to a Magazine the beſt fur. 
niſh d of any in the Kingdom, with Cords, and Anchors, 
Monk upon theſe Tidings was ſent away with all the 
Forces he could get together: and that General when 
he ſaw that the Inhabirants bad with a Chain faſten d 
ra Beams acroſs the Wood. ſhut up the River of Med- 
way, which may be half a Mile broad, thought it conve. 
nient however, to fink ſome Veſſels ro ſecure the reſt, 
and to place behind them three or four Frigats, well 
armed, and fill'd with Men. This Barriere was not ſuf. 
ficient to balk the Courage of the Dutch, who puth'd in 
with full Sails: and the ſtrong Chain broke upon the ſe- 
cond Bruſ given it by the Veſſel in which the Flag of 
the Republick was ſet up. The Frigats which were 
d to make head againſt them, could not ſtand the 
ire of the Enemies, who did not only ſink them toge- 
ther with their Seamen in them, but did as much to 
eight or nine conſiderable Veſſels befides. Though the 
Cables of other Ships had been cut to preſerye them, 
and to get them bigher up in the River, the Dutch took 
three of em; and among the reſt the Royal Charles 
mounted wich a Hundred and Twenty Braſs-Guns, the 
fineſt ſhip in Europe. They afterwards landed at Sheerneſſe, 
or in the Iſle of Shepey, which is at the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Medway, Which is very fruitful, and is in Circuit 
21 Miles; they plunder'd it, they burnt irs Houſes 
and irs ſtore of Cables, they aſſaulted and won its For- 
treſs. After all that proſperous Execution, which the Hol- 
landers did in but three Days, and which cannot but make 
their Renown immortal, the Vice-Admiral de Guent on 
the 23d of June return d down the Thames : And the 
Lieutenant Admiral Bankere had Order to go and block 
up the City of London Bur upon a falſe — which 
was then tent. abour that the Duke of Jork, Prince N. 

Pert, 
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pert, and General Monk were coming towards them; 
the Squadron which durſt not go up higher 1ban Bd. 
hoppe, weat © join again the Body of che Fleet, which 
was already in the Rirer. But Rwter thinking that 
Things were not £0 be carry'd 100 far, gave the fignal to 
make ready to go away with the Tide; and the Duech 
who bed juſt made their way through viſible Danger, 
lo their Courage by a mere Chimera, and made no im- 
ptovement of che Advantages they bad in their Hands. 

: Lewis the Great took Dauay, Tourney, Tpres, and Liſle ; 
and in 166B. in the Winter- time he reduced Franche 
Comte within the Compaſs of 16 Days. Alphonſus the 
Vith, King of Fortigal was under Guard for ſome Months

In the ſame Year Fobn Caſimir King of Poland being 
dut of Conceic with Government, rehgn'd his Crows ; 
be went to Frauge. and was entertain'd there to his ſa- 
risfaction by the King, who to make him up an honor- 
able Support, beſtow'd upon him the Beneſices aud Ab- 
by of St. Germain des Prez, where he died is 167 2. be · 
ing ſixry four Years old. | 

Clement the IX ch dying in 1669. upon the ↄth of De- 
cember, Clement the Xch, of the Family of the Aleieri 
was elected the 29th of April, in 1670. and ſucceeded 
kim. Frederick the IIId, King of Denmark, died the 
ſame Year: And Monſieur Philip of France, Duke of 
Orleans, loſt by the Stroak of Death, Madam Henrietta, 
the Danghrer of Charles the Iſt, King of England. The 
Duicheſs of 7ark died the 10th of April, in the Near fol- 
lowing; and Hihelmine Erneſtine, the Princeſs Royal 
of Deumark, was married the 29th of September to the 
Electoral Prince Charles Palatine. The Marriage of tbe 
Princeſs Elizabeth Charlotte, the Siſter of chat Prince, 
was propoſed at chat very time; and the Articles of it 
were lign'd at Straxburg the 9th of November by Charles 
Lemss Count Palatine of the Rhine, and Prince Elector

The very ſame Year 
the King of Sueden married the Princeſs Vlrique Eleoner, 
the King of Denmark's Siſter, to eſtabliſh the Peace be- 
twixt choſe two Crowns. In 1681. the City of Straſ- 
burg open d her Gates at the firſt Summons made in the 
Name of Lewis the Great, whom ſhe had twice diſa
